“BLOWNUPBY DESIGN” 


Officer’s Forecast of the Finding of 
the Inquirers, 


“Based on Negative Rather 
Than Positive Evidence.” 


No Possibility of Deciding on the Theory of an 
Internal Explosion. 


Key West, March 1.—An officer of the 
Maine, who had been examined by the 
court of inquiry Monday, talked at length 
with the correspondent of the Associated 
Press. “I can't tell you,” he said, “what 
line of questioning was adopted, but the 
court will find, I believe, that the Maine 
was blown up by design, though I don't 
think it will be able to ascertain exactly 
how. The court's finding will be based 
on negative rather tkan positive evi- 
dence. By this I mean that all the tes- 
timony heard so far has, bit by bit, 
frustrated the theories of those who 
think the explosion was of internal 
origin. This negative evidence is so 
strong and so general that I see no pos- 
sibility of the court deciding that the ex- 
plosion was internal. 

“The only alternative then left for 
the court is to fall back on evidence 
which points to the intentional blowing 
up of the Maine. This, I think, will be 
done, unless the court formulates a 
theory of its own, or declares that it does 
not know how the disaster occurred, 
both of which conjectures I think im- 
probable.” 

As bearing on the value of the opinion 
of the officer in question, it must be 
borne in-mind that he was before the 
court for about 15 minutes only, and that 
he has at all times expressed himself as 
confident that the Maine's fate was not 
due to an accident. 

Members of the court, when the sub- 
stance of the interview was brought to 
their attention, declined to have any- 
thing to say. All the high naval and 
military officials here, when asked cru- 
cial questions, invariably relapse into a 
state of polite ignorance. 


Spanish Divers In the Wreck, 

Iiavana, March 1.—Captain Sigsbee 
was on board the lighthouse tender Fern 
until 2 o'clock yesterday fafternoon. He 
waited for the Spanish divers, but they 
did not appear. He thinks Spain has 
a moral and international right to make 
an independent examination, and he 
will give the Spanish divers such fa- 
cilities as aré possible. Captain Sigs- 
bee hopes the survey steamer Bache will 
return to the Tortugas today or to- 
morrow with all the Maine’s wounded 


j left here, and he expects to send on the 


Bache hereafter all the remains of the 
dead recovered in a condition making 
It possible to place them in coffins. 


CAPTAIN SIGSBEE, 

The difficulty experienced in recover- 
ing the bodies is not understood by 
any but the divers. The latter worked 
for three hgurs Sunday trying to bring 
out one body intact, and one of the divers 
had a bad fall and several got their 
air tubes tangled. Even then they 
could not extricate the remains. The 
main efforts of the divers are directed 
towards clearing upper wreckage, decks, 
smokestacks, guns, hatches, bridge 
cranes and gratings. Then, if not be- 
fore, all the dead can be removed. 

Captain Sigsbee continues to receive 
letters in great numbers, some sad and 
others complimentary. All the queries 
about the men who lost their lives when 
the Maine went down are answered as 
soon as possible if there is anything to 
be told. One of the saddest letters re- 
ceived was from the brother of a dead 
man who wrote that when death was 
claiming tpe victim his friends at home 
were celebrating his birthday and wish- 
ing him many happy returns of the day. 
Chaplain Chidwick has been commended 
by Captain Sigsbee as a man, @ priest 
and an officer. He is always cheerful 
and doing the most effective work pos- 
sible. 


Divers Working Slowly. 

Havana, March 1.—Only one body was 
recovered Monday, and it has not been 
identified, though there are hopes that 
it may be later. With any others found 
in time, it will go with the wounded on 
the Bache to the Dry Tortugas and Key 
West. On her next trip north the Bache 
will carry to Key West the first com- 
pany of wounded taken to the Dry 
Tortugas. The Spanish divers did not 


make tnéir examination yesteraay. 
Captain Sigsbee ¢xamined them, and 
probably will be advised as to where 
they will begin the investigation. He 
was much gratified at recovering, in 
good condition, his Order of the Red 
Eagle (Prussian) and the gold medal 
presented him by the international 
fisheries exhibition in London in 1883. 
The work of the divers is slow and must 
necessarily continue slow owing to the 
difficulty of making an impression upon 
the mass of heavy debris. 


A Telegram From Sicard. 

Washington, March 1.—At the close of 
office hours yesterday a telegram 
reached the navy department from 
Admiral Sicard at Key West to the ef- 
fect that the court of inquiry must re- 
sume session at Havana to obtain evi- 
dence of divers after further work upon 
the wreck. This communication sets at 
rest rumors current for some days that 
the court was not to return to Havana 
for the reason that it had discovered the 
cause of the sinking of the Maine was 
not an accident. An important deduc- 
tion to be drawn from the message is 
that the report of the court can scarcely 
be expected for several weeks to come. 
The court will be oecupied at Key West 
for some days at least in taking the 
testimony of the survivors there. Then 
upon the return to Havana it is expected 
that a good deal of time must elapse be- 
fore the divers can get through the mud 
which now encompasses the lower part 
of the Maine and ¢xamine the bottom. 
After this is done the court must de- 
liberate in order to secure an agreement 
upon its findings. The prevalent belief 
at the navy départment is that up to 
this moment the court has not under- 
taken to compare notes and endeavor 
to reach such an agreement. 


TAG be 
CAPTAIN CHADWICK, 

At the White House the utmost quie: 
prevailed. Many offers have come from 
organizations and individuals of their 
services in case of a conflict. Some of 
the congressional callers also have 
stated to the president that their states 
were ready to furnish full quotas of men. 
Secretaries Long and Alger and Repre- 
sentative Dingley were among the presi- 
dent's visitors, bu’ it was stated that 
they had nothing Gi -imporcance on the 
Maine affair to discuss with him. Mr. 
Dingley spoke afterward in strong terms 
against reports that financial circles in 
New York were being sounded as to the 
readiness with which funds could be 
raisedinanemergency. Secretary Gage 
declared that the published statement 
that he was making preparations fora 
bond issue and that the bureau of en- 
graving and printing was preparing the 
plate was unqualifiedly false. No such 
action has even been considered, he said. 


Suspected Their Countrymen, 

Boston, March 1.—The American board 
of foreign missions has received a letter 
from one of its missionaries, the Rev. 
William H. Gullick of San Sebastian, 
Spain, under date of Feb. 17, in which 
he says that notwithstanding the deep 
feeling that prevails throughout Spain 
against the United States he has been 
treated well. When the news of the 
Maine disaster reached San Sebastian 
from Madrid many Spaniards fully be- 
lieved that it was the work of their own 
countrymen, and probably from the 
Spanish warship lying alongside of the 
Maine, the Alphonso XII; and that if 
so war between the two nations would 
be inevitable and immediate. Later 
news, he says, dispels all these fears 
and makes it look as if the kind feel- 
ings shown by the Spanish authorities 
and people to the wounded Americans 
might operate powerfully towards a 
peaceful issue of all the questions. 


Bellicose Editors Scored, 

Newton, Mass., March 1.—“The Guilty 
Press” is the title of an article written 
by Blizabeth Ward, the reformer. In 
declaring it to be impossible that the 
Havana disaster was due to Spanish 
agency, Mrs. Ward says: “The incen- 
diary editor is the last man who should 
complain of the catastrophe which cost 
us the Maine and her noble crew. He 
raves hotly over the loss of 300 men, but 
he coldly instigates the murder of 300,000, 
or three times that. He pours fiery 
rhetoric about the miseries consequent 
on the explosion of one battleship; but 
he is laying the torpedoes which may 
blow uptwonavies. He places the mine; 
he trails the wire; he puts his finger on 
the electric button; he is the criminal. 
He is a thousandfold more guilty than 
any possible savage or maniac who 
might, by any conceivable turn of events, 
be suspected to know more that he chose 
to tell about the destruction of the 
Maine.” 

Accused of Perfidy. 

Madrid, March 1.—The National repro- 
duces a letter written by Mr. Govin, the 
minister of the interior of Cuba in the 
colonial government, published in the 
filibuster journal, containing alleged in- 
structions given by Govin to Acosta, 
said to be his emissary, to negotiate 
with the Cuban junta in the United 
States in regard to the terms which the 
Cubans should exact from Spain. The 
unofficial newspapers comment strongly 
upon this so-called perfidy of Govin and 
say he is bound to defend himself against 
the charges made. 

The Impartial temperately approves 
“the growing sentiment” that conces- 
sion has reached its limits, and expresses 
the belief that “the best forces in Spain 
are convinced that the time has arrived 
to firmly, though with moderation and 
calmness, assert the honor of the father- 
land.”

HORSES FED ON FLOUR, 


Men and Animals In Maine Woods In 
Danger of Starvation, 


Supplies of Food and Fodder 
About Exhausted. 


Replenishment Prevented by the Great Depth 
of Snow. 


Bangor, Me., March 1.—C. D. Hathway 
arrived in Oldtown yesterday from his 
lumber camps off theline of the B. and A. 
railroad. He reports that the snow is 
eight feet deep on the level at his camps 
and all through that vicinity. Fora 
week past all of Hathaway & Whittier’s 
and Roger's camp crews have been busy 
shovelling out the tote road, 14 miles 
long, in order that food and fodder might 
be brought in for the men and horses, 
who have been in danger of starvation. 
Over a hundred men are at work in the 
drifts, and it is hoped that the road will 
be broken out in a few days more. 

News comes from the camps of Bow- 
man & Gray, and Foster Brothers, 40 
miles off the B. and A. road, that the 
stock of hay and grain in those camps 
became exhausted some days ago and 
that the horses are being fed with flour. 
There is not enough flour to last more 
than a few days, and it is reported that 
Bowmasa & Gray will kiil 40 horses to 
prevent their starving to death, while 
Foster Brothers will kill 10 horses for 
the same reason. Prominent lumber- 
men say that there never has been more 
snow in the woods than now, the only 
year approaching this in the number 
and severity of storms having been 1886. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 1.—The senate passed 
a bill giving fire apparatus the right of 
way. 

Ought not to pass was reported on 
the bill to make parents or guardians 
liable for the acts of their children or 
wards, and on the bill providing that lo- 
cal companies shall have power to as- 
sent to certain transfers and assign- 
ments of policies. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on 
petitions for legislation to enable wom- 
en to vote on all municipal elections, 
upon the license question and at na- 
tional, state and municipal elections; 
on petition to prevent discrimination in 
the size and color between school com- 
mittee ballots for men and women; «. 
the petition to provide for appeals to 
county commissioners in cases where 
selectmen of towns refuse common vic- 
tualers, billiard or bowling licenses. 

A bill was reported giving to women 
appointed as special commissioners the 
same powers with justices of the peace, 
or the appointment of appraisers of 
estates of deceased persons. 

Mr. Ross of New Bedford introduced a 
bill for the abolition of fines and grad- 
ing in cotton factories, and Mr. Russell 
of Worcester one to provide for thetem- 
porary release of truants in case of the 
death or serious illness of members of 
their families. 

In his annual report to the legislature, 
the superintendent of prisons recom- 
mends the passage of an act to author- 
ize the construction of a canal across 
Cape Cod by prisoners. A bill for the 
construction of the canal is before the 
legislature, and the governor advocates 
such a plan. 


Ingrain Mills In a Combine. 

Boston, March 1.—The Transcript 
rrinted an interview yesterday with 
Arthur T. Lyman, treasurer of the Low- 
ell Manufacturing company, concerning 
a proposed combination of manufac- 
turers of ingrain carpets in this country 
with a view of controlling that market. 
Mr. Lyman said: “Thomas Bromley 
of Philadelphia is earnestly at work on 
the combination and has enlisted var- 
ioys Philadelphia manufacturers in the 
matter. There are only two carpet 
mills in New England making ingrain 
carpets, and they both make other kinds 
of carpets. The plan has not been 
definitely laid before them yet. A meet- 
ing was to have been held last week in 
New York, but it was postponed for a 
time. Until the plan is definitely stated, 
it is not possible to say whether it 
can be carried out or not; but with the 
great advance in wool, higher cost re- 
quires higher prices, and it has been felt 
that there was a need of a strong com- 
bination to regulate prices and to do 
away with a wasteful duplication of 
expenses and the cutting of prices which 
is injurious not only to the manufac- 
turers, but to all dealers. It was pro- 
posed at first to take in all the carpet 
mills; but at present the combination 
relates only to ingrain carpets.*

quackery and prohibited with the ‘‘un- 
recognized’’ methods.

Buskirk was taking down a 
shotgun from the rack to fire at a hawk 
which was among his chickens, when it 
was discharged and the contents lodged 
in the back of the woman's neck. Med- 
ical Examiner Higgins was convinced, 
ufter an investigation, that the shooting 
was accidental.

An Apparent Shortage. 

Portland, Me., March 1.—An examina- 
tion of the accounts of Tax Collector 
Miller of the town of Freeport disclose 
an apparent shortage of $3307. No one 
believes it is due to dishonesty, but 
where the money has gone is a mystery 
which Mr. Miller has so far been unable 
to explain. The town is protected by a 
bond of $12,000. 


Took Poison by Mistake, 

Torrington, Conn., March 1.—Mrs. 
Eliza Heffernan, aged 73, was fatally 
poisoned by drinking carbolic acid. She 
had been in poor health for a number 
of years, and as she had been taking 
several kinds of medicine, it is thought 
that she took the poison in mistake. She 
died in about 20 minutes after intense 
suffering.

Fall River, Mass., March 1.—The print 
cloth market continues dull at 2 3-16 
cents, with no demand. Odd goods are 
off and selling on a basis of about 1-16 
lower. 


Answers the Description. 

North Sydney, C. B., March 1.—A sus- 
picious character, answering the de- 
scription of Paul Miller, who is charged 
with the murder of the Newton family 
at Brookfield, Mass., on June 7, was 
arrested at Leitche’s Creek and is now 
confined in North Sydney jail. For 
some weeks the man had been living 
with a farmer named Robertson, 10 
miles from North Sydney. He is a 
German and agrees with descriptions 
published of the supposed murderer.

Everybody In the Dark as to the 


Court’s Opinioa, 


Mysterious Missives From 
Havana Sent to Cubans. 


Secretary Long on the Responsibility of the 
Spaniards. 


Key West, March 2.—The second day’s 
sessions of the court of inquiry are over, 
and nothing new is known regarding the 
fate of the Maine, at all events, outside 
the members of the court. who 
confidently declared a week ago that the 
court had already found that the vessel 
was intentionally blown up have modi- 
fied this conviction and for the most part 
admit that such reports must be based 
largely on speculation. Even naval of- 
ficers are apparently as much in the 
dark as the civilians as to what the 
court’s opinion is at the present mo- 
ment. Excellent progress has been made 
in the examination, and the court will 
probably finish up its work here today. 
Its members will then be taken back to 
Havana on the Mangrove

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Spain's Official Participation. 

Washington, March 2.—As he was re- 
turning from the meeting of the cabinet 
Tuesday, Secretary Long remarked that 
it was his deliberate judgment that the 
question of Spain's official participation 
in the destruction of the Maine 
was deserving consideration no 
longer. The statement at once 
started much comment and discussion, 
and when Mr. Long returned to the navy 
department after lunch he found that 
what he had intended to convey was be- 
ing given the force of an official declara- 
tion that Spain’s responsibility for the 
disaster had been sie ited. In order 
to make clear his meaning, Mr. Long dic- 

tated a statement to offset enlarged ver- 
sions of what he had said. Persons oc- 
cupying the relations with the 
secretary said that the opinion expressed 
Was such as anyone might give with the 
facts now at hand. It was not in any 
sense, it was explained, a conclusion 
drawn from new evidence not made pub- 
Nic either from the court of inquiry or 
any officer concerned in the inquiry. 
Neither facts nor intimations have come 
from such sour it is said at the de- 
partment, which would serve as the basis 
for an opinion. It was pointed out that 
the language used was “official partici- 
pation” on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment. This had no bearing on the 
question of Spain's responsibility. In 
‘case it was shown that the act was due 
to some fanatic or person unconnected 
with the government, then the question 
of Spain's responsibility would be still 
open. 

It was learned at the navy department 
why the Maine was tied up to a buoy in 
Havana harbor instead of anchoring, a 
fact that has been the base fér some of 
the theories as to the cause of the dis- 
aster. It is said that not only is a man- 
of-war at a buoy in much better place 
for quick service than when anchored, 
but it appears that if a ship casts her 
anchor in Havana harbor so foul and 
polluted with yellow fever and other 
disease germs is the mud that adheres 
to it when it is hoisted, she must gointo 
quarantine upon her return to any 
Florida port. 

No Indemnity Will Do. 

jLawrence, Mass., March 2.—Secretary 
Stuart of the Republican city commit- 
tee has receiveé® the following letter 
from Congressman Knox: “Little can 
be said now about poor Cuba, for the 
reason that the time for words has 
passed.

To Relatives of the Sacrificed, 
Washington, March 2.—Consul Gen- 
eral Lee has made a further explana- 
tion of the difficulties in the way of rel- 
atives who seek to secure the removal) 


to the United States of the remains otf 
such of the victims of the Maine ex- 
plosion as have already been interred. 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana requested 
the state department to obtain permis- 
sion for the exhumation and removal of 
the body of young Keyes, and the re- 
quest, being submitted to General Lee, 
called forth the following response: 
“Most of the bodies buried some weeks 
ago are unrecognizable. Against Span- 
ish law to exhume until expiration of 
five years. Neither steamers nor au- 
thorities permit shipment of bodies un- 
less at once embalmed and in metallic 
cases. Cost of embalming and encas- 
ing from $600 to $800 each.” 


A Cardinal's Pastoral, 

Havana, March 2.—Cardinal Casca- 
jares of Valladolid in a nessa! on the 
Cuban situation begins by declaring that 
the immorality of the administration 
and the lack of justice in Cuba gave 
the Cubans a pretext for rebelling. He 
afterwards censures in the strongest 
terms the neglect with which the Span- 
ish soldiers in Cuba have been treated, 
so that the mortality among them has 
been terrible. He hints, without nam- 
ing Weyler, that the immorality of 
Weyler’s administration and his ra- 
pacity have been the probable cause ot 
the death of thousands of soldiers. 

The cardinal says afterwards: “The 
deadly colonial war takes away, without 
glory, the flower of our youth.” We are 
seriously menaced with international 
complications, and with a war that may 
prove still more disastrous. Our finan- 
ces are ruined, our policy doubtful and 
vacillating, our commerce is ruined, our 
industry expiring, our agriculture an- 
aemic. Our people, having spent it. 
energies, its blood, its money in use- 
less battles, and having lost confidence 
in governments, shows that indifference 
which frequently precedes dispair, and 
which may burst out in a terrible ex- 
plosion of anger and indignation when 
least expected.” 

Transporting the Injured. 

Havana, March 2.—The steamer Bache 
has been ordered to leave for the Dry 
Tortugas with five American wounded, 
all that are now left here, and one body. 
Admiral Sicard intends having a naval 
funeral over the bodies returned by the 
Bache, but may postpone the ceremony 
until others have been received, so that 
all may be formally interred at the same 
time. 

Yesterday a collision occurred between 
a party of guerillas and several em- 
ployes of the street cleaning department 
near Trillo park. Five policemen inter- 
fered to preserve order and, meeting with 
resistance, used their revolvers. Four 
of the combatants were shot and threa 
policemen wounded, one seriously. Three 
arrests were made.

Viscaya at Havana, 
March 2.—The Spanish ecruis- 
arrived off Morro castle at 
last evening, after a good 
voyage from New York. She was met 
by scores of steam launches and gaily 
decorated yachts with bands, and-as she 
steamed to her moorings enthusiastio 
welcomes were shouted from all the 
quays, which were lined with thousands 
of people. The streets and plazas were 
gay with bunting; rockets were dis- 
charged and there was continuous cheer- 
ing from all the boats, 


Defeat, Not a Victory. 

New York, March 2.—Advices received 
from Cuban sources state that instead 
of the decent battle at Holguin being a 
Spanish victory as reported from Ha- 
vana, it was a disastrous defeat of the 
Spanish forces, followed by their re- 
treat. The Cubans claim that in the 
five days’ fighting their loss was less 
than 50 killed. The Spanish loss, it is 
said, was nealy 1000 killed and wounded. 
The guns and ammunition shipped from 
Montauk Point less than a month ago 
were used by the Cubans in the fight. 


SSE ea Effigy. 

Troy, N. Y., March 2.—Spain’s former 
minister to the United States, Dupuy De 
Lome, was hangéd in effigy here yester- 
day and the police had to be called upon 
to disperse a small crowd which had as- 
sembled to hurl harsh epithets at the 
object of their scorn. A placard on the 
effigy was inscribed: ‘‘Hang De Lome. 
V. H. R.” The police took the effigy to 
the police station, amid cries of derision.

Radical Legislation In Suppression 
of the Evil, 


Trials of Accused Before a 


Tribunal of Three. 


Life Suspension One of the Penalties Allowa- 
ble Under the Rules. 


St. Louis, March 2.—Most radical leg- 
islation was enacted by the magnates of 
the National Baseball league assembled 
here. At yesterday's session a measure 
for the suppression of obscene, indecent 
and vulgar language upon the ball field 
by players was adopted by the repre- 
sentatives of the 12 clubs present with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

It is provided that it shall be com- 
petent for any person or _ persons, 
whether player, manager, umpire, offi- 
cial of any club, or spectator, to submit 
information and testimony in writing 
under oath concerning obscene, indecent 
or vulgar language during the progress 
of a game by a player or employe ofa 
National league club of which they have 
personal knowledge. The trials will take 
place before a tribunal of three judges, 
to be known as the board of discipline, 
which shall punish the culprit either by 
suspension or expulsion for life. 

The penalties for using obscene, In- 
decent or vulgar language within the 
meaning and intent of this measure are 
entirely within the discretion of the 
tribunal, and may be suspension for 
days, for months, for the unexpired 
season, for a year or for life, according 
to the conditions, circumstances and na- 
ture of the offense, it being the sentiment 
of the league that unwarranted, unpro- 
voked and brutal use of vulgarity toa); 
spectator or within the presence of | 
spectators and within the hearing of 
ladies should debar the offender forever 
from service with his club or any other 
club, member of this league or subject 
to its jurisdiction. The extreme penalty 
requires the unanimous approval of the 
three members of the tribunal, and be- 
fore imposing such a penalty the ac- 
cused must be notified that he defend in 
person and by counsel if he elects, in 
which event the president of the tribunal 
shall call a meeting of the board at some 
city to be selected by him. 


Sheriff Martin Testifies, 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 2.—Sheriff 
Martin was the principal witness at yes 
terday’s session of the trial for the 
shooting in Lattimer. His nervousness 
Was noticeable; he coughed frequently, 
and his hands moved continuously. Af- 
ter describing his experience with strik- 
ers for days preceding the clash that 
ended in a slaughter the sheriff spoke of 
that event as follows: 

“Friday morning I reached Drifton 
and found all my deputies there. At 
1 in the afternoon I got a message that 
the strikers were marching through 
Cranberry, bound for Lattimer. I 
hurried off with the Hazleton deputies 
to intercept the men at West Hazle- 
ton. While going there I repeated my 
instructions to the deputies about keep- 
ing cool and avoiding trouble, if pos- 
sible. The mob swore at us when we 
appeared, cursed me and would not 
budge when I told them to doso. I 
read my proclamation and walked 
through them, asking them to go home. 
One young man swore at me violently 
and said they would go to Lattimer in 
spite of me. I arrested him, One 
man picked up a stone, but dropped it 
when I pointed my revolverathim. I 
told the crowd of spectators to go home, 
as the strikers were desperate and there 
might be trouble. Finally the strikers 
left the road and started off over some 
lots. Soon I heard they were going to 
Lattimer, and I hurried off with my 
deputies tointercept them. Itold them 
again to keep cool and not to shoot un- 
less our lives were in danger. After 
lining them up alongside the road I 
told them I would go to meet the strikers 
and try to disperse them. A deputy 
asked if he should not gowithme. ‘No,’ 
I said, ‘I'll goalone.’ Ethought one man 
was enough to die at once. I felt 
somehow there was going to be trouble. 
I met the strikers about 50 yards from 
the deputies and asked them where they 
were going. ‘To stop the Lattimer 
breakers,’ a lot of them cried. I told 
them they must not go and tried to 
read my proclamation to them, but they 
crowded around me, swearing at me and 
hustling me to one side. One man tried 
to grab me, and I then attempted to get 
hold of him, but-the crowd jumped on 
me and pounded me about the body. 
dropped my paper and pulled my reyol- 
ver. One of the men tried to snatch the 
revolver from me, but failed. Then he 
struck me an awful blow in the face and 
knocked me to my knees, _ I tried to 
shoot him, but my revolver would not 
explode. Then the shooting com- 
menced. It lasted about half a minute. 
In the crowd I saw three men armed 
with revolvers and one with a knife. 
The latter made a stab at me, but missed. 
Two men were shot just behind me to the 
left. I was in the direct line of fire.” 

The cross-examination, conducted by 
Mr. Scarlet, lasted for two hours and 
will be resumed. While many details 
were brought out nothing was adduced 
to affect the main 1 story. 


Death and Fire. 

Boston, March 2.—John Doherty, 40 
years old, a longshoreman, fell from 
the rigging of a vessel and died from his 
injuries. 

The Saratoga street Methodist Epis- 
copal church in East Boston was dam- 
aged by fire to the extent of $4200 last 
night, it being the third fire in the edifice. 
Several people were decorating the aud- 
itorum for an entertainment, and a 
festoon of bunting fell across a gaslight.

THE'BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Senator Stewart Arrayed In Fierce | 
Antagonism. 


Proposes to Enlighten the 
Country as to Its Effect. 


Loud Bill For Increasing Earnings of the 
Postal Department. 


Washington, March 2.—In the senate 
Tuesday Senator Stewart declared his 
opposition to an involuntary bankruptcy 
bill at such a time as this, and he wished 
before the measure was sent to con- 
ference to present some information on 
the subject that would be valuable to 
the conferees. “The house bill as- 
sumes,” he remarked, “that any man 
who cannot pay his debts is a criminal. | 
It is the most atrocious bill that could be 
framed in the present condition of the|

Mr. Loud, chairman of the postoffice

it cost the government $43,000,- 
600 to transmit the second class mail 
matter of the country, which yielded 
to the government a revenue of but $3,- 
000,000. He charged that much of the 
opposition to this measure had been 
roused by the publishing houses of New 
York and was ill-founded in fact. It 
had been charged, Mr. Loud said, that 
this bill was in the interest of the ex- 
press companies. “If we don't get 
this business,” he said, “I don’t care who 
gets it.” Mr. Loud displayed a vast 
amount of the literature with which 
congress had been flooded by the oppo- 
| sition. to the bill, and he produced evi- 
|; dence that most of it had been inspired 
| direc tly by publishers who were the 
| beneficiaries of what he termed the “gov- 
; ernment bounty.” 
| Second class mail matter, by the bill, 
is restricted to newspapers and period- 
jicals issued at least four times a year 
from a known office of publication, and 
| publications issued under the auspices 
f benevolent or fraternal organizations, 
trades unions or orders having a mem- 
bership not than 1000.

DEMOCRATIC GAINS. 


Muuicipal Elections fu the Citles of the 
Green Mountsiu State. 

St. Albany, Vt., March 2.—One of the; 
most closely contested elections ever 
held in St. Albans took place yesterday. 
Both parties were thoroughly organized, 
and the result, in an acknowledged Re- 
publican city, shows that the Demo- 
crats were very active and the small) 
majority for mayor wasa great surprise} 
tothe Republicans. The first announce- 
ment of the vote for mayor gave Smith 
(Rep.) a majority of seven over F. W. 
McGettrick (Dem.), but a later report 
cut it down to three. A recount was 
then ordered with the following results: 
Fuller C. Smith was elected mayor by 
nine majority; B. D. Hopkins (Rep.) 
clerk and treasurer by a majority of 
156: John T. Sullivan, joint candidate 
for constable and collector, polled nearly 
a solid vote, receiving 1051. 

In Barre John W. Gordon (Citizen) 
was re-elected mayor for the third time, 
his opponents being Harvey Hersey and 
s. D. Allen. In Montpelier United 
States District Attorney J. H. Senter 
(Democrat) was chosen mayor without 
opposition, for he was the only citizen 
willing to accept a nomination. At 
Vergennes, O. C. Dalrymple (Republi- 
can) was chosen mayor without opposi- 
tion. In Rutland Mayor Clement se- 
cured a re-election by a majority of 
381, the Democratic candidate for treas- 
urer alone of that party’s nominees 
achieving success. 

Burlington, Vt., March 2.--E. M. Sut- 
ton, Democrat, was elected mayor by 
39 plurality, the Republican candidate, 
H. S. Peck, being defeated by a break 
in the Republican ranks. Of the six 
aldermen elected, thre are Democrats! 
and three Republicans, the latter re- 
taining the control of the city council. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 2.—The house for an 
hour yesterday discussed the bill per- 
mitting the Boston and Maine railroad 
to hold the stock of leased lines and then 
postponed action until today. Mr. Par- 
sons of Greenfield led in opposition. 

The committee on towns reported a 
bill for reimbursement to small towns 
for the care of their insane poor de- 
tained in any of the state asylums or 
institutjons under t control of the 
state buard of lunacy and charity. 

Leave to withdraw was reported by 
the committee on agriculture on the 
bills to repeal the Jaw of 1894, relative 
to seizures of milk for testing purposes; 
to provide ‘or the reimbursement for 
cattle condemned as tuberculous within 
six months of their importation in this 
state, when said cattle have been test- 
ed at the time of sale and pronounced 
healthy. 

The house rules were suspended for 
the admission of the petitions for legis- 
lation to prevent the giving of trading 
stamps or coupons as inducements for 
trade; for the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the agricultural 
organizations and interests of the state. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on 
the petition of the People’s Telephone 
company for legislation enabling mu- 
nicipal authorities to allow the erection 
of poles and lines on private property. 

The senate concurred with the house 

in admitting petitions that the Woro- 
noco Street Railway company may car- 
ry freight and for the incorporation of 
the Lowell, Marlboro and Acton Street 
failway company. Senator Irwin 
sought to table adverse reports on bills 
to incorporate the Commonwealth Ice 
company and the Commonwealth Pipe 
Line Gas company on the ground that 
Other gas matters are already there. 
Both motions were refused and the re- 
ports were accepted.

Tracy, a vice president of the federation, 
who is in the city, was asked as to the 
probable action of the federation on a 
request of the strikers for financial as- 
sistance, bui he was not in a position 
to state what the attitude would be. 
It is the custom of the Federation of 
Labor to assist the bodies affiliated with 
it when requested, but Mr. Tracy did 
not know of any case where assistance 
had been asked from outside sources, so 
he could not foretell what action would 
be taken.

We once 
had $2 per cent of our foreign trade car- 


ried in American ships, and now only ; 


have about 12 per cent.” 

As a remedy for the existing evils, Mr. 
Elkins said that he would first abolish 
the bonding privileges and consular 
seals at Vancouver. The effect of this 
would be to divert trade from the Orient 
to San Francisco. Secondly, he would 
zompel obedience to interestate com- 
merce statutes by all lines connecting 
with the Canadian Pacific. Thirdly, he 
would enforce section 22 of the present 
tariff law in accordance with its mean- 
ing and as it reads. 

“The policy not to enforce section 22 
put the government in the awkward po- 
sition of the treasury refusing to ocllect 
the revenue provided in this section.” 
Said Mr. Elking: “The law should 
have been enforced just as it passed con- 
@ress, and, if objected to by importers 
or foreigners they could have appealed 
to the courts,” 

Mr. Hoar asserted thut neither the 
United States nor Great Britain could 
afford to go to war because of ties of 
various kinds which bind together the 
two countries. During the civil war 
in this country two cruisers had swept 
the commerce from the seas, and Eng- 
land knew only too well what would be 
the effect of a general war upon her 
commerce at the present time. Hence 
he did not think it necessary that the 
people of the United States should lie 
awake nights in contemplation of a hos- 
tile invasion from Canada. He would 
egree, however, that the behavior of 
Canada had often been unjust and un- 
fair. He hoped that the time would 
come when justice should be done and 
equality established, and he was es- 
pecially sorry that Mr. Eikins should 
have raised this railroad question while 
the effort to secure this end was being 
made. 

Country Editor Eulogized. 
Washington, March 3.—Mr. Lentz, in 
opposing the Loud bill on pestage, which 
was under consideration in the house 
Wednesday, declared that the deficiency 
in the postal revenues was due to the 
fact that the railroads were paid ex- 
travagant rates for the transportation 
of the mails. 

Mr. Griggs gave notice of an amend- 
ment to the amendment of Mr. Loud, 
providing that newspapers and period- 
icals should have the right to send out 
sample coyses at pound rates to the 
number of 1060 copies. 

Mr. Clark (Dem., Mo.) opposed the 
bill, mainly on the ground that it was 
inimical to the interests of the country. 
Iie had been at one time the editor of 
a weekly newspaper, and he delivered 
a eulogy on the country editor. “He 
is as faithful to the people as_ the 
needle to the pole,” said he. ‘In the 
momentous campaign of 1896, when a 
vast majority of Democratic metropol- 
itan newspapers baselessly deserted 
their colors and went into the camp of 
the enemy, the country weeklies, with 
rare exceptions, stood by the cause of 
Bryan, Democracy and humanity-with 
unshaken fidelity, superb courage and 
commendable self-abnegation, thereby 
vindicating the patriotism, e-isdom and 
independence of the American press. 
Upon this same country editor we must 
depend largely for honest, courageous, 
patriotic press service in the campaign 
now impeeding as well as that of 1900, 
and surely upon the Democratic side 
of the house we should be acting with 
unwisdom to deprive him of any of his 
prerogatives. The Loud bill might not 
unjustly be entitled ‘an act to diminish 
the supply of anti-Republican campaign 
literature.’ Then it would be true to 
name. Republicans, having nine-tenths 
of the great metropolitan papers, may 
ind some excuse for supporting a meas- 
ure which will squelch the country week- 
lies, but certainly Democrats, Populists 
and free silver Republicans cannot af- 
ferd to do so until they are meditating 
political suicide.” 

Navigation Bureau Busy. 

Washington, March 3.—The naviga- 
tion bureau is busy with the preparation 
of the death certificates for the families 
of the victims of the Maine disaster. 
Captain Hawley says that owing to the 
necessary formalities the certificates 
annot be issued before March 15. 
It is said in the bureau that there is 
pressing need of able mechanics for the 
navy, caused by the fact that the ma- 
chinists on the Maine lost their lives in 
the explosion. Moreover, all the firemen 
but one were killed. The bureau has in- 
ited enlistments from men who have 
had naval service before in the engine 
rooms, and as it igs said that a number 
of these men are now enjoying the three 
months period of time between enlist- 
ments during which they may come 
again into the naval service without loss 
of service records, it is hoped that some 
of them will come forward to fill the 
places

Concord, N. H., March 3.—For a purse 
aid to be $500 a side, John Hunter, also 
known as Doyle, of this city met Berry, 
also known as Remington, of Fitchburg, 
Mass., for an 100-yards dash yesterday 
afternoon. .

Rhode Island Couple Apply For Sunder 
ing of Marital Bonds. 

Providence, March 3.—Deacon Mark 
H. Wood, for 26 years town clerk of 
Barrington, is again before the public 
in a sensational way. Early in the win- 
ter he was made respondent in a divorce 
case, his third wife charging him with 
being barbarous in histreatment of her; 
that he refused to let her ride her bi- 
cycle in company with some ladies of the 
Congregational parish. 

Mrs. Wood is about 20 years the junior 
ofthe deacon. They were married at her 
home in Minnesota, where she was a 
typewriter. She asserted that the deacon 
represented to her that he had lands and 
houses, strong political influence and 
big bank accounts. When she arrived 
here she says she was made a drudge, 


not allowed to go out doors but once a 
week, and that the situation was un- 
bearable. 

All winter the deacon has lived alone 
in his Barrington castle. His wife has 
resided in Providence, and awaited the 
coming of the divorce hearing in the su- 
preme court. Deacon Wood came to 
town yesterday and consulted his law- 
yers. Then he sent a cross bill up to the 
courthouse. In it he charges Mrs. Wood 
with cruelty and other things. The 
deacon says his young wife flirted with 
other men, and that she was more ex- 
pensive in her raimant than .a good 
deacon’s wife ought to be. She was also 
importunate‘*in her requests for money, 
Says the deacon. On the salary of town 
clerk of Barrington he asserts he was 
unable to maintain her in such queenly 
style as she desired. 


Lawrence Testimony. 

Lawrence, Mass., March 3.—Almost the 
entire forenoon of the labor committee 
yesterday was taker up in hearing the 
testimony of Treasurer Silsbee of the 
Pacific mills, 

He said it seemed that there was an 
over-production. If there should be 
any attempt to curtail the production 
he believed the southern competitors 
would strive to make up the deficiency. 

Te could not tell the amount of southern 
mill stock held by northern manufac- 
turers. Removal of the 58-hour law 
would put the mills of New England on 
an equal footing, he thought, which 
would result in higher wages being paid. 
He, however, did not favor the long 
hours in the south. Outside of the 
58-hour the other restrictions were more 
annoying than hampering. ‘We can't 
expect to get any great help against 
southern competition if we were allowed 
to run 60 hours per week, for in the 
south they would work six hours more 
in some places, still it would be of some 
assistance, it would be a step in the 
right direction.” 

Agent Sherman said that the Law- 
rence mills were different from those in 
New Bedford and Fall River inasmuch 
as the treasurers and directors outlined 
the pelicy of the mills in this city, so 
that he couid not as agent answer many 
of the questions submitted. 


To Hang Friday. 

Cambridge, Mass., March 3.—The ar- 
rangements for the execution of Lorenzo 
W. Barnes, now condemned to die for 
the murder of John Deane, the Maynard 
farmer, are complete, and today the un- 
fortunate man was removed to a cell 
within a few steps of the gallows, where 
he will meet death tomorrow. 

As yet he has shown no sign of break- 
ing down, and the chaplain of the prison 
stated that he was fully prepared to 
die. “He feels that whether justly or 
unjustly his fate has been brought upon 
him by his own acts, and that he must 
suffer. I believe he will meet death 
coolly and in the knowledge that he has 
repented the sins of his life and has been 
forgiven.” 

The sca‘fold is the same on which John 
Nowlin was hanged just 10 years ago. 
Following his plan at the Nowlin ex- 
ecution, Sheriff Cushing will have only 
the legal number of witnesses present 
this time. One of these witnesses will 
be a newspaper man. 


Violated the Statutes, 

Boston, March 3.— Attorney General 
Knowlton has decided that the Massa- 
chusetts Pipe Line Gas company vio- 
lated the statutes by issuing its capital 
stock of $1,000,000 before making appli- 
cation to the board of gas and electric 
light commissioners. 

It will be remembered that the com- 
pany issued this stock last year, with- 
out applying to the commissioners. 
Later the company petitioned the com- 
missioners to authorize the issue of the 
stock already made. A hearing on the 
matter was subsequently held at which 
the company withdrew its petition. The 
commissioners then issued an order for 
the company to show cause why it 
should not be reported to the attorney 
general for issuing stock without hay- 
ing made application to the board.

The managers of Public Burial Places 
for 1897 in their report say the appro- 
priation for that department was $4600 
and the income was $3,526.59, making 
the total expense to the city of $1,- 
273.61 with several hundred dollars in 
bills uncollected. All work was done 
under the direction of the superinten- 
dent and by regular employes who re- 
ceive $1.75 per day of nine hours, 

The lawn system is being continued 
and on all new plots no other plan is 
used. Only a certain amount can be 
done each year, owing to the small ap- 
propriations. 

The cemetery is now almost entirely 
utilized and nearly al! ljand has been 
laid out in lots and properly graded. 
The city should make some move to- 
ward enlargement. No better tract of 
land can be added than a portion of 
The city should pur- 
chase the whole of the present resi- 
dential section of this estate from Sea 
street across to the water front reserv- 
ing a part for a park and the remainder 
for burial places. 

At the Hancock cemetery there are 
but few burials and the health of the 
city should make its further use out of 
the question. They would recommend 
proper action to discontinue the old 
tombs along the street. After this 
they should be torn down and the

Poston, March 3.—In the house Wed- 
nesday the committee on public health 
reported the laundry inspection bill in 
a new draft, providing that no room in 
a dwelling house shall be used for laun- 
dry business without a license from the 
district police, and liable to inspection 
by the same authority. Nothing in the 
act prevents family laundry work by | 
individuals.

Madrid Editor Settles the Mystery of 
the Explosion?

|Naval Officers Not of That 


Way of Thinking. | 


Believe That 2 Submarine Mine Was Floated 


to the Port Side. | 


Havana, March 3.—Late copies of 
Madrid papers received here contain in- 
teresting articles on the moot question 
of responsibility for the loss of the 
Maine. The Impartial says that “only 
the idiotic malice of the jingoes can at- 
tribute the catastrophe to Spain; but, 
supposing it be attributed to some agent 
foreign to Spain, then the question of 
civil responsibility will arise—that is to 
say, the indemnity to be paid for the 
ship, amounting to some two and a half 
millions of dollars plus the amount to 
be paid to the families of the victims. ! 
When dealing with a Yankee merchant 
it is necessary never to lose sight of the 
Yankee. Let us put aside our chivalrous, 
or, rather quixotic sentiments in this 
case. Sentiment will not come into the 
affair on the other side. On our part let 
us remember it is one thing to be gen- 
tlemanly and another to be fools.” | 

Dealing with the effects of the ex-) 
plosion on the hull, the paper makes the 
astounding statement that “the evi-| 
dence of direction may be destroyed by} 
blows from a hammer, and this it is that 
must be prevented.” It proceeds to point i 
out that whereas “want of proper vigi- 
lance on the part of the Spanish harbor 
authorities would bring upon them 
great discredit,” on the other hand the 
“North American navy would suffer 
greatly in its prestige if it were proved 
that neglect had occurred on board so 
important a ship.’ The paper continues: 
“This adds greatly to the interest of the 
question. The Yankees fully realize its’ 
importance; it is to be hoped Spain will 
do likewise.” 

The Herald recently remarked: ‘The 
jingoes make much of what is a pure ac- 
cident, but that is what might have been 
expected. It is useless discussing an 
action thus affecting our honer. Our 
last word to say in this matter, as a na- 
tion of gentlemen, before God and man |! 
is that it was an act of God.” | 

The Spanish Courier of Feb. 17 said: | 
“Tt would be impossible to convince those | 
Americans who judge by their ow n!} 
standard of honor that the explosion was 
accidental. The perfidy and insolence | 
on one hand and the submissiveness on |} 
the other have placed Spain in a most 
dangerous position; we do not believe in 
American sincerity, nor they in our good 
faith. It cannot be denied that g 


have justified this feeling on both sides 
For instance, if it were reported that the 
Vizcaya was blown up in the bay of New 
York, who would succeed in making 
Spaniards believe it was an accident, 
although there was no doubt about it?” 
It also considers the silence of Consut 
Lee and the dispatches of Captain Sigs- 
bee as clear evidence that the United 
States look on the explosion as non- 
accidental. As regards the cry, - “the 
danger of war is removed,” itsays: “It 
may well be so. The United States ad- 
mit that they have no more than 25,000 
rifles for about the same number of 
soldiers, and from these rifles must be 
deducted those sent to the insurgents in 
Cuba. So altruistic are they that they 
have, by sending arms to others, re- 
mained disarmed themselves. They 
have nothing left but their ships.” 

Most of the officers here and at Key 
West incline to the opinion that the 
court will find that the disaster to the 
Maine was caused by the explosion of a 
floating submarine mine under the port 
side of the ship, forward of amidships. 
Opinions differ as to whether this mine 
Was made of high explosives, such as 
wet and dry guncotton, or ordinary gun- 
powder. Opinions concur not only as to 
the existence of mines in the harbor, 
but also that this one was laid purposely 
near the buoy where foreign war ves- 
sels were directed to moor, and was 
fired by a flash from an electric battery 
on shore. It is believed barely possible 
that the explosion of the mine was the 
result of the carelessness or ignorance 
of Spanish officers in charge of the mine 
Station keys when testing the circuit: 
but the latter supposition is not felt to 
be probable. 

It is further regarded as settled by the 
evidence before the court that the port 
side of the hull forward was completely 
blown to pieces and that the only er- 
plosion on the Maine, except of isolated 
cases of fixed ammunition, was that of 
2000 pounds of saluting powder, stored 
forward and of which no trace can be 
found. These views are gathered from 
officers who talk with great reserve and 
only upon the assurance that their 
identity wili never be revealed. The fact 
remains that only members of the court 
of inquiry know all the testimony elicit- 
ed, and no one is authorized to make pub- 
lic the opinion of members in advance 
of the final judgment.

DEATH CLAIMS UNPAID. 


More Complications In a Defunct 


Association’s Affairs, 


Beneficiaries Trying to Re- 
cover on Policies. 


Want an Assessment Levied on Policy Holders 
by the Receivers. 


Boston, March, 4.—A petition for an 
order requiring the receivers of the Mas- 
sachusetts Benefit Life association to 
levy an assessment on the ex-policy 
holders of that institution has been filed 
in the supreme court by L. D. Garett 
of New York city, attorney-in-fact for 
several beneficiaries of deceased mem- 
bers of the association who did not re- 
cover on their policies from the associa- 
tion and will receive a dividend of only 
about 40 percent from the funds now in 
the receivers’ hands. This marks the 
beginning of what will probably be an 
extended litigation, the result of which 
is likely to be a determining factor in the 
future of mutual ssment in- 
surance. 

The Massachusetts Benefit Life asso- 
ciation failed some time ago with un- 
paid death claims amounting to over 
a million dollars, the failure being pre- 
cipitated by the refusal of the policy 
holders to respond with the periodical 
assessments provided for in their poli- 
cies to meet the death claims which had 
accumulated. Such were 
turned over to the receivers are now tied 
up, pending a determination by the 
court of certain questions raised as to 
the claims entitled to participate there- 
in. The present proceeding is brought 
on a policy of $10,000 issued on the. life 
of Samuel H. Kerfoot, a well known 
banker of Chicago, who died a short time 
prior to the failure of the association. 

Frederick W. Peabody, who appears 
in the matter as attorney for the peti- 
tioner, makes the following statement: 
“This proceeding is brought upon one 
of a large number of claims represented 
by my client, the L. D. Garett company, 
and its object is to determine whether 
or not the living policy holders can be 
compelled to make good their engage- 
to meet the death claims that 
accrued prior to the appointment of 
receivers. The policies issued by this 
association were apparently drawn with 
a view of relieving policy holders 
any liability beyond the time when they 
chose to sever their connections with 
the association. If our 
established, it should result in the col- 
lection of a sufficient sum to pay the 
claims in full. If, on the other hand, 
held that the holders of 
policies can withdraw at their option, 
without making any contribution to 
meet the liabilities which occurred while 
they were insured, it would seem to show 
a radical weakness in this system of 
assessment insurance. The amountre- 
quired from each member to pay all 
existing claims in full amounts to prob- 
ably 1 percent of the face of the insur- 
ance carried. . Justice Maddox, sitting 
in special term in the supreme court of 
the state of New York, has just author- 
ized an assessment against policyholders 
of the United Life 
tion (an association very similar to the 
Massachusetts Benefit), giving the re- 
ceivers power to bring suit against any 
member who fails to pay within 30 days. 
In the present case there are added com- 
plications by reason of the fact that the 
association issued various forms of pol- 
icies, as to each of which it will perhapa 
be necessary to obtain separate judicial 
interpretation. The policy holders of 
the association were substantial peo- 
ple, and there should be no difficulty in 
collecting the assessment if we are suc- 
cessful in our proceedings.”

Bay State Legislature. 

ssoston, March 4.—The bill to punish by 
fine gas companies which use more than 
16 percent of carbonic oxide in their 
supply came into the house with the dis- 
approval of the committee on manu- 
factures. 

The petition for an act compelling 
horseshoers to register was reported 
back to the house with the unfavorable 
recommendation of the committee. 

, A bill brought in by the judiciary com- 
mittee allows all cities to license detec- 
tives. 

The petition for a state rifle range was 
reported with the “leave to withdraw” 
clause. 

State and city elections will not take 
place on the same day in Boston. The 
bill aiming at that innovation was re- 
turned te the house disapproved. 

The house yesterday was a scene of 
legislative slaughter. Lunch carts and 
laundries were the causes of war. The 
bill permitting cities to license lunch 
carts, after a brief but lively progress, 
was destroyed on its second reading. 
Immediately afterwards, without a voice 
heard voting for it, a bill to license 
laundries was crushed. 

The joint committee on rules has de- 
cided to report favorably the order for 
an investigation of the gas situation in 
Boston. 

In the house the committee on agri- 
culture reported ought not to pass on 
the bill for the establishment of an ad- 
ditional arbor day—the second Satur- 
day in October. 

Ought not to pass was reported by 
the committee on roads and bridges on 
the bill to prevent the use of bicycle 
paths, except by bicycle riders, and to 
punish the maliciqus obstruction af 


streets to bicycles by the dropping or 
placing therein of substances or articles 
liable to punctuPe pneumatic tires. 

A bill was reported by the fisheries 
committee making a close season on 
gray squirrels, hares and rabbits from 
Jan. 1 to Sept. 15. 


Bethel People Aroused. 

Bethel, Me., March 4.—The citizens are 
aroused over the effort to have Judge 
Enoch Foster dropped from the supreme 
bench at the expiration of his present 
term. In answer to the allegations 
against the juige by members of the 
W. C. T. U. aud othyrs, his townsmen 
have sent a prtitioy to the governor 
‘praying for his reappclatment. Of the 
217 voters of tLe villnge, 187 signed the 
petition, 11 are z.dDsent and 19 did not sign. 
The judge himself ia att with an affi- 
davit declaring that he has not received 


notification from the Congregational 
church of his reported expulsion, and, 
further, that since the date when such 
action is said to have been taken he has 
contributed from Sunday to Sunday $145, 
his checks having been accepted by the 
church. 


Talked With a Juror. 

New Haven, March 4.—The Clayton 
will case, an appeal from probate, which 
had been on trial before Judge G. W. 
Wheeler and a jury in the superior court 
exactly three weeks, came to 4 sensa- 
tional conclusion yesterday. The jury 
was discharged for the term, and there 
is a possibility that an arrest charging 
embracery may result. Benjamin C. 
Lum, chief clerk at the New Haven Sav- 
ings bank, is said to have tried to in- 
fluence Juror John R. S. Todd of Wol- 
cott against Frank H. Clayton of Bos- 
ton, the father of Harry W. Clayton, 
whose will is being contested. It is al- 
leged that Mr. Lum wrote a letter to Mr. 
Todd saying he wanted to see hiin at the 
bank, and that Mr. Todd called and had 
a long conversation with Mr. Lum. The 
nature of the conversation is not known, 
but it reached the ears of the lawyers 
for the appellees, and they reported it to 
Judge Wheeler. 

Possibility of Trouble, 

Fall River, Mass., March 4.--Indica- 
tions point to further trouble at the 
King Philip mills, a special meeting of 
the carders having been called for Sat- 
urday night to take action on the dis- 
charge of an employe named Leon Cote, 
who lost his work because his two 
daughters, who were ring.spinners, have 
refused to return to work. 

The ring spinners did not return to 
work when the mule spigners’ strike was 
settled, but the end of their strike seems 
to be in sight. All of the frama@s in 
No. 1 mill are running, the places of the 
strikers being taken by operatives from 
other mills, and the girls cannot remain 

; out much longer. 


Jumped Into a Lake. 

Fall River, Mass., March 4.—Henry 
Blackburn, elevator tender at tne Kerr 
thread mill, committed suicide Thurs- 
day afternoon by jumping into Watuppa 
lake. The body was found in the water, 
while his clothes and valuables were on 
the shore. Blackburn had been acting 
strangely of late.

West Stewartstown, N. H., March 4.— 
John Maxfield, 60 years of age, was killed 
here by a pile of wood failing on him. 
His face was buried in the snow, caus- 
ing his death by suffocation, 


Potatoes and Cabbages In Alaska. 

Washington, March 4.—During the con- 
sideration of the Alaskan homestead and 
railway bill Thursday, Senator Vest of 
Missouri spoke strongly in oppositionand 
ridiculed the report made by Rev. Dr. 
Sheldon Jacksen upon the agriculture 
of Alaska. Alaska, he declared, was not 
an agricultural section and it could 
never be made one. In that great section, 
two and a half times larger than Texas 
and 10 times larger than Georgia, there 
was not a single farm, yet the repre- 
sentative of Dr. Jackson pictured the 
wonderful potatoes and the remarkable 
cabbages produced there. Mr. Vest 
knew something of these potatoes and 
cabbages. The potatoes were large and 
full of water. He saw cabbages that 
spread over the ground like the blanket 
of Sancho Panza and cauliflower that 
weighed 25 pounds, yet when they were 
cut they contained nothing but water. 
As to the grasses which Dr. Jackson re- 
ferred to, it was “veritable blasphemy 
to compare them with the bluegrass of 
Kentucky.” The purchase of Alaska 
for $7,500,000 had been made recklessly 
and heedlessly. Since 1891 it had cost 
the government $441,000, and there had 
been paid to “Rev. Sheldon Jackson, 
D. D. and LL. D., missionary to the 
Alouts and manager of reindeer, $20,000 
for spending his winters in Washington 
and his summers in Alaska.” 

Senator Mason introduced a resolution 
for the relief of the widow of the colored 
postmaster killed by a mob in Lake City, 
S.C. The amount is $10,000.

OPINION OF SPANISH, 


Initial Explosion Took Place Within 
the Maine, 


Judgment Based on Appear- 
ance of the Bolts. 


Very Significant Remark of Testimony Pre 
sented to the Investigators. 


Havana, (via Key West, Fla.) March 
4.—A naval officer, in reply to a sug- 
gestion that it was a pity such an im- 
portant decision as the verdict of the 
court of inquiry into the Maine explo 
sion should rest solely upon the testi- 
mony of divers who seemed men of only 
average intelligence, replied: “The 
court of inquiry has not had to depend 
upon the divers ’testimony alone.” 

Then, realizing that he had said more 
than he intended, the officer resumed his 
habitual reserve. It is believed that 
the testimony of Lieutenant Commande. 
Wainwright was important as bearing 
on the question of the existence of sub- 
marine mines. 

The government has employed an ex- 
pert photographer, who will send to the 
navy department in Washington pho- 
tographs of armor plates and different 
portions of the wreck immediately upon 
recovery from the water. 

If the Spanish court of inquiry under 
Captain Peral has a definite plan of 
action, which seems doubtful, it has not 
been made public. The Spanish divers 
will, of course, report the results of their 
observations to the Spanish court of in- 
quiry, but when or where has not been 
made known. 

Consul General Lee says he under- 
stands that the report of the Spanish 
divers, soon to be made, will be brief, 
and to the effect that the bolts on the 
sheeting of the sides of the Maine were 
sheared in all cases so evenly as to prove 
conclusively that the initial explosion 
must have come from within. 

As to the fact that the initial explosion 
was due toa mine under the ship, Ameri- 
can naval officers, officials and residents 
have been satisfied fordays. Discussion 
in Havana is mainly concerning the 
direct responsibility, and whether a 
mine was placed after or before the 

[laine was assigned to her particular 
anchorage. 

A naval officer remarked significantly 
yesterday: “The court of inquiry has 
not had to depend upon the divers’ testi- 
mony alone. 


Saw Extremes of Suffering. 

Havana, March 4.—Senator Proctor 
has seen much in a short time, and there 
is good authority for saying he will make 
the results of his observation known 
in a strong speech in the senate on his 
return to Washington. At Matanzas 
Miss Barton and Mr. Proctor, under the 
guidance of United States Consul Brice 
and Mr. Govas, the British vice consul, 
saw the extremes of suffering they had 
never conceived previous. Several per- 
sons died in one ward while the party 
were there. 


SENATOR PROCTOR. 


Senator Proctor was reticent on the 
subject, but others of the party de- 
clared that the whole east of the island 
was under control of General Maximo 
Gomes. Senator Proctor, however, went 
so far as to say to the correspondent of 
the Associated Press: “Certainly a 
peculiar state of affairs exists. A resi- 
dent of Matanzas told me that if I 
wished to correspond with General Go- 
mez, he would send my letter to him 
and have an answer back within a short 
time.” 


General Merritt’s Return. 

New York, March 4.—General Wesley 
Merritt returned yesterday from his 
tour of inspection of the southern forti- 
fications in the department of the east. 
Probably within a week he will start for 
Key West. 

“What did you think of the posts you 
visited?” he was asked. 

“T found the troops in excellent condi- 
tion, and the regulations of the service 
were working perfectly.” 


Court of Inguiry. 

Washington, March 4.—Nothing was 
heard at the White House from the 
‘court of inquiry yesterday, and no 
| orders were issued governing its future. 
| The origina! orders were issued to Ad- 
miral Sicard as commander of the fleet 
to which the Maine belonged, and the 
court has the technical status of an 
admiral’s court, reporting directly to 
him both as to its movements and as to 
its finding on the cause of the disaster. 
There are no developments in the work 

going on in Havana.

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SERIOUS LEAK. 


Water Supply Shut off for 
Awhile Last Evening. 


There was a setious leak in the water 
mains Thursday night and for three 
hours the city was without water or 
fire protection except what little water 
there happened to be in the stand pipe 
at the time, and that was nota great 
amount. People in the Centre district 
were enabled to get a little water but 
at Wollaston and Atlantic there was 
not enough pressure to furnish them 
with any supply. The leak occurred 
on Liberty street near the corner of 
Water street, in the twenty inch main 
that runs from the pumping station to 
the stand pipe, and was caused by the 
parting of the joint. 

‘The leak was discovered about 6 
o’clock and the water was immediately 
shut off and the Superintendent and 
Chief Engineer Packard were notified. 
Foreman Gleason soon routed out the 
water gang and the leak was repaired 
With dispatch. At 9 o’clock the water 
was turned on again although it was 10 
o’clock before the hole was filled up 
and the men had returned. But little 
damage was done to the street by the 
leak.

Generous Help to the Cubans, 

Washington, March 4.—Measures for 
the relief of the people who have been 
impoverished by the war are proving un- 
expectedly successful, the supplies run- 
ning into the carloads and hundreds of 
tons. The state department has had 
notice from the Cuban relief committee 
at New York that there were shipped on 
March 1 from New York to Santiago 
100,000 pounds of necessaries; on the 2nd 
to Havana, 75,000 pounds; yesterday to 
Matanzas, 100,000 pounds, and to Sagua 
la Grande, 100,000 pounds. In these ship- 
ments are 500,000 grains of quinine con- 
signed to each of the ports except Ha- 
vana. 

Chairman Barton of the central Cuban 
relief committee has advised the state 
department that donations are coming 
forward in great abundance, not only 
in money, but more particularly in the 
form of provisions from all directions. 
The Oregon committee promises 10 car- 
loads and possibly 20, and Omaha, 
Minneapolis and other western commit- 
tees are offering shipments by the car- 
load. The central committee had upon 
the pier of the Munson line in New York 
yesterday 100 tons ready for the steamer 
which sailed today that the line offered 
to take to Matanzas and Sagua. 

Called It Disgraceful. 

Savannah, Ga. March 4.—Judge 
Emory Speer of the United States cir- 
cuit court, in charging the grand jury 
at the opening of the term, denounced 
as disgraceful the recent court scene 
in France, “when Zola was berated 
and insulted by a mob In the presence 
of the jury which was trying him.” 

Such a thing would be impossible in 
the courts of the United States. Con- 
tinuing, the judge said ours was the 
great, strong, humane, conservative na- 
tion. He quoted Nelson's famous sig- 
pal to his fleet when salling against 
the fleets of France and Spain, “England 
expects every man to do his duty,” and 
said the United States expected every 
man to do his duty now. This had no 
reference to possible war, but was re- 
garded as significant and timely by the 
auditors. 


Not Disputed Territory. 

Ottawa, March 4.—When shown a dis- 
patch stating that reports from 
Skaguay had confirmed the report that 
the British flag had been raised at Sum- 
gnit Lake; also that the Canadian gov- 
ernment intended establishing a custom 
house at Crater Lake, both places being 
in disputed territory, Minister Sifton 
said last night: “This is an old story 
revived. There is a Canadian custom 
post at Summit, but it is not in disputed 
territory. The British flag was not 
being raised and customs posts were not 
being established in disputed territory.”

fast enough. We had a large immedi- 
ate debt but in two or three years we 
would be in very good shape. He 
contended that as an independent city 
Quincy stood a better show for im- 
provements. As one-thirtieth of Boston 
we should not expect to get more than 
one-thirtieth of the appropriations. 
Granite people seem to favor, because 
they think they could sell more granite 
to Boston. He doubted if it would be 
any bneefit to the granite industry. 

Quincy was economically governed. 
As a ward of Boston the mayor's salary 
of $1000 might be saved, but more 
would be required for salary of 
teachers, police and firemen, and so it 
would be in other directions. We are 
now in the Metropolitan district and 
could get no further advantage in the 
sewer system or the water system. 

Quincy was unanimous for local 
option and he was glad to see that the 
petitioners insisted upon that section 
if a bill was to be reported. 


CITY AUDITOR HALL 


Thought the petitioners had failed to 
prove their case and should be given 
leave to withdraw. It was largely real 
estate men who were pushing the 
scheme. Somé combination with Bos- 
ton was acertainty and it would be fair 
for Quincy to wait until then. It was 
the part of wisdom to delay, until a 
properly considered bill could be con- 
sidered. It was not wise to submit 
the subject and the bill at the same 
time. Many of the petitioners admitted 
that they had not considered the Dill, 
but were willing the people should 
vote. One who signed the petition was 
outspoken against annexation. It was 
not a fact that all the petitioners 
favored annexation. Hoped leave to 
withdraw would be reported. He 
didn’t like the threat that the peti- 
tioners would appear again next year 
if they failed now. The situation 
might be different. 


JAMES H. SLADE 


Maintained that the movement had 
not been considered by citizens of 
Quincy. Before the adoption of the 
city government the city charter was 
discussed three years, but we awoke 
one morning recently to find a petition 
in the Legislature for the annexation 
of Quincy to Boston. All the original 
petitioners had a direct personal in- 
terest in annexation and their judg- 
ment was warped. Mr. Adams had the 
largest land interest of any one in 
Quincy, likewise Mr. Graham saw 
great benefits for his street railway. 
There was no sentiment. It was purely 
fictitious. 

Quincy was better governed today 
than Boston. Quincy voters have in 
the City Counci> one representative 
for each 1000 population, while Boston 
has one for every 10,000. The Legisla- 
ture should let Quincy alone. We can 
take care of ourselves. 

The committee was 
journ, and at 5 o’clock the 
closed. 

Mayor Quincy of Boston was present 
in the morning, at the hearing for the 
annexation of Chelsea, Winthrop and 
Revere to Boston and spoke against the 
measure, and said he would speak more 
at length against annexation when the 
Quincy bill came up.

He said in part on the Chelsea bill 
that he did not considerlit the duty of 
a committee, even if a considerable 
number in a town thought annexation 
to Boston desirable, to report a bill.

The license difficulty was 
a serious one, but it was questionable 
if special legislation should be given to 
wards. Annexation would be a burden 
to Boston, and her financial condition 
will not allow it.

Lawrence Lubor Man on the Questiun o | 
Southern Competition, 

Lawrence, Mass., March 4.—The labot | 
committee finished its inquiry here yes- 
terday afternoon with the testimony of | 
T. P. Cahill, a labor organizer. He | 
stated that the Arkwright club was not 
sincere in its opposition to the 58-hour 
law, but opposed it simply to head oft 
further legislation in that direction. The 
corporation managers had predicted the 
ruin of the manufacturing industry az 
a result of labor legislation, such as the 
68-hour law, but their predictions had 
not come to pass; hence he did not 
want the committee to place too much 
weight on thr deductions of the mill men 
regarding southern competition. Statis 
tics compiled from the United States 
census report of 1890 Showed the follow- 
ing: Number of spindles per employe: 
Maine, 63.07; Georgia, 43.19; South Caro- 
lina, 41.23; North Carolina, 39.67; Ala- 
bama, 37.95. 

Labor cost per spindle: Maine, $4.76; 
Georgia, $4.86; Wuth Carolina, $4.54; 
North Carolina, $4.37; Alabama, $5.09. 

Average earnings of males over 16 
years: Maine, $7.52; Georgia, $5.58; 
South Carolina, $5.17; North Carolina, 
$5.25; Alabama, $5.31. Of females: over 
16 years: Maine, $5.68; Georgia, $4.45;/ 
South Carolina, $3.90; North Carolina, | 
$3.21; Alabama, $4.19. } 

Mr. Cahill maintained that during the | 
years from 1880 to 1890 Massachusetts | 
and the other New England states more} 
than kept pace with the product of the | 
southern states, though the latter had | 
the advantage of longer hours. | 

Agent Parker favored the restoration 
of the 60-hour law. Cloth for the print 
works could be bought cheaper in the 
south than it could be manufactured 
here. He did not consider that organ- 
{zation of labo: was the cause of higher 
wages being paid at present than in 
1891. He had no doubt that 3 1-3 per- 
cent more cloth could be made in New 
Hampshire than in Massachusetts be- 
cause of two extra hours worked in the 
former state. He considered it a hard- 
ship to the mill and operatives if a 
shutdown of over 30 minutes was made 
that it could not be made up, and he 
regarded the labor laws in generalasan 
expense to the state. 


Defeat of the Loud Bill 

Washington, March 4.—The Loud bill 
to correct alleged abuses of the second- 
class mail matter privilege, which last 
year passed the house by a majority of} 
144 to 104, was buried under an over- 
whelming majority by the house yes- 
terday. The vote was not taken directly 
upon the bill, but ona motion to lay it on 
the table. By a vote of 162 to 119 the 
motion was carried. Forty-seven Re- 
publicans joined with the Democrats and 
Populists in accomplishing this result, | 
and 10 Democrats with the majority of 
the Republicans. The refusal of Mr. 
Loud to permit a vote on an amend- 
inent at the last minute was responsible 
in a measure for the result, but the 
strength of the measure undoubtedly 
waned throughout the three days’-de- 
bate. 

Wr. White, the only colored member 
of the house, asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, on or about Feb. 21, 100 or 
‘more armed men fired upon and killed 
the postmaster at Lake City, S. C., kill- 
ing one of the family and wounding 
several others, and burning all they had; 
and 

Whereas, the said family is now suffer- 
ing even for means for medical treat- 
ment and for other necessaries of life, 

Resolved, by the senate and house that 
the sum of $1000 is hereby appropriated 
and made immediately available for the 
relief of the said family. 

The speaker put the request of Mr. 
White. Mr. Bartlett demanded the 
jregular order. Many of the Republican 
members cried out, “No,” but the 
Georgia member did not yield. 

“The gentleman from Georgia de- 
mands the regular order,” said the 
speaker. “That is equivalent to an ob- 
jection.” 


Nine Persons Drowned. 

Key West, March 4.—Thursday the 
small schooner Speedwell, Captain Col- 
lier, from Marco, Fla., for Key West, was 
struck by a squall while off Marquesas, 
18 miles from here, and capsized. Nine 
persons were drowned. Among the 
victims were three children of Collier 
and the entire Nichols family, consist- 
ing of Bradley Nichols, his wife, son, 
the latter’s wife and two children. The 
Nichols family was from Bridgeport, 
Conn. 

Collier, the deckhands and Mr. Bates 
were swept into the seething sea, but 
caught the rigging just in time to 
save themselves. The wind, rain and 
surges drowned the dying cries of the 
imprisoned Nichols family and the Col- 
lier children. The men lashed them- 
selves to the rigging. After being there 
for two hours the sea subsided. Then 
they got the dingy loose, baled her out 
with a hat, broke a thwart in two pieces,

Marquesas. After going three miles 
they were picked up exhausted by a 
fishing sloop and brought here abaut 
4 o'clock in the afternoon. 


Election In London, 

London, March 4.—The county elec- 
tions have passed off with no notable 
incident. The attempt of the Earl of 
Denbigh to oust John Burns in Battersea 
failed. Earl Russell, progressive candi- 
date, was defeated at Hammersmith. 
Among those re-elected are the Earl of 
Hardwicke, Baron Monkswell and Sir J. 
Blundell Maple. 

The latest returns show that the pro- 
gressives have elected 67 of their candi- 
dates and the moderates 40., Arecount 
will be necessary in Chelsea, and the 
results in the city proper of Fulham 
and Wandsworth will be declared today. 
Thus far the progressives show a net 
gain of 13seats. The moderates gained 
two seats in central Finsbury, owing 
to a split in the progressive ranks. 


Of Doubtful Legality. 

Washington, March 4.—Representative 
Gillette of Massachusetts appeared be- 
fore the house committee on labor yes- 
terday to explain his employers’ liability 
bill. He thought the measure should 
be considered by the judiciary commit- 
tee on account of the legal technicalities 
involved, and indicated that he had 
reached the conclusion that the bill had 
too broad a scope, regulating as it does 
the Mabilities of employers, except farm- 
ers, in all the states and territories. He 
conceded it might prove too sweeping In 
its jurisdiction, and suggested it might 
be particularly applicable to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

LATTIMER SHOOTING,’ 


Last of Defences Direct Testimony 
Offered Yesterday, 


One of the Deputies Confessed 
to Firing a Shot. 


Counsel to Ask For Acquittal Without the 
Jury Retiring. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 4.—As soon as, 
all the witnesses have been heard the 
defense, so Attorney Lenehan says, will 
ask Judge Woodward to give binding 
instructions to the jury to bring in a 
verdict of not guilty for all the defen- 
dants in the Lattimer shooting case. 

“I fired one shot,” said Charles J. 
Haines, who testified yesterday. He was 
the first of the deputies to admit that he 
had shot. He told how he had seen at 
West Hazleton Deputy Platt level his 
gun at a striker who was picking upa 
stone. He also rode in the car with 
Thomas Hall and did not hear him mak- 
ing any threats against the strikers. 
“At Lattimer,” he said, “I saw the sheriff 
hold up both hands to stop the strikers. ' 
In one hand he held a paper. Isaw him 
grab for a man, and also saw two strik- 
ers with revolvers thrust at the sheriff, 
while another made a dig at him witha 
knife. Then they rushed upon us, and 
when they got within 10 or 15 feet of us 
I raised my gun and fired. I thought 
my life was in danger and felt if they 
On cross- 
exumination the witness said he did not 
fire at a particular part of the men’s 
that he did not take aim; that 
he did not desire to kill, and did not

Thomas Hall, who organized the posse 
for Sheriff Martin, testified that the 
sheriff had instructed the deputies not 
to shoot unless their lives were in dan-. 
ger, and said that he would tell the 
strikers to disperse; if they refused, he 
would make an arrest, and if they re- 
sisted the deputies should shoot. “I 
heard two shots before the volley,” said 
the witness; “they sounded like revolver 
shots. When I saw the sheriff sur- 
rounded, I thought he was gone, and 
when the strikers charged on us I 
thought they would at least disarm us. 
I did not shoot.” 

Sheriff Martin was recalled and asked 
if he observed any weapons on the strik- 
ers at West Hazleton. He answered 
that he saw three men with revolvers In; 
their hip pockets. On cross-examina- 
tion he said he did not converse with any 
of them, nor did he arrestthem. Asked 
if any of the men in line at Lattimer 
had not been sworn in as deputies he 
said: ‘‘Well, there were not many who 
had not been sworn in.” He could not 
tell how many. 

T. M. Coniff, a tipstaff, said on the 
night of the shooting he met Sheriff, 
Martin in the courthouse. The sheriff 
had a bruise on his cheek and a scratch 
on his neck. This was the last witness 
for. the defense, and when he left the 
Stand Attorney Lenehan announced the 
closing.

EXPIATED HIS CRIME. 


Lorenzo Barnes Went to His Doom After | 
Acknowledging Himself Guilty. 

Boston, March 4.—Lorenzo W. Barnes | 
went to the gallows at East Cambridge} 
this morning a confessed murderer. He | 
adm'tted having killed Farmer John} 
Deaue of Maynard, after protesting his| 
innocence for more than a year. Barnes 
made his first confession last Saturday 
to Captain Fairbairn and Chaplain} 
Walker of the Cambridge jail. He had 
not much to say; it was all summed up 
in the words, “I killed John Deane.” The 
captain and the chaplain guarded the 
secret zealously. Then Barnes became 
restless and asked them to send for his 
sister, Mrs. Cooke of Marlboro. She 
visited him at the jail in Cambridge! 
Wednesday, and there Barnes repeated | 
the confession he had made to the cap-! 
tain and chaplain. 

Barnes was executed in the east cor- 
ridor of the prison on a scaffold that had 
been erected against the wall at the 
southerly end, with its platform on a 
level with the second tier of cells. Into 
the cell nearly opposite the. gallows 
Parnes was led at an early hour this 
morning and the warrant for his execu- 
tion was read to him by Sheriff Cushing. 

The details of the execution were car- 
fried out with as much simplicity as pos- 
sible. The legal witnesses, the medical 
men and a few others were the only 
ones present. At 9:30 the jail doors were 
closed and no one was permitted either

Henry George is to be completed and 


erected over his grave in ‘+reenwood 


cemetery before Decoration day. The 
monument is to be of dark Quincy 
granite and bronze.

“God grant,” said Mr. Depew in clos- 
ing, “that the result of the inquiry will 
be the verdict which we all want, and 
that is that the tragedy of the Maine 
Was not a conspiracy, but an accident. 
It would be a shock not only to us, but 
to the civilized world if it should prove 
otherwise. As the days roll by and the 
situation becomes clearer, whatever may 
be our feeling in regard to the struggle 
in Cuba we exonerate a brave nation 
from the crime of assassination. The 
president knows that at his call the peo- 
ple of the country stand ready to give 


him their lives and their fortunes. There ; 


is no limit to the men, no limit to the 
money that are at his command if men 
and money should be deemed necessary 
for the national defense and the na- 
tional honor. Our duty as plain citizens 
is performed for the present in sending 
to him this message on the one hand, 
and on the other hand as we do here to- 
night in paying sweet and loving tribute 
to the memory of the men who went 
down with the Maine, be@ause they awere 
there to fight out battles if need be, and 
in contributing as we may to make com- 
fortable those whom they loved and left 
behind among us.” 


Unprecedented Volume of Business. 

New York, March 5.—Nearly all signs 
point to an unprecedented volume of 
business being done or arranging for at 
the present time, says Bradstreet’s re- 
port. The aggressive strength of prices, 
record breaking bank clearings and 
continued large exports, particularly of 
the lower priced cereals, a very heavy 
volume of business in iron and steel and 
kindred lines, and generally satisfac- 
tory reports as to the volume of spring 
trade at leading distributive centers 
are among the visible features of this 
development. Nearly all of 
the country’s cereal products are higher 
in price this week. 

The jobbing drygoods trade is fairly 
active at the east, although quieter con- 
ditions are reported at Boston,. Cotton 
goods display strength, although print 
cloths of regular widths are somewhat 
easier. Ginghams are in better de- 
mand than for several years. Spring 
business in woolen goods has been rather 
disappointing, but a good demand for 
men’s wear goods for fall delivery is 
reported, and the mills are well supplied 
with orders. 

Woolen manufacturers are not in the 
market for raw wool to any extent, but 
prices are still firm. Complaint of small 
profits in woolen goods manufacturing 
at present prices for the raw product 
are common.

Hot Springs, Ark., March 5.—It took 
“Kid” McCoy only one round and one 
minute and 40 seconds of another to put 
out Nick Burley in the open air yester- 
day. The principals had been threat- 
ened with arrest, but the fight took 
place notwithstanding, aff_d 2500 per- 
sons were in attendance, 25 of them be- 
ing women. 

The battle lasted just two rounds, Mc- 
| Coy drawing blood in the first and clear- 
ly showing his superiority.The second 
as wired from the spot 1s described as 
follows: “McCoy leads and misses. 
Both land. Burley lands on McCoy's 
jaw, Burley going down. McCoy leads 
with left and falls short, then lands a 
left on the jaw. Burley bleeding badly 
from the mouth; McCoy making Burley 
lead the fighting. Burley swings short 
with the left. McCoy plants his left on 
the stomach and repeats the dose twice. 
Burley very groggy. Burley swings with 
his left, but lands the right on McCoy's 
shoulder; no damage. McCoy retreats, 
both fighting like demons. McCoy feints 
with his left and follows with a heavy 
right on Burley’s jaw. Burley counted 
out. Time of last round, one minute and 
40 seconds.” 

The fight was the most exciting one 
ever witnessed here. The fact that it 
| Was pulled off in disregard of the gov- 
ernor's instructions increased the gen- 
eralinterest. The large attendance sur- 
prised everybody in view of the fact 
that it was declared off, and the public 
had only a few hours notice by means of 
handbills and streamers on street cars. 
McCoy advertised an exhibition for last 
night at the Opera House. This ruse 
worked like a charm so far as the local 
authorities vere concerned, and no one 
was on hand to interfere. 

During the progress of the contest the 
governor wired to the sheriff that he 
had been informed it would take place 
in disregard of his instructions, and that, 
if in the sheriff's judgment it was a prize 
fight, to stop it at all fiazards and arrest 
all interested parties. 

It is said that McCoy left the city ona 
late train last evening for parts un- 
known to avoid possible trouble with the 
state authorities on account of taking 
part in the fight. There is little if any 
probability that the participants in the 
fight will be prosecuted. 


Boston Man Won. 

Yonkers, N. Y., March 5.—Dave Sul- 
livan, the Boston pugilist, met and de- 
feated Patsy Broderick of Providence 
last night at the Waverly Athletic club 
in the ninth round. The police stopped 
the fight, Broderick being groggy. 

The house was thronged uncomfor- 
tably by New York sporting men who 
were anxious to see the “mill.”” Sul- 
livan, after his showing with Pgd@lar 
Palmer in London, a short time ago, 
| proved himself to be a clever and scien- 
tific boxer, and his work last night puts 
m on an equal footing with the best 
of his class.

Sullivan kept jabbing and swinging 
rights onthehead.

A Beautiful Panel Screen and the Way It

Gold stars are embroidered on a deep 
blue ground, and the clouds are cut out 
of a rosy gray. The third panel is called 
“‘Dawn.’’? The foundation is yellowish 
pink, the line of the clouds is in bright 
rose color, the land in the distance in- 
digo blue, the vessels are in a deep rich 
brown, and the rocks in the foreground 
in dark green and black.—New York 
Tribune. 


First Girls’ School In China. 


The pioneer school for girls in China 
has been started. The Shanghai papers 
of the 24th of December contain the 
plan of organization and a curious lot 
of regulations which have been framed 
for the government of this, the first in- 
stitution for the education of women 
founded and managed by natives. It is, 
of course, dedicated to Confucius, and a 
tablet to his honor will be erected in the 
school for the girls to worship. 

At the beginning only 40 girls, be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 15, from the 
upper classes, are to be received, but if 
the experiment is a success the numbor 
will be enlarged as fast as circumstances 
will justify. There are to be two teach- 
ers—Miss An Ngae Tch and Miss Chih 
Mei Yu, both of whom have been edu- 
cated in the United States. A board of 
12 lady (Chinese) managers, or trustees, 
isto be elected by the votes of those 
who contribute to the maintenance of 
the school, and an advisory board of 12 
gentlemen, but neither the latter nor 
any other men shall ever be admitted to 
the school. If they wish to consult with 
the teachers, they must arrange to meet 
them elsewhere. The tuition is $la 
month, with 121g cents per month as 
fees to the servants, this including 
sleeping apartments, but meals for 
boarders are extra. 


A Mississippi Woman. 


Mrs. Robert Somerville of Greenville, 
president of the Mississippi W. S. A., 
is a lady highly respected in her sec- 
tion. Indeed, most of the southern state 
suffrage associations are thus fortunate 
in their presidents. The Greenville 
Times says: ‘‘Mrs. Somerville, the 
president of the Mississippi organiza- 
tion, is a woman of exceptional and 
carefully cultured intellectual strength, 
united to a personality and social pres- 
tige which peculiarly fit her for the re- 
sponsible position she holds. She is the 
eldest daughter of the late William L. 
Nugent of Jackson and has inherited in 
the highest degree the mental gifts pos- 
sessed by her distinguished father. The 
work of the association has made sur- 
prising progress in the south, notwith- 
standing the predictions that the con- 
servatism of this section would oppose 
a formidable barrier to its advance.’’

The Chrysanthemum. 

When the plant was introduced, about 
1840, it was only the small daisylike 
flower, now only seen as a rule in cot- 
tage gardens, which was highly prized 
as a novelty.

The Japanese variety was noticed in 
1864 as a novelty, ‘‘very curious and 
interesting, but scarcely ornamental.’’ 
How little did the author of these re- 
marks suspect what a future was before 
the plant he so summarily set aside! 
Three years later, however, we find Jap- 
anese varieties recommended with pom- 
pom and incurved, and since then they 
have ever increased in favor.

Topic For the Week Beginning March 6. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H, Doyle. 
Topic --What isa profitable Sabbath ?—Ex. 

xx, &11; lsa. lviti, G24. 

This is a very timely and practical 
topic. No commandment of the Deca- 
logue is so recklessly violated today as 
the fourth commandment, ‘‘Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ 
By thousands today it is not being kept 
hr any sense as the Scriptures. teach 
that it ought. It is desecrated for pleas- 
ure. It is trampled under foot for gold. 
Men believe that it pays them better to 
use the Sabbath in these various ways 
than to use it in the way for which it 
was given and has been preserved. But 
men are often shortsighted. When 
man’s way contradicts God’s way, we 
may always safely conclude that God is 
right and man is wrong. Man will 
learn to his sorrow sooner or later that 
God was right about the Sabbath and 
that it has not paid him as he thought 
it would either for business or for pleas- 
ure to ignore aud trample under foot 
God’s holy day. 

1. A profitable Sabbath is a Sabbath 
of physical rest. The Hebrew word 
translated ‘‘Sabbath’’ means ‘‘rest.’’ 
The Sabbath was primarily a rest day 
—rest from the toils of life both by man 
and beast. The command is: ‘‘Six days 
shalt thou labor and do all thy work, 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God. In it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou nor thy son nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant nor thy maid- 
servant nor thy cattle nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates.’’ This is the 
law of God. It is always profitable to 
obey God. It never pays us to disobey 
God. The man who thinks that he can 
disregard God here is as foolish as one 
who would think that he could place 
his hand in the fire and not be b=rned. 
The body needs rest. It must have it to 
accomplish best and longest the purpose 
for which it was created, and by as 
much as it is robbed of its time of rest

day should be spent in the public and 
private worship of God, in the reading 
of the Bible and other good books and 
papers.

The Doctors’ Bill. 
Editors Quincey Daily Ledger: 

There is now a bill before the Legis- 
lature which aims practically to keep 


from treating the sick, all Christian 
Scientists Mental Healers, Magnetic | 


Healers, etc., in fact all doctoring is 
prohibited except by those qualified 
by systematic study in the regular way. 
The remonstrants against the bill 
stigmatize it as class legislation and 
say that it creates a medical 
for the doctors. 


monopoly 
They say that a man| 
has as much right to choose his own 
doctor as he has to treat himself if sick 
or as much right to be treated by a 
Christian Scientist as he has to be a 
Baptist or a Catholic. In short their 
great cry is that it is an infringment 
of individual liberty of which the 
people are proverbially and wisely 
jealous. There is no reason why their 
argument is fallacious. A man always 
has a right to exercise his individual! 
choice in every thing unless by so 
doing the health, safety, peace and 
liberty of the community is thereby 
endangered in which case the state has 
a right to step in and stop or regulate 


or curb individual choice or desires in 
the interest of the public. This is 
technically known as the exercise of 


the *‘ police power.”’ 

Now there is a very good reason in 
this case why the state should interfere 
and put a stop to the unscientific 
diagnosis and treatment of disease. If 
disease was purely a personal matter 
and confined in every case to the body 
of the individual sufferer, it might be 
perfectly correct to allow everyone to 
do as he choose in the manner of treat- 
ment but unfortunately this 
true, 


not 
Whatever effect mind may have 
on the body it bas none on the minute 
organisms which infect a sick body 
and endanger the health and life of 
the whole community, if the patient is 
not treated by one skilled in the pre- 
vention of the spreading of contagious 
germs. 

Now the accurate, scientific know]l- 
edge of the many contagious diseases 
possessed by the doctors, an avowedly 
absent fom the whole body of Christian 
Scientists and others is what prevents 
the spread of contagious diseases. 
There was no cry of monopoly or class 
legislation when the law was passed 
which compelled all plumbers who de- 
sired to practice their profession to 
pass an examination and to register 
their names, yet the very same reason 
which made this law can make the one

now under disers*icm . Bad plumbing | 
makes ill health and so bad plumoing 
ean be suppressed by the inherent 
police power possessed by every self 
governing community. The ignorant 


diagnosis of a contagious disease would 
enable it to spread which would en- 
danger the health of the community, 
hence the justice of interference. 

Hence, if a reason sought for 
justifying sucha bill it can,be found in 
the simple fact that the public health 
is endangered in many ways by allow- 
ing unscientific practitioners to 
diagnose, treat and prescribe for a 
patient who may be ill with a deadly, 
contagious disease.

Never since the invention of the bi- 
cycle have conditions been so favd¥able 
to the retail purchaser as they are this 
year. A buyer may make his choice of 
a wheel from $25 up to $125 or higher 
if a special design and special finish are 
wanted. Some of the manufacturers say 
that today the bicycle rider can pur- 
chase as good a wheel for $50 a3 he 
bought before for $100. 

The $50 bicycle is guaranteed to have 
as good tubing. as goud tires, as good 
forgings, as good rims and spokes, as 
good a chain and to be finished as well 
as the same wheel that formerly sold 
for double the price. 

The bicycle that se“ls for $75 is guar- 
anteed to be equal to that which was 
specially made and sold in previous 
years for $125. The fittings are similar 
to those that were placed on the wheel 
one year ago, and the care taken in its 
construction is quite equal to that em- 
ployed in the making of racing wheels. 
Indeed modern invention has done s0 
much toward perfecting the little parts 
that the purchaser of a $75 bicycle in 
1898 is said to obtain improvements 
that the buyer of a $125 wheel two 
years ago was unable to get. 

A grade of wheel selling for less than 
$50 corresponds to the bicycle that was 
sold for $50 and $45 when the standard 
price of the wheel was $100. This new 
$35 and $40 grade is declared by experts 
to be superior to the old wheel that sold 
for $50. The quality of the material en- 
tering into its composition is better, the 
finish is better and the sundries that go 
with such a wheel would have cost two 
years ago in the neigborhood of $8 or 
$10. 

Another grade of wheel this year will 
sell for $30. The worst part of this 
wheel is its finish. Much of the same 
quality of tubing, exactly the same 
parts, fair cranks, balls, crank hangers, 
pedals and handle bars are placed on 
the wheel, but the enameling is coarse 
and the painting not first class. 

Even lower in price than this isa 
downright cheap wheel, to be made in 
large numbers, of good material, with 
no pretension whatever to finish, which 
is listed to be sold at $25 and will prob- 
ably be sold for almost any price that

A few chain wheels have been made 
to sell at $100. However, they will be 
perfect exemplifications of all that can 
be good in a chain bicycle. They will 
be hand decorated, beautifully nickeled, 
put together by skilled mechanics, made 
of the very best material of which a bi- 
cycle can be made and not sold until 
after they have been thoroughly tested. 
They will be provided with a gear case 
if the purchaser desires one and will 
compare with the average standard bi- 
cycle as a handmade watch compares 
with one the parts of which are made 
by machinery. 

The high priced bicycle of the year is 
the chainless. It is listed at $125. The 
buyer pays for the patent and the nov- 
elty, and he receives in addition to those 
a machine that is constructed in the 
most advanced style of the bicycle 
builder’s art. 

There will be chainless wheels to be 
sold for less than $125. Some will be 
similar in design to the wheel that 
commands the higher price, and some 
will have chainless applications of their 
own that will differ in principle and ap- 
plication from the type fizstdisplayed by 
manufacturers. —New York Journal.

Wreathes on Graves. 

Havana, March 5.—At Colon cemetery 
yesterday the graves of 161 men who 
perished in the Maine were decorated 
with two floral wreaths and a cross in 
the presence of a score or more of Ameri- 
cans, including Consul General Lee, 
Captain Sigsbee and Chaplain Chidwick. 
Chaplain Chidwick offered a brief pray 
and George C. Mages of Chicago made 
brief remarks, in the course of which he 
said that flowers were the only tribute 
possible at present to the poor fellows 
who died in the line of duty, but that 
some day a shrine would rise there, to 
which Americans visiting Cuba would 
come to pay honor to the dead. Neither 
Consul General Lee nor Captain Sigsbee 
spoke. 

The American flag was spread for a 
time over the grave, but was eventually 
removed and in its place was laid a red, 
white and blue ribbon, with the following 
stamped in gold letters: ‘In memory of 
our dead American heroes. American 
citizens mourn their boys.” 


Relief Bill Agreed On, 

Washington, March 5.—The house com- 
mittee on naval affairs has agreed on 
the Boutelle bill for the relief of the 
victims and survivors of the Maine dis- 
aster, and authorized the chairman to 
report it to the house with a recom- 
mendation for its passage. The bill 
Was amended in several particulars in 
committee and separate votes were 
taken on the changes, but they related 
largely to the form of language of some 
of the provisions and were not of gen- 
eral significance. 

The committee had an extended ses- 
sion during which there was a long dis- 
cussion over the method of bringing up 
the bill on the floor. It was held to be 
very doubtful of securing unanimous 
consent for its consideration, and the 
only recourse left would be to secure a 
special order from the committee on rules 
setting apart a time. 


Spanish Paper's View. 

Madrid, March 5.—Commenting on the 
rumors of President McKimley's project 
to purchase Cuba, The National, in an 
article under the caption, ‘‘The Best So- 
lution of the Cuban Problem,” says: 
“Will nobody preach and proclaim the 
annexation of Cuba to the United States 
by agreement with Spain, on condition 
that the United States redeem us from 
the insular debt, favoring us during a 
certain period by a tariff concession and 
guaranteeing under a powerful author- 
ity and a respected flag the lives and 
property of Spaniards resident in Cuba? 
Behold a solution of the problem which 
would win popular sympathy, procuring 
the best termination of any foreseen or 
present heartburnings of the nation.” 

The article has provoked much com- 
ment. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 5.—The Boston and 
Maine bill was passed to be engrossed 
yesterday in the state house of repre- 
sentatives. It has yet to be passed to be 
enacted, but on that stage a contest is 
almost never made. 

Ought to pass was reported on a bill 
to authorize the payment of $500 annual- 
ly to the commander of the naval bri- 
gade, on account of military property 
of the state. Ought not to pass was re- 
ported on the bill relative to the licensing 
of engineers and firemen of stationary 
engines. 

Consideration of the bill providing for 
the nomination of candidates for state 
offices in political conventions by a ma- 
Jority vote on rollcall was postponed 
for consideration until Monday.

Leave to withdraw was reported on 
the petition of David Clark and others 
for legislation to require the use of 
lamps upon al! vehicles during the hours 
ef darkness. 

A resolve was reported appropriating 
$3000 for the establishment of a fish 
hatchery in Berkshire county.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


Senate Passes the Alaska Homestead gnd 
Railway Bill. 

Washington, March 5.—After a debate 
lasting several days the senate yester- 
day afternoon passed the bill extending 
the homestead laws and providing for 
right of way for railroads in Alaska. 
Comparatively little discussion of gen- 
eral interest was created by the bill. 
Section 13, providing for certain bonding 
concessions to Canada in lieu of privi- 
leges to be extended by the dominion 
government to this country, however, in- 
duced a pretty lively debate, as it 
brought into the controversy the old 
fisheries question on the New England 
coast which has been pending between 
the United States and great Britain for 
100 years. The statement was made that 
there was every reason to believe that 
by the passage of the bill the fisheries 
question could be settled without great 
effort, as assurances to that effect had 
been reached from a large and influential 
element in Canada. 

An unprecedented incident of the ses- 
sion of the house last night was the 
passage of two bills for one individual, 
William Smith, of the Eleventh Ten- 
nessee cavalry. One bill was for the 
payment of the bounty earned by this 
soldier during the war, and the other 
pensioned him at the rate of $12 per 
month. 

Two more appropriation bills were 
sent from the house to the president 
yesterday, the pension bill and the con- 
sular and diplomatic. The most im- 
portant action taken at the session was 
acquiescence in an agreement to make 
the bill appropriating about $1,200,000 for 
war claims approved by the court of 
claims, under the provisions of the Bow- 
Inan act, a special order for next Friday. 
The claims carried by the bill, 730 in 
mumber, are for stores and supplies 
seized during the war in the southern 
states. 

Only two bills were passed, one to pay 
the heirs of Sterling T. 
$69,000 for cotton seized during the war,

SHELL AND TORPEDO. 


STIRRING STORIES OF SHIP DESTROY- 
ING IN THE CIVIL WAR, 


The Mound City Calamity In Battle—Iron- 
clad Housatonic Torpedoed at Charles- 
ton-—Captain Craven and the Ill Fated 
Tecumseh—Cushing and Albemarle.

AYAL warriors 
take extra risks 
even for war 
m times and the 
g ereat hazards of 
the sea. The Sa- 
moa disaster is 
fresh in the public 
mind, and, al- 
though it was the 
work of the tem- 
pest, yet a warlike 
situation brought 
together the com- 
bined fleet which 
preyed on itself. 
Three United 
States warships 
were lost in that 
affair. The most 
notable cases since the civil war, besides 
the Samoan, were the loss of the United 
States sloop of war Huron by shipwreck 
on the coast of North Carolina in 1877, by 
which over 100 lives were lost, and of the 
veteran ship Oneida, run down off Yoko- 
hama in 1870 by the steamer Bombay. 
This occurred jn the night, and 20 officers 

and 150 men went down. 

The most terrible disaster to a battleship 
by the enemy’s fire during the civil war 
was that on board the United States iron- 
clad Mound City at St. Charles, Ark., in 
1862. This incident has an indirect con- 
nection with Cuban affairs and is well 
worth recalling. Assuming that a Span-

The missing body 
is that of James Nichols, one of the 
young sons of Bradley Nichols and his 
wife, who were lost. 

Old seamen were at a loss to under- 
stand how Captain Collier let a squall 
overtake him without the slightest prep- 
aration. Eugene Bates, the only pas- 
Senger saved, said the crew was inex- 
perienced and that the accident should 
have never happened. 


NEWS IN BRIEF, 


The uprising in Venezuela is of no im- 
portance atall. The government is sup- 
ported by the whole country. 

A reduction in the staff of employes of 
the New York customs house will effect 
a saving of fully $25,000 a year. 

The strike of frame spinners in the 
King Pa&ilip mills in Fall River has 
ended by their return to work.

He was one of the 
most noted of the minor war heroes and 
was garrotett by the ®paniards at Havana 
in 1873, suffering death with his crew of 
the ill started Cuban filibustering ship 
Virginius, which be commanded. 

Captain Fry’s battle with the Federal 
fleet at St. Charles was one of the bravest 
on record, and the shot which wiped out 
the crew of the Mound City was fired in 
legitimate action. Equal gallantry was 
shown by the commander of the Mound 
City, who alone took the contract of si- 
lencing Captain Fry's batteries on the 
bluff. Colonel Fitch of the Federal army 
wished to charge the bluffs and capture 
the batteries, but Captain Kilty of the 
Mound City steamed up in front of the 
guns and poured shot into them for an 
hour and a half. Finally the Mound City 
was between two hostile guns, one above 
and one below, havinga point blank range 
on the ironclad. The gun which landed 
the shell was a naval piece that had been 
taken ashore the day before from the Con- 
federate gunboat Pontchartrain. It was 
pointed down the river, and as the Mound 
City was steaming ‘slowly up stream to 
get a better position the gun was carefully 
sighted to rake her. The shell struck on 
the port side. 

After passing through the side of the 
Mound City the shell, which was from a 
82 pounder rifle, killed eight men at the 
casemate nearest its pathway, then went 
through the steam drum directly fore and 
aft. The gun deck was immediately filled 
with scalding steam, and there followed a 
scene more easily imagined than describ- 
ed. The ship’s wheel was turning slowly 
at the time and kept on revolving until 
the bow of the ship was close inshore. 

Colonel Fitch saw the accident to the 
Mound City and at once led bis men on a 
charge, finally carrying the position. Cap- 
tain Fry was wounded in thestruggle with 
Fitch's men. Meanwhile the Federal gun- 
boat St. Louis hooked on to her unfortu- 
nate consort and towed her ashore. She 
had already been deserted by her able- 
bodied men, who numbered buta handful. 
Her complement was 173 men, officers and 
boys. Of those who jumped into the river 

2 were drowned, and 25 wounded were 
taken from the ship and out of the water. 
The killed on the ship numbered 83, chief- 
ly the victims of scalding. 

The only vessel of note destroyed during 
the war by a floating torpedo was the 
United States ironclad Housatonic, which 
went down Feb. 17, 1863, in Charleston 
harbor, victim of a Confederate David 
known locally as the Charleston ‘‘cigar 
boat.’’ This little contrivance was design- 
ed to do exactly what has been done to the 
Maine by accident or malice—that is, re- 
move by stealth an obnoxious warship. 
The ‘‘cigar boat’’ was designed as diver, 
to go under a vessel and explode a torpedo. 
She was made of boiler iron, was 80 feet 
long by 4 broad, with a vertical depth of 
sbout 6 feet. She carried a crew of eight

men. Access was by two manholes covered 
by caps having bull eyes for steering pur- 


poses. While the vessel floated these caps 
were a foot out of water. The propelling 
power was human muscle acting on a 
shaft by means of cranks. Upon the ex- 
terior there were vanes or wings, adjusti- 
ble at any angle by manipulation from the 
inside, and by these the course was regu- 
lated either on level or diving or ascend- 
ing. In various experiments this craft 
carried to the bottom 30 people who risked 
their lives for the cause. But at last she 
justified her builders by destroying an ene- 
my’s blockading ship which stood in the 
north channel of Charleston harbor, 
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Unsuspicious of danger, the Housatonic 
rode at anchor the nightof Feb. 17. About 
9 o'clock the officer of the deck saw 106 
yards away what appeared to be a plank 
on the water moving swiftly toward the 
ship. Waiting a moment to make sure 
that its course was directly for the ship, he 
gave the alarm and called all hands to the 
deck. It was too late to do more than pre- 
pare the crew for what was coming. The 
“cigar boat’’ was provided with a spar 
torpedo and struck the ironclad below the 
water line near the mainmast, knocking a 
hole in the sides which caused her to sink 
in four minutes. Five of the crew went 
down with .the ship, but the rest were 


saved. The plank disappeared, and it was} 


never known in the Federal navy what 
had happened until after the war. When 
the lost ship was raised, the torpedo boat 
was found lying half buried in the sand, 
with ber crew of seven coffined in her iron 
ribs. 

Submarine torpedoes and mines were 
used by the Confederates quite exten- 
sively during the last years of the war. 
They had no power to cope with the Fed- 
eral ships, and in 1862 legalized this meth- 
od of warfare. Beauregard was an enthu- 
siastic believer in it, and had he been al- 
lowed his way New Orleans would not 
have fallen under Farragut’s attacks. The 
first vessel destroyed by torpedoes was the 
Federal ironclad Cairo, in the Yazooriver. 
In ascending the river she took the middle 
of the channel and ran against a torpedo 
made out of a five gallon glass demijohn 
and went down in 12 minutes. All hands 
escaped. The designer of that machine 
prepared several automatic action torpe- 
does for the Yazoo, and one of theee de- 
stroyed the ironclad Dekalb. 

At Mobile the waters were planted with 
torpedoes and mines. While preparing for 
attack on the forts in the spring of 1865 
the Federal navy removed 150 torpedoes 
from Blakely river. (n March 28 the gun- 
boat Metacomet struck a torpedo near 
Spanish Fort and sank in three minutes. 
Next day the ironclad Osage went down in 
the same way, and two days later the tin- 
clad Rodolph. After the surrender of Mo- 
bile the gunboat Scioto was lost by a sunk- 
en torpedo. 

During the war the United States lost 
7 ironclads and 11 wooden ships of 
war besides numerous small vessels, The 
Confederates lost only the ram Albemarle 
by a Federal torpedo, but two of their 
steamers struck their own torpedoes in 
Charleston harbor, and a boat in the 
James met a similar fate. . 

This new and frightful method of war- 
fare found heroes ready to face it with all 
its terrora. In the battle of Mobile Bay 
Farragut immortalized himself by shout- 
ing out, when warned that torpedoes lay 
in the pathway of his flagship while flank- 
ing the enemy’s forts: ‘‘D—n the torpe- 
does! Go ahead!'’’ There was reason for 
some hesitancy on the part of the ship com- 
manders, for the noble Tecumseh had 
just gone to the bottom, carrying down 
with her her gallant and chivalrous com- 
mander, Captain T. A. M. Craven, with 93 
officers and men of her crew. Craven bad

begged the honor of taking care of the 


noted ram Tennessee, which was more 
dreaded by the Federal fleet than all the 
forts and regular warships put together. 
The ram lay under the guns of a fort 
while the fleet was ascending the channel, 
but at the proper time steamed out to take 
a@ hand. Craven saw her black, piratical 
hull. He knew, as did all the captains of 
Farragut’s tleet, that the bay was planted 
with explosives, and also the line beyond 
which it was unsafe to go. But in his 
eagerness to tackle the ram and put her 
out of the fight be crossed the line and 
struck upen an infernal machine that 
caused the Tecumseh tocareen and sink at 
once. Craven was in the ship’s turret 
with the pilot when the explosion took 
place. Both looked up to the hatch reached 
by a single iadder, and the pilot motioned 
his captain to go up and save himself. 
“After you, pilot,’’ said the brave sailor. 
The pilot escaped, but before Craven was 
half way out of the turret he was hurled 
back by the ocean of water pouring down 
the hatch. 

Lieutenant Cushing assumed all the risk 
of being ‘‘hoist by his own petard"’ and of 
running his neck into a noose when he set 
out to blow up the Confederate ram Albe- 
marle in the Roanoke. He had to ascend 
the river from Albemarle sound, and as the 
latter water was Federal territory the Con- 
federates up the river were on guard 
against secret forays. The river was pick- 
eted and for all Cushing knew planted with 
infernal machines.

What is worth doing at all is worth do- 
ing well.

Does 
his building come up to his expectations as 
regards comfort? Is he perfectly satisfied 
with the details and inner arrangements 
of his house? Many men will tell you they 
are not perfectly satisfied. There are some 
little alterations continually going on, a 
slight addition here and there, new wings, 
more closets and many other minor 
changes whith must be made before the 
home can be called complete. Now, all 
these changes are expensive and run the 
cost up to something that you did not cal- 
culate on when inviting estimates, and 
thus from the mere fact of neither you nor 
your architect carefully weighing and 
considering these seemingly trivial mat- 
ters you are Jed tospend more, often much 

more, than you originally intended to. 
This is particularly the case with subur- 
| pan work. We have had many years’ ex-

perience in this class of work and could 
cite many instances similar to that which 
we have related. 

We have here a cozy comfortable subur- 
ban home which we hope will commend 
itself to the reader—no complexity of de- 
sign—and a building that will be in har- 
mony with many localities. On the first 
floor are dining room and parlor, both 
having fireplaces, which are indispensable 
to country houses, providing they are 
built properly, with the flue constructed to 
draw as it should do. A large and com- 
fortable kitchen, with rear stairs to the 
servants’ quarters, is another important 
feature, giving the other occupants of the 
building necessary privacy. We place a 
veranda around the main nt of the 
building, which commands most mag- 
nificent view »f the Hudsonri,. for many 
miles north and south. 

On the second floor are four large cham- 
ders and a bathroom fitted up with all

modern improvements. In the attic we 
finish up two rooms, which may be used as 
chambers, and a large room for storeroom. 
The cellar is 7 feet deep, and the whole 
building is heated throughout by a hot 
water boiler. The cost of this house will 
not exceed $4,000. It was erected within 
20 miles of New York and has given great 
satisfaction. 


Plastering. 


For three coat work there should be used 
about 900 pounds of plaster for each 100 
yards of three coat work, and it should be 
mixed with about 8 buckets of clean sharp 
sand to 100 pounds of plaster, and plaster 
is to be thoroughly mixed before adding 
water, but not until ready to add water, 
as sand often contains enough water to 
cause plaster to set, and mortar should be 
mixed stiff enough to work freely from the 
trowel. There shouid be no delay in put- 
ting the plaster on the wall when mixed. 

The walls should not be allowed to dry 
too fast, and openings should be closed, 
especially in windy weather. Plaster 
should go to the under floor in all cases, 
| behind baseboards and sheathing, and if 
| lime mortar is used it should be run 


in the plaster.—Exchange.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


In selecting the eggs for hatching choose 
the: of a uniform size. 

Yo secure the best results put seven hens 
and one rooster together. 

Better an empty craw and activity than 
&@ gorged one and torpidity. 

If a ben’s comb becomes frosted, she 
will not lay until it heals up. 

Now is a good time to arrange the coops 
and yards for the spring hatching. 

A small hen will lay as large eggs as a 
heavy one and will require less room. 

Just before the early pullets begin to lay 
their combs will swell up and turn red. 

Nothing adds so much to the comfort of 
the fowls as a well lighted poultry house. 

Do not let dressed poultry freeze before 
packing. It gives it a blue, pinched look. 

Unless the eggs are wanted for hatching 
there is no possible advantage in keeping 
cocks. 

Tar in the drinking water will usually 
prevent the spread of roup among the 
fowls. 

Granulated oatmeal makes a good feed 
for little chickens for the first two or three 
weeks. 

When the hens have plenty of opportu- 
nity for exercise, they are not likely to get 
too fat. 

Tobacco stems covered with straw are an 
excellent preventive of insect breeding in 
the nests. 

A good disinfectant is made by dissolv- 
ing one pound of copperas in two gallons 
of boiling water. 

Buckwheat bran and swall potatoes 
boiled and mashed make a good, warm 
feed for the fowls when they fly down 
from the roosts.—St. Louis Republic.

LEE ALMOST “PER- 
SONA NON GRATA.” 


His Removal Would Be Pleasing to 


the Spanish Government, 


Broad Hint Sent Through the 
American Minister. 


Has Offended by His Prominence In the Cuban 
Relief Movement. 


Oppesition Expressed to the Use of War 
Vessels In Forwarding Supplies For 
the Cuban Non-Combatants—Em- 
phatic Assertion of the Presi- 
dent’s Intention Not to Be 
Swerved From His Con- 


ception of Duty. 


Washington, March 7.—An interesting 
bit of information which came into the 
possession of the president and the bu- 
reau heads last week was kept from 
the public for some reason until Sun- 
day afternoon. Then the 
was removed, and the rather startling 
announcement made that the Spanish 
government desired the recall of Con- 
sul General Lee, and that the American 
warships which had been designated to

convey supplies to Cuba for the relief 
of the sufferers should be replaced by 
merchant vessels in order to deprive 
the assistance of an official character. 

The natural

request for a statement 


of so extraordinary a presentation of 
Spain's real feeling toward the United 
States had been anticipated, for ac- 
companying the report was an author- 
ized declaration from the officials of the 
state department in words that admit 
of no misconstruction. It is as follows: 


GENERAL FITZ HUGH LEE 
*The president will not consider the re- 
call of General Lee. He has borne him- 
self throughout this crisis with judg- 
ment, fidelity and courage, to the presl- 
dent's entire satisfaction. 

“As to the supplies for the relief of the 
Cuban people all arrangements have 
been made to carry a consignment this 
week from Key West by one of the naval 
vessels, whichever may be best adapted 
and most available for the purpose, to 
Matanzas and Sagua. 

“Although the officials here are non- 
committal on the subject, it is believed 
that the request for General Lee's recall 
was made at least a day or twoago, and 
that the Spanish government after re- 
ceiving the reply of the state depart- 
ment has not insisted either upon Lee’s 
recall or upon its contention that the 
relief supplies should not be sent to Cuba 
in naval vessels.” 

Beyond the foregoing those who par- 
ticipated in the conference at the White 
House at which the matter was consid- 
ered would not discuss the subject, and 
it was stated positively that the author- 
ized statement comprised everything 
that would be giventoanyone. Thead- 
vices from Madrid, together with the 
authoritative statement here, left no 
room for doubt as to what had occurred. 

The request for General Lee's recall is 
understood to have come within the last 
few days, and doubtless since the last 
cabinet meeting on Friday, as no refer- 
ence was made to it at that time. It 
came through Minister Woodford, a 
somewhat unusual procedure, as the 
common mode of requesting the with- 
drawal of a minister or a consul is 
through the representative of a govern- 
ment making the request, which in this 
case is Mr. Du Bosc, the Spanish charge 
of affairs. Mr. Du Bosc had received 
no instructions on the subject, and was 
in complete ignorance of the demands 
made through Minister Woodford. The 
other suggestion of the Spanish govern- 
ment—that relief supplies should not be 
sent in war vessels—did not come 
through the minister, as the Madrid dis- 
patches state, but was presented by Mr. 
Du Bose to the state department last 
Friday. The responses in both cases 
went direct to Minister Woodford. There 
was no loss of time, however, in assemb- 
ling a special session of the cabinet, or 
even in any general conference between 
the president and his cabinet advisers 
individually, In the protest against the 
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Montgomery and Nasnville, Judge Day 
conferred with Secretary Long, who in 
turn called in Captain Crowninshield, 
chief of the bureau of navigation. There 
appeared to be no reason why a change 
should be made in the plan for sending 
warships on the relief mission, and, with- 
out attaching grave significance to the 
request of the Spanish government, the 
answer was made that the plans for the 
trip were completed and that the stay 
of the ships would be brief and of the 
most pacific character. 

Grounds on which General Lee’s 
recall was asked are not officially dis 
closed. It is known, however, that the 
Spanish government has chafed for some 
time over General Lee’s presence in 
Havana, although this had never taken 
the form of a definite protest prior to 
the present time. It began to assume a 
more serious aspect shortly after the 
arrival ofthe Maineat Havana. Atthat 
time General Lee escorted Captain Sigs- 
bee on his round of official calls. These 
were made with due formality, but the 
Spanish officials took offense when the 
calls were restricted to General Blanco. 
Admiral Manterola and the representa- 
tives of the military arm of Spain's 
service, and did not include Premier 
Galvez and his associates of the au- 
sonomous cabinet, who represent the new 
civil regime which Spain is seeking to 
enforce. The matter came to the acten- 
tion of Dupuy De Lome, then Spanish 
minister in Washington, and although 
there were no protests, the situation 
doubtless reached the state department, 
as suitable amends were made by Cap- 
tain Sigsbee’s calling on Dr. Congosto, 
the civil secretary general, and Premier 
Galvez and his associates. There was 
like irritation over a dinner given by 
Consul General Lee to the officers of the 
Maine. The list of guests on that oc- 
casion is said to have omitted some of 
the Spanish naval officers and to have 
included, quite conspicuously, the names 
of a number of American newspaper 
correspondents who were regarded by 
the Spanish officials at Havana as an- 
tagonistic to them, 

Within recent days it has been under- 
stood by officials here that the feeling 
against General j.ee had been smoothed 
over, and the recuest for his recall was 
for that reason in the nature of a com- 
pletesurprise. There are circumstances, 
however, which clearly disclose the 
grounds for the recall, although it is not 
known that Spain has made any exact 
specifications of complaint. Since the 
Maine disaster a report has been cir- 
culated that Gereral Lee held the per- 
sonal opinion that the explosion was due 
to external cause. An official report of 
this character wus never sent to Wash- 
ington so far as is known; but the mere 
circulation of the report at Madrid, at- 
tributing such views to General Lee, has 
been the source of much feeling in Span- 
ish circles. The press dispatches from 
Madrid also disclose that General Lee 
is held accountable at the Spanish capt- 
tal for the project of the purchase of 
Cuba by the United States from Spain, 
as well as for a general sentiment of 
sympathy toward the insurgents. The 
suggestion of 2,-leading government 
organ, that the next session of the cortes 
will consider the case of General Lee 
shows the strong influence which in- 
duced the Sagasta cabinet to ask his re- 
call. There is little doubt that the main 
cause of Spain's action is Lee's attitude 
toward the Cuban sufferers. It is known 
that his active and open sympathy with 
the people who have suffered so greatly 
during the insurrection—American citi- 
zens as well as native Cubans—has not 
been accepted by the Spanish officials in 
Cuba as an exhibition of disinterested 
officialism such as is expected of con- 
sular officers. There were complaints 
during General Weyler's administration 
of his conduct, but never in official form. 

As a matter of fact, Spain required 
no formal excuse for the dismissal of a 
consular officer, according to interna- 
tional law. These officers are pot en- 
dowed with diplomatic privileges, and 
they exist entirely by the suffrance of 
the nations to which they are sent. In 
their case it is not necessary nor usual 
to request their home governments to 
recall them. They live officially only 
through an exequatur granted by the 
government to which they are accredit- 
ed, and this may be withdrawn at any 
moment. So Consul General Lee may 
be dismissed from his post at the pleas- 
ure of the Spanish government, and this 
would not violate any section of inter- 
national law; but he is in one respect 
unique, in that he is endowed with semi- 
@iplomatic powers by the wish of our 
government and by the consent of the 
Spanish government. The request of 
the Spanish government for his recall 
may therefore be regarded as _ tanta- 
mount to a demand for the recall of an 
objectionable minister, such for instance 
as Dupuy De Lome. There must be 
some substantial or satisfactory reason 
for such a demand in such cases, and 
as those presented against General Lee 
probably were confined to acts he has so 
far performed with the full sanction and 
approval of President McKinley, the de- 
mand was not entertained, as is clearly 
shown in the formal statement given out 
by Assistant Secretary Day. Under 
such circumstances the incident would 
close unless Spain took the decisive step 
of insisting on General! Lee's recall, and, 
this failing, giving him his exequatur. 
This radical course is not expected, how- 
ever.

The action regarding the Montgomery 
and Nashville is looked upon as much 
less grave than that affecting General 
Lee. Secretary Long does not regard 
the question as to what ship should carry 
the relief supplies as serious in any way, 
or as likely to present perplexing issues, 
The desire of the navy department is 
merely to get the supplies to Cuba on the 
most available vessel. There are three 
of these now at Key West, the Mont- 
gomery, Nashville and Fern, alike avail- 
able for the service, and one of these 
will be designated for the trip. The 
"Fern is a dispatch boat rather than an 
armed naval vessel, and her availability 
for this mission had not previously been 
suggested. Her choice would probably 
remove all ground for objection, as she 
has none of the charactesistics of a war 
vessel. The official orders, however, 
continue to stand as they were originally 
made, designating the Montgomery and 
Nashville, but these could be changed 
readily if the Fern was felt to be best 
suited for the work. The naval officials 
have felt from the first that the Mont- 
gomery and Nashville were ill-adapted 
for carrying supplies. They are es- 
sentially fighting machines, and every 
inch of available room is taken with their 
own supplies. This was so apparent 
that the plans contemplated putting the 
relief supplies on deck, covering them 
with tarpaulin, and trusting to the 
weather and a quick trip to keep the 
provisions and clothing from damage. 
The Fern, not being so essentially a 
fighting machine, but more of the type of 
a yacht for the speedy conveyance of 
naval dispatches, has considerable more 
room for stowing supplies both below 
and on deck. The Cuban relief commit- 
tee counted on sending 75 tons to Key 
West, but this has now been increased 
to 100 tons. It left New York on one 
of the Mallory line of boats Saturday 
and is due at Key West next Wednes- 
day. The transfer will take a day, ang 
the plan has been to have the govern- 
ment ship start next Thursday for Cuba. 

When seen at the Spanish legation, Du 
Bose could add little to the fund of in- 
formation on the two subjects which 
were attracting so much official and pub- 
lic attention. He had received no word 
from his government concerning Gen- 
eral Lee, and he stated positively that 
no suggestions concerning Genera! Lee's 
retirement had been submitted by him to 
the statedepartment. As tosending the 
relief supplies by the Montgomery and 
Nashville, Mr. Du Bosc felt that mer- 
chant vessels were much better equipped 
for such service, and their use was not 
open to that misconstruction possible 
in sending supplies by vessels of the 
navy. 

The news concerning General Lee 
aroused the deepest interest and no 
little excitement throughout Washing- 
ton, and for the time being the usual 
quiet of Sunday evening was put aside. 
In hotel corridors, at the clubs and in all 
public places it was the absorbing topic, 
and not since the Maine disaster was 
popular interest so evinced in the Span- 
ish situation. 


VIEWS OF STATESMEN. 


All of Them Uphold Mr. McKinley and 
Deprecate Hasty Action. 

Washington, March 7.—Speaking of 
the Madrid dispatch and the statement 
made by Assistant Secretary Day, Sena- 
tor Davis, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, said: “It is a cir- 
cumstance which, added to the present 
strained relations, makes things more 
vexatious. I approve the president's 


; action in every particular,” 


Senator Cullom said: “I regard the 
course pursued by the president as justi- 
fied by all the Conditions, and the Ameri- 
can people will endorse him in the posi- 
tion he has taken. I have believed for 
some days that we were nearing a crisis 
or culmination of troubles from day to 
day, and it has seemed to me that the 
Spanish government was endeavoring 
to bring on a cenflict between that gov- 
ernment and us. , Whether this govern- 
ment desires it or not, on this account 
it would be almost forced into war with 
Spain. I donot well understand, in view 
of the interest or manifestation of inter- 
est, this country has taken in the con- 
flict which has been going on between 
Spain and the Cybans how a withdrawal 
of any kind could be thought of either 
in the point of view of national interest 
or of common humanity. Our people do 
mot want war, neither does the presi- 
dent; but neither the president nor the 
people will submit to any humiliation 
at the hands of the Spaniards. I think 
it is another step on their part into fore- 
ing an issue between that government 
and our own.” 

Senator Morgan said: “I heartily ap- 
plaud the president's action. I do not 
think the Spanish government will in- 
sist upon Lee's recall, nor do I think it 
will refuse a bounty to those poor, starv- 
ing creatures, the reconcentrados, 
though it may be dished out to them with 
a@ mailed hand. We of the south are 
very proud of General Lee and his con- 
duct in Cuba; it only proves what we 
have always known about him—that he 
is a brave, patriotic man, fearless to do 
his duty under all circumstances. The 
recall of General Lee, in my opinion, was 
in deference to the mob sentiment in 
Madrid. After all the forbearance we 
have shown Spain in making our coun- 
try the base for her supplies, she turns 
upon us and makes everything doné by 
us into an act of enmity. After awhile 
we will be sufficiently informed as to the 
intentions of the Spanish government 
toward us to meet them half way.” 

“If Spain has requestéd that relief 
supplies be sent in merchant vessels,” 
said Senator Frye, “and not in armed 
warships, and we continue to send those 
supplies in warships, I think it might be 
regarded as an intervention in the af- 
fairs of Cuba, and therefore an un- 
friendly act. I have confidence in Gen- 
eral Lee. As far as I have been ac- 
quainted with his official conduct in 
Cuba, I _-tirely approve of it. The re- 
ports have not been published and of 
course all the facts are not before us, 
but I approve of the course of the presi- 
dent in retaining General Lee at Havana 
as well as sending the relief in war ves- 
sels.” 

“The air is charged with the electricity 
of war,” declared Representative Dock- 
ery. “This demand on the part of Spain 
cautions us tO keep a cool head and go 
slow. lt Jooks like Spain wants to force

New Bedford, Mass., March 7.—Not- 
withstanding that Secretary Ross of the 
spinners has introduced a bill in the 
legislature for the abolition of the fining 
system in factories, to President Cun- 
nane of the weavers was delegated Sun- 
day by the conference committee the 
difficult task of preparing a practicable 
proposition on the vexed problem. 
He was authorized to submit it to the 
arbitrators during their stay here today, 
and if the plan meets with the approval 
of the state board, the manufacturers | 
will be asked to pass upon it. 

Up to the present time the strikers 
have. held together with unusual har- 
mony, but now this one point threatens 
fisruption. Twice, at the urging of those | 
unions whose members are not ag- 
grieved by fines, the weavers have been 
begged to abandon their cherished con- 
tention, but each time have refused. 
Now, the other unions have decided to 
tolerate such an attitude no longer. 
They feel that the weavers and their 
fining issue are a good deal like the 
proverbial millstone about their necks, 
and they are preparing to cut it adrift. 
Said a prominent official of the Loom 
Fixers’ union: “If they don’t get that 
issue out of the way, either by their con- 
ference with the manufacturers or by 
dropping it, we will go ahead without 
them and try to get a compromise on 
the wage question, which Is all we are 
striking for.” 

The strikers are as devoid of funds as 
ever, with the single exception of the 
spinners, who have so far been support- 
ed by the national organization. The 
result of the visit of President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor is, 
disappointing to thestrikers. They had 
been led to believe that there was a pros- 
pect, through Gompers, of securing in- 
creased financial assistance, the means 
to be a general levy of the organization 
which he represents. The result wasa 


| promise.of the same old moral support | 
| which the strikers have been receiving 


from time to time, and which, as they 
have repeatedly stated, does not fill their 
empty stomachs. Gompers claimed that 
95 percent of the support the strikers 
were receiving came from the organiza- 


but he could not guarantee any increase. 
It may have done Gompers good to haul 
his socialist enemy, DeLeon, over the 
coals, but the strikers wanted a promise 
of more assistance fromhim. That they 
did not get. 

President William Cunnane of the 
Weavers’ union says: “The inference 
drawn from Mr. remarks is 
that the socialists have given nothing

and that organizations affiliated with 
the federation had given all. In this 


he is wrong, and if he could see some 
of the letters which I have received 
from secretaries of his own organiza- 
tions they would make his hair stand 
on end, if he really believes what he says. | 
The majority of the secretaries of the 
American Federation of Labor who have 
forwarded money to me are socialists, 
and I believe the contributions are the 
result of socialistic effort.” 

But, while federation and socialists are 
squabbling about what they have done | 
for the strikers, the average striker looks 
on, disgusted and disheartened at the 
smallness of the result, which ever it 
was, and sighs for the end of the strike. 
‘The soup houses, nine of them now, still 
flourish through the generosity of a 
philanthropic public and hundreds of 
gallons of savory food are ladled out 
daily to the thousands of needy strikers. 
The rush at the poor department office 
is unabated, despite the fact that every 
applicant last week was forced to 
submit to the ordeal of vaccination, on 
account of the existence of a case of 
small-pox at the south end. 

The collections for the strike fund last 
week were $2614.88, a falling off of $152.55 
from the previous week. 


Biddeford Strike Ended. 

Biddeford, Me., March 7.—The strik- 
ing operatives of the Pepperell and La- 
conia cotton mills, who went out on 
strike seven weeks ago in resistance to 
a 10 percent cut in wages, voted Satur- 
day afternoon to return to work this 
morning. A committee representing 
three branches of the textile industry 
called on Robert McArthur, agent of 
the two corporations, to discuss the sit- 
uation. He informed the committee 
that he could make no promises other 
than to assure them that the Pepperell | 
and Laconia would not be the last of 
the New England mills to restore the 
old wages when the cotton market im- 
proves. The report was accepted at a 
meeting of the strikers, who considered 
the outlook for success dubious and de- 
cided to terminate the battle. 

The mills started with nearly a full | 
complement of help. For nearly a week 
the operatives had been wavering, and 
many were in favor of going back to 
work. A leader said last night that one

It 
is said by the officials who will have the 
disposition of this money that it by 
no means follows because congress 
places such a sum in the control of the 
president that he will feel bound to spend 
all of it. Those who look for a whole- 
sale purchase of warships from the bar- 
gain counters of European builders are 
likely to be disappointed. The navy 
department is inclined to make but one 
purchase of this kind, at first at least, 
in the shape of a substantial ironclad. 
It does not desire to get possession of 
several of the larger class of torpedo 
destroyers, such as the Sokul of the 
Russian navy, vessels of 300 tons, able 
to keep the sea in bad weather, a weak 
point with our own boats, and capable 
of enormous speed, such as 32 knots; 
but such craft are not for sale at all 
times. They are built to order gen- 
erally, and could not be produced in 
this manner in less than six months 
from the date of contract, unless special 
prices were paid.

These are abundant supplies of shot, 
shell and powder. The army isas short 
as the navy of these essential stores. 
It has been found thet there will not 
be nearly as much difficulty in securing 
modern arms for the navy, even ona 
wir footing, as was anticipated. This 
is because certain private gun makers

cartridge of 3U giiage and’ with atout as 
great rapidity of fire. The plants of 
these companies are so extensive that 
they could turn the arms out very 
rapidly, so that the Springfield in the 
hands of the militia could be replaced 
in short order. It is said that no con- 
tracts for the purchase of naval ammuni- 
tion have been closed, but the depart- 
ment has informed itself as to how 
speedily it could secure every kind of 
ammunition and supplies in case of 
emergency. This inquiry has shown 
that the facilities of this country are 
ample to meet any demand for powder, 
projectiles, cartridge cases, primers, 
fuses, etc. These supplies are not kept 
in stock, however, and in case of emer- 
gency they would have to be made on 
orders. 

The appropriation of $50,000,000 for the 
national defense will not involve the 
issue of bonds. This announcement 
was made by the treasury officials, who 
stated that the treasury was amply 
prepared to meet any demands that will 
likely be made upon it. On Feb. 1 the 
cash in the treasury amounted to $856,- 
571,766, of which $204,063,971 was gold, 

$511,858,834, silver; $107,564,958, paper 
currency, ard $33,084,002, disbursing offi- 
cers’ balances, etc. The net available 
cash on hand above all liabilities 
amounts to $225,564,203. 

It is not felt at the navy department 
that the people of the Montgomery are 
taking any risks in going te Havana at 
this time, for it is said that even should 
hostilities break out, it is a rule of 
honorable warfare that they be given 
safe convoy out of the waters of the hos- 
tile country. Of course General Lee 
and the members of the court of inquiry 
would be equally exempt from molesta- 
tion. The commander of the Mont- 
gomery is Commander Converse. The 
ship carries a crew of 228 men of all 
classes. 

Without delay the officers of the ad- 
jutant general's department gave orders 
for recruiting the artillery regiments 
authorized by congress. The purpose 
is to ealist such men as have had ser- 
vice in the artillery wherever possible, 
and no doubt is entertained that plenty 
of material of the right kind will offer. 
The officers of the new regiment are now 
being selected. It is the plan to as- 
sign 15 soldiers from existing regiments 
as the nucleus of each company to take 
hold and break in the men who are en- 
listed. The headquarters of one of the 
new regiments will be established at 
Fort Slocum, in Long Island souné4, 
ccmmanding New York; the destination 
of the other has not yet been decided 
upen. 

ONLY THREE NEGATIVES. 
Artillery Bill Passes the House With 
Practical Unanimity. 
Washington, March 8.—The spirit of 
patriotism was rampant in the house 
yesterday, and by almost a unanimous 
vote the Hawley bill providing for two 
additional regiments of artillery was 
passed under suspension of the rules. 
No effort wa. ide to obstruct’action, 
but Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, 

pleaded for more time than the 40 mi 
utes allowed under the rule, and be- 
cause it was refused after the Dill 
passed he inaugurated a filibuster 
against the District of Columbia legis- 
lation that continued all day. Mr. 
Bailey desired to speak in favor of the 
bill, but could not get time. 

Mr. Cox of Tennessee and Mr. Jones of 
Virginia antagonized the bill on the 
ground that it made a permanent in- 
crease of the standing army. Most of ( 
the time in favor of the bill was con- 
sumed in one-minute speeches. Mr. 
Hull and the Republicans refrained from 
referring to any emergency, but some 
of the Democrats who spoke did, and 
Mr. Williams of Mississippi referred 
directly to probable war with Spain. 
Every expression construed into a ref- 
erence to the support of the government 
in a possible crisis was received with ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Hull, in opening the debate, ex- 
plained briefly the necessity for these 
men to man the coast defenses of the 
country. By July 1, he said, 244 big guns 
and 232 motars would be mounted, 476 
inall. These guns required 18 men each 
to handle them, and in time of war 60. 
There were but 4025 artillerymen all told 
in the service. The guns emplaced July 
1 would require 7000 men regardless of 
any exigency that might arise. Even 
if no exigency arose these men, he ir- 
sisted, would be necessary to care for the 
fortifications and guns upon which we 
were expending millions of dollars. The 
charge that this bill was an attempt 
to increase the standing army to be 
used possibly to overawe the cities, he 
said, he considered too frivolous tp dis- 
cuss. 

Mr. Cox said he would vote as cheer- 
fully as any man in the house for this 
bill if it were needed for the national 
defense as a war measure, but he urged 
that the president, as commander-in- 
chief of the army, had authority te de- 
tail men from the other branches of the 
service, the cavalry and infantry, and 
that such details could man and care for 
the coast defenses without increasing 
permanently the standing army. 

District of Columbia business was 
then taken up, and Mr. Bailey, as:-a 
method of resenting the refusal to ac- 
cord him the privilege of addressing the 
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house, thauguirdted a niibuster. Rou- 
call followed rolicall for two hours. A 
sharp tilt occurred between the speaker 
and Mr. Bailey. Mr..Bailey had been 
trying to obtain recognition, but Mr. 
Babcock, chairman of the district com- 
mittee, retained the floor with his bill. 
Finally the confusion became so great 
that the speaker requested members to 
take their seats. Mr. Bailey retained 
his place onthe floor. Again the speaker 
requested members to take their seats. 

“I take my seat,” said Mr. Bailey as 
he finally sat down, “because the rules 
of the house require it.” 

“The speaker exercises no authority 
except that conferred by the rules,” said 
the speaker. “He had no other author- 
ity, and he expects none.” 

There were several exchanges after 
that, after one of which Mr. Bailey, to 
the accompaniment of Republican jeers 
and Democratic applause, declared that 
he could not be “badgered” by the 
speaker. Then turning to the Republi- 
can side, in regponse to their jeers, he 
added: ‘That demonstration either in- 
dicates a lack of decency or a lack of 
sense, and I suspect both.” 

Representative Norton of Ohio intro- 
duced a resolution, which was referred 
to the committee on rules, setting aside 
next Thursday and Friday for the con- 
sideration of a joint resolution to recog- 
nize the independence of the republic of 
Cuba. 

Chairman Cannon of the appropria- 
tions committee introduced a bill en- 
titled “Making appropriations for the 
national defense.” It is as follows: 
“That there is hereby appropriated out 
of any money in the treasury not othe:- 
wise appropriated for the national dv- 
fense and for each and every purpose 
connected therewith to be expended at 
the discretion of the president and te 
remain available until June 30, 1899, $50,- 
000,000."’ 

Mr. Cannon held an interview with the 
president, and at the conclusion went 
to the capitol and called a special meet- 
ing of the appropriations committee, 
After this meeting Mr. Cannon intro- 
duced the national defense bill in the 
house. 

The Cannon bill, it was learned later, 
was the outcome of a conference held 
at the White House, at which Mr. Can- 
non, Secretary Long, Mr. Dingley, Sen- 
ater Allison and General Grosvenor were 
present. The situation was considered 
So grave that it was deemed imperative 
that an immense appropriation of this 
character should be made at once, to pre- 
pare for the national defense. The bill 
will be passedinthehouseatonce, This 
can be stated on the highest authority. 


Misapprehension of Facts. 

Washington, March 8.—It is learned 
that Spain’s suggestion that Consul Gen- 
eral Lee be recalled was made originally 
upon a misapprehension, which was due 
to a newspaper report to the effect that 
General Lee had expressed the opinion 
to a reporter that the Spanish officials 
were responsible for the disaster to the 
Maine. -Accepting this report as ac- 
curate, the Spanish prime minister 
brought the matter to Minister Wood- 
fcrd's attention, at the time suggest- 
ing that General Lee’s recall would be 
gratifying to Spain. It did not require 
a great while for Spain to discover that 
General Lee had been, according to the 
United States authorities, incorrectly 
represented. Before that discovery was 
made, however, the reply of President 
McKinley, refusing to heed the sug- 
gestion and expressing a determination 
to keep Lee at his post, was received 
Spain then retired from her position 
basing her retirement upon the ground 
that the original suggestion had beer 
founded upon a misapprehension of 
facts. 


Mr. Boutelle Explains. 

Washington, March 8.—Congressman 
Boutelle, chairman of the house naval 
committee, made the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press: “At an 
interview with Secretary Long on Sun- 
day, at which the subject of authorizing 
the president to provide for emergencies 
was discussed, I suggested the desirabil- 
ity of a conference of the executive of- 
ficers with representative members of 
the houseand senate. Attheconference 
it was deemed advisable to give the pub- 
lic the assurance that congress would 
invest the president with a discretionary 
power to prepare for all emergencies 
which should be as broad as the possi- 
bilities of events; therefore, instead of 
passing various bills authorizing specific 
action under the several departments, 
‘ general credit of $50,000,000 should be 
reported by the appropriations commit- 
tee of the two houses and placed at the 
disposal of the president to meet any 
exigency that may arise. Speaker Reed 
Was in personal conference with the 
president during the day, and will pre- 
pare for prompt action upon the bill in 
the house. 

“This legislation should not be in- 
terpreted as indicating that war is ex- 
pected, but as precautionary provision, 
and an assurance to the world that the 
government at Washington, in all its 
branches and without distinction of 
parties or persons, is and will be solidly 
united in everything that pertains to 
supporting our president in the main- 
tenance of just relations with our fellow- 
men and the upholding of the national 
dignity and honor.” 


Wreckers Advanced Steadily. 

Havana, March 8.—The court of in- 
quiry held its usual sessions yesterday, 
examining Ensign Powelson and the 
divers’ plans. The Spanish divers work 
when they desire todo so. The day was 
beautiful and the wreckers advanced 
steadily in clearing away the debris. 
Many articles of personal value to the 
officers of the Maine are recovered from 
time to time as the work progresses. 

On account of the attempted smug- 
gling from New York, the customs of- 
ficers make a careful examination of al 
consignments of relief supplies. Excepi 
on the order of the military authori- 
ties the distribution of quinine has been 
prohibited for a time. It was found 
that much quinine made its way inte 
the hands of the insurgents. 

No official information is accessible 
concerning the reported deportation of 
American correspondents, Several 
Americans were passengers on the Ward 
line steamer Concho Monday morning. 

As bearing on the state of public feel- 
ing here, it is worth noting that there 
were 32 balls and more or less elaborate 
parties in Havana Sunday night,

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The union lathers in Springfield, Mass., 
struck for an advance from 10 cents a 
bunch to 16 cents. 

The Dauntless has been dibelled by the 
government, charged with filibustering. 
The vessel is now in charge of a deputy 
marshal. 

At a meeting of the American society 
in London steps were taken to contribute 
to a fund for the purpose of providing 
a memorial to the dead of the Maine. 

Big strikes of gold on American creek 
have been made, and there has been a 
stampede to that place from Dawson. 
Prospectors took out $4 to $6 to the pan. 

Thomas MacDonald and his daughter, 
aged 15, were drowned while attempting 
ito reach Toronto in a small boat. While 
half way over the boat filled and went 
down. 

The Corean cabinet, with the excep- 
tion of the foreign minister, Min Chong 
Mouk, has resigned because Min granted 
the Deer island concession to Russia 
without the consent of the cabinet. 

Every man employed in the canal 
work between Utica and Rome, N. Y., 
quit work yesterday morning. There 
are about1000innumber. They demand 
that the pay for laborers be increased 
from 12% to 15 cents an hour. 

Evidence of extensive gold deposits 
has been found recently around Why- 
cocomagh, N. S., and an immense tract 
of country in that section has been taken 
up at the provincial mines office in Hali- 
fax within the past few days. 

Much uneasiness is felt in Chinese 
circles in consequence of the Russian 
demands. The Russian minister of 
finance, moreover, is reported to have 
urged these demands peremptorily and 
to have complained that the Chinese loan 
was settled in spite of the disapproval 
of Russia. 

Henry M. Pitt, 65 years of age, an 
English actor, known throughout the 
profession as Harry Pitt, committed sui- 
cide at a boarding house for theatrical 
people in New York by drinking car- 
bolic acid. He had been for some time 
out of employment, and it is supposed 
that he became despondent. 

The revenues from the operations of 
the cables of the Commercial Cable com- 
pany after deducting all expenses 
amounted to $1,200,155, an increase of 
$76,502 over the previous year. The net 
revenue from the land lines (Postal Tele- 
graph company) was $645,185. The net 
revenue from the combined systems was 
$1,845,341. 

A delegate of the National Loom Fix- 
ers’ union held a conference yesterday 
with the striking loom fixers of the 
Whittenten mill in Taunton, Mass., and 
It is understood that he informed them 
that the union did not endorse the strike 
and would not support it.

Surprises Almost as Great as 
the Interest Shown. 


New England’s Ancient institution In the Bay 
State. 


Augusta, Me., March 8.—Thirteen cities 
and many smaller places held their mu- 
nicipal elections yesterday. The great- 
est interest was manifested in all, and in 


some the surprises were equally as great. 


Bath, conceded to the Republicans, 


| elected a Democratic mayor by two ma- | 


jority. Waterville, usually close, gave | 


the Democrats being defeated at all 


points. Rockland had an unusually ex-

citing time, and, while ordinarily solidly }

Mr. Clay, when secre- 
tary of state, laid down the principle as 
follows: “If it be forbidden by the law 
of nations to sell to a belligerent an 
armed vessel completely equipped and 
ready for action, it is believed not to be 
contrary to the law to sell to a belliger- 
ent a vessel in any other state, although 
it may be convertible intoa ship of war.” 

It is known that negotiations are in 
progress toward having the United 
States acquire the two cruisers now 
building for Japan, one at Cramps ship- 
yvard at PHiladelphia and the other at 
the Union iron works of San Francisco. 
There is good reason to believe that 
terms could be made between the United 
States and the shipbuilders, but there 
is no disposition to ignore the rights of 
Japan. While suggestions have been 
made that the right of eminent domain 
would permit the United States to take 
the two cruisers without reference to 
Japan's rights, there is no desire among 
officials here to resort to such steps. 
Moreover, it is stated that such action 
would be an international offense @i- 
rected against Japan, and an unfriendly 
act which this government is not likely 
to commit at this moment toward a 
friendly power. The twocruisers are not 
only being built for Japan, but they have 
already become the actual property of 
~apan by the payment of $1,350,000 on 
each. They are within three months 8f 
completion on an emergency basis. They 
are designed to make 22 knots, which 
franks them among the swiftest cruisers 
in the world. There has been talk of 
organizing a fiying squadron composed 
altogether of fleet cruisers, four in num- 
ber, and having them ready to go to sea 
at a moment's notice in pursuit of an 
enemy’s ships, relying on the big battle- 
ships for the home guard. This, how- 
ever, has not been decided upon. 

A proposition that received atten- 
tion and is expected to be approved in 
the end came to the navy department 
yesterday. This was to turn over tothe 
navy department 10 of the best boats in 
the lighthouse service. These boats are 
from 300 to 400 tons burden, good sea 
boats, manned by officers thoroughly 
familiar with every indentation of the 
‘Atlantic coast, and capable of being 
easily transformed into efficient gun- 
boats. It is proposed to place a six-inch 
rifle on a pivot mount on each vessel for- 
ward, and to place a light armor around 
the boilers and machinery to protect 
them from small arms fire at leagt. The

___| CONGRESSIONAL PATRIOTISM. 


Lower Branch Talked Eloquently and 
Conservatively---Voted Unanimously. 
Washington, March 9.—The galleries 

of the house of representatives were 

packed during Tuesday's session with 
enthusiastic spectators applauding to 
the echo the sterling patriotism of the 
words of eloquence which were uttered 
by the members on the floor. All the 
speeches were brief. Although four 
hours were allowed for debate, so great 

Was the pressure for time that no one 

member was given more that five min- 

utes and most of them had to content 
themselves with a beggarly fraction of 
aminute. Inall59speeches were made. 

With one acclaim members from the 

north and the south, the east and the 

west, the states and the territories, bat- 
tle-scarred veterans of the Union and 

Confederate armies, all joined in pro- 

claiming their support of the country’s 

chief magistrate in the face of a pos- 
sible foreign war. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., O.), in his speech, 
aroused the house to cheers by his glow~ 
ing eulogy of the president's patriotism. 
He said: “Mr. Speaker, no more in- 
spiring picture can be witnessed any- 
where on earth than the demonstrations 
which we have seen during the last 30, 
$0 and 90 days of the power of a great 
people, a free government, not only to 
stand for the flag of their country, the 
unity of the government, the supremacy 
of the constitution, but for their dignity 
and calm exhibited in the face of the 
world. The American people have had 
a great deal to stir the blood of en- 
thusiasm, a great deal to carry them 
off the feet of their calm judgment; 
but the picture that the world has 
seen is the picture of a nation calmly 
studying every question as it arose, and 
as step by step danger seemed to come, 
threatening with its dark, frowning face, 
all distinctions fled away. It will be 
worth more than $50,000,000 to the Amer- 
ican people to know that the great heart 
of this people is a unit in favor of the 
government. 


CHARLES H. GROSVENOR 

“A doubt about the American people! 
Hesitation about the character of the 
executive—a man who marched and 
fought at Antietam and in the valley 
of Virginia, 
of Sheridan in the great charge of that 
memorable campaign, who stood from 
his boyhood of 18 years to his manhood, 
in the face and fire of battle—does any- 
body doubt where his loyalty is, where 
his patriotism is, where his courage is? 
(Applause) Calmly and deliberately 
has he weighed every measure and con- 
sidered every circumstance, and calmly 
and deliberately behind him have stood 
75,000,000 of people confident in him, con- 
fident in the patriotism of the people, 
true and faithful to the loyalty that has 
come to us from a thousand battle-fields 
that saved the union. (Applause) 

“T do not believe that war is hang- 
ing over the American people. In this 
republic our great aim should be for 
peace. The truest patriot is he who 
secures and keeps peace for his people. 
It is easy to be an animal; it is easy to 
use claws and teeth and fight. He who 
ean hold aloft in his country the white 
flag of peace—not of cowardice—rises 
nearer to his God. (Applause) No 
country on earth would seek to avoid 
war as this country does. Nocountry 
on earth need fear war less than Amer- 
fca. (Applause) With our boundless 
resources, with our great credit, with 
a people who no matter what their past 
are absolutely united in standing as 
one man, I say that no country is so 
well armed for war as the United States 
of America. I do not speak for Ohio; 1 
gpeak for the citizens of the United 
States, and I believe today that we are 
heart and hand together for what Is best 
for this republic. The young man who 
today pledges all the vigor of his early 
manhood for his country commands my 
respect, but I hope we do not have to 
use it. I have had letters from my 
people wanting us to take Cuba, to pun- 
ish Spain. I simply write back that 
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no interfiational law makes the Unttéea 
States the regulator of the wrongs of 
earth. God has written no motto on 
the banner of our country that demands 
of us the regulating of the wrongs of 
other countries to their people. We all 
sympathize with the liberty-loving and 
fighting Cubans, but they are the cit- 
izens of another country. So long as 
that question is before us, I follow the 
advice of Washington recommending 
that we mind strictly our own business; 
but if they touch the rights of this coun- 
try or dare to lay unholy hands upon 
our territory or our rights then I become 
a fighting Quaker.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald of Massachusetts took 
occasion to refer to an alleged utterance 
of a Catholic priest some time ago, to 
the effect that if war came the sympathy 
and the support of the Catholic church 
would be with Spain because it was a 
Catholic country. While, he said, he 
did not believe the priest had uttered 
such a sentiment, it had attracted wide 
attention, and as a Catholio he desired 
to repel it. If war came the people of 
no faith, he declared, would be more will- 
ing to shed their blood in defense of 
their country than those who had val- 
antly defended it in the war of the 
revolution, the war of 1812, the Mexican 
war and the civil war. 

“Mr. Speaker,” said Mr. Dolliver, 
“with a thousand relations of direct na- 
tional interest, not to speak of the larger 
and higher welations of h™anity, the 
United States during the course of the 
Cuban insurrection have consistently 
acted within a strict interpretation of 
the law of neutrality. They have lit- 
erally stood aloof while the Spanish min- 
istry has feebly and vainly labored to 
restore its authority in the island of 
Cuba. In the midst of the noise and 
confusion of that situation, the presi- 
dent of the United States has stood un- 
moved by clamor in congress or out, 
steadily keeping the nation within the 
accepted code of international duty in 
the great hope of peace+peace without 
the loss of liberty for Cuba and peace 
without the loss of respect for ourselves, 
(Applause) In that attitude it is 
gratifying for us to know that he has 
had the support of the American people, 
support that has drawn all the closer to 
him in these days of patient waiting, 
as we have under the shadow of a great 
national affliction been searching for the 
wodies of our dead in the harbor ot 
Havana. Great, and in many respecta 
permanent, preparations have been 
made for the national defence and it is 
altogether proper that the congress ol 
the United States at this time should 
have a share inthe responsibility. Let 
us this day, therefore, laying aside al) 
the differences of party politics, give 
to the president of the United States, not 
in a bare and meagre, but in the spiril 
of the broadest patriotism, this earnest 
of the national confidence. It cannot 
endanger the cause of peace to have the 
world understand that our solemn pur- 
pose of avoiding as far as possible the 
infernal horrors of war does not in- 
elude any inclination to spare of he 
blood or treasure in the protection of 
the national rights or in the discharge ol 
national duties.” (Applause) 

Ms. Bingham (Rep., Pa.) caused the 
first note of discordance that was heard 
While supporting the bill on general prin- 
ciples he was avowedly out of sympathy 
with the common interpretation of the 
meaning of the bill, and as a consequencs 
he was vigorously hissed twice during 
the progress of his remarks—once wher 
he referred to General Lee and at the 
close when he asserted that the relations 
between the United States and Spain ara 
in no wise strained. Mr. Bingham 
began by referring to the proceedings 
of the house as akin to the methods ol 
“yellow dog ournalism.” He had ne 
sympathy, he said, with the apparent 
tendency of the house, and especially 
none with the evident disposition to 
seize the opportunity for a display ot 
jingoism that was by no means edifying. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas said: “It ought 
tu be understood in Spain, and it ought 
to be understood In every country on the 
globe, that while this country sincerely 
desires to be at peace it is prepared for 
war, if war becomes inevitable. (Loud 
applause) I hope the crisis may be 
reached and passed without a conflict 
of arms, but I confess that my judg- 
ment and hope are at variance in 
this respect. I fear we have gone too 
far to escape the worst, and while I be- 
lieve that we have gone further than 
would have been necessary if at the 
proper time we had granted the prayer 
of the Cuban patriots and had simply 
recognized their right to fight for the 
independence of theirowncountry, (Loud 
applause), yet the time for that discus- 
sion has passed, We must deal with 
this question as it is, not as we would 
have it to be; and approaching it In this 
broader spirit, we stand ready to show 
to those who administer the government 
that whatever may be needed for the 
national honor and the national defense 
we are ready to give ungrudgingly. (Ap- 
plause) I havenosympathy with those 
rash and intemperate spirits who would 
provoke war, simply for the sake of 
fighting, and yet I would rather follow 
them and suffer all the miseries and mis- 
fortunes their heedlessness would bring 
than to follow those other contemptible 
mercenary creatures who are crying out 
for ‘Peace at any price.’ (Great ap- 
plause) Peace is desirable, but not so 
desirable that it is to be purchased at 
the sacrifice of national honor. Let us 
in this day adopt the motto of our 
fathers in the older and better days 
of this republic and let us say to all the 
world now as then: ‘We are ready to 
spend millions for defense, but not one 
cent for tribute.’ (Applause) And let 
us add another motto: ‘We are for 
peace as long as it can be maintained 
with honor, but we are for honor if war 
ig necessary to defend our flag or pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens any- 
where throughout the world.’ ” 

Mr. Barrett (Rep., Mass.) was heartily 
in favor of the appropriation, but he 
would, he sald, if he had power, make it 
$100,000,000 instead of $50,000,000 and make 
it availible for two years instead of 10 
months. 

A wide divergence of opinion as to how 
close hostilities were manifested itself 
in the debate. The general contention 
by the majority, among them the lead- 
ers of both sides, was that this appro- 
priation bill preparing for war would 
nrove the gure guarantee of peace.

The matter of recording burials in 
Quincy cemeteries of persons who die 
in places other than Quincy is to be 
brought shortly before the City 
Council. As the matter stands now 
the only records kept at City Hall by 
the City Clerk and Managers of Public 
Burial Places are those of persons who 
died in Quincy and of those who died 
outside of Quincy and are buried in 
the Mt. Wollaston or Hancock ceme- 
teries, as these are the only public 
cemeteries of the city. There are how- 
ever three private cemeteries, viz: St. 
Mary’s, the Hall and the English 
cemetery. In these cemeteries es- 
pecially the St. Mary's there are many 
burials of persons who died out of 
Quincy but no record is now kept of 
these at City Hall. When a body is 
brought to these cemeteries it is ac- 
companied by a permit which is given 
the sexton or superintendént and they 


may have a recom. There should also 


be a record kept at City Hall <A 
person looking to locate the grave of 
@ person buried in Quincy would 


naturally apply at City Hall but as the 
matter stands now no information could 
be given unless the burial was at Mt. 
Wollaston or the Hancock cemeteries. 
The matter is being considered by 
the Managers of Public Burial Places 
and Board of Health and will be 
brought before the City Council at an 
early date.

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LAWFULRAIDONBANKS MORE CHEERFUL ASPECT, 


Extraordinary Way of Collecting 
Taxes In Chicage. 


Officials Confronted With a 
Demand and a Threat. 


Handed Over the Money to Escape Seizure of 
the Institutions. 


Chicago, March 9.—Several Chicago 
bankers had a novel experience with tax 
collectors yesterday. Two men entered 
the First National bank and informed 
Vice President Forgan that they wanted 
$85,273 in cash, and that unless he paid 
pver the money without delay they woul¢ 
shut the doors of the bank and help 
themselves. It was a case of collection 
of taxes under a decision of the superior 
court, which refused to sustain an in- 
junction asked for by six banks against 
South Town Collector Ernst. The bill 
sought to enjoin the collection on the 
ground that the assessments were ex- 
cessive and fraudulent. 

The men who entered the bank and 
demanded the money were Collector 
Ernst and Attorney Rooney, and they 
were accompanied by bailiffs. After 
some parleying the bank’s counsel ad- 
vised payment of the tax rather than 
risk such a disturbance to business as 
might follow a closing of the bank. Col- 
Jector Ernst was given $85,273 with notice 
that his right to take it was denied. 

The collector then visited the other 
banks concerned. The Bankers National 
paid over $13,286; the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional, $9726; the Globe National, $14,390; 
the Northwestern National, $23,786, and 
the American National, $19,365. Each 
bank protested and refused to accept a 
receipt showing that the money had been 
taken in payment of taxes. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 9.—The house yesterday 
discussed the gas investigation order 
a good part of the afternoon, but did not 
reach a vote. The state house com- 
mittee made a report and exonerated 
the engineer at the state house from 
charges against his department. The 
senate passed a bird protection bill. 

The committee on prisons reported to 
the house a bill that all sentences to 
capital punishment in Massachusetts 
be executed at the state prison in 
Charlestown, and by means of elec- 
tricity. The convicted criminal would 
be kept in solitary confinemeng from the 
day of sentence, receiving no visitors 
excepting his relatives, counsel, spirit- 
ual advisers and prison officials, unless 


} on an order from the court, and would be 


executed between midnight and sun- 
rise on a day set by the warden of the 
prison within the week set by the court, 
by the warden or his deputy without pre- 
vious announcement excepting to the 
authorized witnesses, The means of 
execution would be an electric current, 
and no one should be present except the 
warden and his assistants, the physi- 
cians, three persons chosen by the con- 
vict, a clergyman and the sheriff of the 
county in which the crime was com- 
mitted. 

The committee on rules reported fav- 
orably for the admission of the bills, 
under a suspension of the rules, to pre- 
vent fines for imperfect weaving. 


Gompers and Ross Spoke. 

Washington, March 9.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor and Secretary Ross of New Bed- 
ford, Mass., advocated before the house 
committee on judiciary yesterday tie 
proposed amendment to the constitu- 
fixing the hours of labor in this 
country. They called attention to the 


| 10 and 12 hours of daily labor required 


of men, women and children in southern 
mills and the shorter hours called for in 
New England, and stamped the longer 
hours as unfair and detrimental to la- 
bor. It was asserted that the number of 
working children in the south was 50 
percent greater thaninthe north. Pres- 
ident Gompers said that improved ma- 
chinery was in the interest of labor if 
there was an organization of the latter. 
He wanted no legislation for adult males 
in private business, but the women and 
children should be protected; the work- 
men could protect themselves. 


Weakness For Pensions. 

Philadelphia, March 9.—About eight 
years ago George Watson, with four 
aliases, was sentenced to fine and im- 
prisonment for having drawn four sep- 
arate pensions. At the time of his con- 
viction he had two other claims for pen- 
sion on file. Being an exemplary pris- 
oner, Watson was discharged in June, 
1896. Shortly after, under the name of 
George Kelley, he presented a claim for 
pension on account of service in the 
Mexican war on the Savannah, and later 
filed application for still another on ac- 
count of service in the rebellion, on the 
ship Pawnee. In this his duplicity was 
discovered, as a result of which he was 
arrested. 

An Important Event. 

New York, March 9.—Yousouf, the 
Turk, and Ernest Roeber, the champion 
wrestler of the world, were matched 
yesterday. The meeting between the 
two is to take place at Madison Square 
garden Saturday night, March 26. It 


| will be the most important event of the 


| 


kind since the palmy days of Muldoon. 
The articles provide for a match at the 
Graeco-Roman style of wrestling, two 
out of three falls, no holds barred. Five 
hundred dollars a side were named as 
forfeit money, and a side bet and 50 
percent of the gate receipts as the purse.

At the present 
time there is a fight on between the 
steamship companies and the Southern 
Pacific, which has pulled down the rates 
between San Francisco and Portland 
to $5 net. The Canadian Pacifie has 
taken advantage of this, and has decided

Nothing Known Officially. 
Washington, March 9.—The Maine was 
blown up three weeks ago last night, but 
as yet nothing is known officially as to 
the cause of the disaster. The court of 
inquiry is hard at work, and that is all 
that is known at the navy department. 
{It is not even known when the court 
may be expected to finish its work. The 
importance of its report does not di- 
minish by the lapse of time, and the more 
thoughtful officials have not lost sight 
of the fact that when the report comes 
the government may be face to face with | 
another and vital issue. 


A Third Inquiry. 

Washington, March 9.—In conjunction 
with the intimations of the Spanish gov- 
ernment regarding Consul General Lee 
and the class of vessels in which the re- | 
lief supplies should be sent to Cuba, a} 
third inquiry was made. Captain Crown- 
inshield was the object of a request for 
information as to the nature of his re- 
cent trip to the West Indies. The Span- 
ish government had been informed that 
Crowninshield on this occasion had been 
in communication with the insurgents, 
and even went so far as to give them in- 
direct aid through filibustering sources. 
When the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of President McKinley an im- 
mediate denial in explicit terms was re- 
turned. Spain thereupon closed the in- 
cident with an acceptance of the presi- 
dent's statement, 

Few Vessels Available. . 

London, March 9.—The St. James’ 
Gazette says: “An American naval au- 
thority now in this country takes a 
cynical view of the six torpedo boats 
building for Spain here and of the three 
already delivered, which might just as 
well be paid for by Spain in the first in- 
stance, and make valuable additions to 
the United States navy lateron.”” The 
article also points out that the time in 
which the Chilian cruiser, which cost 
£400,000, can be finished is three months, 
and adds that the other vessels pur- 
chased will take longer to finish, so that 
in the event of war, “which will come 
soon if at all,’ the ships will be useless, 
as international law will prevent their 
delivery. 

In conclusion the St. James’ Gazette 
remarks: “A feature of the warship 
market at present is the small number 
of vesselsavailable. Three cruisers ano 
two coast defense vessels is the bes) 
Great Britain and France can do. It is 
true these are not the only warships 
building, but the others, 12 Japanese and 
two Chinese cruisers, and eight torpedc 
beat destroyers for Japan are so keenly 
and immediately desired by their re- 
spective governments that no price 
would buy them.” 


Occurrences Adjusted Themselve.. 

Washington, March 9.—Mr. Du Bosc 
the Spanish representative, when ques- 
tioned as to the present status of affairs 
said: “Notwithstanding the apparen, 
agitation, I am gratified to note that sc 
far as actual occurrences are concerned 
they are adjusting themselves naturally 
and in a manner most satisfactory tc 
both governments. The Lee incident is 
closed, if indeed it was ever open. At) 
most it was a misapprehension of what 
actually occurred. I am directly au- 
thorized by Mr. Gullon, the minister o1 
foreign affairs, to deny that any demand 
or request has ever been made for the| 
recall of Consul General Lee, and it is 
unfortunate and misleading for the re- 
ports to be printed that Spain has with-} 
drawn a request or demand never in fact} 
made. 

“So far as the defense bill in congres; | 
is concerned, diplomatic etiquet pre-| 
cludes my discussing it; but I may say 
unofficially, that it seems to be a quite 
natural result from the undue impor- 
tance attached by the public to incidents 
now closed. In normal times those 
passing incidents of the day, which are 
inevitable to diplomatic intercourse be- 
tween nations, could not be seized upon 
by the radical branch of the press te 
inflame public opinion. 

“Back of thése passing incidents is 
the vital Cuban problem, toward which 
Spain has resolutely set her face to ad- 
just by giving the Cuban people the most 
complete control of their internal af- 
fairs.

Antipathy to Lee. 

New York, March 9.—The steamer 
Yucatan brought four passengers frem 
‘Havana. Oneof the four, who has large 
business interests in Cuba and who 
spends several months every year there, 
was the only passenger who would speak 
of the relations between American and 
Spanish residents in and near Havana 
and only on condition that his name 
would not be made public. None of the 
Americans whom he knew considered 
themselves in any danger, but there was! 
no denying the fact that the Spaniards 
have a deep rooted antipathy to Genera] 
Lee. As to the Maine disaster, the feel- 
ing is widespread among the Americans 
that the vessel was destroyed by an out- 
side explosion. He was not somslannnas 
with the work done by the members ot! 
the American board of inquiry in regard 
to the catastrophe, but when he left 
‘Havana on Friday last it was generally 
believed that the result would be a re- 
port to the effect that the Maine was 
destroyed by an outside agency.

TO AWAIT NECESSITY, 


No Apportionment of the Defense 
Fund at Present. 


Warships First Matter to Be 
Considered In Disbursing. 


A Large Supply of Modern Rifles For the War 
Department. 


Washington, March 10.—The money 
now available for the purpose of put- 
ting the nation’s defences in a satis- 
factery condition will not be put into 
circulation for a while yet. 

Each branch of the government ser- 
sice had prepared tentatively an es- 
timate of the funds it could dispose of to 
advantage, but upon looking over the 
ground the president concluded that 
it would be well to avoid making the al- 
lotment until the necessity became clear- 
er than it is at present, with everything 
making for peace outwardly. 

The sum that can be profitably spent 
for warships cannot even be guessed at 
with any approximation to accuracy 

“ust now, and the ships are to be first 
choice in the steps fordefense. Thesec- 
retary of the navy is making every ef- 
fort to secure from our naval attaches 
and diplomatic officers abroad all in- 
formation obtainable respecting the 
number of ships building, their price and 
other data. This promises to assist 
Captain Brownson, who sailed for 
Southampton yesterday, materially in 
making speed with his inquiries. Up to 
this moment not only has the United 
States government bought no warship, 
but it has not even secured an option on 
one. There are many applications from 
firms which desire to sell ships to the 
government, but in most of these cases 
either the craft offered is not suitable 
for naval needs, or the date of possible 
completion is so distant that it cannot 
be regarded as worthy of purchase to 
meet an emergency. 

There is 1 difficulty experienced in 
securing tenders of war material, such 
as shot, shell and powder, and the navy 
department has almost assured itself 
of an abundant supply of certain kinds 
of smokeless powder abroad at short 
notice. The officials of the department 
are in daily correspondence by mail and 
telegraph with agents of ammunition 
houses, and besides are now fully ac- 
‘quainted with the plans of domestic 
powder makers for enlarging their plants 
to meet an emergency. The represen- 
tatives of the armor making firms are 
in consultation with the department 


steadily, relative to the supply of gun 
forgings and such material for use in 
the gun shops here and at Watervliet, 
but the question of armor is receiving 
little attention, as the makers report 


that they cannot undertake to turn out 
such armor as would be required fora 
modern batt in less than seven 
months. It has been demonstrated to 
the department that it will not be pos- 
sible to make the armor for the superb 
battleships, three in number, now build- 
ing at Newport News and at Cramps and 
at the Union iron works in San Fran- 
cisco in time to render these ships avail- 
able for any emergency that may arise 
this year. 

The war department is arranging to 
secure a large supply of the most mod- 
ern rifles, sufficient in time of emer- 
gency to arm 500,000 men. The need of 
these guns has long been apparent. It 
is stated by high officials of the depart- 
ment that no board is necessary to in- 
quire into the merits of the various guns 
on the market, but that the department 
will turn to the best sources of supply. 
These, it is said, are ample within the 
United States to turn out rifles of the 
most approved pattern as fast as the 
government wants them, It is not un- 
likely, however, that the demand will 
require the army to turn from the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle now in use and adopt in 
part at least one of the American made 
guns. General Miles strongly favors 
the “straight pull gun.” It is of Ameri- 
can make, and has been adopted by the 
British government as the standard 
arm, a million being now in the hands 
of British soldiers. General Miles recom- 
mended its adoption 18 years ago when 
a member of a board for the choice of a 
rifle, and his view will have much weight. 
This gun is used by the navy, and this 
is being urged as another point in its 
favor. ay the reserve supply would be

Attention is also being given to sup- 
Plies of powder, cartridges, etc., for the 
army. Those in authority say orders 
can be filled without delay, and that 
about the only branch of ordnance for 
which the facilities are not fully up to 
an emergency demand is heavy forti- 
fication guns. 

The statement was made yesterday 
that the report of the Maine court of 
inquiry probably would come to the de- 
partment some time next week. It did 
not appear, however, that this statement 
was founded upon a direct report from 
the court, but was rather an estimate 
based upen the progress so far made as 
revealed by the change of methods on 
the part of the court. 

Many congratulations are coming to 
the White House ani the state depart- 
ment from all parts of the country upon 
the patriotic spirit exhibited in dealing 
with the latest pheses of the Cuban 
question. Most of them are official in 
eharacter, but many ane personally di- 
rected to the preside: 


Ceunsel of w ise Men. 

New Haven, March 10.—Professor Ar- 
thur T. Hadley, in his lecture to his class 
of political economy at Yale, said that 
“in the matter of international comity, 
recognition of Cuban independence 
would be equivalent to a declaration of 
war. It is a principle of international 
war that so long as Spain has not ceased 
to wage war in Cuba and so long as the 
insurgents are not in possession of a 
well-defined territory and preserving 
order there, the United States are not 
justified in recognizing Cuba's inde- 
pendence. We might, by stretching a 
point, recognize the Cubans as belliger- 
ents as England recognized the Confed- 
erate states during the civil war. If 
such a recognition was accorded just 
now, it would probably precipitate a 
war. 

“I wish we could ask England to go in 
with us and offer joint mediation, but 
under the existence of the Monroe doc- 
trine, we cannot very well do so. The 
impossibility of reaching the natural, 
peaceful solution is due largely to the 
‘Safluence of the sensational press. What 
will become of the trouble it is impos- 
sible to say, but it is a great safeguard 
to this country that President McKinley 
fought in the civil war and therefore 
knows the horrors and sufferings en- 
tailed by war. If as citizens of the 
United States we keep cool we may trust 
our government to keep cool. As Bis- 
Marck said of the Armenian question, 
s0 I may say of this matter, drawing a 
Parallel inference: ‘The Armenian ques- 
tion is not worth the blood of a German 
soldier from the fatherland.’ When we 
consider how great the evils of war and 
how doubtful the chance of helping a 
people who have not established their 
own independence the counsel of wise 
men should be for peace.” 


Montgomery Keaches Havana, 

Havana, March 10.—The arrival here 
of the Montgomery was very quiet, it 
being generally understood that she 
comes to replace the survey steamer 
Fern as quarters for Captain Sigsbee 
and others. After firing the usual sa- 
lutes and being saluted in return, the 
Montgomery was moored in the princi- 
pal harbor, near the wreck of the Maine, 
and in the center of a circle of Spanish 


ships. Later in the day Commander 
Converse received the correspondent on 
board the cruiser. He seemed satisfied 
to have a rest in Havana harbor for 
awhile, as the cruiser has been busy 
touching at many West Indian ports 


lately. 
The Montgomery is as trim and neat 
as possible. Nobody is allowed on board 
without permission, but nobody is ex- 
cluded if business or courtesy demands 
the admission of the visitor. There is 
no indication of the length of the cruis- 
er’'s stay in this harbor, any more than 
there is any news of the duration of the 
sessions of the court of inquiry here. 
The court held its usual sessions yes- 
terday, examining the divers. Only the 
Spanish divers were at work and they 
were occupied only part of the day. The 
wreckers are steadily removing the up- 
per debris of the wreck, some of which 
will be dumped into the sea. Other por- 
tions of the wreck are worth saving. 


Is the Court Killing Time? 

Havana, March 10.—The court of in- 
quiry pursues its taciturn and even 
secretive way. The belief here is that 
the court is principally engaged now in 
killing time and is not likely to go north 
until next week. It is certain that the 
jmembers are strengthening the testi- 
mony daily by personal observation of 
the wreck and the carefully prepared 
Plans made by Ensign Powelson from 
the almost hourly reports of the divers. 
The court now has photographs, draw- 
ings and diagrams showing as near as 
possible the condition of things sub- 
marine. With reference to the secrecy 
observed as to the wrecking work and 
parts of the ¢estimony before the court 
of inquiry, a high naval officer says there 
is no special reason for maintaining 
secrecy except the fact that bare state- 


tents of commaratively unimportant in- 
cIdents afe eXaggerated py some and 


worked up into dangerous sensational 
stories. In view of this, said the officer 
in question, it was deemed best to com- 
mand absolute reserve on the part of 
all connected with the court examina- 
tion or the work of salvage. 

Consul Genera! Lee is on the best terms 
with General Blanco, and the most in- 
fluential Spanish merchants. All as- 
sure him of absolute protection, even if 
the volunteers should make a demon- 
stration. General Lee believes the vol- 
unteers would be controlled by the mer- 
chants, in whose employ they are. Oth- 
ers doubt this, but the ranking colonel 
of the volunteers assures General Lee 
that the consulate and the Americans 
would be in no event the object of a 
demonstration should any occur. 


Queen Vic's Good Wishes. 
Washington, March 10.—The Post says 
today that Queen Victoria, through Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, has conveyed to 
President McKinley her gratification at 
the wise and conservative course which 
he has thus far pursued in relation to 
the Cuban and Spanish situation. She 
also expressed to him her thorough syh- 
‘athy with the efforts put forth by the 
United States to relieve suffering hu- 
manity in Cuba with the hope that these 
endeavors might be conducted to a suc- 

cessful conclusion without war.

ART IN SCHOOLS. (CHAPIN REARRESTED AT CITY HALL. 


The Work in Quiney Attraet- 


ing Attention. 


The art work in the public schools 
of Quincy is attracting considerable 
attention in educational journals. In 


|the Popular Educator for March there 


is an illustrated essay by Minnie G. 
tiley of grade VII of the Wollaston 
school, under the caption ‘‘ Pictures 
and drawing as aids in  literature,’’ 
which the Ledger gives in part: 

What good will it do me to learn to 
draw?’? or ‘*Why should we study 
about poets and learn memory gems?’’ 
To answer these questions in words 
is unsatisfactory alike to teacher and 
pupil. 

Our drawing course for the term in- 
‘lude a design for a book or pamplet 
cover. As preliminary work the pupils 
were requested to collect book and 
magazine covers, borders, initial 
letters, and whatever else they found 
decorating the pages and covers of 
books. Many of these designs were 
mounted upon oak-tags and hung about 
the walls of the school-room for obser- 


vation. This served to awaken a 
lively interest in design and its 
practical application, so that each 


child put forth his best effort on his 
original design, feeling that he was 
doing something useful. Because of 
this feeling the interest did not abate 
at once, but some of the children con- 
tinued to make drawings at home and 
to bring them to school for approval. 

Realizing that this was a feeling that 
must be fostered and made tributary to 
some other subject, an effort was at 
once made to utilize it by correlation 
with literature. 

As a result of the demand made by 
Quincy teachers some two years ago, 
it has since been possible to obtain por- 
traits of authors and their homes at a 
moderate cost. These have been used 
in connection with the study of the 
ts, in the various grades and have 
added greatly to the interest taken in 
the work. This year we have used 
pictures of a small size, which were 
mounted upon a page in the **Gem 
Book’’ containing a biographical 
sketch of the author. 


The children think they have found 
the solution to their question, ‘‘Why 
should we draw and learn memory 


gems?’’ and the teacher knows she has 
found hers for while everything of this 
kind requires extra work from her she 
has the satisfaction of seeing voluntary 
effort on the part of the pupil. He will 
do his best on each page and feeling 
dissatisfied with the result, resolve 
that the next shall be better. He will 
have new interest in each poet through 
his portrait and the page assigned him 
in his book, and will read carefully to 
find a choice passage to inscribe there- 
in. Even the penmanship will receive 
extra attention and he will improve in 
almost every respect.

Mohammedan Fanaticism. 

Bombay, March 10.—A plague party 
Was inquiring into the cause of the sick- 
hess of a Mohammedan woman when an 
enormous crowd of castemen gathered 
and stoned and mobbed the party, which 
retired for an escort of armed police, 
and then returned and redemanded the 
surrender of the patient, which was re- 
é . A Parsee magistrate who ex- 
norted the populace not to resist the 
police was himself struck, whereupon 
he ordered the police to charge. They 
did so, and four Mohammedans were 
killed and several were wounded. 

The disturbance spread with alarm- 
ing rapidity, until the whole quarter 
around the Bhendi bazaar presented a 
spectacle similar to that of the riots of 
1893. The Mohammedans, who were 
joined by Hindoos, assaulted every 
European or Eurasian they met, anda 
hysterical mob atsacked the European 
dwellings in the suburb of Bycaulla. The 
residents barricaded themselves in their 
houses and fired blank cartridges from 
their windows, which drove the rioters 
on. In the meanwhile, troops were hur- 
ried to the scene, and a battery of ar- 
tillery is now patrolling the Bhendi 
bazaar. The outbreak was especially 
designed against christians.

MANY MODIFICATIONS, 


| Senators Urge Changes In the Civil 


Service Regulations, 


Would Increase Discretion of 
Departmental Officers. | 


Senator Lodge Not Wholly In Accord With 
His Colleagues. 


Washington, March 10.—Senator Jeter 
Pritchard, acting for a majority of the 
senate committee on civil service, sub- 
mitted a report yesterday on the in- 
vestigation of the .classified service 
which says among other things: “The 
committee is agreed that the classifica- 
tion has been too extensive, and that 
certain places that have been classified 
should be excluded from classification 
so that appointments may be made to 
them, not through legislation, but at 
the pleasure of the head of the depart- 
ment or bureau. The committee there- 
fore is of the opinion that the president 
should make certain modifications in 
the rules and should restore to the heads 
of departments the appointment of cer- 
tain classes of officials. The committee, 
however, recognized that its province 
in the matter is purely advisory, since 
it has no legislation to propose.” 


GENATOR J. C. PRITCHARD, 
It is recommended that a number otf 
employes in the interior department and 
the chief clerks of the various bureaus, 


agents and law eAaminers be 
exempted. The exemption recommended 
in this department is quite extended, 
and ineludes generally the positions of 
individual responsibility. It is also 
recommended ‘that private secretaries 
be in all cases exempted. 

The same recommendation is made as 
to the chief clerks in all departments, 
also as to postoffice inspectors and 
special agents of the agricultural de- 
partment. <A competitive departmental 
examination for technical positions at 
navy yards is recommended, 

The committee expresses the opinion 
that the classification of the government 
printing office was not authorized by 
law, but that even if it was many places 
in that office were included which should 
have been. The members think 
that if the office is to remain in the class- 
ified service the appointments should 
be apportioned among the various states, 


Feemarking generally upon the con- 
clusions of the committee, Mr. Lodge 
says: “If changes in rules or class}: 
fications are needéd in any directior 
they can be made by the president, an¢ 
they should be entrusted to him in 
conformity with the wise policy em- 
bodied in the law of 1883. Therefore 
as the committee do not intend to pro- 
pose any legislation, the suggestions 
which they desire to make are simply 
suggestions and nothing more, submitte¢ 
to the president, to whom full power tc 
make all regulations for the civil service 
under the present system of competi- 
tive examination has already been wise- 
ly given by law.” 

Senators Chiltpn and Kenney also sub- 
mitted a brief report, saying that while 
they agree that no legislation is desirabl. 
they consider it inadvisable to make any 
Suggestions to the president.

“Everyone is much struck by the suc- 
cess of the American orphanage which 
the Red Cross society has established 
in a handsome villa in a suburb under 
the charge of Dr. Losser and of his 
wife, as matron. It is for the orphan 
reconcentrados. Although open fora 
few days only, it now holds 36 happy 
youngsters to whom the place seems 
heaven, so clean and comfortable is it. 
There is room for 100, but all the places 
will soon be taken up. In connection 
with the orphanage a daily clinic is 
held. The Cuban doctors are much in- 
terested in Red Cross work, and 40 pa- 
tients were treated yesterday. Dr. 
Losser has refused the demand of the 
Spanish government that he should pay 
$400 for the privilege of practising among 
the poor, saying that the Fed Cross 
physicians are allowed to practice all 
the world over. Thus far his work has 
not been interfered with, nor is it likely 
to be.” 


TURNING 


EVERY 

Nothing Undone to Put the Navy on a 
Formidable Basis. 

Washington, March 11.—While they 
are giving much thought to the need of 
new ships, there is evidence that the 
officials of the navy department are not 
neglecting the old vessels. Arrange- 
ments have been made to make short re- 
pairs on several ships that in the ord- 
inary course would receive a thorough 
and time-consuming overhauling. Thus, 
in the case of the Philadelphia, orders 
have gone to Mare island to put her in 
shape for sea within 40 days. At Nor- 
folk the Newark is set down for 30 days’ 
repairs, and as a good deal of work has 
already been done on her, she will be al- 
most a new ship when she comes out of 
the yard. The big monitor Puritan has 
practically completed her repairs. The 
Comanche at Mare island has been ex- 
amined and found in tolerable condi- 
tion. At League island the Minatono- 
mah and the Katahdin went into com- 
mission yesterday, although they have 
not yet had their orders. 

A conference was held yesterday in 
the office of Assistant Secretary Rose- 
velt to map out plans for arming and 
equipping merchant vessels as auxiliary 
cruisers. Mr. Roosevelt presided and 
others present were Captain Crowin- 
shield of the bureau of navigation, Cap- 
tain O'Neil of the bureau of ordnance, 
Chief Hichborn of the bureau of con- 
struction. and Commander Bradford of

the bureau of yards and docks. Tnis 
meeting had been preceded by a call from 
President Griscom of the International 
Navigation company, which owns the 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Paris and New York. 
The board meeting brought out a general 
discussion of the work the various 
bureaus would be called upon to perform 
in making these and other vessels ready 
as auxiliary cruisers. About 95 percent 
of this work would fall to the lot of the 
bureau of construction, which would 
have charge of installing magazines, 
gun mounts, light protecting armor for 
the guns and machinery on which the 
guns swing. This work, it is said, could 
be accomplished readily within two 
weeks’ time, as all material except the 
guns Is in hand. The bureau of ordnance 
could not supply all the guns required 
within that short time, although some 
70 or more ase now available. The sup- 
pty would be adequate, however, for 
the most effective auxiliary cruisers, and 
the complete armament of the merchant 
ehips could proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible thereafter. 

On the question of manning the auxil- 
iary fleet, the navy department feels 
that the most effective step would be to 
enlist in the United States naval service 
the present merchant crews of the sev- 
eral ships. These crews are thoroughly 
familiar with the vessels and could 
handle them with far greater effect than 
green crews of blue jackets. The ships 
would be officered from the line of the 
regular navy. In the case of enlisting a 
merchant crew the pay and allowances 
would be about equivalent to the rates 
paid ordinary sailors, and the time of 
enlistment doubtless would be limited 
to short periods. 

The navy department finds itself in 
comparatively good condition as to the 
supply of automobile torpedoes, which 
constitute one of the most deadly engines 
of naval destruction. The Whitehead 
torpedo is now in general use, although 
a few of the Howell class are still on 
hand. Fifty Whitehead torpedoes were 
secured a short time ago, and with these 
there is a total of about 350 on hand. 
This gives not only a full outfit for ves- 
sels now in commission, but the 
necessary reserve supply.

Work Practically Done, 

Key West, March 11.—The Fern ar- 
rived Thursday with the Maine's silver- 
ware and 60 rifies recovered from the 
wreck. Mr. Bissell, stenographer of the 
court of inquiry, was also on board. 
Both the official stenographers have now 
left the court, and it has only a tempor- 
@ry clerk. This leads many here to 
think that its work is practically done, 
and that it will return to Key West this 
week. The Fern coaled and the pro- 
visions for the starving Cubans were 
then put on board. 

Since the days when northern soldiers 
built a road and fort here and then 
waited patiently for the engagement 
Which nevet came, the people of Key 
West have had no opportunity to realize 
how essential their island is to the com- 
mencement or continued existence of 
war. The martial conditions which now 
prevail would excite many a larger city 
into a state of ferment. 

“Every American in Cuba now is 
watched as if he were a criminal,” said 
Colonel Parker, who accompanied Sena- 
tor Proctor to Cuba. “The Spaniards 
hate us, and do not hesitate to say so. 
Every one in Havana now knows that 
the Maine was blown up. Spaniards no 
longer deny it. They do not seem to be 
very sad over it, either. Today Havana 
is calm, butt is the calm of a suppressed 
feeling that always precedes a storm. 
Are we going to have war? Well, if we 
don't, I shall be surprised.” 


Blown Up by a Mine. 

Williamsport, Pa., March 11.—The 
parents of Johnson L. Hayes, who re- 
side in Mountoursville, have received a 
letter from him dated on board the 
Montgomery at Key West, March 3. 
Young Hayes is one of the crew. In his 
letter he says: “We have become a 
regular prison ship now. We have two 
divers who «vere down in the Maine and 
are waiting to give their testimony at 
the court of inquiry. They will not be 
allowed to communicate with the shore 
till the court is over. One reporter, who 
Knew too much, has also been brought 
aboard. The Maine was blown up by a 
mine; that it what both divers Ssay.”’ 

Special Prayer For Sunday. 

Boston, March 11.—In view of the

Curtailment of Production Agitated 
In Fall River, 


Brokers Think It Necessary 
to Tone the Market. 


No Agreement as to Fining Reached In New 
Bedford. 


Fall River, Mass., March 11.—A cur- 
tailment of production in the cotton 
mills of New England is under discus- 
sion by the manufacturers of this city 
as preliminary to an appeal to the man- 
ufacturers at large to adopt this policy 
the coming summer. Mill brokers here 
are chiefly interested at present, as offi- 
cers of the Manufacturers’ association 
Say nothing has been done by the ex- 
ecutive committee or leading members. 

While several manufacturers say that 
curtailment is necessary, they also say 
the proper time for it has not come. 
They admit, however, that when it does 
come the effect will be fully as general 
as last year. Trade is not considered 
as good as expected, and the outlook 
is far from promising. The money 
market has great influence, and it is 
considered an unwise policy to keep on 
accumulating goods and depend upon 
borrowed funds to meet the payroll or 
to cover operating expenses. 


CAME TO NOTHING. 


Arbitrators Abandon the Attempt te 
Settle the New Bedford Strike. 
New Bedford, Mass., March 11.—The 
action of the weavers in repudiating 
their own proposition under which fines 
might be regulated in the cloth mills of 
New Bedford has seriously affected any 
chance of a peaceful ending of the strike. 
When the board of arbitration met yes- 
terday afternoon with other labor rep- 
resentatives to discuss the possibility 
of a return to work, it was noticeable 
that the weavers were absent. Repre- 
sentatives ef the spinners, loomfixers, 
slashers and carders were present, how- 
ever, and their discussion was based 
principally on the action of the weavers 
and failure to accomplish anything. 
Nothing could be done under the cir- 
cumstances, although the state officials 
say that they are ready to do anything 
they can to bring about asettlement. 
The state officials keenly feel the po- 
sition in which they were placed yes- 
terday morning, and were unanimous 
in expressing the belief tha, good might 
have been accomplished had the mass 
meeting of weavers stood by President 
Cunnane aad his associatgs who drew 
up the original proposition. As one of 
the board pnts it: “The weavers have 
always wanted recognition from the 
manufacturers, and now that we have 
secured this for them see what they have 
done with it.” Anxious as the state 
board may be to settle the differences 
between the manufacturers and oper- 
atives they see no hope for a settlement, 
and after a talk with the labor men ad- 
vised that matters take their course. 
At a conference of manufacturers and 
weavers to discuss the fines question, the 
former agreed to modify the system of 
fining for imperfect goods, but the weav- 
ers insisted on the abolition of the sys- 
tem. The mill men stood ready to act 
on the original proposition, modified, 
and they presented an answer to Presi- 
dent Cunnane’s proposition, stipulating 
that in case a weaver has been repri- 
manded and is still retained by his em- 
ployer, and said weaver, either through 
incompetency neglect, further pro- 
duces cloth, which, in the opinion of 
the manufacturer (or other person who 


or 


may have been placed in charge of 
such work), is below. the standard re- 


quired for such class of goods, he should 
be paid only one-half of the price paid 
for the higher standard of cloth, and be 
discharged, if so desired by the manufac- 
turer. The compromise was not enter- 
tained by the operatives. 


What Boston Editors Say. 

Soston, March 11.—Today’'s Advertiser 
Says: “A very pleasant indication of 
better times in business and of the gen- 
eral confidence in the present adminis- 
tration’s management of national finan- 
ces is to be seen in the more recent 
treasury statements of customs re- 
ceipts. These figures show not only 
that the income from customs dues under 
the Dingley tariff are increasing stead- 
lly; but also that the proportion of gold 
receipts is growing larger. This de- 
velopment will gradually tend to in- 
crease the gold reserve in the treasury, 
hereafter.” << 

Under the caption, “Not Choice but 
the Right,"’ The Journal has this to say: 
“Up to this time The Journal has op- 
posed intervention in Cuban affairs and 
has sustained the United States gov- 
ernment in its efforts to preserve neu- 
trality. But month after month hor- 
rors have accumulated in the unhappy 
island, and the duty of the United States 
has become more and more a matter 
for solemn thought on the part of the 
government. The commercial losses to 
this country growing out of the Cuban 
struggle have been great, but they should 
not have a feather’s weight with war in 
the other balance.

We have 
hoped always that the appeal could be 
answered without war, and that hope 
we still hold; but we are sure of this, 
that the United States will not be forced 
into war for war's sake; that the pas- 
sions will have no part in the undertak- 
ing; that it will be entered upon, if at all, 
ps a solemn duty either to ourselves or 
to humanity.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 11.—The house refused 
festerday to reconsider the adoption of 
the order for an investigation of the 
Bostor gas situation. The vote on it 
was 98 for reconsideration and 97 against 
when the roll had been cailed. Then 
Speaker Bates made a tie by voting 
szainst reconsideration and prevented 


the order being reconSiderea. me oraer 
went to the senate for concurrent ac- 
tion. 

A bill was reponted to authorize cities 
to pension tiremen who are permanently 
injured while in the discharge of their 
duty. 

The bill allowing police officers one 
day off in 27 was rejected by the senate. 

The adverse report on a petition for 
legislation to require the use of lamps 
upon all vehicles in the hours of dark- 
ness Was accepted, and the report of the 
committee on railroads and street rail- 
Ways, reference to the next general 
court, of legislation authorizing railroad 
companies to construct and operate 
branches of their roads in public ways, 
Was tabled. 

The committee on mercantile affairs 
reported a bill incorporating Thomas D. 
Reaven of Springfield, the Roman Catho- 
tc bishop, a corporation sole, to hold 
tnd manage certain property for relig- 
fous and charitable purposes, 


Townspeople Objected, 

Stow, Mass., March 11.—The body of 
Lorenzo Barnes, who was hanged last 
Friday at Cambridge, was buried in a 
cemetery here by order of the town 
authorities, and without ceremony. The 
body was delivered to Barnes’ sister, 
Mrs. Ellen Cook of Marlboro, and she 
sent it to the receiving tomb here to 
await burial directions. Early in the 
week the townspeople who had bodies 
of relatives in the tomb objected to 
the body of a murderer remaining there, 
and so notified the authorities to remove 
it. Mrs. Cook was notified, and she 
said that owing to her mother’s critical 
condition she would leave the matter 
with the Stow selectmen, and they 
buried the body at once. 


Baths the Champions. 
Portland, Me., March 11.—There was no 
polo game here last night, as the Lewis- 


ton club failed to show up, and it is 
understood has disbanded. This prac- 
tically ends the season, as only two 


games more were scheduled, both with 
Lewiston. The Baths win the cham- 
pionship, with Portland second. 


Found In a Brook. 

Attleboro, Mass., March 11,—The body 
of Mrs. John Diamond, who disappeared 
from her home at North Attleboro Thurs- 
day morning, was found in a brook at 
Attleboro Falls. Death was due te 
partial suffocation and exposure. She 
leaves three children. 


Attacked a Cabinet Member. 

Washinzston, March 11.—After a de- 
bate in the hvuse which lasted more than 
five hours the senate amendment to the 
Indian appropriation bill, providing for 
the free entry of ceded Indian lands, was 
non-concurred in by a vote of 99 to 136. 
The friends of the free home clause made 
a gallant struggle, but they met the op- 
position of some of the prominent lead- 
ers on the Republican side, Messrs. 
Dingley, Grosvenor, Dalzell and Payne. 

The debate was very spirited on both 
sides. Mr. Johnson (Rep., N. D.) created 
a sensution by charging that Secretary 
Bliss, in his opposition to the free home 
clause, not only procured his argument, 
but actually plagiarized his language 
from the message of James Buchanan 
vetoing the homestead bill before the 
war. He asserted that the secretary's 
interests, sympathies and horizon were 
bounded by the Allegheny mountains, 
and that asa matter of fact he had never 
been west of Buffalo. 

The senate amendment for the ratl- 
fication of the Seminole treaty was also 
non-concurred in after the substitute 
proposition offered by the conferees to 
ratify the Kiowa, Comanche and Apache 
treaty had fallen under a point of order. 
The action of the house sends the bill 
back to conference with non-concur- 
rence in all the senate amendments. 

One of the committees on elections has 
agreed by a strict party vote to make a 
report in favor of seating ex-Representa- 
tive Josiah Patterson, who contested 
the seat of Mr. Carmack from the tenth 
Tennessee district. Mr. Patterson, who 
represented the district in the last con- 
gress as a Democrat, ran against Mr. 
Carmack, the Democratic candidate, as 
a gold Democrat. He was also endorsed 
by the Republicans. 


Lord's Day In Postoffices, 

Washington, March 11.—The follow- 
ing letter in regard to Sunday work at 
postoffices has been sent to a citizen of 
Philadelphia by First Assistant Post- 
master General Heath: “T have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
inquiry in reference to employment on 
the Lord's day in postoffices, in handling 
the mail and on railroads in transporting 
the mails. You also inquire as to what 
ruling exists at the present time rel- 
ative to Sunday work in the postal ser- 
vice. 

“I have to advise you that this depart- 
ment has made no rule or regulation on 
this subject which did not exist dur- 
ing the past two administrations, Then 
the ruling was, so far as I am advised, 
and now is, to the effect that each case 
must be considered by itself. No gen- 
eral rule can be adopted to be made to 
apply to all postoffices without regard to 
surrounding conditions. There are 
cases where it would prove very incon- 
venient to the proper conduct of the 
business of the postal service to de- 
prive it of any Sunday labor in post- 
offices, or to discontinue mail service 
on the railroads. 

“So far as it is possible for me to do 
so, I favor the closing of postoffices on 
Sunday when it is shown that the pub- 
lic convenience does not require them 
to be kept open on that day. When 
it is necessary to open an office on Sun- 
day at other than the large cities, the 
postmaster is instructed not to open the 
office during the time of public worship, 
and that he need keep it open for one 
hour only during the entire day.”

DRYDOCK NEEDED. 


the Advan- 
} tages of Such an Accomodation. 

| Washington, March 11.—Five members 
of the Massachusetts delegation appeared 
before the naval committee, which is con- 
sidering an appropriation of $30,000,- 
000 for the needs of the navy, to 
present the claims of Boston for a dry 
dock. They wanted an appropriation 
of about $1,300,000 for a dry dock, 
equipped to accommodate the largest 
vessels, to be erected in Boston, though 
they contended they would favor one 
also in Portsmouth or Kittery point af- 
ter one had been built at Boston. They 
pointed out that in case of war, the New 
England coast would be attacked, that 
the wealth and other attractions of that 
section would invite foreign inyasion, 
and that there was no dry dock on the 
coast that would accommodate a large 
battleship. They predicted that in case 
of war, a battle would be fought off Cape 
Cod, and there would be no place to dock 
aninjured vessel. They cited the 27-foot 
depth of the harbor and proposed en- 
Jargement of the width of the channel 
at Boston, and concluded that the need 
of a dock was imperative. The com- 
mittee deferred action and will probably 
give other hearings. 


Bay Stite Statesmen Show 


Smokeless Powder. 

New York, March 11.—A representative 
of the Associated Press, who called on 
Louis Nixon, directed his attention to 
a statement that the powder mills of the 
country could only make about a half 


a ton of smokeless powder per day. 
Mr. Nixon said: “I do not believe this 
Btatement, for the facilities of the 


powder mills of the country must be 
far in excess of the amount named. 

“I know, however, of a new smokeless 
powder and high explosive factory which 
can turn out a ton per day, and can in 
10 days be in a position to turn out five 
times thatamount. This manufactory 
is now making smokeless powder, giving 
an unusually high velocity with very 
moderate pressure, and a temperature 
which will not cause the rapid erosion 
which now limits the life of a large gun 
to a few rounds. 

“The subject of smokeless powder is 
at present engaging the earnest atten- 
tion of the most famous chemists and 
explosive experts in Europe. Most of 
the powders are made of guncotton and 


nitro-glycerine in varying proportions. 
The exudation of nitro-glycerine has led 
to numerous accidents. The United 
States navy department seems to pre-

How Seth Bryant Got Govern- 
ment Contract for Shoes. 


Seth Bryant, the old tanner and 
shoe manufacturer, who died Wednes- 
day, used frequently to tell the follow- 
ing story of his visit to Washington 
when he secured the contract for shoes 
for the army: 

** After the fall of Sumter, in 1861, 
knowing that the Government would 
need shoes for the soldiers,I started for 
Washington on April 1. When I 
reached New York the Seventh Massa- 
chusetts Regiment was marching down 
Broadway, so that I had to cross over 
to Hoboken to reach the train. The 
passenger train, although starting after 
that of the soldiers, passed it on the 
way, so that I arrived in Philadelphia 


some time in advance of it. Gen. 
Butler was there waiting for the 
Seventh Regiment. 

**T reached Baltimore about 2 in the 


morning, to see a bridge burning in 
front of me, and, for the first time, to 
hear the afterward famous rebel yell. 
When my friend and I left the train we 
were obliged to climb over a fence and 
cross several fields to keep out of the 
way. On coming tp a road, we found 
a man in charge of a heavy piece of 
artillery, drawn by a cuuple of horses. 

‘‘Where are you going with that?’’ 
asked 1, to which he rplied, ‘‘To head 
off the Northern troops.’’ ‘* They'll 
be right along,*’ said I. ‘‘All right,’’ 
was the reply, we'll be ready for 
them.*’ 

Well, we left him, and hiring a cab, 
were driven to the depot. There we 
learned that it was not known when a 
train wou!'d leave, and, as we had some 
time to wait, we were advised by a 
union man to get our baggage out of 
sight and hide as much as_ possible 
the fact that we were from Boston. 

I assumed the role of a country 
stranger and approached the wickedest- 
looking crowd to be imagined. 

‘What is all this trouble about’’ 
asked I, siding up toa pretty tough- 
looking customer. 

‘*The Sixth Massachusets Regiment 
came through here last night,’’ said he, 
*‘we had a fight with them, and killed 
five or six.’’ 

After having him point out to me 
where the bodies lay, I asked him 
if I might go down and have a look at 
them.

Why Laine Was Expelled. 

Havana, March 11.—Henry Laine, the 
newspaper correspondent, was not com- 
pelled to leave the country because of 
newspaper work, but because of written 
charges, accompanied by alleged full 
proof furnished to the autonomic goy- 
ernment by Mr. Bruzon, governor of Ha- 
vana province, that he and others were 
involved in the conspiracy responsible 
for locating 25 dynamite bombs at vari- 
ous points in Havana. Mr. Bruzon de- 
manded the expulsion of all newspaper 
correspondents on the ground that sen- 
sational stories sent to the United States 
were liable to create riots in Havana. 

Th: Marquis of Montoro and Mr. Govin 
opposed a wholesale deportation, say- 
ing that the matter was very serious, 
and that it was the duty of the au- 
tonomic government not only to pre- 
serve peace in Havana, but to promote 
good feeling with the United States. 
Furthermore, they contended that not 
all the correspondents should be under 
the ban, but that selections should be 
made of the guilty. They concluded 
their reply to Bruzon by saying that it 
would be unwise to expel any corre- 
spondents while the court of inquiry was 
in session, lest it should seem that the 
Spaniards dreaded the publication of 
the truth about the Maine explosion.

| al, the hero of Corinth. The forces as- 
| signed him were concentrated at Nash- 
| ville, and he set to work vigorously to 
organize them on a fighting basis. There 
was no cavatry division or corps, the 
eight mounted regiments in the depart- 
ment being attached to infantry divi- 
sions. After persistent urging he suc- 
ceeded in uniting them in one division 
‘under General D. MM. Stanley, who had 
| served with him at Corinth. 
| At the end of six weeks the army was 
| still at Nashville, and the administration 
began to mistrust the new commander. 


| General Halleck wrote to him on Dec. 4

| adding, ‘If you remain one week more at 
Nashville, I cannot prevent your remoy- 
al.” Rosecrans replied to the effect that 
he had delayed no longer than was nec- 
essary, naming the obstacle encountered 
and closing with a spirited rejoinder.

confides in my judgment,” he wrote, ‘‘it 
| may rely on my continuing to do what I 
have been trying to do—thatis, my whole 
duty.

To threats of removal I must be permit- 
ted to say that I am insensible.”

The June following, after much 
urging from Washington, Rosecrans be- 
gan a campaign of maneuvers which re- 
sulted in the abandonment of Tennessee,

ga. Bragg was the stronger in numbers 
by 20,000 men.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR, 


Topie For the Week Beginning March 13, 
Comment by Rev, S. H. Doyle. 
Tovic.—low to keep the Christian Endeavor 
plec.c.—iinth. xxv, 14-20. 

The parable of the talents, which 
forms our topical reference, was spoken 
by Christ to a mixed multitude on the 
Mount of Olives a short time before His 

' crucifixion. It illustrates the faithful 
rud unfaithful use of different gifts 
and talents and the results. It may well 
introduce us to the study of the subject 
of how we should keep the Christian 

: Endeavor pledge. 

1. We should keep the pledge as a 
duty and an opportunity from Christ. 
In the parable of the talents the master 
who goes away and intrusts talents to 
his servants represents Jesus Christ, 
who bas gone to heaven and left duties 
and opportunities to His disciples. The 
duties and opportunities of the Endeavor 

| society as represented by the pledges are 
obligations owed to Christ. We pledge 
ourselyes to Him. Our vows are given 
not to the society, but to Christ. We 
promise Him that we will do whatever 
He would like to have us do. That mo- 
ment the Christian Endeavor society 
with all its opportunities for service be 

; comes Christ’s vineyard. The opportu 
nities become talents intrusted by Him to 
us, to be used for Him and to be ac 
counted for to Him. If we would keep 
these facts constantly in mind, we 
would keep the pledge more faithfully. 

2. We should keep the pledge in ac~ 
cordance with our diversified gifts. All 

j the servants did not have the same 
number of talents. Toone the master 

gave five talents, to another two and to 
another but one, according to the abil- 
ity of each one. Christ has not given us 
all the same ability. To some He has 
given five talents, to others but one. 
This should not make those who possess 
great ability proud and arrogant, but 
| humble and charitable, since it is a gift 
of Christ and since also great abilities 
bring correspondingly great responsibil- 
ities. Nor should those who have but 
| one talent say, ‘‘Since I can do so little 
I will do nothing.’’ If Christ has only 
[as us one talent, He will only re- 
| quire us to account for one, but He will 
call us to account for that one. The un- 
faithful servant did not escape punish- 
ment because he only had one talent. 

He was held to as strict an account as 

the servant who had five talents. With 

‘all the ability, be it much or little, 

that the Master has given us let us per- 
form the duties and obligations of our 
| pledge. 

8. We should keep the pledge faith- 
fully in view of the fact that Christ 
will call us to account for our steward- 
ship. If faithful, we will be rewarded 
in proportion to our faithfulness; if un- 
faithful, if neglectful, we will receive 
Christ’s condemnation. Let us not for- 
get also that the unfaithful servant sim- 
ply neglected his talent. He did not 
abuse it, simply let it alone, and yet 
Christ held him accountable. How many 
Endeavorers are neglecting their splen- 
did opportunities? How can we account 
to Christ?

Nobody is a real Chris- 
tian of whom this is not true—at least 
so far as concerns the ruling spirit and 
purpose of his life—but nobody of 
whom this is true is, therefore, a Chris- 
tian. Wherein, then, lies the peculiari- 
ty of the Christian? Is it not in this 
fact that he is animated, as no one else 
is, by the distinct purpose of imitating 
and honoring Jesus Christ?—Congrega- 
tionalist.

If you have any love and gratitude to 
God for creating, redeeming and sancti- 
fying you—if you want anything from 
Him, if you have a soul to be saved— 

don’t give up going to church. If Jou 
don’t love God, if you don’t care about 
| salvation, it is useless to argue with 


you.—Church Evangelist.

In building a house care should always 
be taken to have the exterior in harmony 
with the building which your neighbor 
has erected—that is, providing that his 
home is anything like what you would de- 
sire. And should your home be the first 
on that property you should set a good 
example for your neighbor to follow. Put 
up a house that you hope will be your per- 
manent home and plan it accordingly. Put 
in all the comforts possible, and by so doing 
you will add greatly to the value of your 
own and the surrounding property, which,

interest. 

The building here illustrated is one 
which we built a short time ago, and we 
have had the great pleasure of seeing sev- 
eral finished and others in course of erec- 
tion on very similar lines, costing about 
the same amount of money. Everybody 
was interested, and each co-operated with 
his neighbor who was going to build, and 
thus all were well paid, for these buildings 
were within a stone’s throw of each other, 
and the natural result was that the group 
was harmoniously planned. It is without 
that great irregularity so often seen in 
groups where one house is very beautiful, 
while the next, which may have cost just 
as much, is really a disgrace to the com-

munity, because the owner, thinking his 
plans and ideas Al and impossible to im- 
preve upon, has gone ahead regardless of 
the efforts of his neighbors, who were as 
much concerned in his home as he was 
himeelf. 

This design is handsome, and floor plans 
have been carefully studied out. Front is 
53 feet; depth, 57 feet; cellar, 7 feet; first 
story, 10 feet 4 inches; second floor, 9 feet 
4 inches; foundation walls were built of 
stone, which, when covered with a fine 
creeper, produces a very pretty effect; ve- 
randa piers of brick, cellar floor concreted 
and all walls hard finished; building 
sheathed, papered and clapboarded two 
stories; gables and roofs shingled; front 
and rear stairs on first floor; conserva- 
tory connected with house on first floor,

with southern exposure; open fireplaces of 
brick and oak mantels in sitting and din- 
ing rooms; bathrooms on first and second 
floors; washtub, boiler, range and sink 
on first floor and sink in the butler’s pan- 
try; two balconies on second floor; piped 
complete for gas; three finished rooms and 
storeroom in attic; stairs of oak; hall, 
including floor, and dining room of quar- 
tered oak; sitting room, cherry; parlor 
painted white and gold; rest of house pine, 
carefully filled and varnished; exterior 
work painted three coats throughout; port- 
able furnace in cellar, Cost to build will 
not exceed $7,500. 


Roof Construction. 


A roof that has numerous hips, valleys, 
dormers, etc., requires the utmost care in 
the application of its roof covering to avoid 
the leaks that are liable to occur. One 
thing to be especially Avoided is sharp 
angles in the tin or metal work of the roof, 
particularly around towers that join thé 
roof. Sharp angles have a great tendency 
to crack the metal and thusa leak is form- 
ed. Leaks in tin work frequently arise 
from water lodging and freezing in some 
of the sharp angles of the work. This is 
especially true of t. »se that join the side 
of a steep roof. The angle formed be- 
tween the tower and the roof is very sharp, 
and makes a very dangerous place for 

leaks. No leaks need occur if the work is 

properly constructed. All that is neces- 
| sary isto use some furring where the tower 
joins the roof, and give the tin work a 
| proper pitch so that water will not collect 
| and freeze in the valley formed between 
the tower and main roof.—American

The action of the City Council in 
disposing of the two requests of the 
School Committee was so sudden that 
it was a surprise to many, but is an 
indication that the Council desires 
retrenchment in the School department 
as well 4s in other directions.

The 
authorities of Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston provided for the 
passage of the body on its way to 
Quincy. Flags were-at half staff from 
ocean to ocean. The people mourned 
the loss of the patriotic patriarch.

At last some one in the 
Yankee crowd—there were thousands of 
both armies looking on—cried out, ‘‘ Bully 
for Wild Bill!”” ‘Then the sergeant sus-

out, ‘By God, I believe yer a Yank!" And 
he at once drew his revolver. But he was 
too late, for the minute he drew his pistol 
I put a ball through him. I mightn’t have 
killed him if he hadn't suspicioned me. I 
had to do it then.” 

As the sergeant rolled out of the saddle 
Wild Bill took his horse by the bit and 
dashed into the water. The Yankees set 
up a tremendous shout and opened fire on 
the Confederates who were popping at the 
scout as he sat erect in saddle and steered 
for the opposite bank. To screen himself 
from the fire Wild Bill slipped off his 
horse, and holding to his tail with one 
hand remained almost wholly submerged. 

“It was the hottest bath I every took,”’ 
he continued. ‘Whew! For about two 
minutes how the bullets zipped and skitted 
on the water! I thought I was hit again 
and again, but the reb sharpshooters were 
bothered by the splash we made, and in a 
little while our boys drove them to cover 
and after some tuinbling atthe bank I got 
| into the brush with my two horses with- 
| outascratch. I felt sort of proud when 
| the boys took me to camp and*the com- 

mander thanked me before a lot of gen-

The death of McCandless enraged his 
men, who rushed in at twadoors.

| Bill said everything seemed clear and 

sharp when he faced those nine murderers 
and he brought down four of them with 
| Just four shots. ‘wo shots were fired into 
Wild Bill, wut the loads were only buck- 
shot, 11 of which lodged in him. Then the 
gang closed in. One the scout knocked 
out with his fist and another he shot deaa 
At last he was thrown and crowded into a 
corner where he struggled with three men 
until he got a knife away from one of 
them. With the fierceness of a tiger he 
slashed and hacked at his assuilants until 
all were dead. His own body was cut in 
13 places. 

Wild Bill went to the plains with his 
war reputation clinging to him. He added 
to his fame the first time he trod the Santa 
| Fe trail by killing a notorious Mexican 
banditand capturing his pal. He followed 
the herds and lived the life of a cowboy 
until 1871 when the terrible state of border 
| society in the southwest called into life an 
institution answering to the regulators of 
California. 

Wild Bill was chosen mayor’s marshal 
| of Abilene, Kan., a mushroom city, where 
| he made his home in the off weeks of his 
| roaming vocation. He was then 24 years 
| old, a giantin strength and famous for 
| his mild and gentle manners when life 

was peaceable. Having fought with In- 
dians and robbers, camped with miners 
| and traveled in the company of old and 
| new settlers, he was widely known and 
| respected. He admitted having killed men 
| at almost every station on the plains, but 
said the killing had been in self defense. 
| Naturally there were grudges against 
| this arm of the law with a dark past, but 
as long as he was marshal there was com- 
| parative quiet and safety in Abilene. He 
| wore two revolyers in plain sight, with 
a belt of cartridges handy to keep the six 
shooters primed for business. But this 
fine specimen of a fighting man did not 
|run amuck, shooting down every poor 
| waif or obstreperous cowboy who happen- 
| ed to disturb the peace of reformed Abi- 
llene. Oh, no! He’d simply wallop the 
cantankerous ‘‘cusses’’ who crossed his 
| path with their teeth showing, using the 
| butt of a revolver as the ferule of reform 
| until they cried ‘‘Enough!”’ then tell them 
to get out of town. This they did. He 
was a terror to the gamblers, and his old 
friends of the cattle range had no mercy if 
they misbehaved when they came to enjoy 
| the hospitality of Abilene. Enemies grew 
| up thick and fast, but Wild Bill was too 
| good a shot to tackle with impunity and 
was let alone for atime, although the boys 
made many a bluff at doing for their old 
romrade. Just at the time when he knew 
that the reckless cow punchers, gamblers 
and rumsellers were plotting vengeance 
| he would stride into the midst of a saloon 
crowd brandishing arevolver in each hand 
and dare any one to shoot at him. 

Soon after that a syndicate of evildoers 
| offered a reward of $10,000 for the life of 

Wild Bill, but no man in the southwest 
| dared undertake the contract. 

The cowboys never owned the town of 
Abilene after Wild Bill reformed things, 
but there was still further reform, and the 
| whilom ‘‘tough’’ was superseded as mar- 

shal by one of the respectable element. 
He then went to Deadwood, became a 
gambler, but was shot from behind by an 
old enemy of the plains and fell dead 
clutching both revolvers, which he had 
drawn while the death grip was seizing 
on his vitals. He was then 35 years old, 
and at least half his life bad been passed 
in an bonest, not to say @ fearloss, strug- 
gle to be a man.

The Maine Destroyed by Something 
From Without. 


That the Deliberate Conclusion 
of Senator Proctor. 


Pian of Home Rule Under Blanco failed of 
Its Purpose. 


Washington, March 14.—When Senator 
Proctor reports to the president the re- 
sults of his trip to Cuba, he will inform 
Mr. McKinley that the Maine was blown 
up by a mine or a torpedo. The sen- 
ator and his friend, Colonel M. M. Parker 
of this city, returned last night. 

From a two hours’ conversation with 
these gentlemen on the train between 
Culpepper, Va., and Washington, it can 
be stated that the following conclusions 
have been reached as the resu 
tour of investigation: 

First—The Maine was 
blown up by an outside explosion. It 
is not believed, however, that the de- 
struction of the and the sacrifice 
of her crew were due to any act over 
which the Spanish government had any 
control. 

Second—The so-called plan of auton- 
omy, inaugurated under Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco, has proved a failure. 

Third—The reports of the intense suf- 
fering among the reconcentrados and 
the great mortality among them have 
not been exaggerated, though there is 
less now than formerly, the conditions 
having been somewhat improved under 
Blanco. 

Fourth—There is no impending crisis 
inCuba. The existing conditions, 
ing gradually may continue in- 
definitely. The early settlement of the 
Cuban question rests with Madrid and 
Washington. 

Fifth—The authority exercised by the 
Spanish in the island is purely military 
control. The insurgents are still in- 
trenched in the provinces of Puerto 
Principe and Santiago, and ~oam gen- 
erally over the island. 

Sixth—Should Cuba ever pass under 
the control of the United States there is 
no doubt of its availability as a resi- 
dence for Americ an ¢ itize ns.

“ The United States does not want 
war if it car be avoided in any way. 
Of course, this would not hold in the 
event that our national honor was at 
stake. War is a relic of barbarism, 
and in this day there should be some 
other method of settling disputes and 
adjusting grievances. What we want 
is peace, but if it is necessary to have 
war for the protection of our national 
honor we will have it, and there is no 
nation that can or will defend it, should 
the occasion arise, like the people of the 
United States.” 

Does Not W nt War. 

Washington, March 14.—Pregjdent Mc- 
Kinley realizes perfectly the grave pos- 
sibilities ahead of him, and regards the 
situation as critical, but he said in priv- 
ate conversation that he expected to 
make an amicable settlement, and that it 
was not true that he had said that he 
regarded peace as ‘“‘very remote,” or war 
as almost certain. President McKinley, 
and he is the administration, does not 
want war. Up to date the administra- 
tion has absolutely no knowledge of the 
cause of the disaster to the Maine, and it 
has no report of any kind from the court 
of inquiry or any one connected with it. 


Negotiations For Foreign Craft. 

Washington, March 14.—The Brazilian 
warships have not been acquired yet by 
the government. The Amazonis is be- 
ing held at Gravesend awaiting the re- 
sult of the negotiations. She is ready 
for the service and has even a crew on 
board ready to proceed to Rio if the 
negotiations fail. Her transfer to Ad- 
miral Sicaru’s squadron would follow 
the conclusion of a bargain between 
Brazil and this country. The Ahren is 
still in course of construction, but can 
be made ready inashorttime. As for 
the other big ships on which the Amer- 
ican agents in Europe hoped to obtain 
options, they cannot bé secured. Chili 
has declined to sell the O'Higgins, and 
this is understood to apply to Spain as 
well as the United States. The Argen- 
tine armorclad San Martino, at Leghorn, 
Italy, has also been withdrawn from the 
market, if she was ever init. Japan 
has likewise refused to dispose of any of 
her cruisers under construction at Phil- 
adelphia, San Francisco and European 
yards. Ships of this character were not 
wanted however, so this government is 
not disappointed over the decision of 
Japan. In any event, the United States 
would have the right to take the cruis- 

ers being built for Japan in this country 
prior to the a¢tual transfer to the Jap- 
anese government.

Philadelphia, Pa., March 14.—The Mi- 
antonomah, Katahdin, Minneapolis and 
Columbia will be ready to sail within a 
day or two, if so ordered, and whatever 
additional repairs may be necessary can 
be attended to enroute.

Situation Grews Worse For the New 
Bedford Strikers, 


Ninth Week of Battle Opens 
With No Settlement. 


Why Negotiations Over Weavers’ Fines Came 
to Naught. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 14.—Today 
witnessed the beginning of the ninth 
week of the strike inthiscity. Thecom- 
munity, the tradesmen, the mill men and 
the strikers are all depressed. And 
there seems no ray of hope for anything 
better. While Biddeford, Taunton, Fall 
River and the other places have seen 
their strikes ended, New Bedford, which 
undertook the battle for all New Eng- 
land, still battles on. The strikers are 
now to settle down to real destitution. 
Heretofore, they have had the support 
of their unions, the support of the poor 
department of city and state, the soup 
houses have fed thousands daily through 
public generosity and charitable socie- 
ties have lent a hand. Now the Weav- 
ers’ and Loom Fixers’ unions are almost 
devoid of funds, and the spinners alone 
have money. 

Many strikers depend upon the soup 
houses for daily food. With a change 
in sympathy exhibited by the public 
towards the strikers, the donations of 
supplies to enable these houses to fur- 
nish food free continue to decrease, and 
the managers fear they will have to dis- 
continue the distribution. The cause 
of this step is attributed directly to the 
action of the weavers. Nearly 3000 per- 
sive assistance daily from the 
three south-end houses and witha shut- 
off of these places there is bound to be 
great suffering. 

There has been so much talk adverse 
to the weavers on account of the failure 
to reach an agreement on the fines ques- 
tion that President Cunnane was im- 
pelled to prepare a public statement, 
in which he says: “The impression 
appears to have gone abroad that the 
weavers took an unwise course in re- 
jecting the propositions drawn up by me 
as a solution of the fining system, inas- 
much as it afterwards transpired that 
the treasurers were ready to accept them 
in a slightly modified form. In the first 
place I wish it clearly to be understood 
that I believe the weavers are more 
capable of understanding their own 
business—in knowing what fs good and 
what is bad for them—than can any 
similar number of other persons who are 
not weavers; and in the second place 1 
wish it to be clearly understood that 
there is no similarity between my 
propositions-(which the mill treasurers 
would not accept) and the propositions 
tubmitted-by the treasurers. 

“In plain English the propositions of 
the manufacturers were a continuation 
of the present system, only more so, for, 
assuming that a weaver considered him- 
self unjustly dealt with and attempted 
to recover in a eourt of law, clauses one 
and two, which make the overseer the 
sole judge, would prevent (unless it was 
the first time) the weaver from recover- 
ing.” 

Mr. Cunnane said Sunday regarding 
the strikefund: “The total for the week 
is $2345.67, as compared with $2614.88 for 
the preceding week, a decrease of $269.21. 
The representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor in this city, having 
failed by arguments and even threats, 
though assisted by Mf. Samuel Gompers 
himself, to compel the great body of 
textile workers in this city to allow them- 
selves to be led by the nose, the said 
Samuel Gompers who, in the city hall, in 
tragic attitude and dramatic manner, 
swore by the gods that he would help us 
fight and win this strike, immediately 
after quitting this city sat down and 
wrote a notice to his official organ ask- 
ing aid for the New Bedford strikers, 
ordering the money to be sent to H. S. 
Mills, his representative in this city. 
Mr. Millis having, like Mr. Gompers, 
publicly expressed his sympathy at the 
Same meeting for the strikers, immedi- 
ately went home and began to write 
notices to the unions affillated with the 
A. F of L. requesting them not to re- 
ceive or assist our delegates. 

“Mr. Gompers, despite his knowledge 
of this city and the strike, evidently 
failed to learn that there was already a 
committee organized for the purpose of 
receiving and distributing funds, and 
Mr. Mills, his representative in this city, 
is either unaware of the same fact, or 
ctherwise has knowingly allowed his 
name to be used as a representative of 
the strikers in this city. Mr. Mills has 
never been allowed or requested to so- 
licit aid for or to represent the strikers in 
any capacity whatsoever.” 

The Standard says editorially: “The 
business of the city is becoming de- 
moralized and uncertain. For the strik- 
ers, the prospect is simply more suffer- 
ing For the rest of the town it is more 
loss. PerPeps it is ungracious to say 
that the strike is a failure. It isnota 
success, and in all candor and in all 
sympathy for the men who have been 
struggling for what they hold to be their 
rights, it must be said that there is not 
one atom of reason to suppose that they 
can gain the point for which they are 
striving, even if they continue the strike 
for eight weeks more. The time has ar- 
rived when from some quarter should 
come immediate and positive steps for 
ending this strike.”

“GOSPEL OF WORK” 


The Annual Report of the 
School Committee 


Recommend Clerk for Su- 
perintendent as Economy. 


Pupils Must Form Habit of 
Relying Upon Themselves. 


The Ledger has been allowed to read 
an advance copy of the report for 1897. 
The report proper of the School Com- 
mittee is at greater length than usual 
and seems to have made more of a 
study of the situation. It was written 
and adopted before the recent dis- 
cussion on school questions and 
given entire: 

To the Citizens of Quincy: 

‘*It has been the custom for many 
years for the School Committee to make 
a report to the citizens concerning the 
general welfare of the schools, their 
educational progress and the business 
details incident to their management. 
In the days before superintendents 
were employed the report upon purely 
educational matters was wont to be 
long and explicit; since, so far as it 
was possible the School Committee of 
the past performed duties pertaining 
to organization and supervision. When 
communities were smaller, life simpler, 
and educational problems less complex, 
such a method of conducting a school- 
system was entirely practicable; but 
the rapid growth of the school popula- 
tion the progress of educational science 
and the tendency of the age towards 
have brought about a

specialization, 
demand for a specialist ;

school-system in the United States.

mittee have surrendered none of 
power, they have simply delegated to 
the superintendent the executive 
duties which lack of time and lack of 
training preclude them from _ perform- 
ing to the best advantage. The super- 
intendent shapes the educational policy 
according to the tendency of the time 
and the authority of recognized leaders, 
but that policy represents the opinion 
of a majority of the School Committee.

People who have not 
spent one full school-day under the 
roof of a school-house since their own 


graduation and whose knowledge of 
school-affairs is obtained solely from 
intercourse, with few pupils, often in- 
dulge in wholesale condemnation of 
schools, teachers, and methods because 
individual results fail to gain their 
approval. The schools are supported 
by the public; interest, suggestions and 
criticism from the public are entirely 
proper; but, in order to be valuable, 
such interest, suggestions, and 
criticism should be intelligent, and 
only familiarity with the aims 
methods of the schools can render them 
intelligent. 

‘‘Lately an effort has been made in 
some towns and cities notably in 
Brookline, to bring the community 
into closer relation with the 
‘Education Societies’ have 
formed with the purpose of studying 
educational problems from a lay stand- 
point, and bringing to bear upon the 
schools the culture, the experience and 
the common-sense of the people for 
whose benefit they exist. Regular

They would welcome, es- 
pecially, an opportunity to obtain 
vocational instruction. A course 
including stenography, typewriting, 
bookkeeping, commercial arithmetic, 
English and history, and extending over 
two years, would meet the needs of 


many for whom no _ provision now 
exists. Such a course need not 
necessarily, be expensive. Teachers 


in the higher branches could be ob- 
tained for salaries no larger than those 
now paid. Many of the pupils now in 
the elementary evening-schools would 
be promoted. It would be possible, 
too,for a single teacher to handle larger 
numbers in these advanced studies. 
‘*Your Committee fully realize the 
need for extreme economy but a care- 
ful scrutiny of items of expense reveals 
to them no evidence of extravagance. 
Last year the amount hitherto paid 
for special supervision was greatly 
reduced by employing two of the 
special teachers as regular instructors 
in the High School for a definite por- 
tion of their time. It is the opinion 
of this Board that another step in the 
direction of true economy can be made 
if the whole time of the Superintendent 
be utilized for supervisory service. 
At present, a certain part of it is lost 
to supervision on account of the large 
amount of clerical work which 
devolves upon him. Such matters as 
reports, statistics, and the bookkeeping 
entailed by the purchase and distribu- 
tion of supplies might be efficiently 
eared for by clerk. It therefore 
seems advisable to hire a clerk, who 
under the direction of the Superinten- 
dent, shall perform all such duties as 
are enumerated leaving him

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The British war office has issued 100 
rounds of ball cartridges to every vol- 
unteer in the kingdom, in addition te the 
ordinary provision. 

Owing to a change in their payday 
contrary to their wishes, 500 Japanese 
female operatives are on a strike in 
Tomioka. 

The plan for sending north the gov- 
ernment reindeer has all been changed. 
The entire herd will be sent to Pyramid 
harbor, together with all the Laplanders. 

A fine of $500 was imposed upon the 
American yacht Anita, which brought 
the congressional party to Havana be- 
cause her papers were alleged to be out 
of order. 

It has been decided that one of the 
three battleships shall be built on the 
Pacific coast. These vessels, which are 
to be the peers pf any afloat, are to cost 
$6,000,000 each, 

Big demonstrations were held Sunday 
in Dublin, Limerick and elsewhere in 
connection with the '98 movement and 
the celebration of the birth of Emmet. 
There were no disorders, 

Patrick Costello, aged 60, attempted 
suicide at the police station in New 
Britain, Conn., yesterday morning by 
cutting his throat, and died while being 
taken to the Hartford hospital. 

The Central Labor union in New York 
has passed resolutions denouncing the 
acquittal of Sheriff Martin and his depu- 
ties in Wilkesbarre, Pa., and calling the 
proceeding a “stupendous farce.” 

Owing to unexpected and continuous 
demands from Hong Kong and Shanghai 
for coal and naval requirements, the 
price of Japanses coal, has risen en- 
ermously since the adoption of gold 
monometallism in Japan. 

An order has been given for two 19- 
knot steel steamers for passenger ser- 
vice between Boston and Yarmouth.

CLASH NOT EXPECTED. 


President Expressed Himself as Hope- 
ful of Peace, 


Spain Looked to to Make Suit- 
able Reparation. 


American Action Dependent on the Finding of 
the Court of Inquiry. 


Washington, March 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley told a member of the cabinet 
Monday that he believed that the present 
situation would end peacefully and satis- 
factorily to this country, although he 
could not foresee all the steps, and that 
he had never had any other idea. This 
expresses the best opinion here, where all 
the “war preparations,” including the 
purchase of the two Brazilian armored 
cruisers, are regarded by those who are 
well informed as preparations for pre- 
venting war, and not preparations for 
making war, and where it is well under- 
stood that this is the purpose of the 
Spanish government in its preparations. 

The administration, looking forward 
not only to the settlement of the Maine 
incident, which is regarded as second- 
ary, but to the far more important set- 
tlement of the Cuban question, has not 
only been making all possible prepara- 
tions for possible hostilities, but has 
not neglected the obvious duty of get- 
ting at the real feeling and purpose of 
the Sagasta ministry. 

It is possible now to say that the as- 
surances received on this score, not 
only from Minister Woodford, but from 
Mr. Polo, who has been talking with 
members of the cabinet since his for- 
mal reception by the president, are of a 
reassuring character. They indicate 
that the Spinish government does not 
Propose to quibble or quarrel over the 
Maine incident, but wishes to see it set- 
tled satisfactorily, and, if the report of 
our court shows conclusively that Spain 
ought to make reparation, the adminis- 
tration expects to see her do so. 

As to what is to follow in the way of 
propositions to settle the general Cuban 
question, the administration can only 
sound the Spanish government in agen- 
eral way, because the president does 
not as yet know himself what shape 
these propositions may take, except that 
he is looking forward to rec ognizing the 
independence of Cuba with or without 
the approval of Spain. It would be too 
much to expect that at this stage the 
Spaniards would admit the possibility 
of agreeing to the recognition of the in- 
dependence of Cuba, but it is known 
that the Spanish government is already 
willing to concede practically any thing; 
short of absolute independence to Cuba, 
or rather, to the United States for Cuba. 


BRAZIL CONSENTED. 


Parted With the Warships In the Yard 
of the Armstrongs, 

Washington, March 15.—The stars and 
stripes will be raised to the masthead 
of the two cruisers ordered of the Arm- 
strongs in Elswich, Eng., for the Brazil- 
ian government. The denial of the pur- 
chase sent out Sunday was made with 
a reservation—the deal had not been con- 
summated. All difficulties in the way 
of acquirement were swept away Mon- 

ay, when the Brazilians assented to the 
sale, which was completed without de- 
lay and to the dismay of the representa- 
tives of Spain, who had also made a bid. 
The price is not stated. 


Foreigners With Spain. 

Washington, March 15.—There is a 
startling conviction stealing over the 
capital. It already permeates all branch- 
es of the government, from the executive 
down. It may be summed up in the 
brief declaration: “Spain will not de- 
clare war.” It can be emphasized by 
saying: “Spain cannot be provoked to 
declare war.” Hostilities, if they are to 
be begun at all, must be begun by the 
United States, and then Spain will take 
the defensive. The dons will insist on 
maintaining what they claim are their 
rights--to govern their own colonies and 
to suppress rebellion in their own way. 
This intention is known here. It is also 
clearly understood what has led to Spain 
assuming this position. 

Premier Sagasta believes that neither 
Russia, Austria, Germany, France nor 
Italy will stand neutral and permit the 
United States to despoil his govern- 
ment of Cuba. He knows, and it is 
credited here as a fact, that notes of 
protest against Cuban interference will 
be sent to President McKinley by several 
foreign ministers, conciliatory in tone, 
but strong in their injunctions against 
such action. 


Want to Get Home. 

Key West, March 15.—The return of 
the court of inquiry is wearily awaited, 
especially by the officers of the Maine, 
who will have been here a month Wed- 
nesday. They have been expecting to 
go to their homes on every boat of late; 
and now the hope deferred, added to the 
fact that they are still without adequate 
wardrobes, makes them thoroughly dis- 
contented. Their orders, which are 
awaiting the court's pleasure, provide 
that they shall return to their homes and 
await orders, which probably means a 
month's leave. The impression is grow- 
ing that the report of the court will not 
be presented for some time yet. 


Laying Torpedoes Quickly. 

Key West, March 15.—The torpedos 
and shells which arrived Saturday were 
transferred yesterday to Fort Taylor, 
end considerable excitement was raised 


over rumors tnat they were being placed 


in position. An officer who would be 
connected with such work denied this 
report, saying: ‘When you see these 
mines or torpedoes being placed you can 
make up your mind that war is more im- 
minent than it is at present. They will 
not be put into position until the last mo- 
ment; fer however good the mine, it is 
always liable to become useless through 
the action of the water. We are not 
going to risk the usefulness of expensive 
explosives by premature submersion. 
All these torpedoes can be laid in 24 
hours. If we laid them now they would 
not only be liable to corrosion, but 
everybody on the island would get an 
idea of their position. 

“The delicate nature of these defence 
torpedoes seems hardly to have been 
realized by theorists as to the Maine ex- 
plosion. It is incomprehensible to 
me that the Spanish government in 
times of peace allowed high power tor- 
pedoes to lie at the mercy of the water 
in Havana harbor. It would be against 
the judgment of alk experts and the 
practice of all governn.ents, for nowa- 
days these weapons can be laid at the 
shortest notice. Although Ido not think 
Havana harbor was mined, I know there 
are torpedoes {n Morro castle and the 
naval arsenal that can be putin position 
very quickly.” 


Two Reasons Against It. 

Philadelphia, March 15.—Dr. John 
Guiteras, the representative of the Cu- 
ban junta in this city, in an open letter, 
discusses the published statement that 
there is a project on foot to settle the 
Cuban question on a basis of autonomy. 
“The plan,” says Dr. Guiteras, ‘suggests 
for Cuba all the privileges now enjoyed 
by Canada. I cannot believe thatsucha 
plan is entertained by the United States 
government, and I feel that an appeal 
should be made to public opinion to pro- 
nounce itself against the consummation 
of such a sacrifice.” 

He holds that there are two reasons 
why the plan of forcing autonomy should 
not be considered—because it would not 
be right and because it would not be 
Possible. In support of the first reason 
he says the English flag in Canada 
“means conciliation, prosperity, prog- 
ress; it means participation in one of the 
grandest evolutionary movements of the 
human race,” while in Cuba the Spanish 
flag “signifies devastation, ruin, mur- 
der; it signifies participation in a move- 
ment of decadence and degeneration that 
has no parallel in history.” He then de- 
clares that it would not be honorable 
to insist that the Cuban people remain 
in any way dependent upon a govern- 
ment which has made systematic star- 
vation a procedure of war, and which 
under a military authority has pursued 
a policy of extermination. He quotes the 
letter written by ex-Minister De Lome 
in which ho refers to him as Spain's 
trusted representative declaring the plan 
of autonomy to bea farce. 

Of the second reason he says: “You 
can wipe the power of Spain from the 
seas; you can crush the island and her 
people under our hand, but you can- 
not force autonomy on the Cuban people. 
Their contention for separation from 
Spain is too just; the gap b-twecn them 
is too deep; the debt of blood, failure 
and desolation Is too great; and there is 
not a shadow of community of interests 
that can hold together what everything 
tends to disrupt. You can force a tem- 
porary peace, but Spanish domination 
in any form, never. War, with all its 
horrors, will constantly recur.” 


Prices Nearly Alike. 

Washington, March 15.—The bureau 
of ordnance opened bids yesterday fora 
large supply of cartridges. The bidding 
brought together a number of the rep- 
resentatives of the large steel and am- 
munition companies, some of whom gave 
assurances that in the present emerg- 
ency government work would be given 
the preference over commercial orders. 
The bids for steel projectiles varied only 
slightly on the various classes of heavy 
shot, running from $116 each for the 
eight-inch shot to $235 each for the 1000 
pounders. 

The bids for rifle cartridges were in two 
parts: 10,000,000 being standard metallic 
ball cartridges with brown powder and 
2,000,000 metallic cartridges with smoke- 
less powder. The bids were the same in 
each case, $18.50 for the brown powder 
cartridge and $27 for the smokeless pow- 
der cartridge. One company offered to 
deliver 50,000 at once, and all offers con- 
templated a delivery of 100,000 a day after 
a few days.

Sensational Encounter In a Hotel’s 
Dining Room, 


A Riled Judge Belabored an 
Offending Editor. 


Newspaper Man at a Decided Disadvantage In 
the Melee. 


Atlanta, March 15.—The dining room 
of the Kimball hotel was the scene last 
night of a sensational encounter between 
Judge John Berry of the city court of 
Atlanta and Orth Stein, editor of The 
Looking Glass, a weekly publication. 
The dining room was well filled and the 
affair created the greatest excitement, 
many ladies and gentlemen on seeing 
the blood besmeared face of one of the 
combatants and a pistol flashing in the 
hands of the other becoming panic- 
stricken. 

Both Judge Berry and Mr. Stein board 
at the Kimball and were at dinner at the 
same hour. According to Stein, Judge 
Berry walked up to him and without a 
word struck him across the forehead 
with a bottle of catsup, cutting an ugly 
gash and knocking Stein out of his chair 
to the floor. Berry then, Stein says, 
kicked him several times in the face 
making bad wounds. Stein drew a re- 
volver, but in getting it out of his pocket 
he loosened the breech. Berry then 
seized the revolver and pummelled Stein 
With it until he was nearly unconscious 
and his face covered with blood. The 
waiters and some of the guests separat- 
ed the two men and removed them from 
the dining room. 

Judge Berry's story is that he walked 
up to Stein and spoke to him, saying, 
“How do you do?” Stein did not reply, 
and Berry struck him. The revolver, 
Judge Berry says, was drawn intact from 
Stein’s pocket and in order to prevent 
him using it he (Berry) unbreeched it. 
Berry was arrested. 

The direct cause of the attack was an 
article in the last issue of Stein's pa- 
per, but the real trouble dates back some 
months and has a bearing on the support 
given Mr. Stein’s paper.

Senators Ready to Adjourn. 

Washington, March 15.—The early ad- 
journment‘of the senate yesterday, fol- 
lowing quickly after a two days’ vaca- 
tion last week, led to a general discus- 
sion about the probability of final ad- 
journment and to the development of the 
fact that there is quite an active propa- 
ganda in that behalf. Senator Aldrich 
was among those who were quite out- 
spoken in advocating early adjournment 
and he and others were urging that there 
was nothing further congress could do 
by remaining in session, except to pass 
the appropriation bills. Senators ex- 
pressing these views generally took the 
position that it would be necessary in 
any event to defer further action upon 
the Hawaiian treaty until the next ses- 
sion. 

The more pronounced pro-Cuban sen- 
ators did not accept in very kindly spirit 
the adjournment suggestion, and Sena- 
tor Mason was among those who de- 
clared that it could not be accomplished 
until something was done for Cuba. 
The suggestion was also made that an 
early adjournment now would result in 
a special session of congress in the au 
tumn. 

During the session of three hours the 
senate passed a considerable number ot 
bills from the general calendar, among 
the number being one authorizing the 
construction of eight revenue cutters 
not exceeding in aggregate cost the sum 
of $2,025,000.

WE WILL BE PREPARED. 


(ieneral Miles Speaks at a Gathering 
of Veterans. 


Hopes For No Bull Runs, but 
an Appomatox. 


Short, Sharp and Decisive Contest If War 
Should Come. 


Washington, March 16.—General Nel- 
fon A. Miles spoke at the annual ban- 
quet of the Second Army corps last night. 
He said in part: “No nation has ever 
had so much to say ¢ gainst war, against 
the maintenance of a large army, or 
ugainst anything that might lead us to 
conflict; and no nation has had so much 
to say in favor of peace at home and 
abroad as the American people. We 
would not enter into any conflict with- 
out just provocation or a righteous 
zause. 


GENERAL WELSON A. MILES, 


“We are slow to take up arms, but 
when. the time does come, I trust we wil 
not be found slumbering. I hope there 
will be no war. Ilasa soldier trust that 
if there is war there will be no Bull Runs 
to begin with, but an Appomattox. We 
will be prepared so that the conflict 
should be short, sharp and decisive.” 


War Would Be Crime. 


Washington, March 16.—A man who is 
eaid to bear close relations with the 
Spanish cabinet, a circumstance that; 


makes significant his utterance, said 
yesterday: “If the Washington gov- 
ernment made known indirectly to the 
Cubans that it meant to have peace in 
Cuba and that peace in Cuba might be 
had with an autonomic government un- 
der Spain, the msurrection would cer- 
tainly dieout.. If later the Weyler party 
interfered, it would be time then for 
the United States to take action. That 
action would then be justifiable. Now 
to make war on Spain would be a crime, 
and for that crime to civilization and 
humanity the United States would be 
responsible.” 


Will Do the Work Itself, 

Washington, March 16—~The war de- 
partment has been greatly disap- 
pointed aud annoyed at the dilatori- 
ness shown by the contractors who have 
undertaken to construct the new forti- 
cations along the coast. It is asserted 
that only one among the whole number 
has finished his contract on time. The 
department has been much embarrassed 
in placing its guns, and has been obliged 
to extend the time allowed these con- 
tractors. It has determined not to sub- 
mit to further obstruction, but will do 
the work itself and refrain from enter- 
ing into contracts. 


What He Saw In Cuba, 

Washington, March 16.—Myron Parker, 
who was Senator Proctor’s companion 
in his trip to Cuba, in an interview yes- 
terday, said: “You might believe, but 
you could not realize the condition of the 
reconcentrados in Cuba. It passes the 
comprehension of a man accustomed to 
the usual phases of life. Their emacia- 
tion is terrible, their suffering indescrib- 
able. We saw warehouses full of starv- 
ing women and children. These people 
have been forced into the villages and 
towns by the Spaniards, and the whole 
country where they lived has been dey- 
astated. 

“In the ride from Havana to Sagua la 
Grande, a distance of about 200 miles or 
more, the country presented a picture 
of desolation. For miles and miles the 
charred stalks of the burned sugar cane 
showed where the torch had been ap- 
plied by the Spanish and insurgents 
alike. At intervals are blockhouses oc- 
cupled by the Spanish soldiers. Above 
each blockhouse is a cupola, where a 
Spanish soldier is always on the look- 
out. If a reconcentrado attempts to go 
out from the village and cross the trocha 
he is shot, and if an insurgent tries to 
come in he is treated likewise. The 
trocha serves, however, to prevent sud- 
den dashes by the insurgents in the 
villages at night to burn them. 

“The Spanish army is largely employed 

long the rafiroad, but closely as the road 
is guarded, the insurgents can do with 
it as they please. It is generally under- 
stood in Cuba that the railroad com- 
pany pays tribute to the insurgents for 
running the passenger trains. The in- 
surgents do not want to bother the pas- 


senger trains, put they are alert to inter- 
fere with freight and troop trains. The 
day before we reached Matanzas the 
insurgents blew up a sugar train only 
three miles out of that town. They 
cross the railroad at any point they de- 
sire and whenever they please. In my 
opinion Gomez virtually has control of 
the island. There is not an estate in 
cultivation, so I was reliably informed, 
that does not pay tribute to the insur- 
gents. 

“The best people in Havana told me 
that the young men of the best Cuban 
families in the island were in the ranks 
of the insurgents, just as the best rep- 
resentatives of our best families were in 
the southern and northern ranks during 
the war. My informant also told me 
that the insurgent army was never as 
firm and as strong as it is today. It 


gets a very large proportion of its medj- 
cal supplies right from Havana, and its 
discipline is said to be all that can be 
desired. The insurgents have complete 
control of the provinces of Santiago de 
Cuba and Principe. They claim to have 
all the supplies necessary for their sub- 
sistence, having great herds of cattle 
besides cultivating a large proportion of 
the land in the provinces mentioned. 
What they need is arms, ammunition 
and clothing. It is generally under- 
stood in Cuba that the insurgents, knowr 
as presentadoes, wio came in and gave 
themselves up to the Spaniards in re- 
sponse to the offer of pardon, were al! 
men who had met with the disfavor of 
Gomez because they had disregarded 
the discipline he so rigidly enforces in 
his army.” 

“Did your investigation lead you to 
form any opinion on the subject of au- 
tonomy?” inquired the reporter. 

“No one wants autonomy in Cuba,” 
replied Colonel Parker with emphasis 
“Even the autonomist governors do not 
favor it. I know of several alcaldes, or 
mayors, of towns outside of Havana, ap- 
pointed as autonomists, who are wholly 
in sympathy with the insurgents.” 


Report May Be Delayed. 

Washington, March 16.—‘*The general 
expectation of the niembers of the cab- 
inet,” said one of them after Tuesday's 
meeting, “is that some report will be 
received during the present week from 
the court of inquiry examining into the 
cause of the Maine explosion; yet it 
would not be surprising to us if the re- 
port should be delayed fora longer time. 
We have nothing on which to base this 
hope that I know of, only the feeling 
seems general that what I have said will 
be thecase. There is nothing at hand as 
yet to indicate what will be the nature 
of the findings of the court. 

“Our time was occupied in a general 
discussion of the measures under way 
for the national defense, notably the ac- 
quisition of new vessels of war. Weare 
keeping an eye on the two ships under 
construction for Chili and the Argentine 
republic, but it is not probable that we 
can get them. If we cannot obtain the 
ships it is a source of satisfaction to 
know that Spain will not be able to 
purchase them either.” 


Court of Inquiry. 

Havana, March 16-~."he Mangrove, 
with the court of inquiry on board, sailed 
last evening for Key West. Captain 
Sampson, president of the board, as- 
sured the correspondent that - the de- 
cision to leave Havana wag not reached 
until yesterday afternoon, after a con- 
sultation of the ‘members. It was de- 
cided that, while further testimony 
might be obtained here, this was not 
sufficiently likely to justify a longer 
stay. The court can return if the divers 
or wreckers make discoveries that add 
to the stock of knowledge now gathered. 

Captain Sampson hopes the court will 
be allowed to resume its sittings on the 
feeeileship lowa, now near Key West 
with the flagship New York. All the 
officers of the court except Judge Advo- 
cate Marix are stationed on the Iowa. 
The court has no prophecy to make as to 
the further duration of its sittings, or as 
to when and where the findings will be 
promulgated. Captain Sigsbee will 
probably remain here with Lieutenant 
Commander Wainwright to superin- 
tend the wrecking on behalf of the gov- 
ernment. Chaplain Chidwick is ex- 
pected to remain to care for any bodies 
that may be recovered. At least no or- 
ders had been received to the contrary 
when this dispatel h was sent. 


“Intrigues ‘of the War Party.” 

Madrid, March 16.—Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sobral, the former naval at- 
tache of the Spanish legation in Wash- 
ington, in an interview at Barcelona on 
his arrival there, is quoted as saying 
that he is convinced “President McKin- 
ley and the government of the United 
States do not wish for war, and will re- 
sist to the utmost the intrigues of the 
war party. Thoughtful Americans also 
oppose war, which is solely desired by 
the adventurers and agitators who com- 
pose the jingo party. The majority of 
the house of representatives is com- 
posed of men without prestige and of 
little education, who regard politics asa 
trade and who would have supported 
the jingo proposals if they had not en- 
countered the strength of character of 
President McKinley, whose authority is 
dictatorial. 

“The serious opinion of the country, 
composed of business men, dreads war 
with Spain, as shown by the fact that

Lieutenant Commander Sobral added: 
“If the Spanish government decides to 
issue a national loan to build a squadron, 
the patriotism of the Spaniards residing 
in America will impel them to subscribe 
a third of the amonnt, and they will give 
their money without regard to the issue 
or price, and without considering the 
conditions of the loan.” 


An Editor's Crazy Notions, 

Madrid, March 16.—The Impartial says: 
“Yesterday we received two telegrams 
from New York which have not been 
published. They deal with war prep- 
arations, and concern not only street 
jingoism but high officials of the Ameri- 
can government, who, in view of the 
position, ought to observe a more dis- 
creet attitude.” 

The Impartial follows with a truculent 
denunciation of Americans, who, it says, 
are “trying to frighten Spaniards by 
invoking the phantom of war, of which 
they are more afraid than the Spaniards. 
The United States is a country of belli- 
cose self-advertisement. By moving 
vessels to and fro she is trying to make 
believe that her forces are greater than 
they really are. We sincerely advise 
these bozgy men not to waste their time 
and money.” 


Views of Mr. Cleveland. 

Princeton, N. J., March 16.—A repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press called 
at Westland, near Princeton, the home 
of ex-President Grover Cleveland, for the 
purpose of obtaining an interview with 
the former executive upon the subject 
of the Maine affair and the existing re- 
lations between the United States and 
Spain. Mr. Cleveland at first declined 
to express any opinion upon the mat- 
ter. “I should only be misunderstood,” 
hesaid. ‘I have been resting here quiet- 
ly since leaving Washington, and I do 
not wish to say or do anything which 
may be construed, in any way, asa com- 
ment upon public affairs.” 

Finally, as the representative turned 
to leave, Mr. Cleveland, in a firm and 
emphatic fashion volunteered this state- 
ment: “Though I have no wish to be 
interviewed, you may state for me that 
in common with others, I think every 
patriotic citizen ought to loyally support 
the government during a period of tria! 
like the present, no matter what ex- 
igencies may arise. I will also say that 
I hope that the present difficulties will 
be settled without bloodshed. It is pos- 
sible that an honorable way out will be 
found eventually, and that there will be 
no war.” 


Recourse to Privateering. 

Rome, March 16.—The Tribune pub- 
lishes an interview on the Cuban situa- 
tion and the relations between Spain 
and the United States with Cipriano de) 
Mazo, the Spanish ambassador to Italy 

Del Mazo said: “The relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States con- 
tinue cordial. The Maine explosion was 
accidental. If her captain had been on 
board the disaster would probably have 
been averted. Most of the alarmist 
rumors circulated are stock exchange 
maneuvers. Wall street speculators 
having embarked their capital in the 
Cuban revolution, are at a loss how t 
precipitate war; but it isa vain dream 
Spain possesses Cuba and will keep it by 
love or by force. That henceforth is an 
engagement of honor. Besides the revo- 
lution will be suppressed before the first 
of May. 

“I do not believe that there will be war 
between Spain and the United States, 
because nobody desires it. If, however, 
it should unfortunately break out, Spain 
would have recourse to privateering, 
and America’s commerce would be 
ruined. Spain would certainly have the 
upper hand at the beginning, but in the 
event of prolonged hostilities she must 
not indulge too many hopes.” 


Bryan Causes Enthusiasm, 

Atlanta, March 16.—Ten thousand per- 
sons greeted W. J. Bryan when he ap- 
peared in the tabernacle in this city. 
They were thrown into a frenzy of en- 
thusiasm when in one of the speaker's 
climaxes he referred to the readiness of 
Americans to meet a foreign foe who 
should attempt to land on our shores. 
He said: “Within the last two weeks 
we have had an illustration of the unity 
of the American people in front of a 
danger which was possible and probable. 
This danger they have met as one man, 
declaring their readiness to die in de- 
fense of their country. It so happened 
that the representative of the United 
States at Havana wore the Confederate 
uniform; and yet Fitzhugh Lee has dis- 
charged his duties with such courage, 
such prudence, such patriotism, that 
you cannot find in all the northland one 
man who would suggest his removal.” 


Why Austria Is Interested. 

New York, March 16.—The Evening 
Post prints a copyright dispatch from 
London in which occurs the following: 
“The general English comment on the 
Vienna news that Emperor Francis 
Joseph is leading a crusade among the 
continental powers on Spain's behalf is 
that this was only to be expected from 
the family ties, the queen regent being 
an Austrian archduchess, while relig- 
ious ties also encourage Austrian sym- 
pathy with Spain. Moreover, there is 
the emperor's well known dread of the 
possible future consequences of Ameri- 
can intervention in European affairs, 
All that is known in well informed 
quarters here suggests that both the 
Austrian and the German emperors 
would go great lengths to prevent an out- 
break of war between America and 
Spain.” 


Two Alleged Demands, 

Boston, March 16.—The Globe's Wash- 
ington correspondent says: “The Span- 
ish government has made two important 
demands upon the United States. The 
first is that the United States fleet at 
Key West and Tortugas be withdrawn, 
and the second is that an explanation be 
given of the purchase of two warships 
abroad.”

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council can prevent an increase of $1 
per $1000 in the tax rate this year 
by acting promptly as to sewer assess- 
ments. If there is to be an income 
this year from assessment it will prob- 
ably be sufficient to-meet the interest 
on the bonds as well as the mainten- 


ance. Section 13 of the Sewer act of 
1895 reads: 
‘“‘The receipts from annual rates, 


assessments and payments made in lieu 
thereof, under this act shall, after 
deducting all charges and expenses for 
and incident to the maintenance and 
operation of said jsystem or systems, 
be applied first to the payment of the 
interest upon said bonds notes or 
scrip issued under the authority of this 
fact, and the balance shall be set apart 
to meet the requirements of the sink- 
ing fund or the payment and redemp- 
tion of said bonds, notes or scrip as 
provided in section 9 of chapter 29 
of the Public Statutes, or shall be ap- 
plied by said city of Quincy to ex- 
tinguish said debt if said sinking fund 
is not established. If the surplus net 
income from said rates, assessments and 
payments made in lieu thereof shall in 
any year be insufficient to pay the inter- 
est on said bonds, notes or scrip and to 
meet the requirements of law either as

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TRAINING CLASS. 


Detrimental to Best 
tional Interests. 


Says Supt. Lull in His 
Annual School Report. 


Its Continued Existence Should 
be Carefully Considered. 


Eduea- 


The annual report of. Supt. Lull 
shows Quincy to have 124 teachers, of 
whom 10 are in the High school. 
There are 12 men and 112 women. 
The number of teachers in 1893 was 
104 and the report of 1895 showed an 
increase of but 4. In 1896 there were 
118. An increase therefore of 6 in one 
year, 16 in two years and 20in four 
years. 

The resignations of teachers were 
for the following reasons: Death, 2; 
married, 3; to go home,1; illness, 2; 
college,1; other cities, 7. 

‘*The Training Class’’ for teachers is 
discussed at length, and is given in 
full: 

**In the opinion of many prominent 
educators the time has come when 
school boards should be required to 
employ no other persons as instructors 
of their public schools than graduates 
of normal schools, or those who have 


had an equivalent preparation for 
teaching.’’ Report of State Board of 
Education, 1895—96. 


Supt. Lull comments as follows: 

‘*This state has nine normal schools 
(not including the Normal Art school) 
devoted to the preparation of young 
men and women for the profession of 
teaching. In addition, Boston has a 
city normal school.

that they know he is all right. 


Plaitead Material Mach Worn. 

A great deal of plaited material is 
used in Puris now to face revers and 
flaring collars. It hardly matters what 
the material is, and cloth, satin, mous- 
seline de soie and velvet are equally 
liked. Ona gown of gray panne satin 
a queerly cut jacket bodice bas a shawl 
collar and straight revers that fall ina 
point below the waist, faced with plait- 
ed violet cloth.

Mra. Jefferson Davis. 

The selection of New York as a place 
of residence by Mrs. Jefferson Davis is 
thus explained by a friend in the Ma- 
con Telegraph: ‘‘Mrs. Davis told me 
that the plantation at Beauvoir did not 
afford a living for herself and daughter, 
on account of freshets, floods, the low 
price of cotton, etc., and that it was 
necessary for her to work for a living. 
The best work suited to both of them is 
of a literary character, aua when they 
began to look fur purchasers of ther 
productions they only found them in 
the north. They have made repeated 
efforts to dispose of their work to south- 
ern purchasers, but have found the de- 
mand very small for it, there being 
practically no market for high class lit- 
erary work in the south, all of the big 
publishers and newspapers that are able 
to pay for it being in the north. Conse- 
quently it became necessary to move to 
one of the large cities, and they selected 
New York. There they find a ready 
market for all their productions, and 
the income thus derived, together with 
the small income from the Beauvoir 
plantation, affords them a comfortable 
living.’’ 

Picturesque Millinery. 

The reappearance of large gainsbor- 
ough hats in chip and delicate fancy 
braids, freighted with soft, droopiug 
plumes in white, pale pink, mauve and 
black, and the wonderful exhibit of airy 
muglins and lace shoulder capes and 
fichus of every conceivable style and 
length, says a New York fashion writ- 
er, bespeaks in advance a summer of ex- 
ceedingly poetic and picturesque styles.

Frances Rolph Hayward. 

Mrs. Fra’ ces Rolph Hayward of Chi- 
cago bas the honor of being the only 
woman lecturer on the programme of 
the Catholic Winter school at New Or- 
leans. She ts a-well known student of 
Scandinavian and other northern folk- 
lores, and her lecture will be on the 
‘‘Kalevala,’’ the great Finnish epic, a 
subject she recently presented to a Chi- 
cago audience. Mrs. Hayward is the 
daughter of John Rolph, a figure in the 
annals of British North America. His 
arraignment of Sir Francis Bond Head 
during the troubles of 1837 is cited of 
ten as a masterpiece of oratory. Mrs, 
Hayward taught for many years in the 
Cincinnati Law school.

Georgia Congressman’s Dire Predie- 
tion of Loss, 


South to Outstrip This Section, 
In Cotton Fabrication. 


Worcester Statesman Intergrets the Augury 


In a Hopeful Spirit. 


Washington, March 16.—The bill pro- 
viding the appropriation for the postal 
cepartment was before the house Tues- 
day, but the general debate was not con- 
fined to the subjects in the measure. 
Mr. Griggs (Dem., Ga.) contributed some 
remarks upon the mooted question of 
the relative advantages possessed by 
the cotton manufacturers of the north 
and south to prove that the advantages 
possessed by the latter were not due to 
the longer hours of labor of their opera- 
tives. He predicted that the south in 
the near future would manufacture as 
well as grow the cotton crop of the 
world. He warned New Engiand that 
she should abandon the industry. 
Griggs criticised utterances of Speaker 
Reed and Mr. Dingley, and created much 
enthusiasm on the Democratic side. 

Mr. Walker (Rép., Mass.) saidit wasa 
happy day for the republic when a 
southern member arose on the floor and 
spoke of the manufacturing industries 
of the south in competition with those 
of the north. It was a day the country 
had been waiting for since the pilgrims 
landed. No section would rejoice more 
that the south had entered the lists than 
New England. “We shall suffer from 
southern competition temporarily,” said 
he; “‘we may have to reduce wages tem- 
porarily; we may have to lose some de- 
frartments of our industry permanently, 
but we glory in this southern competi- 
tion because it shows the cementing of 
the common country we love so well.” 
(Applause). 

Mr. Alexander (Rep., N. Y.) submitted 
remarks on the financial question, argu- 
ing that the house should go on record 
by an explicit declaration that the gov- 
ernment was bound by 
faith to maintain the gold standard. 

Mr. Mahany (Rep., N. Y) denounced 
an editorial in a New York paper on the 
Sheriff Martin verdict. The public 
opinion of the United States, he said, 
while accepting the verdict, registered 
the unofficial verdict that the shooting 
down of defenseless laborers constituted 
an impeachment of American liberty 
and was a disgrace to the section in 
which it occurred. 


A Quarantine Bill. 

Washington, March 16.—The national 
quarantine bill, the unfinished business, 
was laid before the senate and read. 
Mr. Vest, in charge of the bill, offered 
the following paragraph as a committee 
amendment: ‘Nothing in this act shall 
be construed to interfere with the right 
of any state to protect its citizens frem 
infectious or contagious diseases by such 
rules and regulations as the authori- 
ties of said state may deem necessary; 
and w hich do not conflict with the rules 
and regulations made by the secretary 
of the treasury, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, to prevent the introduction of in- 
fectious or contagious diseases into the 
United States from foreign countries, 
or the spread of such diseases from one 
State, territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia into another state, territory or 
the District of Columbia,” 

In answer to unfavorable criticisms 
by Senator Sewell, asking whether the 
United States government should stand 
helpless and see its people slaughtered 
and its commerce crippled or destroyed 
lest the reserved rights of states might 
be invaded or destroyed, he main- 
tained that the United States had 
sovereign power to act in the matter of 
quarantine, 


Exports and Imports, 

Washington, March 16.—The monthly 
statement of the imports and exports of 
the United States shows that during 
February the exports of domestic mer- 
chandise amounted to $93,312,674, a gain 
as compared with February, 1897, of 
about $15,500,000. The imports of mer- 
chandise during the last month aggre- 
gated $53,082,117, of which $22,653,304 was 
free of duty. The total imports of mer- 
chandise during February show a de- 
crease of over $6,000,000 as compared 
with February, 1897. For the eight 
months ended with February there was 
an increase as compared with the same 
period last year of $77,537,101 in the ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise, and a 
decrease of $19,932,116 in the imports. 


Large Number of Signers, 

Saco, Me., March 16.—There is no 
change in the strike situation in the York 
mill, yet a new move looking towards a 
settlement of the strike has been made. 
When Frank Veyo of the loomfixers 
started to see how many were willing to 
go back to work it Is said he obtained 
quite a large number of signers. The 
leomfixers are indignant at the action of 
Veyo. Another meeting of the opera- 
tives will be held Thursday. Ten weay- 
ers have left town for Jewett City, Conn., 
and others have signified their intention 
of going next week. 


Not Authorized to Receive. 

New Bedford, Mass., March 16.—The 
strike council, at a meeting yesterday, 
voted to send out notices to all unions 
in the country to the effect that H. 8. 
Mills of this city, an officer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, is not author- 
izedto receive contributions to the strike 
fund. It was also voted to contribute 
250 per week toward the support of the 
soup kitchens. 

At a general meeting of the Spinners’ 
union the matter of withdrawing from 


the strike council was referred to the | 


executive committee. 


Prairie Fire Raging. 
Cimmarion, Kas., March 16.—With the 


wind blowing 40 miles an hour a prairie | 


fire has been raging in sight of this place, 
sweeping everything before it. Thou- 
gands of acres of pasture lands have been 
burned over, and the loss of live stock 
and buildings will be heavy. So far no 
loss of human life has been reported. 
At one time the wind changed suddenly, 
driving the flames toward town, and it 
took hard work on the part of the large 
forces of men to prevent the town’s de- 
struction.

Brooklyn Physician and Politician 
In Disgrace. 


Found Guilty of Grand Lar- 
ceny While a Coroner. 


Accused of Collecting $4000 In Fees on 
False Returns. 


New York, March 16.—Dr. Edward B. 
Coombs, former coroner of Brooklyn and 
one of the best known Republican pol- 
iticians in the borough, was found guilty 
yesterday of malfeasance in office and 
grand larceny in exacting from the city 
of Brooklyn fees amounting to more 
than $4000 for imaginary inquests al- 
leged to have been held in July, 1897. 

Coombs will be arraigned for sen- 
tence Monday, when his lawyers will 
ask for a stay. The crime of which he 
was convicted is punishable by impr:.- 
onment for seven years and a fine of 
$1000. The most damaging testimony 
was given by an expert in handwriting. 
He swore that the names of the jurors 
that appeared on many of the inquisition 
papers had all been written by two per- 
sons. Inseveral instances all the names 
had been written by one person, 


Hay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 16.—The senate at the 
time of adjournment was involved in 
discussion of the order for an investi- 
gation of the gas trust of Boston. Two 
amendments had been proposed, one 
authorizing the gas commissioners to 
conduct the investigation instead of a 
special committee of the legislature and 
the other for a final report before the 
first of May. 

The committee on labor has agreed 
on a bill which would have the bureau 
of labor statistics to investigate the 
number and conditions of Sunday work- 
ers, and on a proposition to compel em- 
ployers to pay wages weekly. 

The house substituted for an adverse 
report the bill for registration of horse- 
shoers.

For Mate Bram. 


Boston, March 16.—A knotty point of 
law has been raised in the Bram case, 
which began yesterday, of sufficient im- 
portance to call for the adjournment 
of the trial until today to give the judges 
an opportunity to come to @ decision 
in the matter, which, if favorable to the 
defence, will delay the trial at least two 
weeks, until a new venire can report. 
Bram’s lawyers raised several objec- 
tions to the manner in which the special 
venire of jurors had been drawn, most 
important of which was the one chal- 
lenging the men on the ground that they 
had not been drawn according to the 
law; that it does not appear that state 
boxes have been used by the selectmen 
of the towns whence the jurors came in 
their selection, and that therefore these 
men could not iawfully serve. Two 
hours of argument followed.

Boston Newspaper Editorials. 

Boston, March 16.—The Globe treats 
the outlogk in these words: “Our pres- 
ent peril is not that we will worry our- 
selves into war, but that the elements 
which make whatever public opinion 
there is in Spain may in the absence of 
worry on their part heedlessly and ig- 
porantly precipitate the Spanish gov- 
ernment into a conflict for which it is 
no better prepared than the Chinese 
were for a war with Japan. With its 
next year’s revenue pawned to meet 
this year’s interest on its overwhelming 
debt, its currency wretchedly depre- 
ciated, and its credit exhausted, its 
soldiers in Cuba unpaid, and a large 
standing army necessary at home to pre- 
vent a revolution, Spain could not hope 
to war against the meanest power in 
Europe, while only the greatest power on 
that continent could hope to make any 
showing in a war with a nation like ours, 
4000 miles away.” = 

In its leading editorial The Journal 
says: “Nothing is clearer than that 
neither Spaniards nor Cubans will listen 
to any half-way measure whatsoever. 
On the one hand, complete submission 
is the only thing which will even be con- 
sidered, and on the other, complete in- 
dependence. We Americans are in no 
position to criticise the Cuban patriots. 
Let us suppose that in 1781, just before 
the campaign of Yorktown, and when, 
after years of bloody secrifices, we had 
reason to believe that our freedom was 
almost won, the leaders of the army and 


‘the congress at Philadelphia had been 


confronted with a proposition from 
benevolent outsiders to lay down their 
arms and accepta certain degree of self- 
government under the sceptre of the 
king of England. Does anybody sup- 
pose that such a proposition would have 
been entertained for a moment? Was 
not every proposition looking to a com- 
promise of the real point at issue prompt- 
ly and emphatically rejected during the 
revolutionary war, and also during the 
war of the rebellion?” 

The Post expresses its scepticism con- 
cerning foreign interposition in the 
event of a disagreement between the 
United States and Spain in these words: 
“The veiled threats of what may be done 
by the concert of European powers 
should alarm no one. This concert of 
powers has recently had a severe strain 
over the eastern question; it is more than 
doubtful that there would be any con- 
cert at all if a western question involv- 
ing the United States were presented. 
The European powers may not like the 
Monroe doctrine, but they will not join 
in war upon the United States for the 
sake of expressing their dislike. They 
have enough to attend to at home; Eu- 
ropean doctrines and balances are suffi- 
client to occupy their care. Inanycom- 
plication of circumstances, as between 
Spain and the United States, the Eu- 
ropean powers cannot be expected to 
take more than a passing interest. A 
mild diplomatic expression of hope that 
the United States will not interfere to 
drive Spain out of Cuba is the utmost 
that can be imagined.” 


Bostonians Feasted. 

London, March 16.—The Honorable 
Artillery company of London gave a 
banquet last evening to Messrs. Hodges, 
Ferris and Lewis of Boston of the Hon- 
orable Artillery company, the Earl of 
Denbigh presiding. Among the guests 
was Consul General Osborne. 

Lord Denbigh, in toasting “The presi- 
dent of the United States equally hon- 
ored in England and America,” said: 
“We all deeply sympathize with Amer- 
ica in the sad national disaster that be- 
fell the. Maine. President McKinley, 
cool and levelheaded, is not likely to run 
the country into any unnecessary dan- 
ger; while as an honorable ruler, he 
must be jealous of the honor of his coun- 
try.”” 

General Osborne referred to the talk 
of an Anglo-American alliance and 
testified to the friendship existing be- 
tween the twocountries. He did not be- 
lieve that either needed protection un- 
less against a combination of powers; 
but should that combination ever occur 
he was confident that the protection 
would be generously given. (Cheers), 


Briber Fearful of Ruin. 

Philadelphia, March 16.—The commit- 
tee investigating the charges of attempt- 
ed bribery in connection with the bill 
before the city council to lease the city 
waterworks to the Schuylkill Valley 
Water company held its first meeting 
yesterday. Councilman Stevenson, who 
made the charges, testified that Peter 
Ek. Smith, a political leader, had called 
at his office three different times and 
informed him that he could get him $5000 
if he would vote fomthe passage of the 
bill. He told Stevenson he was foolish 
¢ he did not take the money. 

Mr. Stevenson further said that since 
the disclosure last week Smith had called 
at his (Stevenson's) house and implored 
the councilman not to expose him, say- 
ing that he would be ruined and his fam- 
ily disgraced if the matier was given 
publicity.

Upon the 
removal of both the forces, the Spanish 
government promised to invite all the in- 
surgents* to lay down their arms and al- 
low them the opportunity of participat- 
ing in the approaching election. At 
these continuance of the 
government by autonomy would be put 
to the test. It is enough to say that the 
administration has very promptly and 
very emphatically declined to consider 
them. Minister Woodford has been in- 
formed by cable that the Spanish gov- 
ernment’s request for the withdrawal of 
the fleet will not be complied with. The 
position taken by the administration is 
that the United States has nothing what- 
ever to do with the condition of affairs 
in Cuba, and that the Spanish govern-

The fleet now at Key West and Tor- 


tugas is as follows: Cruisers, Detroit, 
Marblehead and New York; battleships 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Iowa and Tex- 
as; gunboat Nashville; dispatch boat 
Fern; torpedo boats Pupont, Cushing, 
Porter, Winslow and Ericsson. To these 
will soon be added the five vessels now 
en route there. In addition to these 
the Montgomery is at Havana, and is 
practically a part of the fleet, the gun- 
boats Wilmington and Castine and cruis- 
er Cincinnati at Barbadoes, Newport 
at Colon, with the Puritan, Newark, 
Ampthirite and other ships of the north 
Atlantic squadron at points along the 
coast further northward. 

Up to the close of office hours the 
navy department, though it knew offi- 
cially that the court of inquiry had come 
over to Key West from Havana, was 
not informed as to the findings or plans 
of the court. 

It is said that the object of the de- 
partment in purchasing such ships as 
the yacht Mayflower is to provide as 
quickly as possible a number of picket 
boats of good speed and sea-going ability 
to act as scouts, and also to aid our iron- 
clads and more expensive vessels in 
operations against torpedo boats. 


Explosion From the Outside, 

Havana, March 17.—There is no reason 
to change the belief that the court of 
Inquiry will find that the disaster was 
caused by an explosion outside the 
Maine; but its members have been ab- 
solutely discrete, while the talk of the 
divers has been contradictory. From 
scores of bits of evidence that have 
come out during the three weeks ex- 
amination, it seems as sure as anything 
in this latitude can be that the plans 
before the court show that the ship was 
broken in two and the forward part 
rent asunder by an explosion from the 
outside. Captain Sampson intimated 
to the correspondent that the testimony 
was “gratifyingly complete.” This 
must mean that an accidental cause had 
been discovered, but the indications are 
all the other way. No one believes that 
any Spanish officials or officers of rank 
will be implicated, whatever may be the 
findings of the court. 

The local newspapers jubilantly pub- 
lish cable dispatches from Europe, de- 
claring that the triple alliance, as well 
as Russia and France, has notified the 
United States that no interference in 
Cuba will be permitted. Emperor Will- 
iam seems especially relied upon to pre- 
vent intervention. Yesterday Mr. Con- 
gosto, the secretary general, was much 
exercised over a report received by the 
government that the Prince of Wales 
had declared that England would sup- 
port the United States and intervene 
with her fleet if necessary. He was 
also informed that in consequence of 
this, English flags were flying every- 
where in New York city, English plays 
being presented in all the theatres and 
“God Save the Queen” and other Brit- 
ish national airs rendered by all the 
orchestras. Congosto did not, however, 
get a confirmation of this story from 
either the American or British consul 
in Havana. The correspondent has 
seen cable messages from London to 
English merchants telling them to leave 
the island at once and hinting that war 
seems inevitable. 


Consensus of Belief. 

Key West, March 17.—Naval officers 
and others whose opinion is valuable 
firmly believe that the court of in- 
quiry has come to the definite conclu- 
sion that the explosion was external, 
and that the court is busied over minor 
technical details. This is only an opin- 
ion, however, and of no further im- 
portance; for, with the exception of the 
members of the court, Rear Admiral 
Sicard and Commander West, no one 
here has any real cue to the final de- 
cision. One of the officers of the Maine 
said to this correcpondent: “I believe 
the Maine was blown up from the out- 
side; but judging from the questions 
asked by members of the court when 
previously here, I am utterly unable to 
ascertain whether they have even count- 
enanced such a solution of the disaster. 
I have talked with fellow officers and, 
basing their opinions on the character 
of the questions asked, they too were 
bound to confess that they were just as 
much in the dark.” 


Bought a Steel Yacht. 

Washington, March 17.—There is a 
much larger stock of vessels right at 
home available for naval use than was 
generally sugposed, many of which will 
make efficient cruisers and gunboats al- 
most equal to vessels of the unprotected 
cruiser type now in the navy. Sucha 
vessel was acquired yesterday, the ne- 
gotiations being closed upon the report 
of the board of inspection of auxiliary 
cruisers now at workin New York. This 
is the steel yacht Mayflower, the prop- 
erty of the Ogden Goelet estate. She 
is of 2400 tons displacement, 278 feet 
long, 36 feet beam and 16 feet draught. 
She has 600 tons coal capacity, and with 
two screws is rated a 17-knot vessel. 
She is equipped with all modern ap- 
pliances, search lights, electric plant, 
distillers and evaporators. 


Unable to Explain. 

Havana, March 17.—A local paper, in 
its leading editorial, says it is unable to 
explain the bellicose attitude of the 
United States, and inclines to the be- 
lief that this is the fault of business syn- 
dicates. like the suear trust or “due to

The paper says it can only explain 
the help given the insurgents from 
American sources during the present 
insurrection in Cuba by “defective law, 
varying in the different states of the 
American union.” The editorial says in 
conclusion: “The end of the journey 
will show which nation has the more to 
lose in a contest that may come now. 
No doubt Spain does not fearwar. Pub- 
lic opinion, if not demanding, does not 
repel hostilities, It is believed by many 
that this is the only means of reaching 
an end of the present knotty state of 
affairs.” 


Advised to Go Half Way. 

Madrid, March 17.—The Herald, in a 
very conciliatory article supposed in 
official circles to be inspired, after pooh- 
poohing the “fiction that Spain resires 
to provoke war,” says: “If the United 
States really wishes peace and Spain is 
resolved to maintain it, let each go half 
yay, and the pacification of Cuba and 
the tranquility of Europe will be ac- 
complished.” 


Bellicose Editors Froth. 

Madrid, March 17.—The Courier quotes 
the following from The Military Corre- 
spondence: “Raising its voice, the 
Yankee government already speaks of 
ultimata and declarations of war, They 
judge the spirit of the Spanish people 
by the flabbiness of their rules, and in- 
sult one or the other with the insolence 
of a bully in front of a weakling in- 
capable of self-defense. This is a great 
mistake the North American republic 
®mmits. If our government commits 
the indignity of even considering the 
payment of an indemnity with which 
we are threatened; if an ultimatum be 
sent us and is made public, then will 
come the explosion, and there will then 
be no way of avoiding war, for the glove 
will not be picked up by the government, 
but by the people of Spain, by the army, 


live forces of the country should not go 
to sleep, for The Military Correspondence 
is right in supposing the United States 
will send us an ultimatum; that they 
will demand an indemnity, and that the 
government will swallow with pride and 
pay us.

Boston, March 17.—At the executive

at this time, and saying: “A great na- 
tion like ours cannot be injured by 
threats or insults. War cannot erase a 
dishonorable act; anything disreputable, 
mean or vindictive belittles it in the eyes 
of all other nations. We can lose 100 
lives and a great battleship and main- 
tain honor and dignity, and stand higher 
in the estimation of civilized nations by 
formulating some wiser plan of settle- 
ment than the declaration of war. We 
believe that neither the press of Spain 
nor the United States represents the 
great voice of the people; that the great 
mass of men and women of both nations 
are utterly opposed to war with all its 
horrors, and that if it be found that 
Spain is in any way implicated in the 
recent horror at Havana, she will be 
willing to make ample amends.” 


Strikers to Take a Vote, 

Lewiston, Me., March 17.—According 
to John B. Cassista, the president of 
the Androscoggin Weavers’ union, to- 
day will decide the fate of the Andros- 
coggin strike, as a vote will be taken in 
regard to going back to work. 

At a meeting of the weavers some ex- 
pressed the opinion that the majority 
of the operatives wanted to go back to 
work under the reduction. It was voted 
to leave the matter in the hands of all 
the operatives, and if the majority de- 
cide to go back then the weavers, who 
are the heart and soul of the strike, will 
“ote to return. 


“Ruined by Water. 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 17.—The 
works of the Fairfield Rubber company 
in Fairfield was damaged about $15,000 
by fire which broke out about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon.

Chamberlin on Hancock street was the 
scene of a happy family gathering 
Tuesday evening, for besides being 
the first gathering of the whole family 
for several years it was principally to 
celebrate three important events, Mr. 
Chamberlin’s 69th birthday, the 
fortieth marriage anniversary of Mr. 
and Mrs. Chamberlin, and the christen- 
ing of their two grandchildren, John 
Chamberlin and Ethel Curtis children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Noah Curtis and a 
niece and nephew Gertrude Tobey and 
Harold Waterhouse, children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank P. Waterhouse. It 
was a distinctive family gathering, 
the circle only being broken by the 
absence of two who were out of town. 

The beautifully furnished rooms were 
fragrant with the perfume of many 
choice flowers and with the christen- 
ing, music and social intercourse the 
few short evening hours passed all too 
quickly. Rev. and Mrs. James P. 
Bagley were present and shortly before 
8 o’clock the reverend gentleman per- 
formed the christening ceremony, and 
in a few brief remarks spoke of the 
happiness derived-from such occasions 
as this.

Mr. John Chamberlin is almost too 
well known to long Quincy residents 
to need an introduction.

Of 
late years his health has not been of 
the best, but under the skilful treat- 
ment of his physician he is improving 
rapidly and says that his health is 
better today than it has been for ten 
years 

In public life Mr. Chamberlin is 
perhaps best known. In 1850 he was 
elected to fill a vacancy* upon the 
school board and in 1858 he served as 
a district engineer in the fire depart- 
ment. Ile was elected a member of the 
general court from this district in 1863 
and served one year, and in 1874 he 
was a member of the prudential com- 
mittee for the south district, which 
had charge of the Adams and old Stone 
schooY house on Schvol street, later 
occupied as a central fire station. His 
last public office was as a member of 
the board of selectmen and assessors, 
serving in that capacity during the 
years 1877, 1878 and 1879. 

Mrs. Chamberlin was Abigail N. 
Baxter, a daughter of the late Daniel 
Baxter, and this happy couple who 
have travelled life’s journey for forty 
years, were united in marriage by Rev. 
Charles T. Brooks. They have two 
children a son and daughter both of 
whom are living.

Capital Punishment Debated at 
High School.

Capital punishment was denounced 
as barbaric, ineffective, demoralizing, 
often unjust, and entirely contrary to 
the spirit of the times. 

Negative debaters maintained that 
the abolition of the death penalty would 
result in the increase of crime, that 
such a penalty is justified by the ex- 
perience of nations, and that capital 
punishment is really more humane 
than imprisonment for life. 

When the debate became general, 
Mr. Lewis, 98, Mr. Field, °98, Mr.

Objects to Treating Drunkards 


With so Much Consideration. 


Henry H. Faxon of this city attended 
the hearing of the committee on pub- 
lic charitable institutions, Wednesday, 
on the petition of the trustees of the 
Hospital for Dipsomaniacs at Foxboro, 
for an appropriation of $30,000 for a 
chapel and gymnasium and $30,0000 for 
a new building for patients. Dr. 
Cowles, chairman of the trustees, 
appeared in favor of the petition and 
briefly spoke on the work of the insti- 
tution and the good results obtained. 

The Boston Advertiser says H. H. 
Faxon of Quincy appeared in remon- 
strance and his opposition was charac- 
teristic. He spoke with considerable 
spirit and objected to the further ap- 
propriation for this purpose on general 
principles, and again that the work 
at Foxboro was a farce. He claimed 
that he had personally spent more 
than $100,000 on work similar to that 
at Foxboro, that he had constructed a 
building at Quincy furnished with 
bowling alleys and billiard tables and 
attempted to reform the drunkard by 
kind treatment. 

His effort had been a failure and the 
work at Foxboro was as lamentable a 
failure as his had been. It was_time, 
in his opinion, to stop treating the 
drunkard with so much’ considera- 
tion. 

Instead of wasting love and kindness 
on this class of dead beats they should be 
treated with sharp and severe measures, 
their food should be wholesome but 
plain, and their work should be such 
as to form a punishment rather than a 
reward for inebriety. 

The expenditure of y for the 
Foxboro institution and the Foxboro 
treatment was nothing short of robbery 
and the state should put a stop to it. 
He hoped that the committee would 
vote against the petition for the appro- 
priations.

teaching. It cannot be repeated too 
often, or emphasized too strongly, that 
teaching at its best is a genuine pro- 
fession, and that the success of our 
schools depends very largely on the 
equipment, experience, natural ability 
and character of the teachers. Very 
unnsual natural taste for teaching 
sometimes enables the inexperienced to 
make rapid progress in the details of 
the profession but, generally, the ex- 
perimental years of the young teachers’ 
life though of immense value to the 
teacher, are exceedingly costly so far 
as the interests of the scholars and the 
school are concerned. As the results 
of good teaching follow the pupil 
throughout his course, so, the results 
of inferior teaching have a fatal per- 
manency that often resists later and 
better influences. The present corps 
of teachers at the High School is one 
of which the city may be proud, The 
amount and character of the work done 
by these teachers is astonishingly 
large and high. When one considers 
the fact that the average salary of the 
Quincy High School teacher is only one- 
half as large as that of the Boston High 
School teacher, and that there is 
particular difference in the cost of 
living, the results obtained in Quincy 
are still more remarkable. It is to be 
hoped that in the future only teachers 
our 
High School, and that the School 
Committee will make such a schedule 
of salaries that the long retention of 
good teachers will be made _ possible. 
My hearty thanks are due the teachers 
for their constant loyalty, devotion to 
their profession, and exceedingly 
successful efforts.

# Latest Move the Jourual Denom- 
inates “Most Audacious.” 

Boston, March 17.—In an editorial 
headed “No Step Backward,” The Jour- 
nal of this morning says: “Altogether 
the most audacious move which Spain 
has yet made, in its keen game of di- 
plomacy, is the proposition that the 
United States fleet be withdrawn from 
the southern coast, pending the spring 
election in Cuba, 

“Admiral Sicard’s ships are not in 
Cuban waters. They are not in Spanish 
waters. Lying at their anchors at Key 
West and Totugas they are as com- 
pletely within American territory as if 
they were moored in the harbor of Bos- 
ton or New York. Of course, they can- 
hot be withdrawn, and they will not be 
withdrawn under any circumstances. 
It gives all the more edge of effrontery to 
Spain’s request that our men-of-war 
quit the vicinity of Cuba that there 
sailed only the other day, from Cadiz, a 
torpedo squadron convoyed by a cruis- 
ing ship whose avowed destination is the 
West Indies.” 

The Post regards it as “an enormous 
problem, what this country will do if it 
meceives from the court of inquiry a re- 
port holding the Spanish authorities re- 
sponsible for the disaster to the battle- 
ship Maine. Even if such responsibility 
be not directly official, if it consists only 
of neglect to prevent or restrain the acts 
of fanatics, the problem will be a mo- 
mentous one. Whether in such case the 
sentiment of the people can be appeased 
by any money settlement is likely to re- 
ceive a good deal of attention. There 
are some things that cannot be measured 
in dollars.”’ 

“So far as modern science can predict 
naval tactics,” says The Advertiser, “it 
seems likely that any movement made 
by a hostile fleet against the principal 
ports of the Atlantic coast would cal) 
forth a counter demonstration on the 
part of the American navy, in such 
fashion that a severe and highly impor- 
tant naval battle would result, the scens 
of such a conflict being in the neighbor- 
hood of Cape Cod. After such a bat k 
it would be almost indispensable to the 
best interests of the American navy that 
the larger ships of the American squad- 
ron should be repaired at once at the 
government navy yards in New York 
harbor or at that in Boston harbor 
Drydocks at both yards would be needed 
If a naval war should break out in any 
way or for any cause before the com- 
pletion of the drydock at the Charles- 
town navy yard, the whole American 
union would have reason to regret the 
excessive deliberation and slowness 
which has preceded action in the mat- 
ter of a drydock at this port.” 

The Globe says: “One can under- 
stand Spain's expressing diplomatic dis- 
like at the gathering of American war- 
ships so near the shores of Cuba, but 
this absurd “‘baby act,” this ridiculous 
request that America should withdraw 
her ships on the pretext that they stand 
in the way of a victory for autonomy 
indicates that the silly season has set 
in uncommonly early at the Madrid 
court.” 


PRESS: 
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Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 17.—The state senate, 
by a vote of 21 to 13, killed the Miller 
order for an investigation of the Boston 
gas situation by a joint special commit- 
tee, and the amendments. This Is the 
order which was adopted by so close a 
vote in the house last week that Speaker 
Bates was forced to cast his vote for it 
in order to prevent a reconsideration 
which would have killed it. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
bill to prevent stock dealing on margins. 

Ought not to pass was reported on a 
bill to regulate overtime compensation 
of certain railroad employes and which 
provides in substance that employes in 
mechanical departments of railroads 
shall receive pay and one-half for time 
in excess of 60 hours per week. 

The committee on insurance reported 
a resolve in a new draft, authorizing the 
bureau of statistics of labor to investi- 
gate the subjects of labor and co- 
operative insurance. 

The committee on public service re- 
ported a bill increasing the salary of 
the chairman of the board of gas and 
electric light commissioners from $3000 
to $4000 a year, and the salaries of the 
other two members from $2500 to $3500 a 
year. 

The following bills and resolves were 
ordered to a third reading: Authoriz- 
ing Fall River to incur indebtedness be- 
yond the limit fixed by law for sewerage 
purposes; making appropriations for the 
expenses of the commissioners on in- 
land fisheries and game; providing for 
the appointment of an assistant register 
of probate and insolvency for the county 
of Hampshire. : 


Voted to Stay Out, 

Saco, Me., March 17.—A meeting of 
York mill operatives was held yesterday 
afternoon to discuss the strike situation. 
Secretary King said that he was almost 
sure that the operatives would win if 
they remained out two weeks more. A 
vote was taken on the question of re- 
turning to work under the cutdown, and 
resulted unanimously in the negative. 

A letter was read from Secretary H. 
8. Mills of the National Textile Work- 
ers’ union encouraging the strikers and 
offering them the support of the union. 
He enclosed $175. More money is prom- 
ised by the end of the week. 


Death of Peggy Turner, 

Lancaster, Pa., March 17.—Miss Peggy 
Turner, who was believed to be the old- 
est resident of the state, died last even- 
ing at her home in West Lampeter, aged 
107 years. She was born in this county, 
and was never beyond its borders, and 
was only once on the cars—a trip of three 
and one-half miles from this city to 
Rohrerstown. 


Safety Vault Robbed. 

Mount Pleasant, Mich., March 17.—The 
People’s Savings bank safety vault was 
robbed of $3060. Duplicate keys were 
used. The bank, which isin the hands of 
a receiver, gained a wide notoriety in 
connection with the Farmers’ bank at 
Shepard, Mich., the cashier of which 
was supposed to have been murdered in 
August last.

FRENCH REMEDY 


SENSATIONAL PRESS. 


Effect It Produces Upon an Ohio 
Congressman, 


Doubts His Independent Ex- 
istence at Times. 


Ridiculous Report About President and Con- 
gress Exploded. 


Washington, March 17.—The house 
‘considered the appropriation for the 
postal department at Wednesday's sit- 
ting, and, as has been customary since 
the restriction upon debating license was 
imposed at the regular session, there ig 
a great deal of discursive oratory. The 
topics treated were varied, and there 
was little of the controversia! during the 

aking. 
— pate (Dem., Tex.) contributed 
something f& the controversy relative 
to the advantages possessed by the 
southern cotton mills. 

Mr. Colson (Rep., Ky.) denounced the 
election law passed by the Kentucky 
legislature over the veto of Governor 


Bradley. 


Mr. Lentz (Dem., O.) endorsed the ap-} 


propriation for pneumatic tube service 
in New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
and a lively debate followed. 


Mr. Lewis (Dem., Wash.) declared that} 


Hawaii would not be annexed at this 
session, nor would we go to war with 
Spain. “The administration,” said he, 
“is trying to see how close it can go to the 
line of war without crossing, in the hope 
that under the cry of patriotism the peo- 
ple at the approaching congressional 
elections may forget their wrongs and 
rally to its support.” 

Mr. Cochran (Dem., Mo.), in comment- 
ing on the existing situation, declared 
that those who stood close to the stock 
tickers in London and New York seemed 
to be more powerful than the united and 
solemn voice of the American people, 
which for months had been crying out 
for the recognition of the Cuban bel- 
ligerents. Stock jobbery on two con- 
tinents had so far proved to be the only 
actual intervention in Cuban affairs. 

“Do you not believe we should recog- 
nize the independence of Cuba?” asked 
Mr. Sulzer (Dem., N. Y.). 

“I do not,” replied Mr. Cochran. ‘The 
recognition of belligerency could clothe 
the insurgents with sufficient power to 
negotiate honorable peace. I fear if the 
administration should intervene it would 
be as the attorney of the bondholders 
rather than as the friend of the insurg- 
ents.” Mr. Cochran referred to the cur- 
rent rumor that the president desired an 
immediate adjournment in order that 
he might be able to settle the Spanish 
affair without interference from con- 
gress. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., O.) replied to the 
story to the effect that the president was 
about to take the house by the throat, 
abolish the senate and proceed to settle 
all our foreign complications without 
the aid of the representatives of the peo- 
ple. It should be remembered, he con- 
tinued, in weighing such reports that 
congress was an independent power, the 
existence of which could not be ended 
under the constitution. Within the last 
30 days the sensational press had put 
forth propositions ten times more ab- 
surd and stupendous than this, yet they 
had not attracted the attention this had. 
Mr. Grosvenor said he spoke of this 
matter with some hesitation, because 
after reading the newspapers he some- 
{times doubted his independent exis- 
tence. When he spoke for himself they 
insisted he spoke for somebody else. 
He did not pretend to know more than 
the humblest citizen, yet he took the 
responsibility of stating that the sug- 
gestion that the president had fixed a 
date for the adjournment of congress, 
or desired to fix a date, or had expressed 
a hope that congress would adjourn by 
a certain date, was absolutely without 
foundation and ridiculous. Congress 
could not adjourn except by a majority 
vote of its members, and he had no 
doubt that every member responsible to 
his conscience and his country would do 
his duty as he saw it, in the matter of ad- 
journment as in everything else. 

Mr. Norton (Dem., O.) paid a high trib- 
ute to the patriotism and judgment of 
the president. He feared, however, that 
Mr. McKinley was beset as Grant had 
been when he wished to recognize the 
independence of Cuba, by a trocha which 
would require the genius of God to sur- 
mount. He declared that it was the 
duty of congress to remain at its post 
and see what was to be done. If war 
Was not upon us, congress had madea 
mistake in practically abdicating its 
powers and placing $50,000,000 in the 
president's hands. If it was upon us, it 
was right that the president should give 
back to congress the confidence it had 
reposed, in him. Irrespective of party, 
congress should know whether ft was to 
be peace or war. 

Mr. Williams spoke against annexa- 
tion. The Hawaiian islands would bea 
menace instead of a safeguard to the 
United States, in his judgment. He 
asked his friends who recently played

POWDERLY CONFIRMED. 


Had a Majority of the Senate In Favor 
of His Nomination, 


Washington, March 17.—Acting Im- 
migration Commissioner Powderly may 
jnow read his title clear to the office for

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which he was nominated some months 
ago by President MeKinley. Twenty | 
genators opposed him, and 42 yotes were 
east in his favor, many of them by 
Democrats notwithstanding the un- 
favorable report of the committee. 

Senators Teller and Stewart attacked 
Mr. Powderly’s record on the financial 
question, and Mr. Stewart read a letter 
from Mr. Powderly written during the 
campaign of 1892, in which he declared 
his adherence to the cause of bimetal- 
lism and denounced those of the labor 
element who had aligned themselves on 
the Reupblican side as rendering them- 
selves liable to the charge of being made 
the subjects of bribery. Mr. Stewart 
contended that Mr. Powderly had placed 
himself in exactly the category in which 
he had previously sought to place others 
by his course in the campaign of 1896. 

Senator Hanna made a brief speech in 
which he asserted that Mr. Powderly’s 
support of the Republican ticket in the 
late campaign was not the result of any 
collusion or bargain. “Mr. Powderly,” 
he said, ‘‘came to us of his own accord, 
and without any solicitation on our part. 
We did not go after him and we did not 
promise him anything.” Furthermore, 
Mr. Hanna said that he was not original- 
ly a supporter of Powderly for the posi- 
tion of commissioner of immigration, 
having another candidate for the office. 
This fact ought to be sufficient evidence, 
Mr. Hanna thought, to convince the most 
seeptical that there had been no bar- 
gain that Mr. Powderly should have the 
office as the result of his services in the 
campaign. 

Mr. Chandler made a speech in op-

Worst Fire In Chicago Yesterday Since 
the Warehouse Holocaust. 
Chicago, March 17.—The worst fire that 
has occurred in Chicago since the cold 
storage warehouse holocaust at the 
world's fair in 1893 broke out in the build- 
ing at the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Jackson boulevard yesterday. The list 


of dead runs from five to 15, and may ex- 
ceed that figure. The injured number 
ber about 30. Thirty-five minutes after 
the fire broke out, the floors had all 
fallen, and a moment later the rear wall 
fell. The firemen working there were 
warned barely in time to escape being 
crushed. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. By 
some it said to have been caused by an 
explosion of collodion in the wallpaper 
warerooms of Alfred Peate on the third 
floor, and by others to have been the re- 
sult of an explosion among some photo- 
graphic chemicals in the supply house 
of Sweet, Wallach & Co. on the sixth 
floor. Employes of both concerns deny 
that there was any explosion in their 
vicinity. The weight of evidence seems 
to be, however, that the explosion was 
in the lower part of the building, for the 
flames shot up the light shaft at once. 

In less than 10 minutes after the ex- 
plosion that started the fire all escape 
for the inmates by the stairs and ele- 
vators was cut off. There remained 
only the windows and the single es- 
cape, an iron structure not over 18 inches 
from side to side. This was speedily 
covered with a string of people, some 
on one side, some on the other. Many 
of those who could not reach the fire- 
escape made their way to the front 
windows, and it was out of these that 
three men named Clark, Smith and Binz 
hurled themselves to death. 

} Edward Binz fell a victim to his desire 
to save others and to protect his books 
from harm. Upon hearing the alarm, 
he ran to the rear of the store to warn 
the employes to run for their lives. He 
then rushed back to his desk, gathered 
his books and jammed them into the 
vault. Then he started for the stair- 
way, but the flames were ahead of him 
and he turned back. There was noth- 
ing but the window, and to this he went. 
He clambered upon the sill and stood 
there in view of the crowd below. Clark 
and Smith had already bedaubed the 
pavement with their lifeblood, and the 
crowd knew there was no more chance 
for Binz than forthem. They watched 
him in silent horror as he stood delib- 
erating. The building was a roaring 
mass of flames and Binz’s face and 
hands were badly burned before he 
jumped. He pondered the matter but 
a few seconds. Then his form shot 
downward through a cloud of flames and 
smoke and in the drawing of a breath 
he was as lifeless as the stones over 
which his lifeblood and brains were 
spattered. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Peterson's magazine, one of the oldest 
monthly periodicals in the country, has 
been purchased by Frank A. Munsey and 
will be published hereafter from his New 
York office. 

At a special election for alderman in 
Bath, Me., Charles Farnham (Dem.) had 
93 majority in a total vote of 98. The 
election of Farnham gives the Demo- 
crats control by one majority of the new 
board. 

The dead body of an unknown man 
was found near the railroad tracks at 
Elmwood, Conn., near Hartford. The 
man had been killed by a train. Two 
memorandum books found in his pock- 
ets bore the name “Arthur Bangs.” 

The funeral of Major General W. 8S. 
Rosecrans was one of the most impres- 
sive and elaborate Los Angeles, Cal., has 
ever witnessed. Thousands assembled 
to honor the dead warrior, and business 
was suspended during the ceremonies. 

Dr. Trumbull W. Cleveland of Nev 
York, who is accused of having caused 
the death of an infant, was indicted for 
manslaughter in the second degree. The 
indictment charges that the physician 
caused the death of the child by criminal 
carelessness.

CUBAN RECOGNITION, 


That Said to Be In the Mind of Presi- 
dent McKinley, 


Senator Proctor’s Statement 
to Pave the Way. 


Responsibility For Active Hostilities to Be De- 
volved Upon the Spaniards. 


Washington, March 18.—The events of 
the past 24 hours make it clear that the 
time is close at hand when the policy of 
the administration with regard to Cuba 
will stand out boldly in the eyes of the 
world. What that policy will be is not 
difficult to foresee. It involves the rec- 
ognition of Cuban independence and the 
assumption by the United States of an 
attitude of defence. 

The first was made clear in the strik- 
ing speech of Senator Proctor yesterday 
afternoon. This speech had more than 
a personal bearing. Whatever dis- 
claimer the United States might make, 
it was evident that what he said was 
with the sanction of the president. He 
returned from Cuba on Sunday. Not 
a day has passed since then in which he 
has not been at the White House. On 
Monday he was shut up with the presi- 
dent nearly half the afternoon. The 
manuscript from which he read was 
pasted here and there, and full of eras- 
ures and corrections, showing that 
it had been carefully edited and revised. 
The manner of delivery was impressive. 

The mere fact that the speech was 
interpolated into proceedings which bore 
no relation to the Cuban problem was 
significant, for Senator Proctor does 
not often speak, and on this occasion it 
was plain that he regarded his own ut- 
terance as having weight. 

It seemed to those who listened to him 
as though the president had seized the 
opportunity at that particular time to 
give to the public an idea of the sort 
of information upon which he intended 
to base his future action. 

A member of the cabinet who was 
seen after the adjournment of the sen- 
ate, asked anxiously what was the ef- 
fect of the speech. He was told that 
the impression had been marked, and 
that the statement was regarded as an 
expression of the administration. “It 
means,” said he, ‘“‘that the president is 
willing to have the truth go to the coun- 
try so that he may be justified in the 
action which he proposes to take,” and, 
he added, after a pause: “Any news you 
may get from the cabinet meeting to- 
morrow will be interesting.” 

With independence recognized, the ( 
other feature of the president's policy is 
to prepare for any aggressive move 
Spain may see fitto make. Notastep 
will be taken in the direction of an ag- 
gressive campaign. There will be no 
war unless Spain fires the first shot. 
This was indicated clearly in the move- 
ments of ships which was determined 
upon yesterday. 


HAMPTON ROADS. 


Five of the Best Ships to Rendezvous at 
That Point. 

Washington, March 18.—It has been 
deemed expedient, in carrying out the 
plans for naval defense, to establish a 
squadron at Hampton roads, to con- 
sist of five of the country’s best ships. 
This point is said to be the most strat- 
egical one on the Atlantic coast. It 
is almost centrally located, and the ships 
from that point can reach any portion of 
the coast in short order, which is re- 
garded as desirable, since no one can 
tell just where a flotilla of torpedo de- 
stroyers or a fleet of fast cruisers may 
turn up with intent to attack a town. 
Besides the second best navy yard inthe 
country to fall back upon for 
repairs to the ships, there is plenty of 
the best coal at Newport News; there 
is easy Water to navigate, and finally the 
forts at Hampton roads may serve asa 
base of operations in case of need for 
protection. 

The new squadron cannot be calleda 
“flying squadron” because the associa- 
tion of heavy battleships with fleet 
cruisers like the Brooklyn, Columbia 
and Minneapolis reduces the available 
speed of the whole to the speed of the 
slowest vessel, and the squadron could 
not do much “flying” in the naval sense. 
The indications rather are that when 
reinforced by some smaller cruisers the 
squadron will constitute an ideal naval 
Gefense. For the past two months in- 
fluences have been at work to bring 
about this change. Although other 
ships to be added to the squadron have 
not yet been definitely selected, it Is 
surmised that they will include some of 
the battleships at Key West and the 
New York, in which case Admiral Sicard, 
it is believed, will command the new 
forces. In place of the New York, the 
people of Key’ West will look upon the 
grim outlines of the big monitor, Puri- 
tan, supposedly the most powerful ship 
in smooth water in the world. She will 
have to assist her on guard duty the 
double-turreted monitor, Miantonomoh, 
and the monitor, Amphitrite. The Pu- 
ritan is now at Norfolk almost ready for 
sea, the Miantonomoh Is at League is!- 
and quite ready, and so is the Amphi- 
trite at Port Royal, N.C. So the order 
will in the end result in the gathering 
of the pick of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron at Hampton roads. 

The semi-official statement given out 
at Madrid, advancing the government 
view that a demand for indemnity based 


on Spanish réspofslvfity’ tor the Maine 
explosion would be indignantly repelled 
by Spain, has attracted much attention 
in official circles. There has been little 
doubt for some time that Spain was pre- 
paring for the contingency of an ad- 
verse report by the court of inquiry and 
working to offset it by making clear the 
government policy of standing by the 
representative of the Spanish commis- 
sion. The commission's representative 
was due in Madrid Wednesday, and it 
fs a foregone conclusion that the com- 
mission will find that the Maine disaster 
was due to an accident resulting tn an 
internal explosion. 

The statement comes from reliable 
sources that Spain has made it clear 
to the authorities here that intervention 
may lead towar. The prospects of such 
intervention appear to be seriously en- 
tertained by Spain, and strong efforts 
have been made to avert it by showing 
that the condition of the reconcentrados 
did not warrant the step and that it 
would threaten to end all prospects of 
pacific negotiations. 

Both governments have been sounding 
each other on the activity of the other 
in searching for ships, but there has been 
little ground for objection on either side, 
as both have been in the same markets. 
The administration explains its buying 
of ships on the ground that Spain's at- 
titude has been so menacing as naturally 
to eall for an augmented navy, while 
Spain takes the view that the activity 
in the United States requires suitable 
preparations by the Spanish navy. 


“Cuba Will Yet Be Free.” 

New York, March 18—The Cuban 
junta, through Mr. Palma, reaffirms its 
purpose to adhere to its motto, *Inde- 
pendence, or death,” in a proclamation 
of its purposes. Prefacing the docu- 
ment with the statement, “It is for us to 
say what will satisfy us, not for others,” 
Palma says: “Spain has proven im- 
potent to compel us by force to accept 
autonomy. She now desires the aid 
of the United States to compel us to 
accept. I cannot believe that the Amer- 
ican people would ever lend itself to the 
most treacherous and bloodstained mon- 
archy of history for such a purpose. 
Should such prove to be the case, how- 
ever, I declare, in the name of the Cu- 
can people in arms, that force alone can 
compel our submission. We, who have 
seen hundreds of thousands of our race 
and families exterminated by slow star- 
vation by a cowardly decree of the most 
inhuman commander of sanguinary 
Spain, will fight against anything but 
independence no matter who opposes us. 


ESTRADA PALMA. 


“Tf, unfortunately, this incredible pro- 
posal be carried into effect, and Amer- 
ican bayonets are arrayed against us 
in our struggle for freedom and in aid 
of the Spanish monarchy, we will fight 
on, sadly, but determined, and let his- 
tory judge whether the vanquished had 
not a purer ideal of free institutions 
than the victors. In such @ case we 
will be exterminated, but future gener- 
ations will again take up our flag and 
our aspirations, and Cuba will yet be 
free. Nor will we ever agree to a truce 
until our independence is established, 
We will continue to fight as did the 
Americans under Jackson at the battle 
of New Orleans, even after the treaty of 
peace is signed, if it should be neces- 
sary.” 

“Death to Americans.” 

Havana, March 18.—Small bills In two 
forms, one signed “A Few Volunteers” 
and others “Spanish Commerce,” were 
circulated about the streets inveighing 
in bitter and even obscene terms against 
Senator Money and Congressman Cum- 
mings, as well as several correspondents, 
saying in substance that their presence 
in Havana was an “insult to Spaniards,” 
asking how long it was to be endured, 
and ending with such phrases as “Death 
to the Americans; throw them into the 
water.” 

Ti. question of the expulsion of Amer- 
ican correspondents who are very ob- 
noxious to the authorities is again be- 
ing considered, now that the court of in- 
quiry has left Havana. Clippings from 
the papers they represent have been en- 
closed with Spanish translations to the 
palace officials, accompanied by demands

Report Not Ready Yet. 

Key West, March 18.—Admirg] Sicard 
said last night: “It is impossible at this 
stage to say how soon the court will be 
ready to make its report. The mem- 
bers are continuing their labors. The 
court's report has not yet been made, and 
IT am unable to say when it will be made. 
The notion that it would bein Washing- 
ton by Saturday was probably based 
purely on inference. It should be borne 
in mind that the work of the court neces- 
sarily progresses slowly.” 

Before reaching Washington the re- 
port must pass through the hands of 
Admiral Sicard. If it did not leave here 
yesterday it could not reach Washing- 
ton by Saturday. There is good au- 
thority for the assertign that the court 
will probably return to Havana before 
teaching its conclusions. Greater secrecy 
than ever is maintained, but it was as- 
certained that most of the time Thurs- 
day was occupied in revising the testi- 

“mony. 

From Havana comes the report that 
the authorities are again considering the 
advisability of expelling newspaper men 
whose papers contain objectionable 
articles, and that circulars were dis- 
tributed inveighing against members of 
the congressional party known to be 
pro-Cuban in sympathy. 


Anglo-American Combine Favored. 

London, March 18.—Rear Admiral! Lord 
Charles Beresford, in an _ interview, 
warmly advocated an Anglo-American 
alliance as a “move in the direction of 
peace and calculated to immensely de- 
velop trade.” He added: “Such an al- 
liance is natural, and I believe the mere 
fact of its conclusion would deter others 
from attacking any inadequately de- 
fended interests of elthercountry. Now 
is the time to accomplish it, when the 
advantages are apparent to both coun- 
tries. A decade hence, when if she de- 
sires, the United States can have be- 
come a first-class naval power and will, 
perhaps, have adopted the policy of free 
trade, it might not be worth her while 
to undertake the responsibilities of an 
alliance with Great Britain. 

“When America has built her navy 
she will be in a position to enforce her 
demands, which will not take her lonz 
now with her enormous latent resources 
and mechanical and engineering facili- 
ties. An Anglo-American alliance would 
be the most powerful factor in the world 
for peace and the development of com- 
merce.” 

Speaking of the possibilities of the 
United States soing to war, Lord Beres- 
ford remarked: “If she ever does, no 
matter what happens at the beginning, 
she must eventually win, because of the 
enthusiasm and intense patriotism of 
her people.” 


Army on War Footing. 

Washington, March 18.—The largest 
measure of preparation yet made by the 
war department to meet the contingen- 
cles of the future, probably, has just 
been completed. Itis the preparation of 
a bill providing among other sections for 
the placing of the army ona war footing 
for the full strength of 104,000 men. 


Blanco Uses Buncombe, 

Havana, March 18.—General Blanco 
at a banquet to the officers of the Via 
caya and the Almirante Oquendo toast- 
ed “The king, the queen regent, the 
army and the navy of Spain.” Hesaid: 
“The present generation will never see 
another banner than that of Spain at 
the entrance of the gulf of Mexico. That 
banner, representing civilization, prog- 
ress, liberty, humanity and religion, will 
be eternal like that of the first American 


nation.” These sentiments were re- 
ceived with shouts of approval and 
cheers. 


A local paper published numerous in- 
terviews with leading politicians on the 
situation. The trend of all is to the 
effect that there is no reason for war, 
but that Spain will defend her posses- 
sion of Cuba to the last drop of blood. 
Some of the prominent Cubans inter- 
viewed are represented as saying that 
Spain can count on the support of all 
peaceable creoles, 


A Special Report. 

Boston, March 18.—A special to The 
Globe from Key West by A. Maurice 
Low says: “It is settled that a special 
report of the work of the court of inquiry 
has been sent to Washington. This is 
not the report and the findings of the 
court, which have not yet been agreed 
upon, but it is in the nature of a conj- 
munication for the use of the president, 
which he may or may not make public 
as he sees fit. In any event it will pre- 
pare the president for what the board 
will report and enable him to take meas- 
ures according as the court will find 
that the Maine was blown up from the 
outside. The full report, it is said, will 
not be formulated and in the hands of 
the secretary of the navy for some days 
yet.” 


Was It Weyler's Work? 

New York, March 18.—Weyler Is al- 
leged to have written a letter while in 
Madrid in which he said: “By the way, 
I have read these days, that the Ameri- 
cang are pondering about sending one of 
their warships to that city. During my 
command in Cuba they did not even 
dare to dream about it. They knew the 
terrible punishment that awaited them. 
I had Havana harbor well prepared for 
such an emergency. I rapidly finished 
the work that Martinez Campos care- 
lessly abandoned. If the insult is made, 
I hope that there will be a Spanish hand 
to punish it as terribly as it deserves.” 


Not Ready to fell, 

London, March 18.—The Santlago cor- 
respondent of The Times says: “The 
Chilian government authorizes me to 
deny the rumors of the sale of the cruls- 
er O'Higgins. No offer for any Chillan 
ship will be entertained by the govern- 
ment until pending International ques- 
tions between Chili and Peru are def- 
initely settled.”

Good Afternoon. 


It was generally supposed that the 
fire apparatus had the right of way to 
fires, but such has not been the case. 
A new law, approved by Governor 
Wolcott on Saturday, provides that 
‘the officers and men of the fire de- 
partment of any city or town, with the 
engine and apparatus thereof, shall 
have the right of way while going to a 
fire upon any alarm thereof, through 
any street, lane or alley in said city or 
town, subject to such rules and regu- 
lations as the city council or board of 
selectmen may prescribe. Whoever 
wilfully and maliciously obstructs or 
retards the passage of such engines and 
apparatus while so going to a fire shall 
be punished by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding three months or by fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars.”’ 


The act relative to life saving ap- 
paratus used by fire departments has 
been amended. It requires that Quincy 
shall provide and take to all fires in 
buildings of over two stories : First, a 
gun or other suitable device capable of 
shooting or throwing an arrow or other 
missile, with a cord attached thereto, 
over the top of or into any window of 
any building within such city or town, 
together with all needful appliances for 
properly working the same; and 
second, a “life net,” or ‘* jumping 
net,’’ so-called, suitable for breaking 
the fall of a person jumping from the 
top story of any such building. 


Many Vacant Houses. 
There were on May 1 last 2127 vacant 
Boston, 98 less than a year 
preceding. Tenement houses and 
apartment houses, unless they are what

THE WAR ORDER. 


The Work the Aluminum Com- 
pany Is Doing. 


The Ledger stated briefly Thursday 
that the Bay State Aluminum Co. had 
received a large order for projectiles 
from the Sims Dudley Defence Co. of 
New York, with whom the United 
States government had placed an order 
for thirty dynamite guns. 

The order calls for 200 of these pro- 
jectiles which is considered an unusual 
large order, as previous ones filled by 
the company have not been larger than 
in lots of fifty. 

The projectiles furnished by this 
company are the smal] inner tube that 
sets inside the main projectile, It is 
made in three pieces and when put 
together is some eight inches in length 
and about three inches in diameter. 
The top piece is in the shape of a hol- 
low button and is made of aluminum. 
This is filled with powder which 
spreads the dynamite when the projec- 
tile explodes. The powder is held in 
place by a flat piece of aluminum in 
To this cover is 
attached a fan shaped propeller some 
five inches in length with six wings, 
and this revolves on an axle or core 
which runs through the centre. This 
is also of aluminum, the several pieces 
being cast in solid metal in the foun- 
dry, but are however, very light in 
weight. 

As stated above these small projec- 
tiles set in the larger or main prv jectile, 
the fan shaped end protruding at the 
base. When the projectile is fired 
from the dynamite gun the fan revolves 
as it goes through the air and serves 
the purpose of guiding the instrument 
of destruction as well as to give it 
additional force, 

The company has filled other orders 
in the past for these same parts and 
should the war scare continue it wou'd 
not be surprising if orders were re- 
ceived from other goverments which 
means more work for one of Quincy’s 
infant industries.

Washington, March 18.—The situa- 
tion shortly after the opening of 
Thursday’s sitting of the senate just 
preceding and during me delivery ofa 
speech by Senator Proctor on his Cu- 
ban observations was almost dramatic 
in the intensity of its interest. The oc- 
| casion of the address arose very unex- 
pectedly. The national quarantine bill 
| was under discussion and Senator Mal- 
lory of Florida had been recognized for 
| a speech in opposition to the measure. 
| Mr. Frye entered the chamber and, in- 
| terrupting Mr. Mallory, requested him 
| to yield to Mr. Proctor, who desired to 
| make a statement concerning his visit 
to Cuba that would be of interest to the 
| senate and to the country. 

Instantly there was a commotion on 
| the floor and in the galleries. It had 
| been announced that Mr. Proctor would 
s00n make a report, but it was not sup- 
posed he would make it on the floor of 
the senate. A call of the senate was de- 
manded by Mr.Chandler, and in a few 
minutes every senator in the capitol 
was in his seat. The word having been 
passed through the corridors, people 
flocked into the galleries until they were 
| packed. Senator Proctor was accorded 
‘the closest attention throughout his 
speech He confined himself to his manu- 
} script and at the conclusion, while there 
Was no demonstration, he was cordially 
| congratulated by many of his colleagues. 

After paying tribute to Consul General 
Lee, Consul Brice and Consul Barker, 
whom he described as “three true 
Americans,” and denying having ex- | 
pressed an opinion as to the cause of the | 
| explosion, the senator said: ‘“Every- | 
| thing seems to go on much as usual in|} 
Havana. Quiet prevails and except for 
| the frequent squads of soldiers march- 

ing to guard and police duty, and their 
abounding presence in all public places, 

one sees little signs of war. Outside 
| Havana all is changed. It is not peace, 
| nor is it war. It is desolation and dis- 
tress, misery and starvation. Every 
| town and village is surrounded by a 
| trocha (trench), a sort of rifle pit, but 
J 
| 
| 
| 


| constructed on a plan new to me, the 

dirt being thrown up on the insideanda 
| barbed wire fence on the outer side of 
thetrench. These trochas have at every 
corner and at frequent intervals along 
the sides what are there called forts, 
but which are really small blockhouses, 
many of them more like a large sentry | 
box, loopholed for musketry and witha 
guard of from two to 10 soldiers in each. 
The purpose of these trochas is to keep 
the reconcentrados in as well as to keep 
the insurgents out. From all the sur- 
rounding country the people have been 


driven into these fortified towns and 
| held there to subsist as they can. They 
are virtually prison yards and like 


one in general appearance, exeept the 
but 
they suffice, where every point is in 
range of a soldier's rifle, to keep in the 
poor reconcentrado women and children. 
There are frequent blockhouses enclosed | 
by a trocha and with a guard along the | 
railroad track. With this exception, 
there is no human life or habitation be-| 
tween these fortified towns and villages, | 
| and throughout the whole of the four | 
western provinces, except to a very | 
limited extent among the hills, where the | 


Spaniards have not been able to go and | 
drive the people to the towns and burn | 
their dwellings, I saw no house or hut | 
| 
} 


in the 400 miles of railroad rides from 
Pinar del Rio province in the west across 
the full width of Havana and Matangas 
provinces, and to Sagua la Grande on 
| the north shore and to Cienfuegos on the 
south shore of Santa Clara, except with- 
in the Spanish trochas. There are no | 
domestic animals or crops on the rich| 
| fields and pastures except such as are) 
under guard in immediate vicinity of the | 
towns. In other words, the Spaniards 
hold in these four western provinces just | 
what their army sits on. Every man, 
woman and child and every domestic 
animal, wherever their columns have 
reached, is under guard and within their 
so-called fortifications. To describe one 
place is to describe all. To repeat, it is| 
neither peace nor war; it is concentra- 
tion and desolation. This is the pacified 
condition of the four western provinces. 

“All the country people in the four! 
western provinces, about 400,000 in num- | 
| ber, remaining outside the fortified | 

towns when Weyler's order was made, 
were driven into these towns, and these 
are the reconcentrados. They were the 
peasantry—many of them farmers, some 
land owners, others renting lands and | 


owning more or less stock, others work- 
ing on estates and cultivating small | 
patches; and even a small patch in that 
| fruitful clime will support a family. 

“When they reached the town they} 
were allowed to build huts of palm| 
leaves in the suburbs and vacant places 
within the trochas, and left to live if 
they could. Their huts are about 10 by 
15 feet in size, and for want of space are 


*| usually crowded together very closely.

They have no floor but the ground, and 
no furniture, and after a year's wear) 
but little clothing except such stray 
substitutes as they can extemporize. 
With large families, or with more than 
one in this little space, the commonest 
sanitary provisions are impossible. Con- 
ditions are unmentionable in this re-/ 
spect. Torn from their homes, with foul 
earth, foul air, foul water and foul food, 
or none, what wonder that one-half have 
died and that one-quarter of the living 
are so diseased that they cannot be! 
saved. A form of dropsy is a common | 
disorder resulting from these conditions. | 
Little children are still walking about 
with arms and chest terribly emaciated, 
eyes swollen and abdomen bloated to| 
three times the natural size. The phy- | 
| siclans say these cases are hopeless. | 

Deaths in the streets have not been un- 
common. I was told by one of our con-| 
suls that they have been found dead} 
about the markets in the morning where 
they had crawled, hoping to get some 
stray bits of food from the early huck- 

ters, and that there had been cases 

er 


where they had dropped dead inside the 
markets, surrounded by food. The pee- 
ple were independent and self-support- 
ing before Weylers order, They are 
not beggarsevennow. There are plenty 
of professional beggars in every town 
among the regular residents, but these 
country people, the reconcentrados, have 
not learned the art. Rarely is a hand 
held out to you for alms hen gving 
among their huts, but the sight of them 
makes an appeal stronger than words. 

“The hospitals—of these I need not 
epeak; others have described their con- 
dition far better than I can. It is not 
within the narrow limits of my vocabu- 
lary to portray. I went to Cuba witha 
strong conviction that the picture had 
been overdrawn; that a few cases of 
starvation and suffering had inspired 
and stimulated the press correspon- 
dents, and they had given free play to 
a strong, natural and highly cultivated 
imagination. What I saw I eannot tell 
so that others can see it. It must be 
seen with one’s own eyes to be realized. 
The Los Pasos hespital in Havana has 
been recently described by one of my 
colleagues, Senator Gallinger, and I 
cannot say that his picture was over- 
drawn, for even his fertile pen could not 
do more. I saw it when 400 women and 
children were lying om the stone floors 
in an indescribable state of emaciation 
and disease, many with the scantiest 
covering ef rags—and such rags—and 
sick children naked as they eame into 
the world. The conditions in the other 
cities are even worse. 

“If our people could see a small frac- 
tion of the need they would pour more 
freely from their liberal stock than ever 
before inany cause. When will the need 
forthishelpend? Not until peace comes 
and the reconcentrados can go back to 
their country, rebuild their homes, re- 
claim their tillage plots which quickly 
run up te brush in that wonderful soll 
and clime, and until they can be free 
from danger of molestation in so doing. 
Until then the American peeple must in 
the main care for them. It is true that 
the alcades, other local authorities and 
relief committees are now trying to do 
something and desire, I believe, to do the 
best they can, but the problem Is beyond 
their means and capacity and the work 
is one to which they are not accustomed. 

“General Blanco’s order of Nov. 13 last 
somewhat modified the Weyler order, 
but is of little or no practical benefit. 
Its application is limited to farms 
‘properly defended,’ and the owners are 
obliged to build ‘centers of defense.’ 
Its execution is completely in the dis- 
cretion of the lecal military authori- 
ties, and they know the terrible military 
efficiency of Weyler's order in stripping 
the country of all possible shelter, food 
or source of information for an insurg- 
ent, and will be slow to surrender this 
advantage. In fact, though the order 
was issued four months ago, I saw no 
beneficent results from it worth men- 
tioning. I do not impugn General 
Blanco’s motives, and believe him to be 
an amiable gentleman, and that he 
would be glad to relieve the condition 
of the reconcentrados if he could do so 
without loss of any military advantage, 
but he knows all Cubans are insurgents 
at heart, and none under military con- 
trol will be allowed to go from under it.” 

Senator Proctor finished with a state- 
ment as to the political situation. He 
said that if autonomy succeed “it can 
only be by armed force, by the triumph 
of the Spanish army, and the success of 
Spanish arms would be easier by Wey- 
ler's policy and method, for in that the 
Spanish army and people believe. There 
is no doubt that General Blanco is acting 
in entire good faith, that he desires to 
give the Cubans a fair measure of au- 
tonomy as Campos did at the close of the 
10-year war. He has, of course, a few 
personal followers, but the army and 
Spanish citizens do not want genuing 
autonomy, for that means government 
by the Cuban people; and it is not 
strange that the Cubans say it comes too 
late.”

BOARD OF HEALTH 


REGULATIONS. 


Ata meeting held Feb. 28, 1898, the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincy, revised and 
adopted, and do hereby publish the following 
regulations : 

REGULATION 1. No person shall collect, re- 
move, or carry in or through any of the streets, 
lanes, avenues, 
of Quincy, 


dwelling house, slaughter house or other build- 
ing in the city, unless expressly licensed there- 
for by the Board of Health, upon such terms 
and conditions and by such methods, as the 
Board may deem that the public health re- 
uires, and upon failure to comply therewith, 
the license shall be forthwith revoked, and 
cancelled. No privy vault or cesspool shall be 
cleaned between 6 P. M. and sunrise. 

Rec. 2. No person shall deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool, or any 
other filth, upon any premises within the limits 
df the city, without first having obtained a per- 
mit to do so from the Board of Health. Nor 
shall any cesspool for the retention of waste 
water be within ten feet of any house, unless 
the cesspool be cemented water-tight. No 
privy-vault or cesspool that is not water-tight 
shall be maintained within two rods of any 
well, spring, or other source of water supply 
used for drinking purposes. 

Rec. 3. No person, unless expressly licensed 
therefor by the Board of Health, shall collect, 
transport or convey swill, fat, grease, bones, 
or any decaying, putrifying or offensive ani- 
mal matter or vegetable substance through any 
of the public streets or ways of this city. All 
vehicles and vessels for the transportation of the 
above-named substances shall be made and kept 
in such condition as will prevent the escape of 
any of their contents, or the odor thereof, and 
each wagon shall in addition, be covered with a 
clean and sound, heavy canvas, fastened se- 
curely to the wagon so as to entirely conceal the 
same from view. Every vehicle so used shall 
have the initials of the owner, and number of 
the wagon, in letters and figures three inches 
in size, painted on the outside of each side 
thereof. 

Any violation of this regulation will be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $100. 

Ree. 4. All persons licensed by the Board 
to remove the contents of privy-vaults and 
cesspools, and all who collect and transport 
swill, refuse and offensive animal or vegetable 
substances, shall keep all carts, equipments 
and implements used therefore, disinfected and 
free from all obnoxious or offensive odors when 
not in immediate use, and shall not allow the 
same to become obnoxious or offensive to the 
public or to the owners or occupants of premises 
adjoining those where the same are kept or 
stored. 

Rec. 5. No person shall place, or cause to 
be placed, or empty, or cause to be emptied, 
upon any street, way, lane or sidewalk, any 
house dirt, offal or rubbish, any sewage,or the 
draining of any sink or stable, or the contents 
of any cesspool, vault, privy or privy well. No 
person shall cast any decayed vegetable or dead 
animal substance into any cesspool, privy-vault, 
or into any well, cistern, reservoir, pond or 
waters within the city, nor drown, or caused 
to be drowned, any animal in any of saic 
waters. And the carcasses of animals dead 
of disease or killed for apy cause, shall be 
buried at such distance from dwellings, or wells, 
or other source of water supply, that no danger 
or nuisance can result; and no person shall 
establish or maintain any stable, swine pen, 
privy. privy well, cesspool or sink drain, within 
six feet of any stream, watercourse or pond in 
this city, without a permit from the Board of 
Health. 

Rec. 6. The keeping of swine, goats, cows 
or poultry in any part of the city where such 
keeping shall be held by the Board of Health 
detrimental to the public health or offensive to 
the neighborhood, is hereby prohibited, and 
after due notice by said Board to the owner 
or person in charge, he shall forthwith re- 
move the same or cause the same to be removed, 
from any place at which the keeping thereof 
shall be prohibited by the Board. 

Reg. 7. No person shall burn, boil, try or 
decompose any refuse substances, either animal 
or vegetable, in such a manner that the same 
shall evolve odors or gases obnoxious or offen- 
sive to the public or to the owners or occu- 
pants of adjoining premises. 

ReG. 8. Every occupant of any dwelling 
house, tenement or other building in this city 
shall keep such house or building, and the yard 
belonging to the same, free from all filth and 
from all substances having offensive odors. 

Whenever a vault, cesspool, barn or cellar or 
any building or premises of any description, 
becomes offensive, the same shall be satisfac- 
torily cleansed, ventilated and disinfected, by 
the occupant or owner within such reasonable 
time as the Board of Health may in a notice 
thereof prescribe. 

Whenever the Board of Health is satisfied 
on due examination that a cellar, tenement or 
building within the city, occupied as a dwell- 
ing house, has become, by reason of the num- 
ber of occupants, want of cleanliness or other 
cause unfit for such purpose, the occupants 
shall remove therefrom within forty-eight hours 
after written notice has been given them. 

Whoever violates any provisions of any kind 
of these regulations shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for each 
offence. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Rec. 9. The Board of Health considers the 
following diseases as dangerous to the public 
health, within the meaning of the statute: 
Cholera, yellow fever, small-pox, varioloid, 
diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, 
measles, typhoid fever, typhus fever, and epi- 
demic cerebrospinal meningitus. 

Reg. 10. When a physician knows that a 

erson whom he is called to visit, or a house- 
holder knows that a person in his family is 
sick with any of the above diseases, he shall 
immediately give notice to the Board of Health. 


QUARANTINE. 


Reg. ll. Any person sick with any disease 
dangerous to the public health, and all articles 
infected by the same shall be immediately sep- 
arated from all persons liable to contract or 
communicate such disease, and none but nurses 
and physicians shall have access to persons sick 
with said disease. No person sick with any of 
said diseases shall be removed at any time ex- 
cept by cs and under the direction of 
the Board of Health. 

Ree. 12. Any house in which any of the 
above diseases shall occur may be declared in 
quarantine by the Board of Health, or its au- 
thorized agentor agents. When a house has 
been declared in quarantine, all persons re- 
siding therein shall be subject to the rules of the 
Board of Health relating to quarantine. 

Ree. 13. All persons residing in a house 
that has been declared in quarantine shall con- 
fine themselves to said house or its immediate 
grounds, and shall not hold communication with 
well persons. Communication with said house 
shall be limited to pareldens, nurses, and un- 
der takers, and such persons as may be needed 
to supply its inmates with the necessaries of life 
and in such manner as the Board of Health may 
vee ? 


Ree. 14. When, in the opinion of the Board 
of Health, or its agent, the necessity for quar- 
antine has passed, it shall declare the quarantine

No* patient affected with any con- 
tagious disease will be considered well and free 
from isolation until the attending physician, or 
a physician employed by the Board of Health, 
certifies that he has personally inspected the 
patient and found that he is no longer a 
source of danger. No such certificate will be 
received by the Board of Health, in case of 
scarlet fever, until at least three weeks have 
elapsed from the beginning of the illness, and 
desquamation is complete. No certificate of 
recovery, unless endorsed by a member of the 
Board of Health, will admit said patient to at- 
tend any school in the city. 

Ree. 21. Any undertaker or other person 
having in his care or possession the body of a 
person who has died of a disease dangerous to 
the publie health, shall give immediate notice 
to the Board of Health, and shall cause such 
body, including the face, to be wrapped ina 
sheet saturated with a ten per cent. solution of 
chloride of zinc, and shall immediately place it 
in a sealed coffin, which shall not thereafter 
be opened. He shall notify the said Board, or 
its agent, of time when body is to be removed, 
and shall sign a certificate containing a true 
statement of the fact that he has complied with 
the foregoing provision of this section, and he, 
and every person having charge or custody, or 
right of disposal, of the body, shail cause the 
burial to take place immediately, and in all cases 
within eight bours after the time of death, unless 
further time shall be allowed by the Board of 
Heahh. A private funeral shall be held, at 
which none but the immediate adult relatives 
and clergymen shall be present.

An Act Relative to Vaccination. 
[Acts or 18M, CnHaprer 515.) 
Be it enacted, ete... as follows : 


Section 1. Parents and guardians shall 
cause their children and wards to be duly vac- 
cinated before they attain the age of two years, 
except as provided in Section 2 of this 
For every year’s neglect the party offending 
shall forfeit the sum of five dollar 

Sect. 2. All children who shall present a 
certificate signed by a regular practicing physi- 
cian that they are unfit subjects for vaccina- 
tion shall not be subject to the provisions of 
Section 9 of Chapter 47 of the Public Statutes 
excluding unvaccinated children from public 
schools, and all children upon such a certificate 
shall be exempted from the provisions of this 
act, and the parents and guardians of such 
children shall not be liable to the penalty 
posed by Section | of this act. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Health in any city 
or town shall require and enforce the vaccina- 
tion and re-vaccination of all the inhabitants 
thereof, whenever in the opinion of said Board 
the public health or safety requires such action. 
Every person over twenty-one years of 
not under guardianship, who neglects to comply 
with such requirement shall forfeit the sum of 
five dollars. 

Sect. 4. The Board of Health in any city or 
town shall furnish the means of free vaccination 
or re-vaccination to all the inhabitants thereof 
whenever in the opinion of said Board the public 
safety requires it. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 
DOMESTIC ANIMALS. 


teG. 24. Whoever has knowledge of, or has 
good reason to suspect, the existence of a con- 
tagious disease among any species of domestic 
animals, whether such knowledge is obtained 
by personal examination or otherwise, shall 
forthwith give notice thereof to the Board of 
Health. 

LEG. 25. No person, except as ordered or 
directed by the Board of Health, shall drive or 
cause to pass through said city, from place to 
place, or from place to place therein, animals 
diseased or infected with pleuro-pneumonia, 
farcy, or glanders, or rabies, or any other con- 
tagious or infectious disease. > 

Ree. 26. Persons having the care and cus- 
tody of animals diseased or infected with 
pleuro-pneumonia, furcy, glanders, or rabies, 
any other contagious or infectious disease, 
whether their own property or otherwise, and 
having received an order for their isolation, 
shall neither sell, swap, trade, give, nor in any 
way dispose of such animals; nor drive, nor 
work, nor move, nor allow them tobe moved 
away from the place of isolation, nor allow othe1 
animals, not already exposed, to come in contact 
with them until otherwise ordered by the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincey, or the State 
Cattle Commissioners. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
foregoing regulations (24, 25 and 26) shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one year.

THE ANGEL GABRIEL 


His Visit to Wollaston Over Fifty 
Years Ago. 


‘Racy and Entertaining Bits 
of Local History. 


Paper Read by Mr. A. J. Preston 
Before the Unity Club. 


One of the most entertaining papers 
read at the Unity club at Wollaston 
this season was that by Mr. A. J. 
Preston at the last meeting to whom 
was assigned ‘‘Carrent Events."* He 
took for his subject ‘*When the Angel 
Gabriel came to Wollastan'’ and the 
Ledger is pleased to accede to requests 
and publish it in full: 

On the afternoon of Sept. 2ist, in 
the year of our Lord 1844—a group of 
five boys were playing about the 
terminus of what is today ihe N. Y., 
N. H. and Hartford railway system. 
Three of them were seated on a_ pile 
of railway ties the other two were 
wading among the bullrushes in an 
adjacent pond gathering cat-o-nine- 
tails. Suddenly there came resound- 
ing through the air the clea:

It is the purpose of this paper to 
give as briefly as possible a glance at

The Post's “money for war” editorial 
contains this: “The resources of Spain 
in the way of franchises and income are 
already mortgaged for money borrowed 
and spent long ago. Cuba and the 
Philippines have ahsorbed pretty much 
all of the tangible credit of the king- 
dom. There remains only the spirit of 
patriotism on which the Spanish gov- 
ernment can bank; and while this was 
sufficient to float a popular loan a year 
ago, it is very doubtful whether the peo- 
ple would be able, even if they were will- 
ing, to do it again. It is a bad case for 
Spain.” 

“The United States will have due re- 
gard to the opinion of the civilized 
world in whatever action it may take 
in the present emergency,” says The 
Journal. “It is not prompted by greed 
of gain or lust of power. It has no 
projects of territorial aggrandizement 
on hand. It will act justly and hu- 
manely, but it is not taking any con- 
sensus of opinion at the European cap- 
itals to ascertain what views may be 
held regarding its relations with Spain, 
and it will not ask the approval in ad- 
vance of any of the European powers 
of any course which honor and self-re- 
spect may compel.

A power shovel is then put 
and the grain from the cars 
by the shoot to a bin in the 
thirty-five minutes being required 
unload a car of 1000 bushels. 

As the grain enters the bin in the 
cellar, it is taken by an endless bucket 
belt to the top of the elevator, and 
is sent through another chute to the 
weighing bin on the upper floor. As 
stated above this bin holds a carload 
of grain and when it is filled it is run 
into the weighing hopper on the street 
floor, and after being weighed passes 
down through the tloor to the bin in 
the cellar, where the bucket belt 
elevator again takes it and carries it 
to the top of the building. The outlet 
of this belt on the ‘top of the building 
is so arranged that by means of a lever 
the grain can be directed into any one 
of the nine bins desired. 

The mechanism of the elevator is 
simple in the extreme, but so well does 
it do its work that a car of grain can be 
unloaded, weighed and lodged in its 
particular bin is a remarkably short 
space of time. 

The carpentering work on the build- 
inng was done by F. A. Perkins, and 
the building was designed by G. W. & 
C. A. Lane of Exeter, N. H.,which firm 
also furnished the machinery. 

The present building occupied by 
Messrs. Crane at South Quincy will be 
used to store hay.

SPOKE VIEWS FREELY. 


Majority of the Cabinet For a Peace- 
ful Course, 


Plan Which Is Favored by 
the Spanish Minister. 


War Preparations Seem to Have Made War 
Unlikely. 


Washington, March 19.—There are two 
parties in the cabinet, each earnest in 
its theory of what ought to be done for 
Cuba, and the Spanish legation, with 
its new and active head, and the auton- 
omists he has summoned here to impress 
the administration in connection with 
the negotiations for a reciprocity treaty, 
is working overtime. Washington 
ebounds in contradictory reports, and 
President McKinley, because of his com- 
ments or questions, is claimed positively 
as for an immediate attempt to stop 
the Cuban troubles by intervention or 
recognition of independence on the heels 
of the Maine report, and also and with 
equal positiveness for extending the 
time for experimenting with autonomy 
indefinitely. 

Two of the cabinet, Secretary Alger 
and Secretary Wilson, are for the 
gressive aud warlike policy, and the 
rest are for a more diplomatic and peace- 
ful course, some of them being in favor 
of the extended 1 of of the autonomy 
idea, and opposed to intervention in 
Cuba, except to send contributed sup- 


plies to the suffer » in merchant 
ships, as the state department is now 
doing. 


Both sides expressed their views freely 
at Friday’s cabinet meeting, with the 
Spanish minister assurance that au- 
tonomy only needs a fair trial, without 
hope of outside interference, to suc- 
ceed, and Senator Proctor’s frank state- 
ment in the senate that it cannot suc- 
ceed, and that independence is the only 
remedy for the Cuban troubles, as their 
chief weapons. 

One cabinet officer has formulated a 
proposition for an agreement between 
the United States and Spain, that tha 
latter shall have a period of three years 
in which to establish an autonomy more 
perfectly developed than that already 
doffered to Cubans, after Spain shall 
have withdrawn her army from the 
island, and the United States her vessels 
from Cuban waters, and this has the ap- 
proval of the Spanish minister. 

The desire of the governments of the 
United States and Spain to settle the 
whole matter without war has been the 
basis of the president’s expectation 
throughout of a peaceful settlement, and 
although it is authoritatively stated that 
there is no truth in the reports of an 
agreement between the two govern- 
ments, under which there shall be no 
further war preparations on the part of 
either, pending the negotiations for 
settlement, it is true that the war prep- 
arations have already served their main 
purpose in making war unlikely, and 
stimulating a peaceful settlement.

The Hampton Roads Sqnadron.

Spain’s Active and Reserve Force. 

Washington, March 19.—Seventy thou- 
sand Spanish soldiers have been killed, 
wounded and otherwise incapacitated 
for duty during the present war in Cuba. 
These figures have been received here 
from reliable sources, and are said to be 
as nearly authentic as it is possible to 
make them without recourse to the 
records kept by the Spanish government. 
From the same source it is learned that 
the forces of Spain in Cuba comprise 
135,000 regulars, of whom 80,000 are ef- 
fective for military purposes and about 
30,000 men in the volunteer army. There 
are 55,000 men who from various causes 
are not effective for military duty. 

The strength of the Spanish army at 
home and including her nearby posses- 
sions is 100,000 men, which in times of 
demand for additional soldiers may be 
increased as follows: First reserve, 
60,000; second reserve, 160,000 men, all of 
whom are instructed in military tactics, 
and a second reserve which is not in- 
structed of 300,000 men, making in alla 
grand total of 610,000 men. Since these 
figures were received here recent drafts 
of 15,000 men to strengthen the army in 
Cuba leave only 85,000 men of Spain's 
regular army now in the peninsula, the 
Balearic islands, the Spanish posses- 
sions in North Africa and the Canary 
islands.

stained. Cost to build, including all, $9, - 
600. This is a very good plan of house for | 
a street closely built up, and especially so 
forasite having an extended view from 
the rear.

Care In Making Gutters. 

In making gutters, particular attention 
should be given them to make sure that | 
they have a gradual pitch toward the out- | 
let. It is often that only two inches of | 
pitch can be obtained in the entire length 
ofrun. The run of a gutter is frequently | 
20 to 24 feet and over. Now with a pitch | 
of two inches the incline of the gutter is 
much less than an eighth of an inch to the 
foot Vith such asmall amount of fall 
all will see the necessity of constructing 
gutters with a true and uniform pitch. If 
this important point is not observed, there 
will be high and low places in the gutter, 
thus leaving places for the water to stand, 
freeze up und burst the tin; or if it does 
not freeze it remains there until it is 
evaporated by the sun, a condition of -af- { 
fairs which is sure to make the guttera 
leaky one in a short time.—American 
Homes. 
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BICYCLES AND PROGRESS. 


How the Good Roads Cause Is Aided by 
the Silent Steed. 

France has just completed a bicycle 
census which shows 329,818 bicycles in 
use in that country, an increase of 73,- 
734 over the previous year. It is able to 
make such a census, as the bicycles are 
taxed and registered. The total is large, 
but less than was expected, when we 
tonsider how much one hears of cycling 
in that country. There is only one bi- 
cycle for every 120 people, but of course 
the bicycles are unevenly divided, and 
Paris boasts probably of 100,000 of them. 

In this new field, the manufacture of 
bicycles, the United States has easily 
led and controls a considerable propor- 
tion of the world’s bicycle trade. The 
American bicycle is to be found every- 
where. Honolulu boasts of 1,500, all of 


| American make—a very large pbumber, 
considering how small a town it is. 


With bicycles go good roads, and in 
this respect they are the advance 
agents of civilization and progress. 


| Take the case of Central America and 


Nicaragua, for instance. The Nica- 


|Yaguans some time ago took quite a 


fancy to the wheel, and a large number 
of American make were shipped there. 
There are no roads worth calling by 
that name in the southern republic, and 
the natives were confined to bicycling 
on a few of the streets of San Juan del 
Sur and the beach, but they liked the 
exercise so much that they are demand- 
ing better roads to use their wheels on 
and are likely to get them. 

If the so called ‘‘craze’’ keeps up, it 
will give us good roads throughout the 
world. There is even reason to hope that 
stir up public sentiment in 
Louisiana in time and give us some- 
thing better than the almost impassable 
highways we have here for the greater 
part of the winter.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

cretionary Power, 


What Judge Day Said to an 
Interviewer. 


Alleged Summary oi the Court of Inquiry’s 
Report Printed In New York. 


Washington, March 21.—Having pos- 
iulve knowledge that the report of the 
naval court of inquiry investigating the 
cause of the Maine disaster will show 
that the vessel wes destroyed by an ex- 
ternal explosion, President McKinley is 
now engaged in formulating a note of 
representation to Spain, and a message 
on the subject to congress. In further- 
ance of his purpose, the president in- 
tends to take congress into his entire 
confidence, and to submit the full text 
of the report, together with the findings, 
and a statement setting forth that he 
has made a vigorous diplomatic rep- 
Spain. It is also in- 
tended to send all ‘he Cuban correspon- 
dence to congress #t an early date. 

These conclusions have been finally ar- 
rived at as the result of information 
coming from off:ial sources which 
reached the president from Rear Ad- 
miral Sicard, who convened the court 
of inquiry, and who is therefore em- 
powered to discuss with the court the 
evidence it has taken and the findings 
it has reached.

There is not much patience felt at the 
navy department with the efforts to 
persuade the president to postpone any 
action on the Maine report or the gen- 
eral Cuban question until the fever 
season is over in the West Indies.

Fifth—The exterior explosion probably 
came from a torpedo. Evidence that 
a mine might have produced the explo- 
sion was produced, but it was not suf- 
ficient to convince the court. 

Sixth—The impact came low} under 
the hull ef the Maine on the port side, 
blowing one of the bilge plates to the 
surface, where it is still in sight. 


In the Event of War. 

Havana, March 21.—The Constitutional 
Union, in an editorial under the caption, 
“It is Enough,” calls attention to the 
presence in Havana of “certain lordly 
men who are talking loudly, discussing 
Spanish and Cuban affairs, and criticis- 
ing the government.” It says: “The 
action of these men, the Yankee corre- 
spondents, who stir up strife between 
nations might, by the lies they publish, 
cause innocemt Americans to be food for 
cannon in the event of war. The Maine 
disaster has been used as a text for 
foolish stories about mines and also 
about dungeons worse than the inquisi- 
tion. '

States surrounds Cuba with the vessels 
of her fleet, and the jingo spirit urges 
war. The United States is settled by 
aliens, anarchists and the lower classes, 
who do not know the meaning of real 
charit¥, their motto being ‘My son, get 
money—honestly if you can, butat any 
rate get money.’ They seek to inflict 
humiliation upon Spanish honor and 
charity by their ostentatious contribu- 
tions. 

“The presence of the Vizcaya and the 
Almirante Oquendo has helped to keep 
the American jingoes within bounds, 
and when the fleet of torpedo boats ar- 
rive from Spain and Admiral Manterola 
raises his flag here on the great ship 
Carlos V, all these menaces, inside and 
outside, will disappear.” 

Court's Work Untinished, 

Key West, March 21.—The court of in- 
quiry, according to Rear Admiral Sicard, 
will continue its work through the com- 
ing week, as it is not yet ready to make 
a report on the Maine disaster. The 
statement i*at Captain Barker carried 
the report to Washington is officially 
denied. The object of his flying visit to 
Key West was not ascertained outside 
official circles until Sunday. It can be 
authoritatively asserted that Captain 
Barker had nothing to do with the court 
of inquiry. He came here on Friday 
from Tampa on a special mission to in- 
vestigate the harbor defenses, following 
out some lines suggested by General 
Wilson, chief of engineers. Captain 
Barker's plan, when he left here, was to 
confer with Commander McCalla of the 
Marblehead, who is now at Tampa, and 
he will probably remain there a day or 
so. Captain Barker formerly com- 
manded the Oregon. 

It is impossible to say definitely 
whether any synopsis of the findings of 
the court up to date has been sent to 
Washington. The notion prevails that 
this has been done, but official con- 
firmation is not obtainable. That the 
final report has been sent to Washing- 
ton can be definitely denied. 

Two more unidentified bodies from the 
Maine were buried Sunday in the city 
cemetery with simple services. A di- 
vision of blue jackets followed the 
hearse. 

Colonel Fernando Salcedo of the In- 
surgent army arrived Sunday morning 
from Nassau on the schooner Hattie 
Darling. With a companion he left the 
shores of Cuba in an open boat and, af- 
ter an eight days’ tempestuous passage, 
they landed at Nassau, half dead from 
exposure. Colonel Salcedo is on sick 
leave. His companion is carrying dis- 
patches from General Maximo Gomez to 
the junta in New York. 


We Have British Sympathy. 
London, March 21.—The Daily Mail 
this morning, in an editorial refuting 
“gome American accusations of Brit- 
ish coldness,” says: “Among many 
reasons for Great Britain's comparative 
non-interest not the least is our better

Brazilian Cruiser Named. 

Washington, March 21.—The Brazil- 
ian cruiser Amazonas has been named 
the New Orleans, in honor of the prin- 
cipal city of Louisiana. This decision 
was reached by the secretary only after 
he had given most careful consideration 
to the claims of the various cities 
throughout the union, which had, 
through their representatives in con- 
gress, requested that their names be 
placed on the bow of one of the new 
cruisers purchased in England. 

Choice of names for the Amazonas and 
the Abreuall is restricted by law to the 
principal cities. .No determination has 
been reached by the secretary as to 
the name to be given to either the Ab- 
reuall or the Mayflower. The Abreuall 
will not be completed before Dec. 1, ac- 
sording to advices received at the navy 
department from Lieutenant Colwell, 
the naval attache who purchased the 


vessels for the United States, and there 


is consequently no hurry as to the selec- 


tion of her name, 


Audieuce Enthusiastic. 

New York, March 21.—Over 4000 peo- 
ple rose simultaneously last night in the 
Metropolitan Opera House and joined 
with the choruses on the stage in the 
singing of the “Star Spangled Banner” 
with more enthusiasm than has been ex- 
hibited in the house for many months. 
It was upon the occasion of the per- 
formance for the benefit of the Maine 
monument fund, 

As a background an immense Amer!- 
can flag waved from the tall pole. Each 
of the singers carried a small flag, and 
the moment the patriotic air was started 
the entire audience arose in their places 
and joined in the melody. At the con- 
clusion there were tremendous cheers 
and a great demonstration. Then “My 
Country” wassung. The entertainment 
aside from the subscriptions netted 
about $12,000. 


To Use the Canals, 

New York, March 21.—For the first 
time the strategical value of the inside 
water channel will be practically tested. 
Risk of trusting guns and ammunition 
on the open sea, where they would be 
liable to capture should hostilities oc- 
cur, has been recognized by the authori- 
ties. The barge M. Moran has been sent 
to Troy and will be loaded with supplies, 
It could carry a cargo of 200 tons through 
the canals and shallow straits which 
constitute the inside channel from New 
York to Beaufort, N.C. 


An Internal Explosion. 

Newport News, Va., March 21.—The 
Merritt wrecking tug, Underwriter, ar- 
rived in port Saturday night from Ha- 
vana, where she went with the derrick 
Chief, which is assisting In the work on 
the Maine. In an interview Captain 
Wiley said: “You ask me what Ifxnow 
about the cause of the disaster. I re- 
ply that I know nothing and, when you 
get down to actual facts, I do not be- 
lieve there is anybody who knows just 
how the unfortunate affair happened. 

“When I reached Havana I conversed 
with Captain Sharp, Merritt's expert 
in charge of the work, but could learn 
nothing from him about the result of 
his personal investigation. While at 
Havana I heard no opinions as to the 
cause, and it seemed to me as if the 
affair was a nine days’ wonder blown 
over. 

“Without having opportunity to ex- 
amine the wreck below water, I would 
say that the Maine was blown up by an 
internal explosion. It is the most con- 
fused pile of distorted metal imaginable. 
There is one deck above water which 
is turned completely over by the ex- 
plosion. The deck is bottom side up, 
with the deck frame ontop. That looks 
to me as if the destructive force came 
from within. If a mine did the work 
and played so much havoc with the 
upper deck, where must the bottom be? 
Can she have any? Yet they say they 
have found some of the bottom. My 
opinion {s that if the affair had occurred 
in an English harbor, say Kingston, 
Jamaica, there would not be one man in 
a hundred would say external cause af- 
ter looking at that wreck as it is today. 
I heard that the Spanish divers found a 
piece of the forward turret. I donot be- 
lieve that a mine in the harbor would 
have broken the turret, while an inter- 

nal explosion would. I saw a great 
many exploded copper powder cases, but 
none intact. Before I left it was stated 
that there were still 40 bodies in the 
wreck.” 


Providing For Needy Cubans, 

Havana, March 21.—The food on hand 
will afford relief to all the needy in the 
island for a week or more, and additional 
supplies are afloat. Relief has been sent 
to 134 central points, from which 462 
towns and villages have been supplied. 
Cornmeal] is the principal ration, as being 
good food for the really hungry, but not 
likely to tempt beggars or the unworthy. 
Besides, there Is no difficulty in getting 
it through the customs quickly. 

Special Commissioner Klopsch has ap- 
pointed three men to travel constantly 
through the island to verify the count 
of the needy, to see that the supplies are 
properly received and handled, to pre- 
vent fraud artd generally to assist in the 
work of distribution. The latest total 
reported to Mr. Klopsch is 205,000 neces- 
sitous cases. If the government will 
sanction the arrangement a large build- 
ing in the suburb of Guanabacoa, where 
the Alfonso XXII regiment is now quar-

mittee. Several hundred reconcen- 
trados have just been set to work cul- 
tivating 10 acres of ground surrounding 
the building, in this way contributing to 
their own support.

Again on Sunday the Herald devoted 
over a column to the challenge cup of 


the Quincy Yacht club. It com- 
mented in part as follows: 
The official pamphlet containing 


the deed of trust governing the Quincy 
Yacht club challenge cup is out, and 
the terms of the instrument are, in- 
deed, a great disappointment , and are 
widely different from those previously 
given out by the club. It is quite 
evident from the wording of the docu- 
ment that those who are responsible 
for it knew but little of American 
yachting history, for if they had, Art. 
2, a part of which is as follows would 
never have been put in it: 

‘*To insure a contest, one challenge 
must be sent by April 1. Subse- 
quently, other clubs may challenge, 
and enter the same contest on terms 
proposed in the challenge first 
ceived.’’ 

That is tosay one man may challenge, 
and others who do so will have to 
follow suit in same terms. And add to 
this all challenges made as above, the 
senders have the right to race againsta 
single defender. Twenty clubs or more 
might challenge, and this means 20 
chances to 1 against the defending 
boat. Such a condition of affairs is all 
wrong, unfair, and was the subject of 
discussion years ago, when a fleet of 
the New York Yacht club yachts were 
allowed to start against the single 
challenger—the British yachts Livonia 
in 1871 and the Cambria in 1870. The 
late James Ashbury, owner of the two 
latter yachts, raised the point that it 
was unfair, and not boat against boat, 
but a fleet against one. 

His proposition savored so much of 
fair play that the New York Yacht 
club as trustee of the America’s cup 
caused deed of gift

A QUINCY INDUSTRY. 


Translucent Fabrice Co. at Work 
on Large Orders. 


Quincy has one industry about 
which little is known, and although it 
employs but a few men it does a large 
business and requires a large building. 
This industry is known as the Trans- 
lucent Fabric Co., and they now oc- 
cupy a large new building at Wollaston, 
having recently moyed there from 
Drake’s old factory on Baxter street 
which was inadeqiuate for their busi- 
ness. 

Translucent Fabric is a flexible and 
unbreakable substitute for glass and 
is used extensively in mills, foundries, 
machine shops, granite sheds, etc., and 
in all places where the constant 
breaking of glass becomes an element 
of danger, annoyance and expense. 

It is of a light amber color, casting 
@ very soft and pleasant light, which is 
perfectly diffused, and is free from 
any glare or other unpleasant effects. 
Besides this, it differs from glass 
inasmuch that dirt does not adhere to 
it. 

In cost it is about the same as that 
of heavy skylight glass, although it 
is lighter in weight averaging from 
five to seven ounces to the square foot. 

The body of the fabric is steel wire 
cloth, which is given a bath in com- 
position composed almost entirely of 
linseed oil. From four to six baths 
are required, according to the kind of 
work itis to be put to. It is dried 
from two to three weeks after each 
bath so as to become thoroughly 
hardened and then packed in cases and 
shipped to its destination. 

It was awarded a silver medal at the 
World’s Fair and was used largely at 
the Tennessee Centennial exposition in 
the Agricultural building. The large 
machine shop of the General Electric 
Co. at Schenectady, N..Y., an1 the 
forge shop of the Berlin Iron 
company at Connecticut is 
plied with this fabric, 
being used at the Tennessee 
tion, 15,800 square feet at the General 
Electric Co. plant, and 5,000 square feet 
at the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. plant.

BUILDING ACTIVE. 


Wards Five and Six on the Turn- 
pike Growing Fast. 


If one desires to visit a section of 
the city where hs can see what is being 
done this year in the way of building, 
he wants to go to Wards Five and Six 
between Beale and Squantum streets. 
Building operations have been active 
here for some time past, and many of 
the new houses are practically com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy, while 
others are just underway. 

On the corner of Hancock street and 
Billings road there is a large two-story 
building facing on Hancock _ street. 
The street floor is for stores, of which 
there are five, ranging in size from 
19 to 22 feet in width and 60 feet deep 
and on the second floor there are four 
tenements. This building is well along 
and about ready for the finish. 

Just south of Squantum street, on 
the west side of Hancock street, is a 
large appartment house almost com- 
pleted, which is arranged for nine 
families. 

Further along on Hancock street, 
toward Quincy isa large new double 
house, a single house and a _ wheel- 
wright shop all completed and oc- 
cupied, while off Woodbine street are 
three new modern houses in the pro- 
cess of erection. In Norfolk Downs, 
building has been active for some 
time, and there are no less than fifteen 
houses about completed within this 
district and a half a dozen more upon 
which work has just commenced. 

Near the Massachusetts Fields 
school, or rather between that and 
Hancock street isa row of eight new 
single houses, and near by are several 
others under way. 

Many of these new houses are erected 
by the land company bnt as they are 
occupied almost as soon as completed, 
it shows how rapid this section of 
Quincy is growing.

“STRIKERS? MONUMENT. 


Boston Labor Men Would Honor the 
Lattimer Victims. 


Movement In Furtherance o/ 
the Object. 


Declaration Against Convict Labor on Pubile 
Works. 


Boston, March 21.—At a meeting of the 
Central Labor union Sunday resolutions 
were adopted urging the labor organiza- 
tions of this country to erect a monu- 
ment to the coal strikers who were shot 
at Lattimer, Pa., and requesting the 
secretary of the American Federation of 
Labor “to issue subscription blanks for 
that purpose. 

Contract labor upon public works was 
declared to be injurious to the working 
people in general. Subscription blanks 
calling for contributions to the monu- 
ment fund for the victims of the Maine 
explosion which were sent out by Mayor 
Quincy’s committee were ordered re- 
turned because they did not bear the 
label of the Allied Printing Trades coun- 
cil. The union will not receive a printed 
document of any description that does 
not bear the printers’ label, 


Strike Goes On. 

New Bedford, Mass., March 21.—The 
strike bids fair to continue with more 
want and poverty among the strikers, 
more bitterness against the mill men, 
more depression in trade circles, which is 
doomed to suffer, at best, a loss of $825,- 
000 in wages before the strikers can pos- 
sibly receive one cent, even were they 
to return to work at once. In spite of 
their poverty and suffering, the strikers 
still try to keep up a plucky resistance. 
The non-unionists are the worst situ- 
ated, but the union members are not 
much better. Even the spinners, in 
spite of their regular strike pay, are re- 
duced to pretty severe straits, and would 
gladly return if they felt that they could 
do so with honor. 

“This talk about union pay may be 
all right,” said one of the leading offi- 
cers of the union, “but when you try to 
support a family of seven people on $7 
a week it is quite a problem, especially 
to a man who usually makes $15 at his 
trade. In about nine weeks he finds that 
union pay is not what it’s cracked up to 
be, and he wants to return to work, good 
union man though he may be.” 

It is just such sentiment as this which 
indicates that there would be a rush for 
work if the gates were opened; but they 


will not be till the treasurers are assured 
that no violence will result from the at- 
tempt. 

William Cunnane, the secretary of the 
strike fund, reports the total of collec- 
tions for the week as $1,947.62, as com- 
pared with $2,345.67 for the preceding 
week, a decrease of $398.05. 


The Sleep of Death. 

Boston, March 21.—One man dead and 
another at the point of death was the 
record of the illuminating gas for Sun- 
day. The result was undoubtedly due 
to accident, as the friends of the victims 
can conceive no excuse for either of the 
men desiring to end their lives. Pat- 
rick Riordan, 30 years, is dead and 
Edward Malley, 25 years of age, re- 
mains unconscious and at the point 
of death. Both men roomed at 6 Bur- 
roughs place. 

Sunday morning the members of the 
household noticed a strong odor of gas 
which was traced to the room occupied 
by the men. The room was entered and 
both men were found lying on their bed, 
unconsclous. They were undressed, 
and to all appearances had retired for 
the night as usual. One of the cocks 
on the gas fixture was found partly 
turned on. A physician made an at- 
tempt to resuscitate the men, but, fail- 
ing to do so, ordered them taken to the 
city hospital, where Riordan died. 


Repudiates a Suspicion. 

London, March 21.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times reports passages 
ofa conygrsation in the course of which 
Mr. Hanotaux, the French foreign min- 
ister, repudiated the idea that he de- 
sired to join any scheme for the disin- 
tegration of China. The correspondent 
represents Hanotaux as saying that 
France had nothing to gain by taking 
Chinese territory; that Tonquin was 
enough for her; that she did not desire 
to settle in the Yun-Nan province, or to 
seize southern China, and that Mr. 
Dubail had not been authorized to enter 
upon the important negotiations at- 
tributed to him. ‘France is not jealous 
of the Chinese loan arrangement,” said 
Mr. Hanotaux. “We think, on the con- 
trary, it will induce England to keep 
China in as good a condition as possible.” 


Removal of the Merrimac Mills. 

New York, March 21.—A special to The 
Tribune from Atlanta, Ga., says: “It 
is said on good authority that the Mer- 
rimac mills of Lowell, Mass., will be 
moved to Georgia. Mr. Pead, who is 
representing the mills, was at Powder 
Springs, and it is said that a deal has 
been practically consummated for the es- 
tablishment of a cotton mill to employ 
400 operatives at that place at once. 
This plant will manufacture the grades 
of goods now made exclusively by the 
Merrimac mills in Lowell, and in the 
;}meantime the immense plant will be 
moved from New England to Powder 
Springs, or some other site in Georgia 
| to be decided upon.

the house of Selectman Warren in South 
Vassalboro, asking to be given shelter, 
as she was sick; but Mrs. Warren, fear- 
ing that it was only a pretence to gain 
admission, refused her. Mr. Warren 
followed the woman, and found her be- 
hind a schoolhouse not far away. He 
asked her if she needed assistance, but 
she declined the offer,.and he returned 
home. He felt uneasy about the wom- 
an, and again went to the schoolhouse. 
Although the woman had disappeared, 
he found blood on the snow. In the 
vault of an outhouse he found the body 
of a newly born female child, with evi- 
dences of death by violence. He no- 
tifled the Augusta coroner, and the in- 
vestigation and the arrest followed. 

The woman, after leaving the school- 
house, tramped several miles in the 
deep snow, carrying her two packs, 
weighing about 50 pounds. Shestopped 
at the house of Mrs. Adams, where, on 
account of her bedraggled condition 
and evident suffering, she was given 
food and a night's lodging. In the 
pouring rain Saturday she tramped along 
to South China and Windsor, where she 
stopped at Henry Tasker’s for dinner, 
and to Warren Sampson's, where she 
sought shelter. She displayed great 
nerve, for on being told that a murdered 
child had been found, she said: “Oh, 
that’s too bad,”” but made no sign that 
she knew anything about it. In fact, 
the Sampsons doubted her guilt until she 
admitted to the officers that it was her 
child. 

Great sympathy is shown for the wom- 
an, because, after being refused ad- 
mission to a house when ill, alone, in 
winter, in a foreign country and with 
nothing with which to clothe or pro- 
vide for the child, probably ignorance 
and simplicity alone prompted the deed. 
She manifested great affection for the 
Sampsons who sheltered and fed her. 
The case has caused much excitement 
in Vassalboro, Windsor and this city. 


Factor Plan of Selling Sugar. 

New York, March 21.—Many of the 
leading wholesalers throughout the 
country have withdrawn from the factor 
plan, by which sugar has been sold to 
the trade through wholesale grocers who 
act as agents for the trust and are al- 
lowed a commission of three-sixteenths 
of one cent a pound on a price fixed 
by adding to the daily wholesale price 
made by the refiners. The plan is re- 
garded as a device of the trust to keep 
the trade in itsown hands. In order to 
make things doubly sure the trust has 
generally withheld a certain portion of 
the commission or rebate, thereby main- 
taining an overtapping system that 
would mean considerable loss to the 
dealers if they violated the compact. 
This device is the same as was used 
by the cigaret trust and other big com- 
binations, all of them having got their 
ideas from the sugar trust. 

The abandonment of such an extensive 
scheme would mean that dealers would 
no longer be forced to get their stock 
from the trust. They could “shop” 
around and get prices from all of the 
refiners without danger of finding them- 
selves boycotted. The factor plan ts 
practically a dead letter in Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, Michigan and many other 
parts of the country. The refiners are 
understood to have stopped issuing cir- 
culars giving the terms of sale, and 
this is regarded as a sure indication that 
the abandonment of the plan is not far 
oft. 


Bound to Have Coal. 

Tacoma, Wash., March 21.—Officers of 
the Northern Pacific steamship Victoria, 
fwhich arrived Saturday night from 
China and Japan, report that the British 
government is massing a very powerful 
fleet of warships in Chinese waters, and 
that the British are buying all the coal 
coming to those waters for their men-of- 
war. So anxious are they to get it that 
they send vessels to sea and there hail 
the coalers and bargain for their car- 
goes, paying gilt edge prices if neces- 
sary. The British are said to be buying 
all the available coal from the Suez 
canal to the northern coast of Siberia, 
as they do not want to use Japanese 
coal. 

Purser McDonald says there are now 
30 or 40 British warships on the China 
station, and the fleet has been consider- 
ably augmented during the last few 
weeks. Among the latest arrivals was 
the big fighter Powerful, one of the most 
destructive vessels afloat. 


Killed by Furnace Gas, 

Springsfield, Mass., March 21,.—Kasimir 
Obara and Szymon Galuszka were found 
dead in bed Sunday morning in the 
parochial residence connected with the 
independent Polish Catholic church of 
Chicopee. Itis supposed that they were 
drunk when they went to bed and care- 
lessly built a rousing fire in the furnace. 
They permitted the register in the room 
to remain open, and then went to bed. 
The gas and the hot air came up in such 
quantities that the medical examiner 
‘considered that they died in an hour 
after retiring. Obara was the house- 
hold servant of the pastor of the church, 
and Galuszka was a friend whom he had 
Induced to spend the night with him. 


Boys Had a Swim. 

Boston, March 21.—One of the boats 
of the training ship Enterprise was cap- 
sized in the harbor Sunday morning, 
and seven cadets had a narrow escape 
from drowning. Fortunately they were 
sighted by the police boat and taken from 
the water considerably chilled and ex- 
hausted. 

The boys left the Enterprise for a sail, 
but! when about two nyiles down the 
harbor a squall struck the boat and she 
went over without warning. The boys 
are all good swimmers and, keeping their 
wits about them, managed to keep 
afioat until picked up by the police boat, 
which was cruising in the vicinity.

It Contains Congratulations to 
Quincey People of 1940. 


Relative to the contents of the Tin 
Tube lately discovered in the large 
vault in the City Clerk's office, Mr. 
Lewis Bass writes as follows: 

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

It will be remembered by citizens of 
Quincy that the one-hundredth anni 
versary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was celebrated, on July 4, 
876, by a mass meeting of the people 
of Quincy, in a large tent erected just 
off Granite street, where ‘Whitwell 
street now intersects. - 

On that occasion the late Josiah 
Quincy, the grandfather of the present 
mayor of Boston, with other speakers, 
addressed the assemblage, and before 
closing his remarks he produced the 
sealed tube to which was 
made in your paper of 21 March, inst. 
Mr. Quiney stated that it had been 
preserved in his famiy for thirty-six 
years ; that it contained congratulations 
to those who should open it after the 
lapse of one hundred years from its 
date and that appended to the encased 
scroll were the signatures of citizens 
and towns people who were in at- 
tendance at the 200th anniversary cele- 
bration, in the year 1840. Mr. Quincy 
had been entertaining the audience 
with reminiscences and with remarks, 
and as was his wont he then modulated

Charles W. Cook and Patrick E. 
Gill, two prisoners at the county jailj 
at Dedham, broke jail between 3 and 
4 o'clock Monday morning and are 
now at large. Gill

LODGING HOUSE FIRE, 


Twenty of the Occupants Are Unac- 
counted For. 


Sere 


Firemen Rendered Valvable 
Aid With Ladders. 


Two Men Killed by Leaping From the Third 
Story of the Building. 


Butte, Mont., March 22.—A lodging and 
boarding house for miners in the em- 
ploy of the Anaconda company was en- 
tirely destroyed by a fire early Mon- 
day morning. So far as known two 
men are dead from injuries received in 
jumping from windows; another is dy- 
ing, and 20 are missing, while a search 
of the ruins may disclose the fact that 
transient lodgers also lost their lives. 
The casualties follow: 

Dead—Matthew Doyle and Frank 
Rohdey, late from Portiand, Ore., 
jumped from a third-story window. 

Dying—Huch Boyle, miner at the Ana- 
conda mine, started to lower himself 
from the third-story window by me@ns 
of an improvised rope, which parted 59 
feet from the ground. 

Injured—Pat Galligan went down with 
the third floor when it collapsed, and 
was rescued by firemen badly burned; 
John T. Carter, badly burned and cut 
by glass; J. J. Conroy, burned on the

On the side of 
the building many had made ropes of 
their bedclothing and sought to escape 
in that way. Some of them succeeded, 
} but In other cases the ropes broke and the 
men dropped many feet to the ground. 
As fast as the inmates were rescued or 
jumped, those injured were placed in 
vehicles and carried to the hospitals. 
Those injured slightly or uninjured be 
took themselves to the houses of neigh- 
bors and friends in order to secure cloth 
ing. No one saved anything but what 
he had on at the time of the fire. The 
night was bitterly cold, the thermometer 
registering five below zero.

Spain to Be Told What the United 
States Wants, 


Conditions of Civilized War- 
fare Must Be Restored. 


President Sreking to Avoid a Neediess Clash 
of Arms. 


Suggestions to Be Couched In Language 
Not to Give Offense to the Oppressing 
Nation—Unanimity of the Cabinet In 
Favor of Action—Document of the 
Maine Court of Inquiry on the 


Way to the National Capital. 


Washington, March 23.—The president 
has not changed his attitude one whit 
as regards the war question. That he 
is as anxious for peace today as he was 
a year ago he mae plain at the meeting 
of the cabinet Tuesday. What has hap- 
pened in his case is simply that the evi- 
dence of the dreadful sufferings of the 
non-combatants between the lines in 
Cuba has crowded in upon him in such 
a way of late that he feels now, to a de- 
gree he has never felt before, that inter- 
vention in behalf of these poor wretches 
is inevitable. The form of relief which 
has been employed heretofore has been 
proved, to his satisfaction, to be in- 
adequate, and the only radical remedy 
that seems practicable to him is astate- 
ment to Spain that those people must be 
returned to their homes, the detention 
pens broken up and the conditions of 
civilized warfare restored to the island. 

The problem now before the president 
is how to make this announcement of his 
policy in such a manner as to preserve 
our government against the appear- 
ance, in the eyes of the world, of having 
brought on a war. The mere procla- 
mation he does not consider in itself an 
act of war, if couched in terms consis- 
tent with our general attitude of friend- 
ship toward a sister nation. If Spain 
sees fit to treat it as a hostile measure 
that will be her affair and she must de- 
fend her course before the bar of the 
civilized world’s judgment. 

It is with a view to avoiding a need- 
less clash of arms that the movements 


(of the administration, apart from the 


military preparations for national de- 
fense, have been so deliberately made. 
There has been an effort to key public 
sentiment in both countries slowly up 
So a point where friendly intervention 
Will be recognized as inevitable and 
therefore not a cause for intense excite- 
ment. Bearing these facts in mind, 
much that is done by the president and 
said by his friends will be more readily 
understood by the public. 

By request of the president Senators 
Allison and Gorman called upon him last 
evening to discuss the situation. The 
president stated to them upon their ar- 
rival that he felt the situation to be 
extremely serious, and he therefore 
turned to them for adyice, remarking at 
the same time to Senator Gorman that 
the point had been reached where party 
lines must be forgotten and the nation 
stand united. He referred feelingly to 
the unanimous support given him by 
the Democrats in the appropriation of 
the emergency defense fund, and said 
that he hoped that in whatever was to 
come he would merit the same approba- 
tion and confidence. On this point Sen- 
ator Gorman was most assuring. He 
replied that congress, irrespective of 
party, would stand by the president, 
and that whatever the president might 
see fit in the direction of upholding the 
nation’s honor, or exercising humane 
consideration for the starving Cubans, 
would receive the approbation of con- 
gress. Both senators said that there 
was nothing left to do but to move 
straight ahead, thinking not of reces- 
sion or weakening, but carrying the 
United States steadily forward in the 
effort to give the Cubans food nad free- 
dom. 

The fact that the president must 
shortly either intervene or recognize the 
independence of Cuba, unless under a 
more peaceful method a settlement can 
be speedily reached, was frankly faced 
at the cabinet meeting, as it has beenin 
the administration councils for several 
days, and the fact that it is unlikely 
that a peaceful settlement can be speed- 
ily reached was faced with equal frank- 
ness. 

It was disclosed that, beside getting 
from Spain a forma! statement of her 
willingness to give Cuba absolute au- 
tonomy, retaining nothing but the flag, 
which, unfortunately, the Cuban lead- 
ers, flushed with the sight of success, 
are not expected to accept, the admin- 
istration, through Minister Woodford, 
has been trying to convince the Spanish 
government that the time has come for 
it to relinquish Cuba, and to choose be- 
tween peace and war in doing so, with 
the probability, also, that if it acts

Secretary Long authorized the state- 
ment that the understanding before 
the cabinet was that the report would 
reach Washington Thursday or Friday, 
that it was very veluminous, and that 
its publication and transmission to con- 
ress would not occur until next Monday 
or Tuesday, as the president would re- 
quire that much time to give the docu- 
ment the mature consideration its char- 
acter required. Other cabinet officials 
stated that the general plan incleded 
the sending of a presidential message 
along with the report, stating that Spain 
had been called upon to meke suitable 
response to the case presented by the 
court of inquiry. While the cabinet 
associates of the president maintained 
their usual reserve as to the exact char- 
acter of the deliberations, it was con- 
ceded that the discussion proceeded on 
the theory that the coming report would 
show that the Maine explosion was not 
the result of an accident, but was due 
to an external cause 

There is no doubt that substantial 
unanimity exists on the part of the 
president and all his cabinet bot as to 
the Maine question and the general sub- 
gect of Cuba.

Offer Obsolete Craft. 

London, March 23.—The return of the 
United States ambassador, Colonel 
John Hay, to London from Egypt has 
brought to the embassy a swarm of war 
munition men and brokers who have 
options upon warships, anxious to sell 
to the United States obsolete craft at 
preposterous prices, but they have not 
succeeded. Two brokers offered one 
ship at prices of £150,000 apart. 


COMMANDER BROWNSON, 

New contracts for ammunition anc 
guns will probably be made on the re- 
turn of Commander Brownson from 
Paris, when there will be a conference 
of the naval authorities to discuss the 
question of buying more ships, upon 
which occasion Commander Brownson 
will report on the condition of the ships 
building in France and which might be 
purchased by the United States. 


Total Number of Victims. 

Washington, March 23.—Chaplain 
Chidwick has finished his mortuary re- 
port, which shows that 257 men and two 
officers perished in the ship; six suc- 
cumbed to their injuries while lying in 
\he San Ambrosie hospital; one died on 
the Spanish transport Colon; 171 bodies 
have been recovered from the wreck; 
61 have been identified; 161 have been 
buried in Colon cemetery and 11 at 
Key West. 

This is the official report, made public, 
after careful correction for the first time. 
[It is probable that many more identi- 
fications will be established when the 
enlistment records are compared with 
the notes in Chaplain Chadwick's pos- 
session of marks on the corpses. 


To Examine Admiral Sicard. 

Washington, March 23.—Owing to the 
ill health of Rear Admiral Sicard it is 
feared that it will be necessary either to 
tive him a shore assignment, or else a 
leave of absence. A board of medical 
survey will convene for the purpose of 
examining his condition. The hope is 
expressed that the board will report that 
the illness is only temporary and will 
yield to treatment with a short leave of 
absence; but should it report that his 
condition is serious it will result in his 
detachment from the command of the 
squadron and his probable retirement. 

His retirement would create a vacancy 
in the ist of commodores, to which Cap- 
tain W. T. Sampson, commanding the 
Iowa and president of the Maine court 
of inquiry, is eligible, thus raising him to 
the dignity of a flag officer. Inthat event 
he would be entitled to command a 
squadron. There is an abundance ef 
excellent material for the selection ofa 
new commander of the North Atlantic 
squadron, including Rear Admiral 
Bunce, commandant of the New York 
navy yard, and Commodore J. A. Howell, 
recently in command of the European 
equadron. Other officers who are men- 
tioned as likely of selection to the com- 
mand of the home station is Commo- 
dore W. S. Schley, president of the light- 
house board, 5 


Naval Appropriation Bill, 

Washington, March 23.—The naval ap- 
propriation bill carries a total of $35,- 
693,058, an increase over last year of 
$3,764,432, and over the current esti- 
mates of $2,514,824. For the increase of 
the navy the bill allows to be con- 
structed by contract three sea-going 
coast line battleships designed to carry 
the heaviest armor and most powerful 
ordnance, displacement 11,000 tons, with 
the highest practicable speed for their 
class, to oost, exclusive of armament, 
not exceeding $3,000,000 each, one to be 
named the Maine; six torpedo boats, 150 
tons displacement, and six torpedo boat 
destroyers, about 350 tons displacement, 
to cost not exceeding $2,340,000; and one 
gunboat to take the place of the Michi- 
gan, to cest exclusive of armament not 
over $260,000, and to be built on the great 
lakes. One of these sea-going battle- 
ships is to be built on the Pacific coast. 
The contracts for the construction of 
all these vessels are to be made within 
60 days of the enactment of the bill. 


‘Don't Do It, Quigtey.” 

Key West, March 23.—‘I have infor- 
mation from a source which admits of 
no possible question that the court of 
inquiry will report that the battleship 
Maine was destroyed in the harbor of 
Havana, on the night of Feb. 15, by a 
submarine mine, previously placed by 
parties unknown,” says W .S. Quigley of 
the New York Express. He mentions 
another convincing proof that the board 
will report that the explosion was not 
caused by an accident in the following 
{ncident: “I told Judge Advocate Ma- 
rix that I was going back to Havana to- 
day. He said: ‘Don’t do it, Quigley. 
Havana will be a hot place when the 
findings of the court are known. It is 
as much as your life is worth to go 
there,’ ”

Prizes for Best Essays on Obser- 
vations and Experiments. 


Perhaps pupils of the Quincy public 
schools can cover themselves with 
glory and win prizes aggregating $25, 
by observations and experiments with 
toads; that is if they can write good 
essays thereon. 

A first prize of $15, to be known as 
the Massachusetts Woman's club prize, 
and a second prize of $10 will be 
awarded to the public school children 
in the State of Massachusetts who 
present the best practical studies on 
the value of our common toad. The 
prizes will be given by a committee of 
Clark University on or before Nov. 1, 
1898. All essays must be sent in to 
Professor Clark on or before Oct. 1. 
Each essay presented for competition 
must bear an assumed name which will 
not. indictate the identity of the 
writer, and just be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope having the same 
assumed name on the outside and con- 
taining the true name and address of 
the writer within. This envelope must 
also contain’ the name and address 
of the teacher whose school the child 
has attended during the year. 

Prizes will be awarded not so 
for the best essays as for the 
original observations and experiments 
of the pupil. These should cover so far 
as possible, the different phases in the 
life history of the. species, noting at 
each phase the value to the community 
which the work of the animal repre- 
sents. In the essays last year for ex- 
ample, no account was taken of the 
work the toad tadpoles does in cleansing 
our surface waters. Some experimets 
in this line might be made by any 
child simply taking two dishes of 
water putting in bits of animal and 
vegetable matter in both and having 
tadpoles in one and not in the other 
and noting the results; or valuable 
observations may easily be made in the 
ponds, where the tadpoles may be seen 
swarming around and devouring all 
sorts of dead and decaying matter. 
This should not be overlooked, but the 
chief study should be directed toward 
discovering how much good toads do 
after they leave the water by destroying 
troublesome and injurious insects. In 
the basis of the cut-worms alone 
which a toad consumes during the 
months of May, June and July, Mr. 
Kirkwood figures that a single toad 
might well be worth to the gardener 
$19.88 each year. We need a more gen- 
eral estimate. 

Those interested in the competition 
for in the subject generally should refer 
to Mr. Kirkland’s excellent bulletin, 
‘*The habits, food and economic value 
of the American toad,’’ issued by the 
Hatch experiment station, Amberst, 
Mass., April, 1897.

TO SITUATION, 


Peace or War (Ccntingent Upon Its 
Dep ortment, 


Resentment of Humane Efforts 
Means Blood. 


firowing Feeling In Congress That a Struggle 
Is Unavotdable. 


Business Interests Protest Against Pro- 
longing the Uncertainty, and Immedi- 


ate Action Likely to Be Recom- 


mended by President McKinley to 


Congress—Liberation of the Island 


Seems Assured—Cuba as Seen 


by Senator Gallinger. 


Washington, March 24.—It is generally 
conceded that the end must soon come. 
At the navy department the feeling is 
one of anxiety lest the struggle should 
be entered upon before the United 
States is ready. The naval officers are 
now counting the hours of delay as so 
much time gained. 

It is felt that the key to the situation 
lies with Spain. If she does not object 
to the endeavors of this government to 
feed the starving Cubans, peace will pre- 
vail; if she resents it, war will come. 
Unless the president changes his pres- 
ent purpose the United States will cer- 
tainly go ahead in its humane effort. The 
feeling in congress that a struggle is un- 
avoidable grows hourly. 

The semi-official statement of Presi- 
dent McKinley's program has done much 
to clarify the atmosphere and to relieve 
the tension of the situation. If the presi- 
dent carries out to the lester his program 
there will probably be no trouble in keep- 
ing both houses quiet, even after the re- 
port of the naval board of inquiry is re- 
ceived. That is the feeling today. Any 
change on the part of the president will 
be followed by quick action in both 
houses. 

What President McKinley and his ad- 
visers fear most at this juncture is an 
Overt act on the part of Spain. Corre- 
spondence between the state department 
and Madrid is becoming strained. Spain 
has evidently taken a new tack in its 
diplomatic game, and is now trying to 
“bluff” the United States into a contro- 
versy or an admission. 

The difficulty anticipated is in getting 
Spain to assent to the distribution of 
relief outside the provinces where the 
Spanish authorities are in control. 

It is intimated that the administration 
is going to persist in this plan asa logical 
development of the inauguration of the 
relief movement. it is held, 
cannot be restricted to loyal Spanish 
subjects, but must be extended to the 
starving women and children, no matter 
in what part of the island they languish 
nor under what flag their fathers, broth- 
ers or husbands serve. There is some 
difference in opinion in congress as to 
the wisdom of this policy. Some men 
in both houses say that direct inter- 
ference would be better, and at present 
it looks as if there might be some discus- 
sion over amy proposition recommended 
by the president for an appropriation 
to carry out relief measures, It is 
thought that Spain would be as ready to 
withdraw her troops from Cuba as to 
submit to this government sending food 
and clothing to any part of the island 
within theinsurgentlines. It is thought, 
therefore, that if this is done it will 
| have to be by force and result in direct 
‘armed intervention in the end. 

It is not at present the purpose of the 
president to make any suggestion as to 
what action congress shall take, al- 
though he will undoubtedly discuss the 
merit of several propositions, including 
the recognition of independence and the 
sending of supplies. On one point, how- 
ever, Mr. McKinley will be extremely 
emphatic. He will say that the condi- 
tions in Cuba must cease. The presi- 
dent has reached this point of suggesting 
immediate action by reason of the pres- 
sure which has been brought to bear 
upon him by commercial interests. From 
all parts of the United States there has 
rolied toward Washington a tremendous 
and overpowering wave of popular ex- 
pression against a prolongation of the 
present uncertainty. 

It is a settled conviction that the ad- 
ministration’s policy, whatever course 
in detail it may take, will mean but one 
thing—the liberation of Cuba—and the 
attitude of Spain leaves little hope that 
war can be averted. 

Secretary Long has ordered the double 
monitors, Puritan and Terror, to Key 
West, where they will reinforce the 
squadron in these waters. He also 
determined to bring into service the 
eight single-turreted monitors at League 
island navy yard, Philadelphia, two of 
which will be sent to Boston, two to 
New York and four held in reserve at 
Philadelphia. While there is a vast 
difference between the old and the new 
type of those engines of destruction, yet 
they are essentially the same, and naval 
officers say that it is a great mistake to 
believe the effectiveness of the old mon- 
{tors is past. They took part in the

of Charieston. In recent years they 
have been somewhat overshadowed by 
the fine cruisers and battleships of the 
new navy, but the department never has 
lest sight of them as effective defense 
vessels in time of need. They havetwo 
15-inch guns, mounted in a revolving 
turret. The turrets are in perfect con- 
dition, and the guns, while not of the 
latest type, are effective for heavy shots. 
The Puritan and Terror take the place 
of the Massachusetts and Texas, recent- 
ly withdrawn from the squadron at 
Key West. This move was in accord- 
ance with a program previously agreed 
upon, though this program has not been 
announced heretofore. The Puritan is 
regarded as the most formidable fighting 
machine in the navy. In addition to 
other preparations for possible trouble 
it is proposed to employ 10 of the sea- 
going revenue cutters for use along the 
Atlantic coast. They will be first sent 
to Norfolk, where additional guns will 
be mounted and will then proceed to 
Key West and become a part of the 
squadron there. Their main service, 
however, will be as naval pickets, a chain 
of these fleet cutters being maintained 
outside of the cruisers and battleships. 
The revenue cutter service now has 
ready for instané and active service 124 
line officers, 74 engineers, 900 enlisted 
Men and 19 vessels. All of them 
sould quickly be converted into tor- 
pedo boats or dynamite cruisers. 
Whether this last move will be made Is 
not definitely decided. It has become 
evident that torpedo boats cannot be 
built abroad and in this country soon 
enough, so that it may be necessary to 
equip other craft with torpedoes, 


GALLINGER FOR INTERFERENCE 


Drew a Word Picture of the Horrors te 
Be Seen In Cuba. 

Washington, March 24.—It was well 
known that Mr. Gallinger was to speak 
upon~-Cuba yesterday, and long before 
the senate convened the galleries were 
packed. Notwithstanding the crowd 
there was a minimum of noise and con- 
fusion. When the spectators addressed 
one another they spoke in whispers, and 
during the opening proceedings it was 
so quiet that ordinary conversation 
might have been heard throughout the 
chamber. 

Almost as soon as the senate con- 
vened Mr. Bacon of Georgia introduced 
a joint resolution declaring that the 
United States should do everything in 
its power to preserve peace with all the 
nations of the world and not be forced 
into a war except to preserve the honor 
and dignity of the nation. He said that 
he would not ask for immediate consid- 
eration of the resolution, but would per- 
mit it to lie on the table until today. 

Then Mr. Hale, chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, favorably reported 
the bill providing for relief for the sur- 
vivors of the Mainecatastrophe. There 
Was asuppressed murmur of expectancy 
in the galleries, but the measure was 
read and passed without a word of de- 
bate. 

Mr. Gallinger’s speech followed. He 
spoke in a low, clear tone of voice, dis- 
tinctly audible throughout his speech. 
His auditors listened intently to his de- 
scription of the horrors and cruelties 
suffered by the reconcentrados, but gave 
no outward manifestation of their feel- 
ings. When he declared, however, that 
a government that would starve 400,000 
of its people would do anything, and fol- 
lowed this with the further declaration 
that the lives of the brave men lost in 
the Maine disaster could not be atoned 
for with gold or silver, a spontaneous 
wave of applause swept over the gal- 
leries, and the vice president had diffi- 
culty in restoring order. When he had 
concluded he was accorded a tremen- 
dous burst of applause which the vice 
president made little effort to restrain. 

“The number of people who have 
starved in Cuba will never be definitely 
known. It is estimated that 800,000 were 
driven from their homes into the cities. 
I had it from Spanish authority that, 
according to their figures, 225,000 already 
have perished, but it is stated that the 
Red Cross society is in possession of 
figures showing that 425,000 Cubans have 
died as a result of Spanish cruelty from 
starvation and that 200,000 more must in- 
evitahly die. 

“I have been asked many times what 
of the Maine. I do not know. This, 
however, I do know: A government 
that will deliberately starve 400,000 of 
its own people will do pretty much any- 
thing. If the ship was blown up from 
the outside, what should our govern- 
ment do? Perhaps I should forbear to 
discuss that question now, but this I 
will venture to say: Human life pur- 
posely taken cannot be paid for in gold 
or silver. Mark my words, ‘purposely 
taken,’ and if it shall appear that such 
was the fate of 250 brave American sail- 
ors, then heaven pity the guilty parties. 
It will not be a question for arbitration, 
but a question involving the dignity and 
honor of this great republic.” 

As to what should be done Mr. Gal- 
linger felt that sooner or later this gov- 
ernment would of necessity absorb Cuba, 
but if annexation cannot now be accom- 
plished let independence speedily come. 
“American interests in Cuba,” said he 
in conclusion, “have already suffered 
enough. We have patrolled our coast in 
the interest of Spain as long as we 
should, and we have spent guite too much

A Remarkable Disclosure, 

New York, March 24.—The remarkable 
disclosure is made by Leslie’s Weekly in 
this week's issue that on April 30, 1883, 
General U. S. Grant wrote to General 
Badeau, telling the latter how easy it 
would be for the United States to cap- 
ture Havana by a combined attack by 
our land and naval forces. This letter, 
which is printed in facsimile by Les- 
lie’S Weekly, reads as follows: 

“Dear Badeau—I beg your pardon for 
not answering your letter requesting my 
views about the capabilities of the de- 
fenses of the harbor of Havana to re- 
sist any navy. I supposed I had an- 
swered it, but your last letter reminds 
me that I have not. On my visit to 
Havana three years ago I had the op- 
portunity of seeing the forts and arma- 
ment. Both are formidable and, with 
additions that could easily be made be- 
fore any country could attack them, im- 
pregnable from direct attack; but I 
should not regard Havana as a difficult 
place to capture with a combined army 
and navy. It would have to be done, 
however, by effecting a landing else- 
where and cutting off land communi- 
cation with the army while the navy 
would perform the same service on the 
water. The hostility of the native pop- 
ulation to the Spanish authority would 
make this a comparatively easy task 
for any first-class power, and especially 
easy for the United States in case of war 
with Spain.” 


Reorganizing the Army, 

Washington, March 24.—The army re- 
organization bill has been reported to 
the house. The committee disposed of 
a significant point as to the president's 
functions in time of war. There was 
a long discussion over a proposition to 
insert in the bill an express provision 
which would permit the president to 
increase the army forces immediately 
in case of a graye emergency. It was 

1 sult that no pu ‘ t «ver woulc 
ake advantage of such a provision, and 
that President Lincoln had set the ex- 
ample, and his action had been subse- 
quently justified. It was concluded, 
however, that it would be best to allow 
the conditions to remain unchanged, 
and the committee inserted a provision 
modifying section 2, to make previous 
congressional action more binding, al- 
lowing the establishment of the third 
battalion war formation only upon the 
declaration of war by congress, or a 
declaration that war exists. 

The committee in its report cites of- 
ficial reports as showing the increase 
of the command force of the line of the 
army needed to change it from a peace 
to a war footing and puts the enlist- 
ed strength at 104,384 men, an increase of 
78,954 men, equivalent to 66 regiments of 
volunteers of 1200 men each. 


Giving Him a Free Hand. 

Washington, March 24.—The indepen- 
dence of Cuba can be obtained without 
war if President McKinley is left alone 
and is not forced by the extreme Cuban 
sympathizers,” said Senator Elkins, 
who at the same time announced that he 
was doing what he could to prevent 
hasty action in the senate by urging 
senators to give the president time to 
carry out his own policy. He thinks 
the destitute should be cared for and 
that peaceful means will bring about the 
freedom of Cuba. 

It is known that a great deal of work 
has been done by senators who are 
known as conservatives, Requests have 
been made that the senate await the 
action of the president and that further 
attempts be not made to intensify the 
strained situation. It was further as- 
serted by Senator Elkins that a great 
deal of progress had been made and that 
on both sides of the chamber, a great 
deal more conversatism being found than 
Was supposed to have existed. 


Sicard’s Physical Condition, 

Key West, March 24.—The board of 
survey, which met to consider the re- 
tirement of Rear Admiral Sicard for 
physical disability, has completed its 
work. It is impossible to learn the de- 
cision at which the board has arrived, 
but it is believed that it recommends the 
admiral’s retirement. He has been a 
very sick man for several weeks, and 
he is hardly able to continue the dis- 
charge of the arduous duties devolving 
‘upon the commander-in-chief of the 
naval service in home waters much 
longer. 


OOMMODORE SCHLEY. 


Commodore W. 8. Schley, chairman 
of the lighthouse board, is now regarded 
as most likely, to succeed the admiral 
should he be retired. He is an officer of 
ability, tact and courage, and was in 
command of the Baltimore in the har- 
bor of Valparaiso during the Chilian 
revolution.

BOSTON OPINION. 


Journal on Congressional Patience In 
Waiting For the Verdict. 

Boston, March 24.—The Duty of 
Pauence™ is tne title of a leader in this 
morning’s Journal. Among other things 
the writer says: “The country has full 
confidence in the president and is con- 
tent to ace_pt his leadership. It is of 
the utmost importance that he should 
have a free hand. Congress has waited 
patiently for the situation to develop. 
It has resisted all temptation to sensa- 
tional and profitless eloquence. Let it 
continue as it has begun. Let it wait 
until it has heard the report of the naval 
board of inquiry and whatever recom- 
mendations the president may have to 
make upon that or upon the general 
question of the administration of Cuba. 
and when the time for action comes, if 
it does, let it be taken without any sus- 
picion of personal or partisan motives 
or of any disposition to play the game 
of politics when grave emergencies con- 
front the nation.” \ 

The Advertiser says: “It is strange, 
but true, that there are people right here 
in Boston, making claims to exceptional 
‘culture,’ who appear to think that when 
they have glibly repeated this phrase 
‘all over the world’ they have spoken the 
final word, and put the whole Cuban 
question at one side, where it ought to 
be left alone and insilence. Under favor 
of this superfine culture, begging par- 
don for presuming to differ with such 
self-satisfied wisdom, we venture to re- 
mark that the Island of Cuba Is not pre- 
cisely ail over the world. It lies barely 
100 miles from the United States of 
America. To say that we have some 
duties of humanity and mercy to the 
people whose piteous appeal can almost 
be heard across the intervening water 
is not exactly to say that we are bound 
to go in search of wrongs to redress on 
the other side of the globe. There is 
such a thing as doing the duty that lies 
nearest. That duty may devolve upon 
nations as upon individuals.” 

The senatorial exposure of Cuban con- 
ditions evekes from The Globe this 
comment: “The newspaper correspon- 
dents in Cuba, faithful to their duty, por- 
trayed long since, vividly and truthfully, 
the awful suffering to which General 
Weyler's odious ‘concentration’ policy 
deliberately condemned thousands and 
tens of thousands of unoffending and 
peaceable Cubans. Tardy apprecia- 
tion of facts as they are and have been 
in the island so near our shores is, how- 
ever, far better than no appreciation at 
all. With trusted senators corroborat- 
ing in fullest details all that the press 
has made known regarding reconcen- 
trado wretchedness, no Podsnap at the 
capitol can wave aside and refuse to 
acknowledge the shameful condition of 
thihgs in Cuba, which has been per- 
mitted to grow from bad to worse—from 
privation to starvation.” 

“Let us have peace,” urges The Post, 
“but not for fear that war would break 
the stock market. Let us have peace, 
but not on the basis of the peace-at- 
any-price tory element. The American 
people want peace sincerely, but they 
are not afraid to face war if necessary. 
They know what war is; that. its is a 
terrible price to pay. But they know 
there are some things worth that price, 
terrible as it is; there are some times 
when that price must be paid as the al- 
ternative of moral bankruptcy of the 
nation. Let us have peace with honor 
intact or war with victory decisive.”

Greatest Frauds Ever Perpetrated 
Discovered In Providence, 


Many Thousands of Dollars 
Secured by Operators. 


Ywo of Them Arrested and Fifteen Others Said 
to Be Implicated. 


Providence, March 24.—Pension frauds 
said by tm investigating agent of the 
pension department to be the greatest 
ever known in the United States have 
been discovered in this city. Two arrests 
Were made Monday, and 15 other war- 
rants have been sworn out against 
claim agents of this city and vicinity, 
and others charged with perjury and 
uttering forged checks or penson vouch- 
ers. Other cases still will be brought, 
and the prosecution will be rigid. The 
amounts fraudulently secured will 
reach many thousands of dollars. In 
one case alone $15,000 has been traced. 

William J. Gerrett, a cigar store clerk, 
and Cornelius Draper, who has no em- 
ployment, are under arrest. Gerrett is 
charged with uttering forged checks, 
or writing his name across the back of 
the pension vouchers as a certificate 
that he witnessed the signature of the 
pensioner on the face. Draper is charged 
with swearing false witnesses. The for- 
mer secured bail. Both are held in 
$5000 each. 

The cases have been investigated by 
Special Agents Albert W. Roome of 
Washington and L.*F. Hansom of Bos- 
ton. The latter has been here over a 
month working under the direction of 
Roome, who is the best of the special 
agents of the pension department. Both 
arrests grew out of the case of W. A. 
Munson, who has been a claim agent here 
for the last 20 years, and who was ar- 
rested last June on a warrant contain- 
ing 12 different counts of fraud. Mun- 
son was arraigned on one only and was 
admitted to bail in $5000. The disposal 
of his case has been hindered by a sick- 
ness that commenced last August, and 
from which he is but just recovering. 
The frauds have been in many cases for 
collecting the pension after the death of 
the pensioner. The investigation is still 
being continued and further develop- 
ments are expected. 


RAGING RIVERS. 


Heavy Rains Turn Placid Streams Into 
Veritable Niagaras. 

Cincinnati, March 24.—A flood is filling 
the banks of the Ohio river, a peculiar 
feature of which is that from Wheeling 
to Cairo no tributary on the left bank 
of the river makes the slightest con- 
tribution to the great freshet. Had the 
inpour of waters from streams on the 
left bank been equal to that of those on 
the right, the flood would have equalled 
that of 1894, perhaps surpassed it. The 
stage of water at Pittsburg is phenom- 
enal. * 

There has been a steady rain since last 
Saturday, during which time 2.06 inches 
| of water has fallen, of which four-fifths 
of an inch has fallen in the last 24 hours. 
Reports from central points in Indiana, 
| Troy, Urbana, Springfield, and Zanes- 
ville, O., indicate a fall of from 3% to 
4% inches at those places, with one-half 
this precipitation within 36 hours. 

Nearly all roads in central and south- 
jern Ohio are either crippled or totally 
| disabled forthe present. This is because 
of the washouts, dangerous and de- 
stroyed bridges and the like. All over 
Ohio, Missouri and Indiana, except, per- 
haps, in the extreme northern parts, 
railroad traffic is demoralized. The 
Muskingum, the Hocking, the Scioto 
and the two Miami rivers in Ohio seem 
| likely to break the record from source 
to mouth for high stages of water, and 
for damage and destruction. Reports 
from Indiana indicate that the same may 
be said of rivers and streams in that 
| state, 


Without Change. 

New Bedford, Mass., March 24.—The 
strike continues without change. A 
largely attended meeting of the weav- 
ers was held in the city hall yesterday 
afternoon. The principal business was 
the election of delegates to the conven- 
tion of the New England Federation of 
Weavers which is to be held in Lowell 
April 11 and 12. Four delegates were 
chosen by ballot. They were Matthew 
Hart, John Lord, William Cunnane and 
John Walmsley. Two members of the 
executive committee were also chosen, 
one from each end of the city. Secre- 
tary Hart made an address in which he 
| Outlined the development of affairs 
since the last meeting of the union. 

A mass meeting of weavers will be 
held Friday afternoon, when Mary 
O'Sullivan of Boston will be the princi- 
pal speaker. 


Seat of Smuggling. 

Halifax, N. S., March 24.—The French 
Island of St. Pierre is the source of 
supply for the smugglers who operate 
on the Nova Scotia and New England 
coasts, Scores of small vessels are 
said to be engaged in the traffic, and 
thousands of dollars worth of liquors 
and tobacco are smuggled every month. 
Fred J. Jones, a Canadian inspector of 
sustoms, “has been conducting a crusade 
igainst the smugglers for some time, 
tnd recently secured between 30 and 40 
ronvictions of offenders in the Cape 
Briton end of Nova Scotia. Yesterday 
ne began the prosecution of another 
gang of alleged smugglers at Guysboro, 
one of the accused being Captain Mc- 
Donald, whom the inspector regards as 
one of the boldest smugglers in the coun- 
try.

Washington, March 24.-—The house 
committee on banking and currency has 
completed a bill after many weeks of 
deliberation. In brief the measure pro- 
vides for the gradual redemption and 
retirement of United States demand 
notes through the banks, and the sub- 
stitution of national “reserve” notes, 
secured by legal tender notes deposited 
in the treasury, and redeemable by the 
banks in gold. Banks can issue, in ad- 
dition to reserve notes, currency notes 
based upon commercial assets to ap 
amount equal to their reserve notes, 
and also to a further amount equal to 
a guaranty gold fund which must be 
five percent of the entire circulation and 
all other bank assets. Standard silver 
dollars are to be redeemed in gold and 
gilver certificates in silver dollars. Na- 
tional banks are permitted to establish 
branches. The plan does away with 
a bank circulation based on interest- 
bearing bonds which is held to be a tax 
upon the people and shifts upon tge 
banks the burden of carrying and sus 
taining the national debt. In return 
the banke are granted franchises to 
carry on business.

Washington, March 24.—Senator Allen 
gave notice of an amendment he will 
offer to the naval appropriation bill pro- 
viding that hereafter all first-class bat- 
tleships, cruisers and monitors shall be 
named for the states, territories and dis- 
tricts, and shall not be named for any 
city, place er person until the names of 
the states shall be exhausted. 

Senator Chandler reported an amend- 
ment to the postoffice appropriation bill 
providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate whether or not 
excessive prices are being paid to rail- 
road companies for the transportation 
of the mails and compensation for the 
postal car service. 

Representative Clark of Missouri has 
introduced the following resolution: 
“That the congress of the United States 
participate with the people of the 
United States in the deep interest which 
they feel for the success of the people 
of Cuba who are struggling to obtain 
their liberty and independence; and do 
hereby recognize the independence of the 
republic of Cuba.”

Youngstown, O., March 24.—Half a 
ton of dynamite stored in a vacant 
building at Hillsville, a quarry station 
on the Mahoning branch of the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie railroad just across 
the state line in Pennsylvania, exploded 
with terrific force, completely wrecking 
the building and partially demolishing 
a number of cottages occupied by 
quarrymen. Several persons, whose 
names could not be learned, were more 
or less seriously hurt. Lightning struck 
the building.

Cambridge, Mass., March 24.-—Majot 
Friere of t! ban urmy is 4 guest of 
Dr. A. A. Shaw, and has tendered his 
services to the United States govern- 
ment as a pilot in Cuban waters, should 
developments necessitate the sending 
of a fleet to Cuba.

REPLETE WITH INCIDENT. 
Naval Authorities Preparing Energeti- 
cally For a Conflict With Spain. 
The sailing of 
the Spanish fleet from the Canaries, the 
changes in the personnel of commands, 
and the transfer of the entire revenue 
service and all the available lighthouse 
vessels to the navy were some of the 
stirring and significant events which 
indicated in the navy department yes- 

terday the approaching conflict. 

Immediately on the receipt of official 
dispatches from one of our naval at- 
taches abroad, briefly announcing the 
sailing of the fleet, the fact was made 
known to the president, and a conference 
was held with Secretary Long and As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt. The ser- 
ijousness of the move was fully consid- 
ered, and the president was advised that 
naval strategists regarded it as es- 
sential that this torpedo fleet should not 
be allowed to reach western waters. 
What conclusion was reached is not 
«known.

THE IOWA. 

The flotilla announcement was fol- 
lowed rapidly by important news. The 
first was this announcement by Secre- 
tary Long, indicating the placing of our 
squadron and fleet on a war footing: 
‘Admiral Sicard has been granted leave 
very much to the regret of the navy de- 
partment and altogether on account of 
his health. Captain Sampson has been 
made commander of the fleet at Key 
West; Captain Evans has been ordered 
to take command of the battleship Iowa. 
The orders to the squadron in Hampton 
roads have not yet been issued.” Al- 
though the news was not promulgated, 
it soon became known that Commodore 
W. 8. Schley was slated to command 
the “flying squadron.” This announce- 
ment was recognized at once as of un- 
usual importance at this juncture. Ad-

miral Sicarad has been in command of 
the fleet at Key West throughout the 
critical period of the Maine disasier. 
Captain Sampson has been in command 
of the Iowa, but more recently has been 
conspicuous before the public as presi- 
dent of the Maine court of inquiry. Cap- 
tain Robley Evana is better known as 
“fighting Bob.” 

The next important move was a de- 
termination to create a joint commis- 
tion from the war and navy departments 
so as to bring them into harmonious ac- 
tion on all measures. Captain Barker, 
naval aid of Secretary Long, was desig- 
nated to represent the navy department 
in this plan of action. The representa- 
tive of the war department has not yet 
been named. It will not be necessary 
for these two officers to leave Washing- 
ton, as they can best arrange a joint plan 
of action in conference with the bureau 
chiefs of the two departments. 

At the close of the day came the an- 
nouncement that the navy department 
had succeeded in purchasing eight steam 
yachts and four tugs for use in the aux- 
iliary naval fleet. The boats are about 
400 tons each and in an emergency would 
be suitable as torpedo boats. The 
yachts purchased are among the fleet- 
est along the Atlantic coast, and are sald 
to be somewhat similar to the May- 
flower. 

The president said to several of his 
visitors in discussing the situation that 
he would do everything consistent with 
the honor and dignity of the country to 
avert war, and he still believed -war 
could be averted. He also said that he 
believed the government of Spain was 
as anxious for peace as we were, but 
at the same time he did not hesitate to 
admit the gravity of thesituation. The 
president frankly acknowledged that he 
believed the report of the board of in- 
quiry would find that the Maine wa 
blown up from the outside. 


CAPTAIN EVANS. 


His program had been definitely de- 
cided upon. It is his purpose to treat 
the blowing up of the Maine as an in- 
cident.: The report of the board will be 
sent to congress on Monday with a 
brief message relating to the events 
leading up to that point and informing 
congress that the facts contained in 
the report have been cabled to Madrid 
to be laid before the Spanish government 
by Minister Woodford. No demand will 
be made upon Spain, but the laying of 
facts before that government will be 
equivalent to calling upon Spain for an 
explanation and such action as she may 
deem proper. It is the purpose of the 
house leaders to refer the report and 
message to the committee on foreign 
affairs without debate, and to this pro- 
gram it is believed the Democrats have 
acquiesced, reserving the right to de- 
mand action if a report from the com- 
mittee is too long delayed. Much will 
then depend upon Spain's response, but 
there are those close to the president 
who believe that from the time the re- 
port is sent to congress it will drop out 
as a factor in the situation. 

The second part of the president’s pro- 
gram reaches the Maine question and 
involves intervention on humanitarian 
grounds within a week or ten days 
after the report of the board goes to con- 
gress. It will be intervention to re- 
lieve the starvation in Cuba, and upon 
Spain’s acquiescence in or objection to 
this act will depend peace or war. 

Conservative senators say that the 
president is to be given an opportunity 
to carry out his plans, and it is now 
certain that hasty action without the 
wish of the president will not be taken 
by the senate. There has been con- 
siderable work done among senators, 
and the result of a general canvass leads 
the conservatives to believe that the 
sentiment in favor of moving with care 
and refraining from forcing the presi- 
dent to act in advance of his own judg- 
nent is growing. Any attempt to bring 
about congressional action contrary to 
the wish of the president, they say, will 
be most thoroughly debated. “There 
will be no party action,” said one sen- 
ator, “and while the president will be 
supported when he makes a request, at- 
tempts to force anything through the 
senate will be resisted. The senate will 
not be swept off its feet, but is ready to 
act in any emergency.” 

A prominent member of the house said 
that in his opinion the next two weeks 
would determine which it would be.

REMARKABLE SCENE. 


Staid and Dignified Senators Moved to 
Tears by Mr. Thurston. 

Washington, March 25.—Within a few 
minutes after the senate convened yes- 
terday every senator who could be pres- 
ent was in his seat, and by the time Mr. 
Thurston had begun his promised 
speech on Cuba dozens of members of 
the house were either standing or oc- 
cupying chairs in the area without the 
semi-circle of seats. A jar of roses had 
been placed on Mr. Thurston's desk, but 
he spoke from that of Mr. Hawley in the 
central part of the chamber. 

Some surprise has been expressed that 
Senator Thurston should appear in pub- 
lic prominently so soon after the death 
of his wife, but the first sentence of his 
speech furnished the key to. his action. 
It is true that Mr. Thurston's speech, 
viewed from one standpoint, was an 
unusual proceeding, but it was justified 
by the conditions attending it. Mrs. 
Thurston’s dying request to her husband 
was that he should lose no time on ac- 
count of her death to do his utmost to 
save and free Cuba and its people. In 
accordance with this request therefore 
the senator sacrificed his personal feel- 
ings and delivered his speech—a speech 
that was his tribute to the memory of 
his wife. 

His first sentence, in which he said he 
spoke by command of silent lips in a 
delicate and touching reference to the 
loss of his wife on his memorable trip 
to Cuba, commanded instant attention. 
A hush fell over the great audience, 
which hung with almost breathless at- 
tention and interest upon every word. 
Without knowing the motive which ani- 
mated Mr. Thurston and inspired him 
to his best efforts, his auditors instinc- 
tively realized and thoroughly sym- 
pathized with his evident emotion. 

Twice within the past two years, Mr. 
Thurston said, he had voted for a reso- 
lution recognizing the belligerency of the 
Cuban insurgents, but he was satisfied 
it was now too late to accord them bel- 
ligerent rights, or even merely to recog- 
nize the independence of the Cuban re- 
public. “The time for action has come. 
No greater reason for it can exist to- 
morrow than exists today. Every hour's 
delay only adds another chapter to the 
awful story of misery and death. Only 
one power can intervene—the United 
States of America. Ours is the one 
great nation of the world, the mother of 
American representatives. She holds 
« position of trust and responsibility to- 
ward the people and the affairs of the 
whole western hemisphere. It was her 
glorious example which inspired the 
Cubans of Cuba to raise the flag of lib 
erty in her eternal hills. We cannot 
refuse to accept this responsibility which 
the God of the universe has placed upon 
us as the one great power in the new 
world. We must act. 

The speech was very gencrally re- 
garded as a masterly effort and even 
those who could not agree with his con- 
clusions conceded the power of his ora- 
tion. As he neared the end his voice, 
which had been clear and ringing, 
noticeably broke. He was almost over- 
come by emotion, but rallied with an 
effort and closed in a manner that 
thrilled his auditors. Staid and digni- 
fied senators turned away and wept, an¢é 
in the galleries tears welled to hundreds 
of eyes. It was a remarkable scene, and 
the stillness until the last word had 
been pronounced was as of death itself. 

As Mr. Thurston sank into his seat 
and buried his face in his hands, the 
galleries were swept by such a tumult 
of applause as has not in a long time 
been heard in the senate chamber, As 
a brother might have done, Mr. Allen, 
Mr. Thurston's colleague from Ne- 
braska, walked to him and, placing his 
arm over his shoulders, quietly led him 
from the chamber. The act was one of 
the spontaneous and touching ampeni- 
ties amid the turbulence and discord of 
political life. 


Dynamite Interdicted. 

Havana, March 25.—Two of the eight 
Whitehead torpedoes carried by the 
Maine have been recovered. These were 
aft. The other six were probably de- 
stroyed. Regarding the use of dyna- 
mite by the contracting wreckers, Cap- 
tain Sigsbee said: ‘More has been made 
out of the matter than was warranted 
by the facts, which are simply these: 
The contractors asked my permission 
to use dynamite in small quantities and 
also to use dynamite tape to blow off 
protuberances, angles, etc., where the 
wreckage is so entangled that it is very 
difficult to hoist. There never was any 
intention to use the explosive in large 
enough quantities to destroy the wreck. 
I submitted the request of the contrac- 
tors to Consul General Lee for him to 
ask permission from the Spanish au- 
thorities, and I also asked for orders 
from the United States naval depart- 
ment. Both our own and also the Span- 
ish authorities refused the necessary 
permission. That is all there was tothe 
matter.” 

On the same subject General Lee sald: 
“I transmitted Captain Sigsbee’s re- 
quest, made on the part of the contrac- 
tors, to Captain General Blanco, and I 
received a reply that the matter was too 
important to be settled without refer- 
ence to Madrid. General Blanco also 
intimated that the United States court 
of inquiry having sat in judgment on the 
disaster to the Maine, it would be un- 
wise to destroy by the use of dynamite 
the wreck upon which judgment was 
formed. Wednesday evening I had word 
from Captain Bigsbee that the United 
States navy department forbade the use 
of dynamite on or about the wreck. The 
papers here say Madrid has sustained 
General Blanco's prohibition against 
the use of dynamite on the wreck.”

The Mayor and Treasurer cut the 
estimates from $17,000 to $16,500. 
Because of the extensions being made 
it is possible that considerable is 
charged to maintenance that should 
go to construction.

$46,811.97, and may be less this year 
because of the reduction in rates. 
If $16,500 is appropriated for mainte- 
nance, and $30,305 for interest, it is 
possible the income will not pay the 
$46,805. If the taxpayers have to pay 
this year only the $28,500 water debt 
maturing and the Metropolitan assess- 
ment of about $5000, they will be 
paying dear for their water, as 
these mean about $2 per $1000 on the 
valuation.

Better Wiring. 

The fact that the Electric Light «& 
Power Co. require a certificate of in- 
spection from the New England In- 
surance Exchange before connecting 
their wires with new houses is some- 
thing that is lost sight of by parties 
who in building new houses have 
them wired for electric lights by 
parties whose work is not done by 
electricians who hold a certificate from 
the Insurance Exchange. The city of 
Quincy when it built the Gridley 
Bryant and Massachusetts Fields school 
buildings employed an_ electrician 
who did not hold such a certificate and 
the result was that when they came 
to be inspected, the work had to be done 
over again at quite an expense. With- 
in a short time there have been several 
houses built that were also wired by 
parties not holding a certificate, be- 
cause the Insurance Exchange con- 
sidered them incompetent, and the 
result is that when the houses want to 
be connected with the feed wires of the 
Electric Light Co. they find that they 
must have their houses inspected and 
as the wires are all concealed it may 
mean an item of considerable expense. 
The Electric Light & Power Co. has 
given notice that all parties will be re- 
quired to present a certificate of in- 
spections before connection is made. 


Another Busy Industry. 
One of the busiest 
Quincy at the present 
wrapper manufactary in the Badger 
Bros. building at West Quincy. Mr. 
Ball, the manager, has twenty-six girls 
at work just at present but has room 
for one hundred whom he would put at 
work if he could get them. Some 
difficulty is experienced in getting 
what help he needs. The room where 
the girls are employed is a large and 
pleasant one and the machines are 
run by power. As the girls employed 
are paid by piece work much depends 
upon their ability as to the amount 
they can earn The pay roll shows that 
some of the girls employed averaged 
$9 per week and nearly all averaged 
over $6 per week, working nine hours 
per day. This is above the average 
earned by the girls who seek employ- 
ment in the large Boston stores.

RELIEF OF CUBA. 


Congress Expeeted to Appro- 
priate Half a Million. 


Washington, March 25.—It is expected 
the distribution of supplies to destitute 
Cubans, which probably will be provided 
by the appropriation of $506,000 by con- 
gress next week, will be effected through 
the commissary department of the army. 
The war and navy department authori- 
ties, however, and a large majority of 
members of congress, and supporters 
of the administration, advocate strongly 
the distribution of the relief through 
military channels.They argue that such 
a@ procedure is by no means necessarily 
of a warlike significance, nor of the na- 
ture of armed intervention to aid the 
people who are in rebellion against 
Spanish authority. Objection to the em- 
ployment of warships to transport the 
supplies to Cuba is considered by the 
war and navy department officials to be 
untenable, on the grotind that, as the 
relief will have been voted by the repre- 
sentatives of the government, the gov- 
prnment should see that it reaches the 
people for whom it is intended,

From a London Standpoint. 

London, March 25.—The Standard this 
morning, commenting editorially on the 
cabled abstracts of Senator Thurston's 
speech in the United States senate yes- 
terday, severely censures it as a “‘flag- 
rant example of the recklessness of 
American politicans in goading the 
Spanish people to war. Such oratory 
only adds to the insults Spain has borne 
hitherto with a proud’calm which has 
won European respect and should have 
shamed even bellicose senators. Such 
folly is unpardonable in a representa- 
tive of a great nation that is forever 
declaring its affection for high principles. 
If, however, Mr. Thurston was aware 
of the intentions of the Washington 
government the speech was significant, 
for the government would scarcely em- 
ploy a speeker so deficient in self-re- 
straint unless it wished the public mind 
to be fully prepared for war. For- 
tunately, there is no clear evidence yet 
that President McKinley is of Mr. Thurs- 
ton’s way of thinking.” 


Lieutenant Jenkins’ Discovery. 

Lima, 0., March 26.—Mrs. William H. 
Jones of this city has just received a 
letter from her cousin, Lieutenant Jenk- 
ins, who lost his life in the explosion of 
the Maine. The letter was written to his 
mother in Pittsburg a few days before 
the explosion. He states in the letter 
that he had discovered a mine under the 
Maine, and writes much of a startling 
nature which the relatives refuse to 
make public, saying that it will come out 
in the report of the board of Inquiry. 
The letter had been forwarded to dif- 
ferent relatives of Lieutenant Jenkins,

BOSTON OPINION. 


Advertixer Defines What Should Be Good 
Citizens’ Duty. 

Boston, March 25.—The Advertiser has 
not the shadow of a doubt that, whether 
the strenuous and unceasing endeavors 
of our government to avoid war by all 
righteous means succeed, or war is ac- 
cepted as theless of two evils, the course 
to be taken will commend itself not alone 
to the American people but to christen- 
dom asa whole. “The duty of all good 
citizens,” it urges, ‘“‘while we wait, is 
plain. It is to be patient, to give way 
neither on the one hand to angry pas- 
sions nor on the other hand to ignoble 
fear of the false sentiment which pre- 
fers peace to honorand duty. It is for 
each of us, according to his opportunity, 
to uphold our country’s representatives 
in the administrative and legislative de- 
partments at Washington, and to have 
faith that the right will prevail.” 

“It has been intimated,” says The 
Journal, ‘that there was some fear that 
the Spanish torpedo flotilla, which con- 
tains three destroyers of great speed 
and power, might fall suddenly upon 
our squadron at Key West. This need 
not be seriously apprehended. The tor- 
pedo crafts were practically dismantled 
before they sailed from Spain. If other 
transatlantic voyages of torpedo boats 
are any criterion, these vessels will be 
in sore need of a dry dock when they 
reach their journey’s end, and their 
officers and crews will be looking for- 
ward not to a battle but to a hospital. 
It will probably require at least 10 days 
to bring the flotilla to Porto Rico, and 
four or five days more to Havana, while 
a week additional would be short time 
to refit the boats and recruit their sea- 
worn company.” 

“The arrival at Washington of the 
long-expected report of the Maine board 
of inquiry brings the country closer to 
the great crisis, which has been im- 
pending now for more than a month,” 
argues The Post. ‘The American peo- 
ple have awaited the receipt of that 
report with a determined dignity which 
cannot fail to excite the admiration of 
the world. Whatever action may be 
necessary to take upon the findings con- 
tained in that report, it cannot be 
charged against this country that we 
have acted with undue haste. We ques- 
tion whether indeed the English people 
could have restrained themselves for 
five weeks pending the long drawn out 
investigation of such a disaster to one 
of their battleships.” 

The Globe says: “What galls the au- 
thorities at Madrid and Cuba alike is 
the thought of the logic of the situation 
which would be faced in the event of 
Spanish acquiescence in our country’s 
determination to relieve the reconcen- 
trados. The official extending of aid to 
these sufferers by the United States will 
be tantamount to a declaration by our 
government that the conditions which 
have made possible the frightful suf- 
fering of the reconcentrados must be 
radically changed. No Madrid official 
is foolish enough to suppose that this 
country would go on feeding the vic- 
tims of Weylerism indefinitely, and yet 
tolerate the continuance of a policy 
which would mean new sufferers seek- 
ing our bounty every day.”

American Handicap For Bird Killers 
Brought to a Close.

Nine Shooters Got Highest 
Possible Score. 


Woman Congratulated For Skill She Showed 
With a Rifle. 


New York, March 25.—The grand 
American handicap, which is the blue 
ribbon contest annually brought off 
under the auspices of the Interstate as- 
sociation, was brought to a successful 
issue late yesterday afternoon at Elk- 
wood park, N. J. Nine men finished 
with 25 straight kills, the highest pos- 
gible score, and divided the first nine 
moneys, which amounted to $3713.75. 
Each man received $412.60. Twenty-two 
men killed 24 birds each and divided the 
remainder of the stakes, each of them 
getting $61.80, the entire amount of the 
entry money being $5075. 

As the light was poor and a drizzling 
rain was falling when the 25th round 
was completed, the nine shooters who 
divided the first moneys decided to post- 
pone the shooting off of the ties until 
today. This year the Interstate asso- 
ciation has offered a special trophy, a 
handsome silver cup, and this will go to 
the man who will be successful out of 
the nine. The conditions of the shoot- 
off will be “miss and out.” 

Mrs. W. P. Shattuck, who killed nine 
out of 12 Wednesday, was even more 
tsuccessful Thursday. Out of the 13 
pirds which she shot at, she grassed 12, 
and one fell dead out of bounds. One 
kill which Mrs. Shattuck made with her 
second barrel was exceedingly clever 
and all the shooters congratulated her. 

Her husband, was a prime favorite 
for first honors and was looked upon as 
a sure thing for 25 straight kills. When 
the 24th round was finished Mr. Shat- 
tuck had a straight score, as did nine 
others. These nine killed their 25th 
bird and Shattuck, when he stepped to 
his mark, felt very confident of doing 
the same, but he drew a left quartering 
driver which got away from him, al! 
though he sent both barrels after him. 

Captain Jack Brewer, the world’s 
champion, and Fred Gilbert, the cham- 
pion of American, did not get into the 
money. Each killed 23. These two 
rivals were matched yesterday. 

Brush Idea Too Arbitrary. 

Philadelphia, March 25.—The Atlantk 
Baseball league, after two sessions last- 
ing eight hours, adopted a schedule for 
this season and entered a protest against 
rowdy playing. According to the sched- 
ule Newark and Paterson are the only 
towns where Sunday games will be 
played, but all the other clubs, except 
Richmond, will visit those towns to play 
Sunday games. The season will open 
April 25 and close Sept. 11. 

The Brush resolution of the National 
league on rowdyism was considered too 
arbitrary by the minor league, and after 
discussion it was decided to empower 
the umpire to suspend for two days a 
player who violates any of the rules 
Dur suspension the player loses his 
salary for that time. 

The Soby cup games were abolished 
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and the cup was ordered to be returned 
to its owner. It was decided to fine 
every club forfeiting a game $100, and 
the guarantee fund was raised from 


$500 to $1000 for each club. The umpires 
appointed are J. J. Kelley, W. G. Bren- 
nan, John Brennan and E. C. Tate.

Were Trampled to Death. 


Bangor, Me., March 26.—A story has 
reached here from Sheridan plantation 
in Aroostook county, 250 miles from here, 


of the killing of two men named Labonte 
and Perieux by an infuriated bull moose 
which they had attacked with camp 
knives last Friday. Labonte, Perieux 
and a boy heard the bellowing of the 
moose, which came tearing through the 
brush toward them.

FOR WHITE SUPREMACY 


How Louisiana People Propose to 
Preserve It, 


Ignorant Foreigners and Ne- 
groes to Be Shut Out. 


Scheme Declared by Democratic Senators to , 


Be Unconstitutional. 


New Orleans, March 26.—The constf- 
has practically 
adopted the suffrage article which is to 
become a part of the new constitution. 
The proposition came up yesterday af- 
ternoon on third reading and for de- 
bate, and it may undergo some change, 
but the likelihood is that it will be finally 
voted upon favorably, a vote of yester- 
day morning of 65 to 45 indicating the 
present temper of the convention with 
respect to it. 

The suffrage article makes voters of 
citizens of the state and of the United 
States, native born or naturalized, who 
have lived in the state two years, in the 
parish one year and in the voting pre- 
cinct in -vhich they offer to vote six 
months. The new constitution gener- 
ally is to become effective at the begin- 
ning of next year. The voter must be 
able to read and write in his mother 
tongue or English and must make his 
application to register in his own hand- 
writing; or if he is unable to read and 
write he must own property to the value 
of $300. All who were voters in 1867 or 
prior thereto, and their sons and grand- 
sons are given the right to register and 
vote without other qualifications, pro- 
vided they have lived in the state five 
years prior to the election at which they 
may offer to vote, and provided they 
shall register before Sept. 1 of the pres- 
ent year.

The suffrage com- 
mittee, charged with the work of pre- 
paring a measure, completed its task 
some time ago, and hewed straight to 
the line of Democratic necessity. Its 
plan shut out the negro completely. It 
contained an educational and property 
qualification, devices adopted in states 
where the negro was nota threat, butas 
this aimed at as many whites as blacks, 
education was defined to mean in any 
language, and a special provision was 
made to include voters of 1867, their 
sons and grandsons. 

Students of suffrage and friends of 
educaton urged a poll-tax payment pro- 
vision, but the ward bosses deemed this 
an attempt to abridge their strength or 
make it costly, and despite protests from 
all over the state the bosses had their 
way. The delegates who sided with 
them found an excuse in gratitude for 
the unswerving fealty of the ward lead- 
ers to the Democratc cause. 

The poll-tax advocates formed the first 
formidable opposition to the _ report. 
They marchalled such strength as to 
threaten the defeat of the measure, orat 
least to so divide the vote that the ad- 
ministration would be forced to an- 
nounce a law favored by only half the 
party. After nights and days of lobby- 
ing and terrific wrestling, a compromise 
was reached which promised peace. The 
poll-tax men were to be given their way 
after 1900, giving the bosses one more 
chance to obtain control of city and 
state under the old system. 

Just harmony was within reach 
came ® bombshell. The clause with ref- 
erence to voters of 1867 and their de- 
scendants had been declared unconsti- 
tutional by able lawyers and abandoned. 
Other able lawyers then found it con- 
stitutional, andit was reinstated. Then 
somebody bethought himself to ask 
Senators Caffery and McEnery about it. 
They consulted Democratic leaders in 
congress, and the unanimous verdict 
Was that the section was unconstitu- 
tional and could hardly be defended. 
In case of contested elections being re- 
ferred to congress, the adoption of the 
clause would mean a lack of Demo- 
cratic defenders before the national 
legislature.

Yesterday was a day of profoundly 
important action, of the deepest anxiety 
coupled with naval and military activity, 
one step folloWing another in rapid suc- 
cession. Representative men of the ad- 
ministration, public men in all branches 
of official and congressional life, no less 
than the public in general, shared in the 
tension to which the situation has been 
brought. There was no effort among 
the highest officials, nor indeed was it 
possible, owing to what was clearly ap- 
parent in the developments of the day, 
to minimize the situation. 

Viewed in detail, the finding of the court 
of inquiry was the most vital feature. 
Commander Marix, judge advocate of 
the court of inquiry, delivered the re- 
port to Secretary Long in the morning, 
and shortly afterward it was carried to 
the White House and placed in the hands 
of the president. At 10:30 the cabinet | 
assembled, half an hour earlier than 
usual, and began considering the mo- 
mentous document. Even the rigid 
rules of secrecy which prevail at cab- 
inet meetings were made doubly strict 
in this case, and no intimation of the 
result reached by the court was known

Hardly less suggestive 
than the approach of the torpedo flotilla 
was the information received that the 
Spanish government had hurried to 
completion extensive fortifications on 
the island of Porto Rico. 

The orders issued by the navy depart- 
ment during the day covered every 
branch of naval armament. The “‘fly- 
ing squadron” was definitely estab- 
lished, with Commodore Schley in com- 
mand. He will hoist his commodore’s 
flag onahe Brooklyn next Monday. The 
squadron is to consist of exactly five 
ships. Those of the squadron will be 
the crack armored cruiser Brooklyn, the 
battleships Massachusetts and Texas 
and the cruisers Columbia and Minne- 
apolis. Other ships which are now or 
hereafter at Hampton roads will not 
be of the “flying squadron,” but will 
belong to the north Atlantic station 
under Captain Sampson. The faying 
squadron is to be a compact fleet of the 
best ships in the navy for quick service 
at any point along the Atlantic.

At the same time the north Atlantic 
station under Captain Sampson is to be 
further augmented. The Cincinnati, 
which left Port Antonio three days ago 
under sealed orders, is to report at 
Key West and become a part of Captain 
Sampson's fleet.

Addition to the Fleet. 

Washington, March 26.—Agents of this 
government have purchased a torpedo 
boat, constructed for the German gov- 
ernment. It is regarded as a valuable 
addition to our navy. One feature re- 
garding her that affords special gratifi- 
cation to the officials is that she is now 
ready for sea. She will be able to 
make the journey across the Atlantis 
without difficulty, as she is a good sea- 
going vessel and her coal capacity is 
ample for the trip. 

Lieutenant Colwell, who is in London, 
has been directed to urge the builders 
of the recently purchased cruiser Al- 
bany, formerly the Brazilian vessel Ab- 
rouall, to hasten the construction with 
all possible speed. In the ordinary 
course of work the vessel would not be 
completed before next December, but 
it is believed that if the builders are 
placed under pressure she can be made 
ready within three months, and per- 
haps in a little less time.

The Ninety-first Psalm has no inscrip- 
tion and bas been very naturally as- 
cribed to David. It most beautifully de- 
scribes God’s loving and watchful care 
and the peace of those who trust in 
Him. It is supposed to be dramatic in 
character and to be distributed among 
three voices. The first voice utters, in 
place, verses 1, 3-8, last clause of 9 to 13; 
the second voice, verse 2 and the first 
clause of verse 9, and the third voice, 
speaking for God, verses 14-16. This 
makes an intensely interesting ’arrange- 
ment of the psalm, adds to its beauty 
and variety, and it was probably sung 
in this way. 

There are many precious promises of 
God contained in this psalm. The first 
two voices speak of God as a refuge and 
fortress, as one who shall deliver His 
people from the snare of the fowler and 
the devouring pestilence, from terror 
by night and the arrow that flieth by 
day, from sickness, from evil, from 
plague, by giving His angels charge over 
them, to keep them in all their ways. 
All these blessings were founded tpon 
the precious promises of God, and the 
psalmist, having learned from experience 
that God never failed spoke, with assur- 
ance when he declared practically that 
he would not fail. God’s people in all 
ages have learned that God never failed 
in the keping of His promises. This is 
| the most precious thing about the prom- 
ises of God—they are unfailing.

Mandalay was taken -by the English 
only twelve years ago, when King 
Thebaw’s grew too troublesome for 
further patience. Yet nothing about 
the little tewn, where the streets teem 
with native life, and the faces are all 
friendly ones, suggests so great a 
change. One has, however, only to 
penetrate into King Thebard’s palace 
to realize how radical that change must 
have been. 

Never in any land have we seen any- 
thing to compare in barbarous splendor 
with this wonderhouse. The approach 
is over a hundred foot moat, and 
through a twenty-five-foot wall, where 
large teakwood posts mark the graves 
of victims interred alive that their 
spirits might guard the gateway. Two 
inner walls, and a twenty-foot stockade 
have been removed so that now the 
wonderful group of buildings, sur- 
rounded and separated by artificial 
canals, miniature lakes and gardens, 
stand revealed to the astonished eyes 
of those ‘Globe Trotters,’’ whose 
search for the unusual may have 
brought them to its erstwhile danger- 
ous portals. 

For what welcome could strangers 
expect from Royalty, which had the 
pleasing family custom of murdering 
its nearest relatives in batches of sixty 
upon the accession of a new generation 
to the throne, to avoid future complica- 
tion? But when there are ninety sons, 
not to mention daughters, the new 
king might be pardoned for feeling his 
crown settle down a bit firmer, upon 
the removal of sixty possible claimants.

PROMISING POLICY 
OF PREVENTION. 


President McKinley Working For a 
Twofold Purpose. 


Desires to Preserve the Peace 
and End the War. 


Pointed Intervention If a Drastic Measure Is | 


Enforced. 


Situation Regarded as Delicate, and May 
Be Helped or Hindered by Congres- 
sional Action—Spain Deprecates the 

Sending of Official Relief and War 

Vessels to the Island, and An- 
nounces That It Has Reached 
the Extreme Limit of Conces- 
sions Compatible With Na- 


tional Honor, 
—— 


Washington, March 28.—Sunday’s de- 
velopments would seem to indicate that 
encouraging progress is being made 
in the negotiations between the govern- 
ment of this country and that of Spain 
loking to the maintenance of peace, for 
the present at least. There is good au- 
thority for saying that Spain's present 
wish is to secure a cessation of hostil- 
ities in Cuba rather than to engage ina 
war with the United States, and that it 
is more than probable that the negotia- 
tions between the government of the 
United States and the Sagasta ministry 
will take that turn in the immediate 
future. The present ministry has pro- 
fessed a pacific disposition from the be- 
ginning, and the indications are strong 
now that it will avail itself of the good 
offices of the United States to the full- 
est extent that public opinion in Spain 
will allow in bringing to an end the hos- 
tilities. in Cuba. 

To what extent the United States may 
go in assisting Spain in her present de- 
sign of securing an armistice is not yet 
determined, but conservative elements 
in the administration consider the man- 
ifestation of this desire on the part of 
Spain for even a temporary peace a di- 
rect result of President MeKinley’s di- 
plomacy, and they are naturally dis- 
posed to contend that the president 
should be left free, for the present at 
least, to pursue a policy which promises 
much in the way of preventing a war 
between this country and Spain, and 
also of bringing to a close the hostili- 
ties in Cuba. Hence there will be an 
effort on the part of the peacefully in- 
clined in congress to continue to hold 
that body in check and to prevent in- 
flammatory utterances there until this 
promising diplomatic lead may be ex- 
ploited. It is said that the develop- 
ment of the situation will not require 
a great length of time and that there will 
not be extended delay. The policy de- 
termined upon by the president is to 
bring the Cuban war to a close. This 
will be accomplished by pointed inter- 
vention if necessary, but it is considered 
far preferable that the end should come 
as the result of peaceful negotiations 
than it should be accompanied by hos- 
tile demonstrations on the part of the 
United States. Therefore, the dispo- 
sition of the president is to give Spain 
a fair opportunity to secure an armistice 
with the Cubans, and to allow her a 
reasonable time in which to come to an 
understanding with the hostiles. 

It can be stated upon high authority 
that there has been no abatement of the 
president's intention to see that the 
war is terminated when it is closed upon 
terms that will render the Cubans prac- 
tically a free people. It is not believed 
that they would accept anything less, 
nor that the Americans would be satis- 
fied if we should encourage a settlement 
that would not be acceptable to the 
Cubans. If there should now be an 
armistice, it would be with the conces- 
sion made by Spain at the instance of 
this country, that negotiations should 
be opened immediately with the insur- 
gents looking to the establishment of 
a permanent peace upon these terms. It 
has long been the hope of the adminis- 
tration to bring Spain to the point.of 
making propositions of this character 
as the basis of a settlement most satis- 
factory to all parties, and it is hoped 
from Spain's attitude that this time has 
arrived. The friends of the adminis- 
tration feel that the situation is a very 
delicate one, and that much will de- 
pend upon the course congress may pur- 
sue. In the meantime the president on 
Wednesday will send in his message ask- 
ing that an appropriation be made for 
the aid of the destitute Cubans. 


POINTS OF THE REPORT. 


No Mention of the Spanish or Spain In 


Any Portion. 

Washington, March 28.—The following 

is an abstract of the report on the Maine 

disaster submitted by President Me- 
Kinley today to the congress: ; 

First—The court finds that at the time 

of the explosion the battleship Maine 

was lying in five and one-half to six 

water. 
pga discipline aboard the ship 
was excellent: everything stowed ac- 


cording to orders—ammunition, guns, 
stores, etc. The temperature of the 
magazines at 8 p. m. was normal, except 
in the after 10-inch magazine, and that 
did not explode. 

Third—The explosion occurred at 9:40 
o’clock on the evening of Feb. 15. There 
were two explosions, with a very short 
interval between them; the ship lifted 
on the first explosion. 

Fourth—The court can form no defi- 
nite opinion of the condition from the 
wrecking divers’ evidence. 

Fifth—Technical details of wreckage 
from which the court deduces that a 
mine was exploded under the ship on 
the port side. 

Sixth—The explosion was due to no 
fault of those on board. 

Seventh—The opinion of the court is 
that the explosion of the mine caused 
the explosion of two magazines. 

Eighth—The court declares that it 
cannot find evidence to fix responsi- 
bility. 

The normal temperature of the large 
forward magazines at 8 o'clock, only an 
hour and 40 minutes before the ex- 
plosion, disposes of the question of acci- 
dental combustion within these maga- 
zines. While the court hoids that these 
magazines did not explode from _ in- 
ternal causes, they nevertheless are of 
the opinion that the explosion of the 
mine under the pert side of the ship 
caused the explosion of the two maga- 
zines. 

This will explain the remarkable de- 
struction wrought, the explosion thus 
being shown to hav2 combined the force 
of a mine without and two magazines 
within. The two explosions which the 
court finds to have occurred, with a very 
short interval between them, are an ad- 
ditional detail, showing that two forces 
operated in causing the destruction. The 
jinding that the ship lifted on the first 
explosion indicates an external source, 
and one of tremendous power to be able 
to lift a battleship of thousands of tons. 
The character of the wreckage sustains 
the view taken by some experts shortly 
after the disaster that the force of the 
explosion was exerted from port to star- 
board. 

The feature of the report of the deep- 
est interest to the navy is the complete 
exoneration of Captain Sigsbee and all 
on board contained in the second and 


sixth findings, which declare the | 


disaster to be due to no fault of those 
on board. Neither Spain nor the Sr 
ish are mentioned throughout. 


Spain Makes Reply. 

Madrid, March 28.—General Woodford 
has received the reply of the Spanish 
government to the American memo 
dum of March 23. It says that the ¢ 
ernment cannot agree with the con- 
clusions the American government has 
drawn from inaccurate information 
that does not tally with the recent ac- 
tivity and progress of the military op- 
erations in Cuba and the visible popu- 
larity and progress of the new colonial 
institutions, which have been loyally 
accepted and are supported by even the 
old adversaries of home rule in the 
colony. 

Spain, the reply continues, cannot 
naturally admit ths interference which 
is foreshadowed in-tne American note, 
and deprecates the sending of official 
relief and war vessels to Cuba as being 
the very elements that have retarded 
the pacification of the colony. Spain 
reminds the American government of 
all the concessions she has made to pre- 
serve peaceful relations and to concili- 
ate the United States, the last proof be- 
ing her willingness to submit the con- 


flicting commission reports as to the; 


{ 
Maine to arbitration. 


In conclusion, the Spanish note shows 
that the government believes it has 
reached the extreme limit of conces- 
sions compatible with the honor and 
dignity of Spain, and will not admit en- 
croachments on her rights of sovereignty 
in the west. 

Mr. Gullon, the minister of foreign 
affairs, still speaks hopefully, but in 
very reserved terms, regarding the re- 
cent exchange of views with European 
governments. Diplomacy is most ac- 
tive: all the ambassadors are receiving 
long communications from their re- 
spective governments. The newspapers

This record of the late civil war has 
been compiled from the war record of 
the town, made by Mr. Eben. W. 
Underwood, and published by the 
town in 1866 

The call for men to go into the army 
was large and often. The increased 


demand for money to carry it on 


created a burdensome tax upon her 
inhabitants and a large town debt, 


which has not as yet(1877) been fairly 
wiped out. 

April 16th, 1861,  eighty-three 
persons were ordered for three years; 
May 3d, the same year, seventy-eight 
more were called into the service for 
the same time; June 17th, one hundred 
and forty-three more were ordered to 
serve for the same time; making the 
whole number called into the field the 
first year three hundred and four 
(304). 

May 28th, 1862, seventy-five men were 
ordered for three years; July 4th, one 
hundred and fourteen were selected 
for the same time; Aug. 4th, seventy- 
one more were ordered into the army 
for nine months; making the total 
number for 1862, two hundred and 
sixty (260). 

July Ist, 1863, the town sent eighteen 
volunteers to the war; July 17th, of 
the same year, upon orders from the 
U.S. Government, ninety-nine men 
were drafted for the army. Out of this 
number but four of the principals 
went to the field of strife for three 
years, and eleven furnished substitutes. 
Oct. 17th, of the same year twenty- 
nine volunteers were sent for three 
years’ service. The total number, one 
hundred and forty-six (146.) 

Feb. Ist 1864, twenty-five volunteers 
were called into the field for three 
years. March A5th the same year, 
sixty-four volunteers were sent for the 
same length of time. May 19th sixteen 
men were drafted, out of which num- 
ber not one of the principals went 
into the army; six paid three hundred 
dollars commutation, five were ex- 
empted for disability, one furnished a 
substitute, three never reported—one 
was an alien, or erroneously enrolled. 
June 15th, seven men were drafted for 
three years, but were not called for 
as the selectmen procured substitutes 
to fill their places. July 6th, seventy- 
three men were sent into the field for 
one hundred days. July 19th, forty- 
eight volunteers were disptched to the 
army for one year. Dec. 19th, twenty- 
six men were sent by the town to the 
war for one year. Total number of men 
called for by government for the year 
1864, two hundred and fifty-nine (259) ; 
out of which number two hundred and 
forty-four went into service (244). All 
soldiers here enumerated were volun- 
teers excepting those where a draft is 
mentioned. 

Thus it would appear, that during 
the three years of the war, the town 
was called upon furnish nine 
hundred and sixty-nine men, and sent 
by draft and volunteers nine hundred 
and fifty-four. The balance of fifteen 
men not procured we are not able to 
account for.

He served 
in the Massachusetts senate in 1890 and 
1891, was a presidential elector for Har- 
rison and Reid in 1892, president of the 
Republican club of Massachusetts in 
1892 and 1893, and a member of the state 
committee in 1892-93 and 1895.

Madrid, March 28.—The Liberal, re- 
ferring to dispatches from Washington 
attributing to President McKinley a de- 
cision to propose that Spain should free 
Cuba for an indemnity, says: “The 
government may answer what it pleases, 
but the Spanish people as a whole will 
not deign to discuss this proposal. Spain 
will go to war in fulfilling her duty, but 
not for ephemeral glories or the desire 
of conquest. We may emerge van- 
quished, which is somewhat doubtful, 
but we will never come out dishonored.” 

The semi-official Globe says: “Ata 
time when the duration of the war in 
Cuba is being brought toa close by force 
of arms and when peace is being restored 
by means of autonomy, the United 
States throw down the mask which hid 
theirambition.

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A GRUESOME CARGO. 
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Young Man Defended Himself Against 
Fierce Assault, 


Used a Revolver as He Had} 
Threatened. 


Shot Caused the Instant Death of One of His 
Assailants. 


Southbridge, Mass., March 28.—In a 
quarrel over the ownership of a harness, 
at the house of Joseph Beucher, Sunday, 
Napoleon Duqueth was shot and killed 
by Walter S. Pratt after the latter had 
been assaulted and severely beaten by 
Duqueth. Pratt, after being examined 
by Judge Batholomew, was removed to 
his home, the justice deciding that the 
shooting was in self-defense. 

Young Pratt and his father missed the 
harness last week, and went to Boucher’s 
home, where they found one which they 
claimed was theirs. Boucher became 
enraged and with Duqueth rushed a 
young Pratt, knocking him down and 
kicking himinthe side. Pratt struggled 
and succeeded in getting on his feet 
again. He then pulled a revolver and 
ordered the two men to stand back. 
Duqueth, however, jumped at him and 
as he gid so Pratt fired. The bullet 
struck Duqueth in the heart, and he died 
almost instantly. 

There were a number of witnesses of 
the affair, and from them Judge Batholo- 
mew learned enough to justify the re- 
lease of Pratt. The young man had two 
ribs broken and suffered severe wounds 
on the head. There will be a hearing on 
the shooting on Wednesday. Duquetn 
was 35 years old and leaves a widow and 
four children. 

Big Fire In the Shoe City. 

Haverhill, Mass., March 28.—A fire 
which was undoubtedly started by drop- 
ping a match down the elevator well 
of the Swett block, a four-story brick, 
caused a damage of about $22,000 to the 
building and tenants, and was one of 
the heaviest losses in the shoe district 
for several years. It was discovered 
Sunday afternoon by W. S. Stansfield, 
who with Lis wife was at work in his 
stitching room, and after failing to ex- 
inguish the flames by throwing several 
pails of water down the well, Mr. Stans- 
field gave the alarm. Before he re- 
turned to the building it was a mass of 
flames, and Mrs. Stansfield was taken 
out in an unconscious condition. 

The two upper floors were gutted, the 
roof partially burned and the lower 
floors damaged by water. The build- 
ing is owned by the Jackson Swett es- 
tate, and the estimated loss is $8000. 
The occupants of the building suffered 
the following losses: John A. Lynch, 
slipper manufacturer, $7500; T. E. Fin- 
ney, shoe contractor, $500; Millard Task- 
er, sole manufacturer and dealer, $1000; 
E. A. Bray, soles, $1000; O. S. Frost, 
stiffenings, $500; W. L. Dow, slippers, 
$1000; John T. Hill, slippers, $500; W. 
S. Stansfield, stitching room, $500; Haley 
& Perkins, stitching room, $300. All 
are covered by insurance with the ex- 
ception of Stansfield and Haley & Per 
kins.

he was asked pointedly.

Then, with a smile 
and a suggestive wink, replied: “No.” 

When asked what he thought of Kid 
McCoy Fitzsimmons said, impressively,

“Will you meet him?” asked the re- 
porter. 

“I may if he can get enough backing,” 
said Fitz, “but for further information 
you must see my manager.” 


Guessing Is Unlawful. 

Chicago, March 28.—The government 
will not allow anyone to gamble on the 
weather man’s predictions, or to operate 
a lottery on the predictions. A Chicago 
man conceived the idea of forming a pool 
on the state of the weather on April 20 
next. He proposed to sell the tickets 
at $1 each and to award prizes running 
from $50 to $10,000. He wrote to the 
postoffice department to find out if the 
mails would be closed against his 
scheme. Attorney Barrett, for the de- 
partment in Washington, wrote the opin- 
ion which has reached Chicago. It is 
the first legal statement of the status of 
the weather bureau as exempt from the 
competition of the guessers. The opin- 
ion says: “Although the weather bu- 
reau with improved appliances forecasts 
with a certain degree of accuracy con- 
ditions of the weather for 24 hours in 
advance, yet for persons throughout the 
country to make such forecasts so far 
ahead as April 20 next would seem to 
be entirely a matter of chance. If 
operated through the mails this scheme 
would be held by this office to be a 
violation of the lottery law.” 


Death of a Genius. 

Salem, Mass., March 28.—Abner Cheney 

Goodell died at his home Sunday after- 
noon at the age of 93. His was a life 
full of remarkable achievements. He 
was of an inventive turn of mind and 
perfected the first printing press that 
printed on both sides in one operation. 
His inventions in this line became the 
foundation of the Hoe press. He in- 
vented the present cracker machine, 
perfecting it for Isaac Lum of Cam- 
bridgeport. He also invented the prep- 
aration of copper and steel plates’ for 
use by engravers. He went into the 
Lusiness of making kegs by wholesale, 
having invented machinery which would 
produce ten times the former output. 
In succeeding years he made many in- 
ventions in machinery, all of which were 
of special importance, although none did 
se much towards revolutionizing meth- 
ods as those made in earlier life. 
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rt With Twenty-Five Corpses 

St. John’s, N. F., March 28.—The seal- 
ing steamer Greenland, which put into 
Bay de Verde Saturday night with a 
story of terrible disaster to her crew on 
Wednesday and Thursday while among 
the ice floes in search of seals, arrived 
here Sunday afternoon. She reports 25 
men dead, 23 missing and 66 so fearfully 
frostbitten that about 20 of them will 
lose their limbs. The colony is aghast 
at the magnitude of the disaster. Al- 
ready a relief fund has been started to 
assist the relatives of the deceased. 

The Greenland set sail from this 
port about the first of March on her 
fateful voyage. She was commanced 
by Captain George Barbour, and carried 
a crew of nearly 300 hunters. The 
steamer proceeded northward with the 
rest of the seajing fleet, but after a 
couple of days she diverged on a separate 
track. She reached the hunting grounds 
notlongafter. All went well until Tues- 
day last. Seals were quickly encoun- 
tered and several good packs were se- 
cured. Tuesday morning the hunters 
left the ship about 7 o'clock as usual 
The lookout in the crowsnest reported 
seals plentiful around them. The men 
were clad in light clothing, for the 
slaughtering of seals is exhaustive work. 
They wandered far from the shelter of 
the ship. A gale and a raging snow- 
storm shut them out from view. The 
floe parted and they drifted away from 
the steamer. Many of them drifted to 
certain death. Long ere the storm sub- 
sided many of the unfortunate fellows 
had succumbed to the terrible cold and 
exposure. Those who did not were ter- 
ribly frostbitten and suffered excruciat- 
ing pain. 

The long night passed, but morning 
brought no help, for the storm still raged 
and the atmosphere was thick with snow 
driven before the gale. Snow continued 
nearly all day, and the evening brought 
no cessation to the high wind. Another 
night, one which seemed to the helpless, 
drifting sufferers who still lived a thou- 
sand times longer than the first, was 
passed in untold agony. Some of the 
victims had already given up hope and 
in despair lay down and died, and every 
hour witnessed at least two deaths on 
that awful night on the floe. Toward 
morning the storm subsided and clear 
weather enabled the survivors to see 
that the Greenland was not far away, 
searching for the missing. 

The steamer bore down on the drifting 
ice, which had by this time separated 
into a number of sections, and began the 
work of picking up the bodies of the 
dead and the half lifeless bodies of the 
living. Twenty-five corpses were taken 
on board that morning, but 23 men were 
still missing and, though the search was 
continued all through the day, no more 
were recovered. Thursday night the 
Greenland headed for shore, reaching 
Bay De Verde Saturday, proceeding 
thence to St. John’s with her ghastly 
cargo and dread tidings. Most of the 
hunters jvho met this awful fate on the 
treacherGus floes are married men with 
large families, who are thus deprived 
of all visible means of support. Ca- 
lamitous happenings of this nature are 
frequent among those who follow the 
hazardous precarious hunting in those 
dread north seas, but seldom has a 
steamer returned with such a tale of 
horror. 


Haven't Paid Their Dues. 

Boston, March 28.—The Mzssachusetts 
Democratic club, the free silver organi- 
zation which was organized as a pro- 
test against the state committee when 
it was in the control of the opponents 
of Williams, is said to be in desperate 
straits. It has a membership of 487, 
but of this number 360 are in arrears 
for dues:- A new constitution has been 
drafted, which, if accepted in its pres- 
ent form, will expel all members in 
arrears. The annual dues are $3 per 
year. 

A large number of the men in arrears 
live at points distant from Boston, and 
whatever advantages are to be derived 
from local membership in the club do 
not reach them. The question con- 
fronting the club is whether it can af- 
ford to drive these men out. Last year 
when the fight was made against Mr. 
Williams at Worcester the ‘machinery 
of this club was found to be of great 
advantage to him. Its members, scat- 
tered all over the commonwealth, were 
active in the caucuses for the election 
of Willlams delegates and they will be 
needed in the future for similar purposes. 
For this reason, if for no other, there 
are members of the club who think that 
these men should be kept in sympathy 
with the organization, even though they 
are not willing to contribute to its main- 
tenance.

| COURT’S FINDING.

The following is the full text of the 
report of the court of inquiry: 

United States steamship Iowa, first 
rate, Key West, Monday, March 21.—Af- 
ter full and mature consideration of all 
the testimony before it, the court finds 
as follows: 

1. That the United States battleship 
Maine arrived at the harbor of Havana, 
Cuba, on the 25th day of January, 1898, 
and was taken to buoy No. 4, in from 
five and a half to six fathoms of water, 
by the regular government pilot.

| ABSTRACT OF TESftMony. 


Some of Evidence on Which the Court's 
| Finding Was Based. 
| The following are portions of the tes- 

timony: 

Ensign W. V. N. Powelson was called 
| the third day of the court. He testified 
| that he had been present on the Maine 
every day from the arrival of the Fern, 
and during a great deal of the diving. 
| In reply to a question to tell the court 
| all about the-condition of the wreck, he 

said the forward part of the ship, for- 
ward of the after smokestack, had been 
| to all appearances completely destroyed, 
The conning tower lay in a position op- 
| posite the door leading to the super- 

structure aft and to starboard, in- 
| clined at about 110 degrees to the verti- 
| cal, with the top of the conning tower 
| inboard, 
| Continuing, he described with ciose 
| detail, the condition under the main deck 
on the port side. The fixtures were com- 

pletely wrecked, while fixtures in the 
| same position on the starboard side were 
in some cases almost intact. The port 
bulkhead, between the main and berth 
| decks, at the conning tower support, 

had been blown aft on both sides, buta 
great deal more*on the port than the 
starboard side. The fireroom hatch im- 
mediately abaft of the conning tower 
had been blown in three directions, aft, 
to starboard and to port. The protec- 
tive deck under the conning tower sup- 
ports was bent in two directions, the 
plates on the starboard side being bent 
up and on the starboard side bent down. 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether 
he meant with reference to their origin- 
al positions, Ensign Powelson,replied 
affirmatively. The beam supporting the 
protective deck, a few inches baft of 
the armored tube, to port of the midship 
line, was bent up to starboard of the 
midship line. Just forward of the con- 
ning tower, underneath the main deck, 
| two beams met at right angles; one 
beam was kroken and pushed from port 
to starboarf. A grating was found on 
| the poop awning just forward of the af- 
tersearchlight. <A piece of the side plat- 
| ing just abaft of the starboard turret 
was Visible. This plate was bent out- 
ward and ®hen the forward end bent 
upward and folded backward upon if- 
self. 

This plate was sheared from the rest 
of the plating below the water line. This 
plating below the water line has been 
| pushed out to starboard. 

The unarmored gratings of the engine 
room hatch were blown off. A com- 
pensation strainer was picked up from 
the bottom on the starboard quarter at 
| a point about opposite the poop capstan 
end about 70 feet from it. The chief 
engineer thought the strainer was for 
the firemens wash room. It was nota 
strainer in the ship's side. 

Near the piece of outside plating to 
which witness referred above, he said 
there were pieces of red shallaced 
planks. On these planks was bolted a 
composition track two inches wide and 
an inch thick, 

Ensign Powelson then asked if the 
court meant for him to say anything 
about what the divers reported or just 
what he saw. 

The judge advocate replied that he 
wouid like to have him state important 
discoveries which might lead the court 
to draw some conclusion as to the cause, 
and if a diver gave such information to 
state the diver's name. Before doing so 
| the judge advocate asked witness to 
state if the forward and after part of the 
| ship were in line. Ensign Powelson re- 
plied that, as far as he could judge, they 
were not. The end where the explosion 
occurred seemed to be pushed from port 
to starboard from five to 10 degrees, he 
should judge, with the apex to the star- 
board. The divers reported to witness 
that at the point where the 10-inch 
shell room should be they discovered 10- 
linch shells regularly arranged, but the 
ship had sunk down to much that some 
| of the shells were in the mud. Gunner 
Morgan reported that in walking on 
bottom he feli into a hole on the port 
side and went down into the mud. He 
also reported that, as far as he could 
judge, everything seemed to be bent up- 
ward in the vicinity of this hole. He 
also reported that plates seemd to have 
been pushed over to starboard and bent 
down.

In response to the ques- 
tion as to whether anything had been 
done to ascertain the truth of the state- 
ments contained in the letter, witness 
said that hehad. He asked General Lee 
to look into the matter, and he did not 
appear to know what to do, stating he 
had no secret service money.

SPANISH REPORT.

Synopsis Cubled From Madrid and Snb- 
mitted to Secretary Long. 

Washington, March 29.—A synopsis of 

the Spanish report on the loss of the 
| Maine was cabled yesterday and pre- 
sented to the secretary of the navy. It 
reads as follows: 
;} “The report contains declarationa 
made by ocular witnesses and experts. 
From these statements it clearly de- 
duces and proves the absence of all 
those attendant circumstances which 
are invariably present on the occasion 
of the explosion of a torpedo. The evi- 
dence of witnesses comparatively close 
to the Maine at the moment is to the 
effect that only one explosion occurred: 
that no column of water was thrown in 
the air, that no shock to the side of 
the nearest vessel was felt, nor on land 
was any vibration noticed, and that 
no dead fish were found. The evidence 
of the senior pilot of the harbor states 
that there is abundance of fish in the 
' harbor, and this is corroborated by other 
witnesses. The assistant engineer of 
works states that after explosions made 
during the execution of works in the 
harbor he has always found dead fish. 

“The divers were unable to examine 
the bottom of the Maine, which was 
buried in mud, but a careful examina- 
tion of the sides of the vessel, the rents 
and breaks in which all point outward, 
shows without a doubt that the explo- 
sion was from the inside. A minute 
examination Of the bottom of the har- 
j bor around the vessel shews absolutely 

no sign of the action of a torpedo, and 

the judge advocate of the commission 
can find no precedent for the explosion 
of the storage magazine of a vessel by 
a torpedo. ; 
| “The report makes clear that owing 
to the special nature of the proceed- 
ings following and the absolute respect 
| shown for the extra-territoriality of the 
Maine the commission has been pre- 
vented from making such an examina- 
tion of the sides of the vessel as would 
|} determine even the hypothesis of the 
internal origin of the accident. This is 
to be attributed to the regrettable re- 
fusal to permit the necessary co-opera- 
tion of the Spanish commission both 
with the commander and crew of the 
Maine and the different American offi- 
cers commissioned to investigate the 
cause of the accident, and later on with 
| those employed in salvage work. 

“The report finishes by stating that an 
examination of the inside and outside of 
the Maine, as soon as such examination 
may be possible, as also of the bottom 
where the vessel rests, will prove that, 
supposing the remains of the wreck are 
not totally or partially altered in the 
process of extraction, the explosion was 
undoubtedly due to some interior cause.” 


Congressional Kick Coming. 

Washington, March 29.—Unless the 
temper of congress moderates to a de- 
gree which seems hardly conceivable, 
the crisis in the declarations between 
Spain and the United States will come 
before the close of the week. There is 
an ugly feeling in the house which is al- 
most startling in itsintensity. It arises 
from Inore than one cause. First, and 
most important, is the message of the 
president transmitting the report of the 
board of inquiry with the testimony. 

It is true that congress had antici- 
pated much that was revealed in the re- 
port, but the official notification, 
couched as it was in direct, simple and 
guarded language, created a deep im- 
pression. In connection with this the 
rumors which have been persistent in 
the last two days that the administra- 
tion was considering the latest Spanish 
proposition for an armistice, with an ad- 
vanced scheme of autonomy in view, 
served to inflame the resentment of 
members who, for over a month, have 
been waiting patiently and with marked 
reserve for the official determination of 
the cause of the Maine destruction. 

Taken together these considerations 
have served to bring the house toa pitch 
of exasperation which is truly impres- 
sive. It may be sdid broadly that the 
entire Democratic party in the house, 
and at least two-thirds of the Republi- 
can members have made up their minds 
to a course of vigorous action in case 
there are any intimations of delay be- 
yond the present week in the settlement 
of the Cuban problem. 


The Naval Reserve. 

Washington, March 29.—The most sig- 
nificant of the naval orders issued by the 
navy department yesterday was the 
detachment of Commander Horace El- 
| mer from Cramp's shipyard and order- 
| ing him to duty “in the mosquito fleet.” 
| This auxiliary of the navy to be called 
| into active service in time of war is to 
be composed of small craft of all kinds 
| that may be obtainable by the depart- 
ment upon which a gun may be mounted 
and other defensive devices placed. The 
| fact that the organization is to be corn- 
posed exclusively of small craft gives the 
cause for its designation as “the mos- 
quito fleet.” Its prospective formation 
‘is the result of observations and work

Says the President Was Forced. 

Havana, March 29.—Deep interest is 
felt here in the news received from the 
United States. The Lucha, in an edi- 
torial, says: ‘The United States’ note 
tou Spain, demanding that a date be 
fixed to end hostilities, is simply a decla- 
ration of war. It was not issued until 
after the finding of the United States 
court of inquiry had been received, 
which finding is without scientific basis 
and is open to question, even upon the 
part of the most prejudiced. Presi- 
dent McKinley has been forced by 
jingo opinion and the sensational news- 
papers to close the debate on the ques- 
tion and to shield Captain Sigsbee, who 
is one of the most popular officers in the 
United States navy. It was needless to 
send the Maine to Havana, as American 
interests were amply protected by Gen- 
eral Lee and also by the Cuban govern- 
ment, the latter often acting to its dis- 
advantage and in favor of American in- 
terests. It is well for Spain to know at 
last the real purpose of the money-lov- 
ing Americans. Spain now knows what 
to expect and how to act.” The paper 
then warns the United States that if she 
expects to have all her own way in Cuba, 
she can only do so with cannon. 


Unexpected Has Happened. 

London, March, 29.—The News says 
éditorially this morning: “Again the 
unexpected has happened. According 
to our American correspondent’s re- 
port, the spirit of peace has descended 
upon the American people, apparently 
on the belief that United States Min- 
ister Woodford has sent a dispatch con- 
taining assurances that Spain is willing 
to withdraw her troops from Cuba and 
thus give the island effective autonomy, 
if not independence. if this be true, it 
throws the Maine disaster into its due 
perspective by giving America due sat- 
isfaction on the larger issue. 
are still uncertainties. The president's 
message undoubtedly suggests some 
kind of reparation. Then there is the 
question of Cuba's future. The sit- 
uation may thus be summarized: The 
United States are willing to stifle their 
resentment for the loss ofthe Maine if 
they receive satisfaction with regard to 
the Cuba of the future. It is a gen- 
erous compromise, and Spain will do well 
to be wise in time.” 


Had an Important Conference. 
Madrid. March 29.—United States Min- 


foreign minister, and communicated to 
him an extract of the American board of 
inquiry into the Maine disaster.

Its Profound Satisfaction. 

Boston, March 29.—The following mes- 
sage has been forwarded to President 
McKinley: “The American Peace so0- 
ciety, speaking through its board of 
directors, is impelled with unanimity to 
express to the president the profou.ud 
satisfaction with which it observes, corr- 
mends and supports his policy in deahr > 
with the relations of the United Sta‘: ; 
with Spain and Cuba. Humane men 
throughout the world, and nowhere so 
strongly as in the United States, deplore 
the distress and suffering of the Cuban 
population. Every influence possible to 
the United States should be exerted to 
exterminate these horrible conditions— 
every influence short of war. We ask 
for no policy of cowardice, but of stern 
self-control. Sentiment and sympathy 
must yield to the strong behests of con- 
science. 

“The christian science of our people 
insists that peace is a nobler and more 
humane policy than war. May God give 
to you, our honored president, to your 
trusted cabinet and to the congress of 
the country continued strength, courage 
and wisdom to adhere toa policy of 
peace even if it needs great patience. 
We believe that such a course as you 
have so far pursued will, if continuea a 
little longer, lead to a pacific solution of 
all the difficulties now pending, a solu- 
tion which will be true to the noblest 
ideals-and hopes of our powerful chris- 
tian nation, and as the same time in no 
way false to the claims of justice and 
humanity.

BOSTON OPINION. 


fhe Post Says That Spain Has a Duty to 
Discharge. 

Boston, March 29.—The Post says: 
“Spain is now upon the defensive. It 
rests with her to take the step which 
alone can save her honor. If a man is 
murdered anywhere within the pale of 
civilization all the resources of the civil 
authority are availed of to discover, ar- 
rest and punish the murderer. Hereare 
the facts, showing that 266 officers and 
men of the navy of the United Statca, 
representing the dignity and honor of 
this great republic, were assasginated in 
the harbor of Havana, under the protec- 
tion of the Spanish authorities, and we 
have yet to hear of Spain taking the 
initial step to apprehend the miscreants, 
or to offer any reparation whetever for 
theawful d*ed. It rests with Spain todo 
at once what she has been too tardy in 
setting out to do.” 

The Journal says: “It could have 
been only a submarine mine, the naval 
court solemnly declares, which dealt 
the Maine her first and fatal injury. 
It must have been a mine of tremendous 
power to rend through and through the 
double steel plating of one of the strong- 
est warships in the werld. No nevice 
could have planted an engine like that; 
no mere adventurer could have cen- 
trolled and fired it. That mine must 
have been laid by trained Spanish hands. 
It must have come originally from the 
arsenal of the Spanish government. 
These terrible weapons are net for sale 
offhand. Only a few chosen agents 
understand their fabrication and their 
use; these are jealously guarded military 
secrets, infinitely less likely to be be- 
trayed to public knowledge than the de- 
tails of a contemPated cumpaign or the 
plans of an important fortification. For 
all practical effect Spain is as directly, 
immediately resvonsible for the destruc- 
tion of the Maine and the fearful murder 
of her 266 brave men as if the names and 
the rank of the unspeakable assassins 
who wrought this satanic work were 
blazoned on the angry heavens.” 

The Advertiser has this to say about 
the president’s message: “In one re- 
spect the report is a surprise, and a very 
welcome one, too. That is in disclosing 
the fact that the Maine remained at 
the same spot all the time and was not 
removed to a different position, by erder 
of the harbor master of Havang on the 
day before the explosion, er at any ether 
time. The statement that the vessel 
was so removed has been generally be- 
lieved and has added not a little te the 
popular indignation. ©f course, the 
correction of that error does net at all 
clear Spain from responsibility; but it 
does, and fairness requires the fact to 
be made emphatic, remove one very seri- 
ous ground of suspicion. The impres- 
sion conveyed by some prelimin an- 
nouncements, which were in sybstance 
correct, that the court declares itself un- 
able to fix the responsibility, will be bet- 
ter understood by paying attention to 
the precise language.” 

The Globe makes itself understood 
with exceeding plainnegs in the follow- 
ing: “The people appreciate the gravity 
of the complications which beset the ad- 
ministration. They understand that the 
explosion of a mine under an American 
battleship in a Spanigh harber seriously 
involves our relations with Spain, since 
they know that a submarine mine is not 
a mere pocket explosive which any ir- 
responsible fanatic could have manipu- 
lated. On thecontrary they realize that 
such a mine necessarily is a thing of 
bulk, difficult to construct and to plant, 
and that it could not have been planted 
and exploded in Havana harbor with- 
out either the deliberate connivance or 
the grossest negligence on the part of 
the authorities charged with the pro- 
tection of our ship.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 29.—Yesterday the leg- 
islature killed the anti-cigaret bill after 
a two hours’ debate. No division, or yea 
and nay vote was taken, because the ad- 
vocates of the bill were satisfied that it 
stood no chance of passing in any form. 

The bill extending the suffrage for 
members of the board of overseers of 
Harvard college to all graduates of the 
scientific departments of the university, 
as well as those of the academic depart- 
ments, received its third reading in the 
house. 

Agent Southworth of the Massachu- 
setts mills, Lowell, was not present for 
the hearing in connection with the tex- 
tile strike investigation yesterday, and 
as no quorum of the labor committee 
was obtained, the hearing was continued 
until today. A hearing was also given 
on Senator Williams’ bill for a com- 
mission of five to investigate the present 
conditions regarding cotton manufac- 
turing in Massachusetts. Two members 
of the committee are anxious to have the 
committee go to Lawrence on Wednes- 
day or Thursday to hear what the op- 
eratives have to say on the textile in- 
vestigation. The committee thinks of 
spending one day in Lowell, Represen- 
tative Day stating that this is the desire 
of operatives there. 

Mr. Wentworth of Cohasset moved a 
reconsideration of the vote of Thurs- 
day whereby the house refused to pass 
the bill providing for a five instead of a 
three months’ season for holders of 
liquor licenses at summer resorts. The 
motion was laid on the table, in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Swift of Tisbury, who fought 
the bill at its first stage. 

The senate refused to suspend the 
rules to admit a house bill to abolish 
fines and grades in cotton factories. 
Senator Williams raised the point that 
the law of 1891 covered this very point 
and it was therefore unnecessary. On 
account of this objection the senate re- 
fused to admit the bill.

That is all it amounts 
to, yet I recalled a knockdown which 
was uncommon ia its results.

He 
could not state whether the Maine was 
placed in the usual berth for men-of- 
war, but said that fie had heard remarks 
since the explosion, using Captain Ste- 
vens, temporarily in command of the 
Ward line steamer City of Washington, 
as authority, for the statement that he 


wad never known in all his experience, | 
which covered visits to Havana for five | 


or six years, a man-of-war to be an- 
cred at the buoy; that he had rarely 
known a merchant vessel to be anchored 
there, and that it was the least used 
buoy in the harbor. 

in describing the surroundings when 
first moored to his buoy, Captain Sigs- 
bee stated that the Spanish man-of-war 
Alphonso XII. was moored in positien 
now occupied by the Fern, Bbout 250 
yards to the northward and westward of 
the Maine. The German ship Gniesenau 
Was anchored at the Berth now occu- 
pied by the Spanish man-of-war Segas- 
pe, which is about 400 Yards about due 
north fre™ the Maine. He then located 
the ©erman man-of-war Charlotte, 
which came into the harbor a day or two 
later, which was anchored to the south- 
ward of the Maine’s berth, about four 
or five yards. 

In describing the surroundings at the 
lime of the explosion Captain Sigsbee 
stated that the night was calm and still. 
The Alphonso XII was at the same 
berth. The small Spanish dispatch boat 
Segaspe had come out the day before 
and taken the berth upied 
German man-of-war Gniesenau, which 
had left. The City of Washington was 
anchored about 200 yards to the south 
and east of the Maine's stern, slightly 
on the port quarter. The Maine coaled 
at Key West, taking on about 150 tons,

This coal was placed generally in the 
forward bunkers. No report was received 
from the chief engineer that any coal 
had been too long in the bunkers and that 
the fire alarms in the bunkers were sen- 
sitive.

tions other than the usual regulations 
required by the department. He ex- 
amined the temperature himself and 
conversed with the ordnance officer as to 
the various temperatures and the con- 
tents of the magazines, and, according 
to the opinion of this officer, as well as 
Sigsbee, the temperatures were never 
at the danger point. 

“I do not think there was any laxity 
in this direction,” said the captain, in re- 
ply to a question of Judge Advocate 
Marix.

He said he made every effort 
to have the Spanish officers visit the 
ship, to show good will, according to the 
apirit of the Maine's visit to Havana, 
but, with the exceptions stated, no mili- 
tary officer of Spain visited socially. 
Captain Sigsbee then went into details 
regarding the precautions in force, es- 
pecially in relation to quarter watches 
which he said had never been rescind- 
ed. One of the cutters was in the water 
at the time of the accident, and one of 
the steam launches, the first, was riding 
at the starboard boom. The captain 
said that the night was quiet and warm 
and that he remembered hearing dis- | 
tinctly the echoes of the bugle at tattoo, 
which was very pleasant. Stars were 
out, the sky, however, being overcast. 
The Maine at the time of the explosion 
was heading immediately northwest, | 
pointing toward the Shears. He Was | 
writing at the port cabin table at the 
time of the explosion, and was dressed. 
He then went into a description of his | 
experience when he felt the crash. He | 
characterized it as a bursting, rending | 
and crashing sound or roar of immense | 
volume, largely metallic in its charac- | 
ter. It was succeeded by a metallic 
sound, probably of falling debris, a trem- | 
blirg and lurching motion of the vessel, | 
then an impression of subsidence, at- | 
tended by an eclipse of electric lights | 
and intense darkness within the cabin. | 
He knew immediately that the Maine had 
been blown up and that she was sink-

The represen- 
tatives of General Blanco and of the 
admiral of the station were among the 
Spanish officials who tendered their re- 
fepects. About 84 or 85 men were found 
that night who survived. By the time 
Captain Sigsbee reached the quarter 
deck it was his impression that an over- 
whelming explosion had occurred. 
When he came from the cabin he was 
practically blinded for a few seconds. 
His only thought was for the vessel, and | 
he took no note of the phenomena of the 
explosion. In reply to the direct ques- | 
tion of whether any of the magazines | 
or shell rooms were blown up, the cap- 
tain said it was extremely difficult to 
come to any conclusion. The center of 
the explosion was beneath and a little 
forward of the conning tower, on the} 
port side. In the region of the center 
axis of the explosion was the 6-inch re- 
serve magazine, which contained very | 
little powder, about 300 »ounds. The 10- 
inch magazine was in the same general 
region, but on the starboard side. Over 
the 10-inch magazine, in the loading 
room of the turret and in the adjoining 
passage, a number of 10-inch shells were 
permanently placed. According to Cap- 
tain Sigsbee it would be difficult to con- 
ceive that the explosion involved the 10- 
inch magazine, because of the location | 
of the explosion, and that no reports | 
show that any 10-inch shells were hurled |

The captain went into details as to the 

location of the small arm ammunition. 

He said that he did not believe that the | 
forward 6-inch magazine blew up. The 
location of the guncotton was aft, under 
the cabin. The guncotton primers and 
the detonators were always kept in the 
cabin. He stated that he had examined 
tbe wreck himself. conversed with oth- 


er oMecers nd men, but,’as the Spanish 
authorities were very much averse toan 
investigation, except officially, on the 
grounds, as stated by the Spanish ad- 
miral, that the honor of Spain was in- 
volved, he forbore to examine the sub- 
marine portion of the wreék for the 
cause of the explosion until the day the 
court convened. 

He said that the discipline of the ship 
was excellent. The marine.guard was 
{in excellent condition. The reports of 
the medical department show that about 
one man and a quarter per day were on 
the sick list during the past year. In 
the engineers’ department the vessel was 
always ready and always responsive. He 
paid a tribute to the crew and said that 
a quieter, better natured lot of men he 
had never known on board any vessel 
in which he had served. 

He had no fault to find with the behay- 


lior of any officer or man at the time of | 
| the disaster, and considered their con- 


duct admirable. On his examination 
by the court Captain Sigsbee said that 


the highest temperature he could re- 


j}member was 112, but that was in the af- 


ter magazine, the temperature in the 
forward magazine being considerably 
lower. There was no loose powder kept 
in the magazine. AW the coal bunkers 
were ventilated tnrcugh air tubes ex- 
amined weekly by the chief engineer, 
und were connected electrically to the 
annunciator near his cabin door.

The president remains stead- 
fast in his convictions as to what is his 
duty, and adverse criticism, which it ts 
asserted is mainly due to misinformation 
as to the situation or ignorance of the 
president’s purpose, will not be per- 
mitted to swerve him in the least from 
the course he has planned. Some days 
ago he made a peremptory demand upon 
Spain to put an end immediately to hos- 
tilities in Cuba, to release the concen- 
trados and to permit them to return to 
their homes. Since that demand was 
communicated, the president has not

reply may be expected within the next 
few days.

As a preliminary step toward peace, 
it has been proposed to Spain, though 
the proposition has not taken the shape 
of a demand as yet at least, that the 
Spanish government withdraw its troops 
from the island and that the Cubans be 
given their independence on a basis of 
indemnity that would be regarded as 
just in amount by the United States and 
other nations and feir to both contend- 
ing parties. The question of an armis- 
tice has not been agreed to by either this 
country or Spain, though there is no 
doubt that Spain suggested an armis- 
tice. 

What terms of peace will be accep- 
table to the president cannot be stated, 
but it is asserted that no proposition will 
be considered that does not involve the 
practical, if not the actual, indepen- 
dence of the Cubans. Under these cir- 
cumstances the upholders of the admin- 
istration think it only fair to Mr. Mo- 
Kinley that the people should wait with 
patience the result of the pending nego- 
tiations, since there is no more loyal 
American than the president, or one who 
will hesitate less than he when the hour 
for action has arrived. 

The purpose and results of the Span- 
ish minister's talk with Judge Day are 
guarded with the usual secrecy that 
prevails at the state department. Ina 
general way, however, it is said, it was 
productive of further expressions from 
high officials that the aspect continued 
pacific. It was learned that the 1 
difference has disappeared as to Spain 
objecting to the dispatch of relief sup- 
plies by the United States government 
to Cuba. Spain has also expressed full 
willingness to allow the reconcentrados 
to be assisted by agricultural imple- 
ments, etc., or in any other way the 
United States sees fit to adopt, so long 
is it does not assume a éorm offensive 
to Spain by being carried in warships. 
Beyond this, however, the plans of set- 
tlement have taken a very wide range, 
and not one of them is yet reduced to 
such a concrete form that it gives prem- 
ise of acceptance by both governments. 
Both sides, it is sald by persons familiar 
with the negotiations, appear to be ani- 
mated by an earnest desire to avold war 
by all honorable means, and for this 
reason every possible proposition or 
basis of adjustment is being fully can- 
‘vassed. There is high authority for 
saying, however, that the Spanish at- 
titude up to the present time has not 
been to consider either the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, forcible intervention, or 
the sale of the island. 

A gentleman well acquainted with 
Spanish affairs points out that the talk 
of an armistice is out of the question, as 
Spain would never withdraw her forces 
in Cuba while the rebellious element 
was in arms. He said also that the 
statements published concerning a 
proposition for enlarged autonomy, to 
go inte force immediately after the com- 
ing Cuban election, was not in fact un- 
der consideration, as the reported terms 
of this new autonomy are in detail em- 
braced in the autonomy now about to be 
put into force. 

There is little doubt that che French 
government is ready to tender its good 
offices as mediator between the United 
States and Spain if any intimation is 
conveyed by this country that such of- 
fices would be acceptable. Without such 
intimation it is doubtful whether France 
will take the initiative. In diplomatic 
circles it is pointed out that the interests 
of France, both material and _ senti- 
mental, favor an avoidance of war, A 
material reason is that France is pre- 
paring for the international exposition 
when the world’s travel will be turned 
toward the French capital. It is said 
that war at such a time would be seri- 
ously prejudicial to this project. More- 
over, French citizens own many Spanish 
securities, so that any decline resulting 
from war wouid fall largely on French 
capitalists. While these are important 
considerations for France, yet the ten- 
der of good offices would be based solely 
on sentimental grounds, namely, on the 
friendship of France for both parties in 
this controversy. 

The army and navy departments con- 
tinued @esterday to show many evl- 
dences of activity, but there was not 
that extreme energy of prepaietion ap- 
parent last week. Captain Sigsbee had 
several talks with Secretary Long dur- 
ing the day, and the secretary accom- 
panied the captain to the White House 
and presented him to the president. 
Mr. Long says that-no determination 
has been reached thus far as to Captain 
Sigsbee’s next assignment; but, as one 
of the high officials of the navy depart- 
ment remarked, the commander. of the 
wrecked Maine can have about anything 
he wants. 

A board is considering wnat should be 
done with the wreck of the Maine. At 
first it seemed possible to save some part 
of the ship, and certainly the big guns 
and turrets, but this idea has been about 
given up. It is probable that what re- 
mains of the wreck will be abandoned. 


Position of the President. 

Washington, March 30.—This state- 
ment, outlining the attitude of the pres- 
ident, was made public late last night: 
“President McKinley regards the Maine 
incident as a minor incident. Before 
making any demand for reparation he 
desired to receive and consider the re- 
port of the Maine court of inquiry, an? 
believed that such a course was only 
fair to Svgin Inadopting this course he 
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was guided by any number of prece- 
dents, including the Trent case, Balti- 
more incident, etc. 

“The attitude ef congress is inconsis- 
tent. It ought to exercise its con- 
stitutional authority, and declare war, 
or permit the executive to do what it 
can to close up the questions arising out 
of the general situation in Cuba. 

“Negotiations are in progress between 
this government and that of Spain which 
the president believes will bring about 
the end of the rebellion, give the Cubans 
practically everything they want, in- 
cluding independence, and this, he 
thinks, can be accomplished without 
war. 

“The important thing to be first done 
is to feed the reconcentrados and to have 
their government authorize the resump- 
tion of work in the fields. It can be 
stated positively, however, that the pres- 
ident is negotiating for the end of the 
war without further delay, and he be- 
lieves he will be successful.” 


Three Men Said to Have Been Bribed. 

Washington, March 30.—The following 
is a copy of the anonymous letter men- 
tioned in the testimony of Henry Drain, 
the clerk of the American consulate at 
Havana: “It should be remembered 
that at the dawn of the day of the ter- 
rible catastrophe an individual was 
killed in a small boat, together with an- 
other who was found wounded and a 
prisoner. They were going about the 
cruisers Maine and Alphonso XII, and 
as the said individuals are of the worst 
antecedents as harbor thieves, I have 
interested myself in investigating what 
connection this occurrence could have 
had with the explosion of the Maine, and 
I have discovered that those two men, 
together with another who is called Pepe 
Taco, had bought in a hardware store 
in Mercares street a hose such as is used 
by divers, and that the three left Ragla 
in a small boat, which they placed under 
the wharves of Santa Catalina. They 
were loitering about more than an hour 
and a half, while Pepe Taco, who is a 
calker and diver, probably the best in 
these parts, did the work to bring about 
the explosion of the Maine. 

“With the data I went to Regla and 
discovered that the family of the dead 
man, who lived in the utmost misery in 
a house in Bodriguez Batista street, had 
moved to a well furnished one on Gela- 
bert street. There I learned that they 
had agreed with some merchants of 
Muralla street for the work of blowing 
up the ship for the sum of $6000 ($2000 in 
advance and the other $4000 after seeing 
the result); but they did not come out 
of the adventure very well, having been 
attacked when they were retiring, the 
result of which was the death of one, 
who left his teeth in the boat, and an- 
ether one wounded. The third one has 
not presented himself to collect the rest 
of the money. The one whom I called 
the third is the diver, Pepe Taco, who is 
unwounded, who is no doubt afraid te 
present himself to collect the rest. 

“In Muralla street, they tell me, was 
the place where the business was ar- 
ranged with Messrs. Garcia, Corujedo, 
Villasuso, Maribona and others whom 
I do not remember. The man whois ar- 
rested is being administered morphine 
constantly to see if he will die and not 
give evidence, so as not, as they express 
it, to spoil the affair after it has come 
off so much to their taste.” 


NATIONAL SENATE, 


Demand For Decisive Action In Settling 
the Cuban Difficulty. 
Washington, March. 30.—One of the 
most remarkable eulogies probably ever 
delivered in the senate was that pro- 
nounced by Mr. Tillman yesterday upon 
the late Senator Earle. He and Mr. 
Earle had for a long time been political 
antagonists and, in the common ac- 
ceptance of the term, had never been 
friends or political allies. In payinga 
brilliant tribute to the late senator, Mr. 
Tillman said he felt that if he failed to 
pay it, the history of the fame and vir- 
tues of General Earle would lack the 
important testimony which he alone 
could give. The senator reviewed what 
he said was one of the most remarkable 
political campaigns ever waged—that 
for the gubernatorial nomination in the 
palmetto state in 1890, in which he and 
General Earle were rival candidates. 
In that campaign the reform movement 
headed by Mr. Tillman was successful, 
General Earle carrying only four of the 
35 counties of the state. During that 
campaign the general won the admira- 
tion of all by the intrepidity and dis- 
tinguished ability with which he con- 
ducted himself, and paved the way to 
his subsequent election to the senate. 


SENATOR TILLMAN, 

Within five minutes after the senate 
convened, Mr. Allen of Nebraska intro- 
duced a resolution recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Cuban republic, because 
the dictates of christian civilization and 
common humanity alike “demand the 
speedy cessation of hostilities and i = 
immediate termination of the deliber 
ately planned starvation now going on 
in the island of Cuba.” 

This was followed by a resolution pro- 
posed by Mr. Rawlins of Utah, declaring 
waragainst Spain. Mr. Foraker of Ohio 
then introduced a resolution declaring 
for such intervention in the Cuban was 
as would bring about independence of 
the Cubans, the third section reading: 
“That the war Spain is waging against 
Cuba is so destructive of the commer- 
cial and property interests of the United 
States and so cruel, barbarous and in- 
human in its character as te make it 
the duty of the United States to de- 
mand, and the government of the United

in the blaze and smoke to the danger of 
their lives. 

The indiscriminate setting of grass 
fires in the above district this spring 
has been more frequent than formerly. 
The large number of open lots in this 
new quarter of our city offers oppor- 
tunity to the children for setting fires 
not found in any other part of Quincy. 

A few nights since a grass fire 
started near the Park and Downs 
chapel by boys ranging from 8 to 15 
years of age, and not a few little, girls, 
some not over 6 years old took part in 
the affair. Owing tothe high wind 
they soon lost control of the fire and a 
oue time the chapel and the house of 
Mr. Daniel Miller, near by were 
seriously threatened, and but for the 
timely arrival of Dr. Johnson, who 
worked quick and vigorously and put 
the fire out, the two structures would 
undoubtedly have been destroyed. 
When the doctor first came upon the 
scene the flames were so threatening 
that his first impulse was to ring in an 
alarm. : 

Another case on Beach street nearly 
two weeks ago where a house came 
near catching fire from a grass fire set 
by small boys will also go to prove 
that this grass burning by children has 
become a nuisance and a menace to 
life and property. The writer was 
seated at the supper table quietly en- 
joying the evening meal with his 
family, when suddenly @ man rushed 
in and said, ‘‘Mr. ——, if yon don’t 


want the trouble of collecting the 
insurance on your house, you had 
better hustle and help put this fire 


out.”’ 

Now we are not living 
in the wild west, and when so 
ceremoniously called upon to leave a 
peaceful meal to fight fire to save 
your house from burning over your 
heads, it savors of Indians and law- 
lessness. On going out of doors, a 
raging fire was wichin four feet of 
the side of the house and no less than 
ten boys frantically fighting it with coat 
and hats. What condition those 
coats and hats must have been in. 
Horrors for the mothers of those boys. 
And right in the midst of the blaze 
and smoke were two little girls work- 
ing as hard as the boys and seemingly 
unmindful of their great danger. The 
girls were quickly sent home. With 
the help of the boys and several pails 
of water the progress of the fire was 
checked with no actual damage to 
property. But there was damage, and 
of a nature not easily repaired. The 
nervous shock to the lady of the house 
was the damage caused by that excite- 
ment. 

Other instances could be cited where 
grass fires in this neighborhood set by 
small boys, have not only come near 
property but it keeps

Little Dan Wallingford, Who Started the 
Movement to Replace the Maine. 

Little Danny Wallingford, who emptied 
his savings bank to send 48 cents to Secre- 
tary Long of the navy for the purpose ot 
starting a fund to build a battleship which 
should replace the Maine, was the origi- 
nator of the wide spreading movement to

which school children all over the country 
are now contributing their pennies. Here 
is what Dan wrote: 

“T have been wanting to do something 
for my country. I think now is the time, 
so I send youall the pennies I have to help 
build a new ship.”’ 

There was another note in the envelope 
from Dan’s mother. She said the boy was 
a great reader of American history and 
patriotic literature and had written the 
letter and sent the stamps entirely with- 
out suggestion from any person. ‘The 
stamps were purchased with money from 
his savings bank and represented all it 
containea. 

In reply to this communication the sec- 
retary of the navy wrote to Dan that, as 
there was more need of a fund for the re- 
lief of the sailors who strffered by the 
wreck of the Maine he bad turned the 
pennies over to the treasurer of an associ- 
ation formed for that purpose. 

Since then Danny has become famous. 
Letters from all sorts and conditions of 
men and women, to say nothing of chil- 
dren, are now cuming to Dan daily, and 
he has been the theme of many a newspa- 
per article. But it is said that he bears his 
honors meekly and hasin nowise lost his 
head as yet. 


he boy is the son and only living child} 


of C. A. Wallingford, a well known archi- 
tect in Indianapolis. Dan is a patriot by 
birth and with good reasons, if descent 
counts. His grandfather Wallingford en- 
listed as a private in the Thirty-third In- 
diana regiment and came out of the war 
as adjutant of the regiment. He was a 
prisoner in Libby prison and died soon 
after release as a result of sickness con- 
tracted there. 

On the mother’s side he is the tenth 
generation in lineal descent from Richard 
Gardner, who came over in the Mayflower, 
and the ninth generation from Tristram 
Coftin, who came over in 1642, and was 
chief magistrate of Nantucket island, 
where branches of the family still live. 


ELOQUENT BOB COUSINS. 


How the Iowa Congressman Made His 
Reputation es an Orator. 

Robert G. Cousins, the Iowa congress- 
man whose recent speech on the Maine re- 
lief bill not only stirred the house of rep- 
resentatives, but thrilled the entire coun- 
try, basa national reputation as afi orator. 
He made it two years ago when, during 
his second term, he surprised his fellow 
members by an eloquent effort that was 
printed all over the country. The occasion 
was a sarcastic arraignment of Embassado1 
Bayard, who had made some unfortunate 
remarks in public. 

Mr. Cousins is a master of all the styles 
of oratory. He can be slow, deliberate, im- 
pressive, or he can let loose a torrent of

rhetoric that leaps and roars and charms. 
He is one of the few elocutionists in the 
house, one of the dozen men in this whole 
congress, who know what to say and how 
to say it well. Cousins is at his best in 
sarcasm, though he knows the value of 
contrast. He knows how to get away from 
monotone and how not to be intense all 
the time. It is refreshing to find another 
pearl in the national legislature, another 
speaker who is neither bombastic nor dull, 
another who has a glimmer of conscious- 
ness that the noble art of elocution was 
made to be used in congress as well as on 
the stage. 

If Cousins has any fault, it is soaring. 
At times in his Maine speech he was away 
up in the blue ethereal, and his auditors 
were nervous lest he fall with a sickening 
thud or disappear altogether in the empy- 
rean. There was infinite relief when, after 
two or three of these acrial excursions 
with the Goddess of Liberty and other 
winged things he came down to earth and 
landed cleverly on his feet. 

Bob Cousins, as he is known by every- 
body, isa bright young lawyer who will 
not be 40 for another year. He was born 
in Iowa and is a product of the state. He 
is a graduate of Cornell university and 
took his degree in 1881. One year later he 
was admitted to the bar, and since that 
time he has been engaged in the practice 
of law. 

His first stroke in politics was his elec- 
tion to the legislature of Iowa. Whilea 
member of that body he was elected by its 
house as one of the prosecutors in the cele- 
brated Brown impeachment case, which 
was tried before the senate during 1887. 
In 1888 he was elected prosecuting attorney 
and also presidential elector for the Fifth 
congressional district. He was elected to 
the Fifty-third congress and was re-elected 
to the Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth con- 
gresses. 


[ENGLAND AND SILVER, 


Bimetailism Referred to In a Come | 
mons Debate, 


Improbability of an Interna- 
tional Agreement. 


Such the Opinion of a Member of the British | 
Cabinet. 


London, March 30.—The house of com- 
mons was occupied for some time yes- 
terday in a debate on the Indian cur- 
rency. Lord George Hamilton, secre- 
tary of state for India, admitted that 
it would be impossible to reopen the 
mints without an international arrange- 
ment, which at present seems quite out} 
of the question. He pointed out that | 
nobody had blamed the government for 
declining American and French invita- 
tions to reopen the mints. As matters) 
now stood, he believed an international | 
bimetallic agreement impossible, be-| 
cause France could not accept a less 
ratio than 15 1-2 to 1,which could not be 
secured. To his view it seemed im- 
possible that any nation by its own un- 
aided efforts shduld rehabilitate silver. 
America had made a great effort, but 
had not succeeded He considered that 
the policy introduced in India in 1893 
had fully justified itself, and that to at- 
tempt to reverse it now would be lunacy. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, liberal! 
leader in the house, congratulated Lord 
Hamilton upon his “monumental 
speech,” which he (Harcourt) hoped 
would carry conviction to the president 
of the local government board (Henry | 
Chaplin) and the first lord of the treas- | 
ury (Arthur Balfour). 

The house then adopted Hamilton's 
motion appeinting a committee which 
will have practically all the powers of 
a royal commission to inquiry into the 
practicability of the Indian govern- 
ment’s proposals for a gold standard. 


BOSTON OPINION. 


Patience Has Its Limits, In the Estima- 
tion of the Boston Globe. 

Boston, March 30.—In an article on} 
congress and the president The Globe 
saystoday: “The outburst of feeling at) 
the national capital yesterday was so! 
spontaneous and emphatic, and so en-! 
thusiastically participated in by not a! 
few leaders of Republicanism that Presi-! 
dent McKinley cannot possibly mistake | 
its significance. Congress was per- 
suaded, much against its will, to ‘sus- 
pend judgment’ for many a long week, | 
pending the receipt of the report into| 
the causes of the destruction of the} 
Maine and the slaughter of more than| 
200 of her brave officers and crew. But} 
patience has its limits. The notable} 
scenes of enthusiasm for Cuban sracdom| 
in the senate, and the unquestioned dom- 
ination of the war spirit among members 
of the house means that congress never 
will agree to ‘suspend action’ indefi- 
nitely.” 

The Post insists that the country at 
large wants action, not talk or diplo- 
macy, on the Cuban questien. “To put 
it plainly,” it says, “the great mass of 
the American people think the time 
has come for armed intervention and for 
serving notice on Spain that she is 
not wanted on this side ef the Atlantic. 
That this is the real sentiment of the 
country cannot be questioned by close 
students of the situation; and this isa 
most potent factor to be taken into ac- 
count in congidering the probabilities of 
war or peace.” 

“Those zealous patriots who have been 
chiding President McKinley, and those 
peace-at-any-price extremists who have 
been applauding him, little knew what 
he has ‘actually done,” says The Journal. 
“As a matter of fact The Journal can 
state on excellent authority that several 
days ago the president made a positive 
demand upon Spain to put an end to hos- 
tilities in Cuba at ence and te permit 
the reconcentrados to return te their 
native farms and villages. A proposi- 
tion, though not yet a demand, has also 
been offered that Spain withdraw its 
troops from the island as the first step 
to negotiations for independence. No 
reply has yet been received from Madrid, 
but this is the president's position. He 
most certainly will not recede from it— 
and this information ought to put an end 
to all talk in congress of rising up and 
taking the affair out of the hands of 
the executive.” 


Bay State Legislature, 

Baston, March 30.—The house refused 
to substituie the aldermanic bill of Mr. 
Saunders of Boston for a district system 
in Boston for the ward aldermanic bill 
of Mr. Bartlett of Boston. 

The upper branch yesterday debated 
the merits of the proposed Sunday law 
legislation at length. The prevailing 
sentiment seemed to be in favor of grant- 
ing freedom te all reasonable acts upon 
that day. The Sunday concert prob- 
lem was discussed. The adverse re- 
port on further legislation was sus- 
tained, 12 to 7. 

The bill allowing cadet companies to 
carry arms was summarily killed. 

The committee on cities reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition that the 
appointment and removal of license 
commissioners be made subject to the 
appreval of the board of aldermen. 

In a report of a bi} from the com- 
mittee on election laws, an election bill 
is reported which requires, among other 
things, that the votes cast in caucuses 
shall be counted within three feet of the 
rail. 

Two Nights on Ice. 

St. Johns, N. F., March 30.—Thesteam- 
er Mastiff was crushed in an icefioe off 
Gross island on March 15, and the bot- 
tom was torn out of her by the bergs. 
The members of the crew, with boats 
and previsions, left the ship and camped 
on the ice, where they spent 48 hours, 
nearly every man being frostbitten and 
mrost of them severely. 

The ice broke up the first night, and 
a large party of men was plunged into 
the water. All escaped with their lives, 
but their misery was greatly increased 
by this misfortune. The second night 
12 went insane; but by great exertions 
on the part of the captain and the offi- 
cers these unfortunates were kept under 
control and employed in various tasks. 
Shelters were made under the upturned 
boats for those who were the worst off.

Intense Feeling Displayed. 
Washington, March 30.—The house 
quietly proceeded with the order of the 
day. Noopportunity was afforded under 
the rules of debating the all-absorbing 
topic, but members stood about the 
cloak rooms and lobbies all day long 
discussing the situation. The most in- 
tense feeling was manifested. 

The house, after passing a bill to 
pension the widow of General John L. 
Stevenson, at the rate of $30 per month, 
devoted the whole day to the considera- 
tion of the bill to pay certain claims for 
stores and supplies furnished to the 
union by loyal citizens of the south dur- 
ing the war. There was a bitter con- 
test over a claim of $217,000 preferred 
by the-heirs of the widow of General 
Kobert E. Lee. She inherited the claim 
from Mrs. Fitz Hugh, her aunt, whe, it 
was admitted, wasloyal. Theclaim was 
finally stricken out, but the house re- 
cessed before the bill was passed. It 
provides for the payment of about 850 
claims, aggregating $1,200,000. 

Representative Chickering introduced 
a bill to encourage the enlistment of 
veterans of the late war in case ef war 
with Spain. It provides that soldiers 
drawing pensions who may enlist in the 
army or navy shall continue to draw 
pensions during their term of enlistment.

Joint Mediation Proposed. 

London, March 30.—Count Geluchow- 
ski, the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister, has proposed, according to 
special dispatches from Vienna and Ber- 
lin, to Mr. Hanotaux, the French foreign 
minister, a joint mediation by France 
and Austria-Hungary between the 
United States and Spain. The initia- 
tive is left to Hanotaux, but the Aus- 
trian representatives at Madrid and 
Washington have been instructed to as- 
sist the moyement. 


Duty of Intervention. 

Ithaca, N. Y., March 30.—President 
Schurman of Cornell university, who 
has just returned from a two weeks’ 
trip in the west, reports a strong feel- 
ing in favbr of war. “American people 
well say,” he remarked, “that for hu- 
manity’s sake they are constrained to 
forcibly intervene in the affairs of Cuba, 
to put an end to the horrors w hich are 
a disgrace to and a crime against civil- 
ization. The duty of intervention is 
the more incumbent upon the United 
States as, under the Monroe doctrine, 
European powers are not allowed to 
interfere in revolts of colonies on this 
continent; but just as christianity and 
civilization constrained European na- 
tions to puta stop to the atrocities in Bul- 
garia and, if they should have agreed, 
in Armenia, so the people of the United 
States must champion the same spirit 
on this continent. Of course the aim 
of our government should be to secure 
the protection of the Cuban non-com- 
batants by peaceful means, if possible; 
but if sterner measures are needed the 
country will back President McKinley, 
whose management of this Spanish busi- 
ness, in my opinion, has greatly in- 
creased his reputation for prudence, 
tagacity, foresight and statesmanship.” 

Looks For War. 

London, March 30.—‘I can’t see how 
war between the United States, and 
Spain can be avoided,” said Sir Charles 
Dilke. “Affairs have come to such @ 
pass with Spain that she may welcome 
war as the best means of getting rid of 
Cuba. It has become such a millstone 
around her neck that she must free her- 
self from it somehow, and to the proud 
Spaniard war would be the least dis- 
agreeable way.” 

Time They Contributed. 

Washington, March 30.—Mr. Bernabe, 
the Spanish minister, received a tele- 
gram yesterday saying that at a meet- 
ing of Spaniards resident in Mexico 
$240,000 were subscribed for the relief of 
the Cuban reconcentrados, and that it 
was confidently hoped the fund would 
reach $1,000,000 during the week.

Boston, March 30.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of Clinton 
Berry, a painter, from his home, has 
been solved. He sleeps in a paupeér’s 
grave at Mount Hope cemetery.

It ought to be distinctly understood 
that, while President McKinley has 
given his approval of the plan to have 
the Cubans pay the Spanish govern- 
ment an indemnity for independence, 
according to the offer of General Gomez, 


of $200,000,000, he has not offered 
it to Spain on behalf of the United 
States. It is the proposition of finan- 


ciers who have taken up the suggestion 
of General Gomez, the Rothschilds on the 
other side and J. Pierpont Morgan on 
this side being the leaders in organizing 
what is practically a syndicate taking 
in the leading bankers of New York, 
London, Paris and Madrid, organized 
to promote the adoption and then the 
execution of the indemnity plan. 

The United States government has 
not made itself responsible in any of 
President McKinley's propositions for 
this scheme, although it may be drawn 
into obligations on its account, as the 
legal or moral guarantor, if Spain 
adopts it, as the Cubans have already 
done, and the United States may, there- 
fore, be forced into close relations with 
the republic of Cuba to the extent of 
administering its fiscal affairs for the 
purposes of this plan, for it wowd not 
allow a foreign government or any com- 
bination of governments to interfere. 

It ought to be understood that the de- 
tails of the proposition which President 
McKinley hopes to see Spain accept yet 
remain to be worked out. He has not 
put them as definitely as the newspapers 
have put them for him. He has said in- 
demnity, for example, but he has not 
named the amount of the indemnity, 
and he has said that the steps to inde- 
pendence must be taken rapidly, but he 
nas not named the exact time. 

Never before until now has the Spanish 
guvernment even for a moment enter- 
tained such propositions. Now in the 
stress of the present emergency, with 
declarations of war introduced in the 
American congress, Spain has reluct- 
antly consented to consider them. This 
in itself has given lively hope of satis- 
| factory results, but it involves @ grave 
crisis in Spain, and it cannot be foretold 
what the final action at Madrid will be. 
Until yesterday it was believed that 
Spain would indignantly reject a propo- 

tion involving the independence of 
Guba or American intervention or the 
disappearance of the Spanish flag from 
the island either through purchase by 
the Cubans or otherwise. There was the

being carefully weighed with a view to 
a fina! decision. As stated, that answer 
is believed to only be a question of per- 
haps two or three days. When it is re- 
ceived the future course of this gov- 
ernment will be determined. It is the 
view of the administration that the pres- 
ent week will shape the policy of the 
future, whether it is to be one of peace 
or one of war. 


Naturally this critical juncture has oc- 
casioned the greatest interest here, 
coupled with no little excitement as word 
Was passed about that the last stage In 
the negotiations with Spain was reached. 
Many representative men of congress, 
senators and representatives, called at 
the White House and conferred with the 
president. To the ieaders in congress 
the president stated that definite re- 
sults were expected from Madrid by 
Friday. This served to allay the intense 
feeling which, had been manifested in 
congress, and through the influence of 
the leaders further action by the senate 
and house was for the time being de- 
ferred. 

At the capitol excitement was un- 
abated. The meeting of the senate 
committee on foreign relations occas- 
ioned a great deal od interest because of 
the many warlike resolutions which 
were referred to that committee. On 
the house side tiiere was an intensity of 
feeling. After the vote on the Bailey 
resolution, many Republicans went to 
the White House cto confer with the 
president and to express to him their 
hope that something might be promised 
which would relieve the strained situa- 
tion. The assurance of the president 
was given to these Members that by 
Friday night at tle latest something 
definite could be expected. 

Th greatest secrecy prevails in many 
bureaus of the war and navy depart- 
ments in regard to the various projects 
of defense and naval movements now 
going on. Captain Crowins@jeld of the 
bureau of navigation has issued the fol- 
lowing order: “Officers, clerks and all 
employes of the bureau are forbidden to 
make public any information concerning 
the movements of ships, orders to officers 
or other official bus!ness of the bureau 
except they have personal and explicit 
permissicn from me.” 

The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations has agreed to postpone the com- 
pletion of the committee's work on the 
Cuban situation for a few days in order 
to afford time to the president to con- 
tinue his diplomatic negotiations with 
the Spanish authorities. This conces- 
sion was the result of a request by the 
president, and it was granted without 
any murmur of dissent. Previous to 
this action the president had been very 
frankly informed that neither the com- 
mittee nor the senate would be disposed 
to acquiesce in any agreement for an 
armistice. This opposition is under- 
stood to have been made clear on behalf 
of the joint Repubiican and Democratic 
steering committees of the senate, and it 
is understood to bave been met with the 
response that this ¢¢ "ernment would not 
press the matter. 

The president freely admitted to visit- 
ing senators that the negotiations with 
Spain were rapidly approaching a crisis, 
and felt quite confident a conclusion 
would be r€Ached by Friday night at the 
latest. He asked that in view of this 
fact no action be taken by either house 
until after that time, or until the present 
negotiations could be brought to a close. 
The representations were of a character 
to satisfy the committee. 

It was stated in a diplomatic quarter 
that the Spanish government within the 
last 10 days had addressed a note to the 
great powers of Europe, fully setting 
forth the grave aspect of the contro- 
versy with the United States and at 
least inferentially suggesting that the 
time was now opportune for European 
influences to be exerted. It is said that 
this note led to the utterances of Premier 
Hanotaux in the French chamber last 
Saturday, and has been the cause of the 
activity at European capitals within the 
last few days in connection with Span- 
ish-American affairs. Up tothe present 
time, however, no actual step toward 
mediation or intervention has been taken 
by any of the-great powers, although 
there is little doubt that France stands 
ready to take the initiative if there is 
the slightest evidence that the United 
States government will view such a 
move with favor. The French ambas- 
sador at Washington, Mr. Cambof, has 
received no instructions directing him 
to tender the good offices of France. 
Nevertheless, taking the cue from the 
remarks of Premier Hanotaux, he has 
called on Judge Day and has said that 
if this government at any time feels 
that the French government can aid in 
averting the present crisis and main- 
taining peace, he has no doubt that 
France will readily undertake to exert 
such offices as will be acceptable to both 
powers. It is probable that suggestions 
have not taken a more formal shape 
owing to the delicate character of such 
overtures. A tender of good offices is 
one of the last resorts of diplomacy, 
when all other means of averting war 
seem to be at an end. There is addi- 
tional difficulty from the fact that when 
two nations are involved in a crisis ex- 
ternal influence may be presented as an 
intrusion. There is reason to helieve

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that no steps will be taken by France 
unless it is clearly shown in advance 
that the United States desires the 
friendly offices of other nations. 

The Spanish government has earnest- 
ly hoped within the last week that some 
of the European powers, and more likely 
Austria and France, would take the 
initiative without waiting to consult 
the. desires of this government. This 
hope has proved vain, however, and it is 
said on high authority that recent ne- 
gotiations in Europe have disclosed 
positively that while the sympathy of 
some of the continental powers was with 
Spain, not one of them stood ready to 
espouse her cause by mediation or by 
arms. Most had been expected of Aus- 
tria owing to the dynastic relations be- 
tween Austria and Spain, the queen 
regent of Spain being an Austrian prin- 
cess and a cousin of the emperor of 
Austria. Up to the present time, how- 
ever, Austria has not felt ready to take 
the initiative alone. The reports from 
Vienna, that the Austrian minister of 
foreign affairs had instructed the Aus- 
trian representative in Washington to 
co-operate in the steps to be taken by 
France, are not borne out by actual de- 
velopments. The Austrian minister has 
not been at the state department during 
the present week, nor have suggestions 
in this line been received from him. It 
is a coincidence that the French am- 
bassador, the Austrian minister and the 
Spanish minister are more closely as- 
sociated together than any other diplo- 
mats in the corps. 

A matter that has caused a great deal 
of excitement is the departure of a Span- 
ish fleet of three vessels. In view of the 
many peace negotiations that have been 
made by Spain such action is regarded 
as anything put a friendly move. 


PLAN MISCARRIED. 


Democrats Sought to Make Use of Re- 
publican Disaffection. 

Washington, March 31.—The rebellious 
Republicans in the house have carried 
their point in one particular at least. 
Before their weariness crystallized into 
action to secure relief the sky as to the 
Cuban problem was murky; it is not so 
today. The clarification occurred dur- 
ing Tuesday night and in the hours pre-

ceding the opening of Wednesday's ses- 


sion. The gravity of the threatening 
aspect was borne in upon the attention 
of President McKinley, and he was per- 
suaded at last to be specifie in his state- 
ments. Generalization was dropped, 
and a respite was secured by communi- 
cating the intelligence that a reasonable 
basis for action in case of necessity 
would be afforded at least before the 
week terminated. That was a modicum 
of definiteness not vouchsafed previous- 
ly, and so the excitement of the recal- 
citrant congressmen was allayed and 
their determination held in abeyance. 

Leader Bailey of the Democracy was 
not cognizant of what had transpired 
after he left the capitol Tuesday after- 
noon, and he undertook to precipitate 
matters by taking advantage of the Re- 
publican revolt. After the reading of 
the journal the Democratic leader de- 
manded recognition as a matter of psivi- 
lege and offered a resolution. A pro- 
found sensation followed, and members 
rose en masse all over the house. No 
one knew what the resolution contained, 
but all knew that it related to the all- 
absorbing topic of Cuba. Mr. Evansin- 
terposed to declare that a pension bill 
was in order, and amid intense excite- 
ment the speaker with white, stern face 
called for the regular order. 

As soon as the pension bill was passed 
Mr. Bailey was again on his feet de- 
manding recognition; but Mr. Boutelle, 
chairman of the naval affairs commit- 
tee, was also calling for recognition, and 
the speaker recognized him, pausing 
amid the clamor and confusion to inform 
Mr. Bailey calmly that his rights woulé 
be respected. 

Mr. Boutelle then moved that the 
house go into committee of the whole 
and resume the consideration of the 
naval appropriation bill. 

“Pending that motion,” announced 
the speaker, “the gentleman from Texae 
states he desires to present a privileged 
question. The gentleman will state it.” 

Mr. Bailey then offered a resolution 
for the recognition of the independence 
of Cuba. The reading was listened to 
amid a silence profoundly impressive, 
and a its conclusion cheer after cheer 
was given from the galleries and floor. 

The Republican side was ominously 
silent. The speaker rapped vigorously 
for order and warned the galleries that 
no demonstrations would be allowed 
Mr. Boutelle immediately made the point 
of order that the resolution was not 
privileged, and Speaker Reed so ruled. 
From the decision Mr. Bailey appealed 

When the vote was taken only twe 
Republicans, Messrs. Acheson and Rob- 
bins of Pennsylvania, broke from the 
party lines. About a dozen more sa! 
silent in their seats and refused to vote. 

After an amendment had been adopted 
to appropriate $50,000 for a steam en- 
gineering shop at the Port Royal naval!

BOSTON OPINION. 


Reliance on the President In Shaping 
the Alternative to Spain's Refusal. 


Boston, March 31.—In a leader en- 
titled “Stand All Together,” The Journal 
saystoday: “If Spain consents to with- 
draw from Cuba, as the president de- 
sires, it will be preferable to war. It 
will be as complete a triumph for Amer- 
ica as if it were done at the points of 
our bayonets and the muzzles of our 
Cannon. If Spain's answer is unfavor- 
able, if she refuses the president's de- 
mand, William McKinley knows what 
the American people expect of him; 
te knows what the next step will be; 
he has the wisdom and the strength and 
the courage to take it. Meanwhile it 
is the duty of all loyal citizens, Repub- 
licans and Democrats, in these tense 
hours of uncertainty to stand by the 
president; to support his hands; to await 
with calmness thesmomentous message 
froin Madrid. There must be no more 
talk of ‘overrunning’ the executive. He 
is really the leader of his people; he is in 
the very van of the patriotic hosts who 
would bring relief and freedom to Cuba.” 

Says The Advertiser: “It is a great 
error to represent the president and con- 
gress as being at cross-purposes over 
this Cuban question in any important 
respect whatever. It is not true that 
the president wants peace while congress 
Wants war. They both want peace. It 
is not ti@e that congress is bent upon 
putting an end to Spanish tryanny in the 
new world while the president is in favor 
of patching up some sort of a compro 
mise which will save and salve that pre- 
cious ‘Spanish pride’ about which a few 
theorists are so extremely solicitous. 
President McKinley is every bit as firm: 
ly convinced as Senator Frye is that thé 
time has fully come for clearing the 
bloodthirsty and treacherous Spaniard 
out of this hemisphere. It is not true 
either, that the country, or the best peo- 
ple in the country, trust the president 
and distrust congress. The country 
espec ially the best people in the country, 
trust and trust alike the president and 
congress, and with equal reason.” 

There is a touch of sarcasm in the fol- 
lowing from The Post: “As far as ap- 
pears from the dispatches from Madrid, 
there is not the slightest intimation of 
President McKinley's intention to favor 
intervention or recognition ef the repub- 
lic of Cuba or the freedom of Cuba. If 
the dispatches fairly state President Mc- 
Kinley’s proposals, there seems to be 
no good reason why Spain should not ac- 
cept them, and a great many reasons 
why she should, as they afford an ex- 
ceedingly downy couch, at least tem- 
porarily, in place of the bed of nettles 
in which she now reposes.” 

Today's Globe has the _ following: 
“Held in line by a promise of speedy ac- 
tion by the president, the Republicans 
of the house of representatives once 
more fo!!owed Speaker Reed's wish. The 
resolution urged by Congressman Bailey, 
the leader of the Democratic minority 
recognizing the independence of Cuba, 
was laid on the table. The vigorous 
protests made at the White House 
against continued delays and uncer- 
tainties as to the purpose of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley regarding Cuba were not with- 
out effect. To the ‘steering committee’ 
of Republicans in the senate he gave as- 
surance of his hope and belief that cer- 
tain pending negotiations with Spain 
would have a successful and honorable 
termination.” 


Raid Into Texas Planned. 

Carriho, Tex., March 31. — Sheriff 
Haynes has just returned from Guer- 
rero, Mex., where he went at the request 
of the authorities for consultation. He 
says that the reports telegraphed yes- 
terday as to the intended raid in Texas 
by one Marti were correct; that Marti 
had been perfecting his plans since De- 
cember, and at the time of his arrest, 
Mar«h 26, ill was ready for the crossing. 
Intercepted letters of Marti’s, taken from 
one of his couriers by Mexican troops 
and now in possession of officials at 
Guerrero, show that he was in com- 
munication w.th the Spanish officials at 
Havana. 

So far 10 arrests have been made, and 
more are expected. One of the raiders 
under arrest states that Marti had over 
300 men waiting orders to meet him in 
front of San Ignacio, and the cressing 
was to have been made simultaneously 
with the opening of hostilities between 
Spain and the United States. 

Marti is a native of Havana and came 
to San Ignacio a year ago, moving into 
Mexico some six months ago. He is of 
tine appearance and highly educated, 
speaking English fluently. Dr. Garcia, 
Marti’s second in command, was ar- 
rested’at Ballacillas. He is a Spaniard. 


Opinion of a Professor. 
Cambridge, Mass., March 31.—Profes- 
sor Hollis of Harvard, formerly an en- 
gineer officer in the navy, lectured upon 
“Our Navy in Time of War” before the 
Prospect union last night, and he said 
among other things: “If we go to war 
our naval officers will fight for ven- 
eance, not for the liberation of Cuba. 
The time has come for this country to 
end diplomacy and try the alternative 
of peremptory demand. If the president 
made a peremptory demand peace would 
result more quickly and more surely 
than by diplomacy. The question of 
fighting Spain was not nearly so serious 

as some newspapers make out.”

Wonderful Rally That Won a Victory 
For Him. 


Seven Round Battle In Chicago 
For Purse of $1500. 


Knocked His Opponent Bleeding SE the 
: Spectators. 


Chicago, March 31.—Hans Olsen, “the 
terrible Swede” of South Chicago, last 
night knocked out Daniel Dwyer of Buf- 
faloinsevenrounds. The battle was for 
@ purse of $1500. 

In the first, second and third rounds 
Dwyer had things all hisown way. In 
the first he sent Olsen to the ropes. In 
the fifth Olsen rallied wonderfully. In 
the seventh and last round Olsen landed 
squarely on Dwyer’s jaw, sending him 
to his knees outside the ropes. He 
picked himself up only to be knocked out 
by a blow on the chin. Dwyer fell 
among the spectators unconscious and 
bleeding, while Olsen received the de- 
cision from the referee. Dwyer was 
badly used up. 


To Box For a Championship. 

Boston, March 31.—The preliminaries 
in the B. A. A. boxing tournament for 
the championship of New England were 
held in the club gymnasium last even- 
ing. There were four bouts, two in the 
125-pound class and two in the 158-pound 
class. 

The bouts in the 125-pound class were 
between “Jerry” Buckley of Charles- 
town and D. Brown of Boston; and 
“Billy” Keefe of Lawrence and T. Cribb 
of Boston. Buckley and Keefe were the 
winners. Keefe defeated Cribb of Bos- 
ton In easy fashion. 

The bouts in the 158-pound class were 
between J. Fitzpatrick of West Newton 
and J. Meyers of Cambridge; and G. 
McCarthy of East Boston and P. Murphy 
of South Boston. Fitzpatrick and 
Murphy were the winners. These win- 
ners, with the entries fn the other 
classes, will meet in the finals on Satur- 
day evening. 


Basis of Representation. 

Boston, March 21.—The Republican 
state committee yesterday adopted ap- 
propriate resolutions on the death of Con- 
gressman Simpkins, and selected a com- 
mittee to attend the funeral. The com- 
mittee also made an apportionment of 
delegates to all Republican conventions, 
except representatives, for 1898, the ba- 
sis ef representation (in all cases based 
on the vote for governor) being one dele- 
gate-at-large for each ward of a city 
and for each town; and one delegate 
for the first 75 votes cast in 1897 in each 
ward and in each town; and one dele- 
gate for each succeeding 150 votes cast 
for each candidate, or for a fractional 
part as large as 75 votes so cast. The 
apportionment for Dukes and Nan- 
tucket counties differs slightly from the 
above; and the basis of representation 
for representative conventions is one 
delegate-at-large from each ward of a 
city or town, and one delegate for every 
50 votes, or fractional part as large as 
25 votes so cast. 

The comparison of delegates shows 
1836 for this year, against 1991 last year; 
the changes by counties being: Barn- 
stable, 33, loses, 9; Berkshire, 94, loss, 4; 
Bristol, 133, loss, 13; Dukes, 11, gain, 1; 
Essex, 258, loss, 12; Franklin, 45, loss, 11; 
Hampden, 112, loss, 13; Hampshire, 61, 
loss, b, “fiddlesex, 293, loss, 116; Nan- 
tucket, same, Norfolk, 114, loss, 13; Ply- 
mouth, 82, loss, 26; Suffolk, 277, loss, 1; 
Worcester, 220, loss, 33. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 31.—The committee on 
harbors and public lands will report fa- 
vorably on the bill to incorporate Will- 
iam H. Wardwell and others for the 
purpose of building a Cape Cod canal. 
A representative of a Boston Trust com- 
pany appeared before the committee and 
stated that if the New York incorpo- 
raters would put up the collateral they 
would deposit the $200,000 forfeit with 
the state treasurer. 

The house yesterday passed to en- 
grossment the bill which would give Bos- 
ton one alderman and two councilmen 
from each ward. The vote was 121 to 26. 

The senate killed the bill to prohibit 
women and minors over the age of 18 
from being employed more than 58 hours 
a week in mercantile establishments. 

The election law committee reported 
a bill authorizing party committees to 
designate in calls for caucuses for the 
nomination of representative candi- 
dates in districts wholly within a town 
or city, or part of a city, and of candi- 
dates for political offices, that the nom- 
ination shall be made by direct plurality 
vote. 


Earthquake In California. 

San Francisco, March 31.—A severe 
shock of earthquake was felt here at 
11:43 last night. The vibrations con- 
tinued for fully 15 seconds, causing peo- 
ple to rush from their homes in all parts 
of the city. The earthquake was one of 
the most severe ever experienced in this 
state. Buildings were violently rocked 
and telephone and telegraph circuits 
were damaged. Guests in downtown 
hotels and boarding houses made a rush 
for the open air, and Market and Mont- 
gomery streets, 30 seconds after the 
earthquake, were lined with half-clad 
and wholly frightened people. Severe 
shocks are reperted from Sacramento, 
Stockton, San Jose, Merced and Santa 
Cruz. In Sacramento there were three 
distinct shocks. 


Three Games of Ball. 

Charleston, 8. C., March 321.—The 
Charlestons, a Southern league team, 
played the Baltimores to a standstill 
yesterday. After nine innings the score 
stood: Charlestons, 4; Baltimores, 3. 

Princeton, N. J., March 31.—The 
Princetons played the nine of the St. 
John’s college of Fordham, N. Y., yes- 
terday, and won by the score of 15 to 
8. 

New Haven, March 31.—Yale’s first 
game of the baseball season was played 
with the Holy Cross team yesterday 
afternoon. It was principally a pitchers’ 
battle, two twirlers being played by each 
of the teams. Only five innings were 
played and resulted: Yale, 6; Holy 
Cross, 4.

Weyler’s. From even a Spanish stance 
point or a Weyler standpoint it is no 
longer necessary that the order should 
continue in force. Weyler said he made 
the order for the purpose of destroying 
the basis of supplies of the Cuban pa- 
triots in the west, in Havana, in Matan- 
zas, in Santa Clara and in Puerto Prin- 
cipe. Well, they are already destroyed. 
There are no provisions raised there. 
There are not 10 acres in all these prov- 
inces planted with provisions. The 
country is devastated and ruined. It 
is an utter impossibility, unless they 
bring their provisions with them, for 
Gomez and Garcia to march into the 
western provinces of Cuba, There- 
fore I say that the initiative should be 
a premptory demand by. this government 
for the repeal of the Weyler order. 
When that is done, feed the reconcen- 
trados if you please. First give them 
homes, give them ploughs, give them 
oxen, and in God's name send them 
back to the blackened ashes of their 
homes and give them an opportunity to 
raise provisions for themselves’ (Ap- 
plause) 


Magic In a Term. 

Havana, March 31.—‘“Armistice” is 
repeated from lip to lip, as if there 
were some magic within it to solve the 
whole problem of Cuban strife. Those, 
however, who know General Gomez, 
General Garcia, President Masso and 
the other leaders best say that all reckon 
without their host who believe these men 
will agree to an armistice, even if asked 
to do so by the United States, unless it 
is plainly understood that the truce is 
to be followed by a recognition of “Cuba 
libre.” It is argued that General Go- 
mez, after holding out all through the 
dry season, will decline to agree to a 
truce during the rainy months in which 
the insurgents would have the advan- 
tage. On all sides it is regarded as al- 
most certain that if war does come, it 
will not come until all plans of accommo- 
dating difficulties fail. 

A Spaniard of high influence, while 
talking recently with Consul General 
Lee, said: “The Sagasta ministry will 
not be compelled to fight to insure self- 
protection. Sagasta could quiet Spain 
by proclaiming: ‘We have made Cuba 
an ashpile, a desert. It is no longer 
worth any outlay of blood or treasure. 
It is only fit for negroes and mixed 
bloods. Let it go." Very few take 
such a view of the situation, although 
ignorant Spaniards might be deceived 
by such a declaration. 

Consul General Lee continues as cheer- 
ful as sunlight, despite the fact that he 
was warned last Sunday and Monday 
of five plots against his life. Of course 
ne does not give credence to such stories, 
and he is carefully guarded by the gov- 
ernment; but continued warnings of 
this kind are not a pleasant diet. The 
last story was that he would be poisoned 
by a bribed employe of his hotel. To 
this General Lee replied by asking the 
newspaper correspondents who sit very 
near him at meal time, in case he is 
suddenly taken ill, first to shoot his 
waiter and then to run for a stomach 
pump. 


Inhuman Order Rescinded. 

Washington, March 31.—The Spanish 
Jegation here late last night received a 
cablegram from the governor general of 
Cuba saying that the captain general 
reported the pacification of the eastern 
provinces so far advanced that it had 
been decided to rescind the reconcen- 
trado order in these provinces and allow 
all subjects of this decree to return to 
their homes in the country. 

To aid in the re-establishment of the 
reconcentrados upon their farms, the 
cablegram states, the government will 
grant them the protection of the Span- 
ish military forces, augmented by local 
relief committees to look after their im- 
mediate needs. Economic kitchens, it 
says, are to be established to support the 
reconcentrados while waiting for their 
first crops to mature and they are to be 
furnished farming implements and seeds 
To supply them 
with ready money, such of them as are 
able will be given employment upon pub- 
lic works, and it is asserted by the au- 
thorities that these measures will result 
in the speedy rehabilitation of the rural 
communities in the eastern provinces. 
This cablegram was not made public till 
more thdn an hour after midnight, and

dignity and prudence which command 
respect and afford the strongest possible 
assurance that the interests of this re- 
public are safe in their hands. The

Blanco a Noble Man. 

New York, March 31.—Dr. A. M. Les- 
ser, surgeon-in-chief of the Red Cross 
society, and his wife, Bettina Lesser, 
arrived here yesterday. Dr. Lesser 
stated that the suffering among the re- 
concentrados could not be described. 
Of 400,000 reconcentrados, 200,000 had al- 
ready died, and the suffering was as bad 
asever. Dr. Lesser furthersaid: “The 
statements that the officers of the Red 
Cross society have not enjoyed privi- 
leges in Cuba and have been hampered 
in their workareuntrue. All the stories 
that we have had any trouble are as- 
sumptions. 

“When I left the island there was not 
the slightest danger threatening Ameri- 
cans. I can say that there is no ground 
for apprehension on the part of Ameri- 
cans on the island. General Blanco isa 
noble man. He is certainly concerned 
about the sufferings of the reconcen- 
trados, as once, when Miss Barton and 
I were talking with him and Miss Bar- 
ton mentioned some instances of their 
sufferings, General Blanco was moved 
to tears.” 


Favors Arbitration. 

Hudson, N. Y., March 31.—Commander 
Ballington Booth of the volunteers of 
America, when interviewed on the Cuban 
question, said: “I am in favor of arbi- 
tration between the best and ablest 
minds from civil, commercial and ecclesi- 
astical standpoints. 1 am unquestion- 
ably strong and unswerving for the ter- 
mination of the barbarous treatment 
and the miserable fiasco of rule which 
has so long existed in Cuba.”
